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definite attacks of severe malaria or perhaps ly frequent 
slight attacks Virhich are at times ift)t oven severe enough 
to keep the patient in bed and ivhich aro therefore 
neglected In the latter case, though the patient feels a 
lit5e out of sorts and chilly, he usuaUy disregards it and 
does not take his temperature, or he may take it and find it 
to be 100° 1' , swallow some nntipyrin or guimne and go to 
bed, and then gat up the nest day feehng rather better and 
go about his work. I take it that though such a patient 
would tell you that he had been in good health and had had 
no fever, yet malanal parasites had been present m his 
blood the whole time, and that though his power of resist¬ 
ance was just sufficient to keep them from multiplying to 
any great estent. Still all this time they were mann 
faotunng toxins and thus contributmg to that toxmmia to 
which malarial cachexia is due Snob persons as these aro the 
subjects who are most liable to suffer from blackwater fever, 
and I will go further and say that I am certain that when it 
arises in such caohectics its occurrence is due either to 
excessive exposure, privation, great fatigue, to some special 
mabgiiancy of the parasite, or to some indiscrefaon com- 
mitt^ by the patient during an attack, of ordinary malaria 
which ndght otherwise have passed off without this com¬ 
plication 

Oaxt':e ofhamogldlnnuTta —Before discusstug the cause of 
the haimoglobmuna in blackwater fever we must look at the 
process by which destruction of hmmoglobm m malaria 
ordmanly takes place In benign tertian and quartan fevers 
the parasite destroys the hicmoglobm and turns it into 
another pigment and when it spomlates this pigment is set 
free and carried to liver, spleen, and brain, cansmg the well 
known malarial plgmentahon In the -cstivo antmnnal 
fevers the same thing ooours, bnt the parasites cause the 
rupture of the corpuscles before the hxmoglobm is com¬ 
pletely destroyed, thus causmg b'emogloblmcmm In 
ordmary fevers this free haemoglobin is taken up by the 
liver and changed into bile pgment, bnt none appears in 
the urine In severe lestlvo-aatnmna] fevers one third of 
the total number of corpuscles may be destroyed in one 
paroxysm and yet no luemogldbinnria oconr, the result of 
the excessive bUe formation bemg bihous remittent fever 

For bromoglobinuria to oconr there must be a large 
number of corpuscles destroyed and a large quantify of 
bicmoglobin set free m the blood, this is proved by the 
experimental luomoglobinuna induced by certain poisons 
Hence, in order to explain the oocnrrence of h-emoglo- 
binuria in malaria we are compelled to assume that there is 
a sudden destruction of corpuscles, thus setting free the 
whole of their hicmoglobm Endence in favour of this Is 
to be found in some of the descriptions of the result of 
examination of fresh blood films during an attack of 
hxmoglobfnuria Thus JUanson speaks of the apparent 
nun and wholesale solution of the red discs TVhat change 
can it be that bnngs about this destruction? A, Plehn 
suggested that it was some alteration in the specific gravity 
of the blood causing solution of the red discs I would 
rather suggest that it vras due to the aoonmulation of malarial 
toxms As above stated, the patients are cachectic—i e , 
tbev are suffering from chronic toxiemin Supposmg any 
thing—e g , ohiU—should check the excretion of toxins they 
might nccnmulate until they were able to effect the direct 
destruction of the red discs On this theory blackwater 
fever is to be regarded ns a special complication of malaria 
Tho hromogloblnuric complication I regard as whoUy 
analogous to chlorate of potash poisoning and paroxysmnJ 
hmmoglobinnria In blackwater fever the causa is probably 
tho mSarial toxm, in chlorate of potash poisoning it is sufifi- 
ciently obvious, in paroxysmal hmmoglobinuria it is nnknown, 
though it possibly is syphUitio in origm ns suggested by 
Copeman ’ who says “A definite speoifio history has been 
forthcoming in all the cases that have cOme under my own 
observation ” The three cases are, however, only analogous 
I do not for one moment suggest the identity of the causes 
of blackwater fever and paroxysmal biemoglobmuna any 
more than I should of blackwater fever and chlorate of 
potash poisoning Tho hnmoplobinnria is simply the natural 
result of the preceding h-umoglohinicmia 

One other fact certainly is of importance in blackwater 
fever, as in all other poisoning cases, and that is idiosyn¬ 
crasy I believe that some persons get htomoglobinnria 
with a much lower degree of malarial toxreroin than others 
Some of these patients may account for the alight and 
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frequently reourrent cases which are reported Another 
factor may come in, and that is dcgencrativo changes m 
the liver the result of mnlarinl poisonmg which impair 
its bile-forming funotiQiis It is clear that if the hver 
were to stake work the hmmoglobm would not ho changed 
into bile pimneut and that a hnanoglobln'cmia, however 
slight, would cause hamioglobinurin That such, hou- 
ever, is not the mam cause is, I think, shown by tho fabt 
that there is mnoh bile formed during blackwater feier, 
ns shown by the profuse bilious vomitmg and tho not in¬ 
frequent bilious dlarrbcca TVlule not wishing to claim that 
the above is any more than a possible theory as to Uio cause 
of blackwater fever, yet I would submit that it is possible, 
and, further, that it helps to emphasiso what I belime to 
undoubted fhots—viz , that blackwater fever is of malzntd 
origin and, further, that it is a special oomphcation ocenr- 
ling in malarial caohectics and dependent on tho destruction, 
by some means other than direct parasitic imasion of thc- 
red discs and the solution of the contained h-cmoglobln m 
the plasma

Having thus discussed the pathology of blackwater fci or 
and shown what I hold to ho its couneiion with malaria I 
come to the prabtioai question of its treatment In dealing 
with this it wiU be well to remind ourselves that three dis¬ 
tinct factors aro present There is, in tho first place, 
the attack of malaria during which tho htcmoglobmurlc- 
paroxyam develops Secondly, therb is tho oliromo malanal 
toxicmia which bna predisposed the patient to the attack 
Thirdly, there is the sudden loss of haimoglobin which in 
its effect in no way differs from an ordinary severe h-emor- 
rhage The above are present in aU cases, sometimes 
there is another factor present in tho subsequent ncphntis 
It is clear that only the first of these—namely tho 
malaria—would yield to qmnlne So far as is at present 
known, qninine has only a parasiticide and not an antitoxic 
fonebon in malaria, and hence it cannot bo rolled upon for 
treatment of toxicmia and obviously not for the hiemorrbage 
Quitune, therefore, should be given in blackwater fever, bnt 
with the express object of clearing the blood of the malarial 
parasites and hence it shonld be given in full doses similar to 
those given in ordinary attacks of tropical malaria It roust, 
however, be clearly understood that by tho limo a patient 
has reached the point of bn.moglobmunn his lissnos aro pro¬ 
bably mnoh degenerated and his vitol fonotions seriously 
lowered, hence, though we miy cure hJs malaria by quinine 
we must not bo surprised should he succumb 
A caobeotio patient may bo unable to withstand a severe 
hmmorrhage, when to this is added th6 constant and dis¬ 
tressing vomiting which often involves starvation ho is 
clearly liable to die from exhaustion, as many of the pabents- 
certamly do On the other hand, this is a very different 
thing from saying that quinine Is of no use in blackwater 
fever I hold that H should he always administered in doses 
Bufllcient to make it certain that tho blood Is freed from 
parasites, just as the first stop in tho tieatment of a patient 
suffering from saprcmln due to retnmed placenta is to 
clear out the nterns find so remove any danger of further

As previously menboned in this paper, it is frequently 
fllcuft to fiffioiently administer quinine by tho mouth on 
count of the persistent vomitmg, and ndmimstratlon by 
e rectum is unsatisfactory I am myself a strong advocato* 
r the bypodermio administration of quinmo under these 
renmstances and in this practice I am supported by the 
ofession in Italy and in Amenoa—though, as Ihr as 1 
low, many llngllsh medical men hesitate to adopt it The 
Ivantnge of the bypodermio method is sufficiently cbnous, 
r one can rest assured that the doso which wo adimnisfcr 
actually absorbed The supposed diffionltlcs are really

necesEarr In a case of blaotwaler fever v-hlch I recently 
savr in England quinine was at first given by the month, 
-the patient had a relapse It was then given ^po 
dennicaUy and the patient recovered without any further 
relapse It is of course to be remembered that qnmine 
will accumulate If the urine is ei^ther greatlv reduced 
or suppressed and therefore it must‘not be contmued in 
the same doses should tins contingency occur 
So much for the treatment of the malanai element; as

-extreme asthenia, they wfll act beneficially by helping to 
maintain the renal blood pressure and therefore the secretion 
•of nnne, for doubtless some of the cases of annna occurring 
in blactvruter fever are the result of collapse and not of 
nephritis If nephritis occurs the csual remedies are to be 
adopted, bnt caution shouldbe used in thh administration of 
«ncb depressing drugs as pilocarpine, from the use of which 
I have certainly teen disastrous results , if it is decided to 
admlmstcr this drug not more tfcm one-siith of a gram 
•should he given at one time After recovery the patient 
■ought to he advised to take a holiday, if possible in 
"England, and should not return at any rate until he has 
■completely recovered from his amciuia and cachena 
Indeed on general pnnoiples it is probably desirable 
that no one should return to .Afnca after an attack- This 
IS particularly the case where the blackwater fever has 
developed in spite of precautions, but applies less to those 
-cases where the attack can be traced to exceptional hard 
•ship and privations which are no* likely to be repeated 
Those who, from one cause or another, cannot stand 
-quimne and those who suffer froai even slight albumi¬ 
nuria should not he selected for malarious chmates 
Tinally I urge that the prophylaxis o! blackwater fever bv 
habltunl use of quinine will be found to be more hopeful 
'than its treatment I have come to the dednlte concision 
that besides adoptmg precautions in regard to exposure to 
chills wet and to the sun, and as to moderation In food 
alcohol, and sexual matters every resident in the more 
maianous parts of Africa «hoald fate at least five grains of 
■quinine each dav In the largo majority of cases I believe 
that this would prevent the chronic calartol poisoning which 
as the predisposing cause of hlackwiter fever and would do

A MAS, aged 24 years, was taken ill on Jan 4th, 1659, 
with pron in the legs which prevented his sleepmg that 
night On'the foUowing day'the pains were'diffused* all- 
over the body and he experienced a dull, singmg sensation 
In his ears which persisted till he became deaf He was 
admitted into St George’s Hospital on Jan 6th and was 
then in a curious mental condition, his attention wandered 
and he jvas unable to reply pertinently to questions This 
was no doubt partly explained by his deafness The knee- 
jerks were normal- There was no mnscnlar tenderness on 
pressure There was pain in the mnsoles of the back and 
legs bnt no other objective signs of disease He vomited 
twice in the evening and -was delirious at night On Jan 7th 
the patient lay on his right side with his thighs and knees 
flexed, when disturbed be returned to tbis position. There 
was retraction of the head and rigidity of the mnscles of the 
neck bnt no tenderness of the spine There was headache, 
bnt this vTBS not localised end there was no tenderness on 
pressure He was drowsy duimg the early part of the day, 
bnt later in the afternoon hs bec^e restless and tned to get 
ont of bed, at mght he was delirious and a male attendant 
was required to control him He vomited twice in the even¬ 
ing The prohahnity of his having cerehro-spinal meningitis 
was recognised and be was therefore exammed with a view to 
determining whether anv cause could he found There were 
no discharges from the ears or nose, no suppuration around 
the teeth or tonsRs, no urethral discharge, and no history of 
any recent illness The limgs and heart were normal No 
enlargement of the spleen could be made out There was no 
herpes or petechial eruption The tache cfrCbrale was 
present Convergent strabismus occurred oceasionaRy, but 
not constantly, the pupRs varied being sometimes con 
tracted and unequal and at other times dRated There was 
homontal nystagmus Mr Gnmsdale kindly exammed the 
fundi ocnlorum and found that thev were normal and 
on several subsequent occasions during tho patients Rl- 
ness he reported that there was no ngn of optic neuritis 
On the 8ta the patient's condition was worse, the rigidity 
spread to the muscles of the back, he screamed out, and his 
temperature, which had previously been normal, began to 
nse No knee Jerks could bo eUdt^ Red patches appeared 
on tho skin on the inner aspects of both knees and ankles 
and on the right elbow and were probably in part due to 
pressure and in port due to Iropbio ebanges The skin of 
the bands and feet was red and swoRen, but no* oidematous 
The headache and pain in the back and legs were worse and 
there was some giddiness There was divergent strahirmus 
but no facial paralvsis or paresis It is probable that the 
abnormal ocular movemen’j were the result of spasm anti cot 
due to paresis Ho was dehnous and violent again dorin'- 
the night On the 9th he was drowsv after a bad night* 
Tho pupRs did not react well to light The puho had 
qnickcncd to 124 The bon els had been constipated 
since hU admh-ion and onlv epen after purgatives 
The unno bad to bo dran u eff m the evening- 
there was never nev Incontincnco of nnne or f-cccs’ 
On the 10th he was altcma ely comato'c and ac’JvclT 
delirious Ills nec’-, was moro rigid and his general con 
dition was worse He was regarded as having carebro-w-inal 
menln^tls His hands were still red and somewhat swoRen 
bnt not tender The skin had row become eroded on hLs 
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developed on the forehead, the inner side of the knees, and on 
the thighs There rvere no peteohim on the skin Bo far the 
treatment had consisted In giving Iodide of potassium, which 
possibly caused the rash, and in sedatives suoh as chloral 
and morphia, but as his condition was getting progressively 
worse and it seemed probable that he would die if left alone 
it was decided to ask for surrical assistance with the view 
of opening the dnra mater of the lower part of the spinal

jAn mcislon six inches long was made over the lower dorsal 
spines and laminectomy of the seventh and eighth dorsal 
vertebne was performed IVhen exposed the dura mater was 
seen to bulge It was incised for about an inch in the long 
ari.q of the cord Ooagnlated lymph and cerebro spinal fluid 
t6 "the amount of about three ounces came out Some of 
the fluid, soaked up in cotton wool, and the lymph were 
examined by Dr Slater, bacteriologist to the hospital, but 
no dlplooocoi were found A dr^age-tube was Inserted 
and no attempt was made to unite the inoised margins of the 
dura mater The skin was loosely approximated by nine 
sutures and the usual antiseptio dressings were applied On 
Jan 11th the patient was deoidedly better His neck was 
less rigid , the knee jerk was obtained on the left side but 
was absent on the right The hands were less flushed than 
before There was a free discharge of clear fluid from the 
wound neoessltating its being dressed twice in the day 
For the following three and a half weeks the dlsohaige 
from ihe wound continued, but at intervals of two or three 
days the discharge became impeded by the healing of the 
wound and as a result of this obstruction the patient became 
ill, his temperature going up (vide chart) to 102° or 103° F , 


later part of the day and the other symptoms presumably duo 
to pressure of oerebro-spinal fluid recurred Ho was then got 
out of bed in the morning as well, and after this (the thirty- 
fourth day of the illness) his temperature remained normal,, 
though the discharge diminished and finally disappeared 
On heb 19th the tube was removed and the wound was 
completely healed on March 2nd During this period of inter 
rupted convalescence ho mdually improved Both the knee 
jerks wore present on Feb 4th and no signs of anv spastic 
condition developed His heanng slowly improved slightly 
but he is still very deoidedly deaf Mr Bull fdndly reported, 
on the ears to the effect that there was no disease of the 
conducting apparatus of the ears Presumably it was duo to 
Inflammation sjirending from the meninges along the audi¬ 
tory nerves towards the internal ear At no time was there 
any affeotion of his joints such as has sometimes been 
recorded in epidemic oerehro-spinal meningitis Thus in 
111 cases elaborately reported on in Boston by Dr Council¬ 
man, Dr Mallory, and Dr 'Wright it occurred in six The 
patient can w-ilk, but is naturally very weak and is in 
addition aniemic 

Semarkt —The lymph removed at the operation confirmed, 
the diagnosis of cerebro-spinal meningitis and as no definite 
cause such as otitis, infective disease elsewhere, pnen- 
monm, oiysipelas, or infective endocarditis is forthcoming it 
appears prolmble from the symptoms, and perhaps especially 
from the deafness, that this was a sporadic case of epidemic 
cerebro-spinal meningitis The absolute proof of this is, 
however, wanting, since the diplococcns intmoellnlans was- 
not found in the lymph removed at tho operation The fluid 
should for purposes of bacteriological diagnosis have been 
removed by means of the needle of a hypodermic synnge 
before the dura mater was inoised But apart from the fact

his head ached, and the muscles of the neck (which were at 
other times normal) became rigid All these symptoms 
disappeared when the wound was dressed and a free escape 
of fluid resulted These symptoms therefore appeared to he 
due to increased pressure exerted by the cerebro-spinal fluid 
on the brain and upper part of the cord Tbe headache was 
partially relieved by antipyrin and pbenacefan combined 
The liqmd extract of ergot and tincture of heUadouna 
were given with a view of diminishing the abnormal 
secretion of cerchro spinal fluid but this latter form of 
treatment seemed to be ineffectual As soon as it seemed 
safe he was propped up in bed so as to increase the 
drainage , a little later be was put into a chair in tho 
afternoon bat still tho teropera*uro ro'e at intervals in tho 


that the material provided for bacteriological cxaminaliOD 
was not satisfactory it may be mentioned that tho cxponence 
gained in tho epidemic at Boston, "CT SA. , shows tliat the 
diplococcns intmcellulans msy be infrequent in the fluid 
and dilBcult to cultivate * 

With regard to the symptoms we do not propose to con 
Eider them seriatim but there are one or two to which 
attention may bo directed There was no herpes but there 
was an eruption of a papular nature which was probably due 
to iodide of potassium, since tbero was no petechial character 
about it such as characterises the eruption of epidemic

sroUen and snggest^ a condition like erythromelal^, 
vhich has also been nhserrcd in some spinal diseases, bat 
there iras no manifest tenderness on pressure That the 
trophic and vaso-motor influences ivere at any rate con 
siderably impaired is sbovTi by the readiness vritb nhich the 
cxpo'cd skin of the bands became red from vaso-motor 
paialTsis, and by the facts that pressure led to similar changes 
on the knees and ankles and friction to destruction of the 
skm over the right elbovr Optic neuritis was absent 
Inasmuch as the auditory nerves are very frequently 
affected it might have been expected that optic nenntiB 
would be frequent, this however, appears hardly to 
be the case, for Randolph “ only found it m six out of 40 
cases It is interesting to note that in the somewhat s imilar 
though chronic affection, the non tuberculous posterior 
meningitis of infants, optic neuritis is, according to Dr Lees, 
very rare ’ 

The chief interest attaches to the treatment As has been 
seen no good resulted from iodide of potassium and the man 
appeared to be likely to die As a last chance it was 
thought justiBable to open the dura mater of the cord and 
dram the subdural space The question now arises as to 
whether this was, after all absolutely necessary, for the case 
was not one of the fulminating class in which death occurs 
within 43 hours of the onset, but corresponds to Osiers* 
ordinary type. There is however, no doubt that the patient 
did improie considerably after the operabon and it docs not 
as yet appear that he has suffered in any way from the 


snflfered from headache, fever, and cervical opisthotonos* 
These symptoms certainly resemble the intermittent type of 
epidemic cerebro-spinal meningitis , if they were the mani¬ 
festations of that condition the satisfactory result of the case 
could be explained by regardmg this as the natural termina¬ 
tion of this form of the disease On the other hand, they 
seemed to depend so closely on an intermission of the dis¬ 
charge of cerebro-spinal fluid and to be so entirely reheved 
when the flow was established that it is difficult to disasso¬ 
ciate them Assunung that the symptoms were due to the 
pressure of pent-up cerebro-spinal flmd it appeared that 
though the patient might remain fairly comfortable as long 
as the drainage was kept up there was yet some risk that if 
he was left with a permanent fistula secondary mfection of the 
spinal membrane might occur and lead to very grave results 
It seemed as if the cerebro-spinal fluid was secreted in larger 
quantities and that the choroid plexuses havmg once started 
on this abnormal functional activity might continue to do so 
Dr BtOlair Thomson’s valuable researches, though then 
unpublished, on a continuous discharge of cerebro-s pina l 
fluid from the nose were, it should be slated, fully known to 
ns and led us to fear that a similar state of things might 
develop In our patient "Wliile if the exit of fluid was inter¬ 
fered with mechamcally there were two alternatives (1) 
that the secreting choroid plexuses might feel the effect of 
increased pressure and return to their ordinary state of 
function, and that thns after a short time the intraoranial 
and intraspmal pressure might become normal, or (2) that 
as in some cases of spina bifida which have been radically

As far as we can find out the spinal dnra mater has not 
been freely opened before m acute cerebro spinal meningitis 
This procedure is however only carrying further what has 
already been done—vii lumbar puncture—awhile m cases 
of chronic non tuberculous posterior meningitis m infants 
Mr Ballance ^ has trephined the occipital bone and drained 
the posterior sub-arachnoid cistern This method of treat¬ 
ment has therefore been already appbed to the posterior 
fossa of the sknU in a disease winch is very clo'dy allied 
indeed to epidemic cerebro-spinal meningitis, for Stfll* 
comes to the concloslon that the micro-organism of simple 
posterior basic meningitis of infants Is almost idenbeal with 
the diplococcua Intracellnlans of epidemic cerebro-spmal 
menin^tis 

Lumbar puncture has often been employed for purpo'es of 
diagnosis Thus In the 111 cases of the Boston epidemic it 
was employed 65 times and no bad results were ever seen 
indeed, in one case the patient seemed to be relieved by it 
and to bo qmeter and to sleep better * In a valuable digest 
on “ Lnmbar Puncture of the Spinal ilenlnges as a Diagnostic 
and Therapeutic Measure” Mr Alexander Miles quotes a case

THE COMPLICATIONS OF THE SERUM 
TREATMEOT OF DIPHTHERIA

The value of the serum treatment of diphtheria being now 
thoronghly established. Its comphcations which are fairly 
constant become somewhat important During the past few 
months I have collected at the Homerton Fever Hospital 100 
cases which I have personaUy examined each day and on 
these cases my paper is based These complications are the 
following rashes, pains in and around the yoints, fever, 
transient albnminnria, abscess, bruj.ing and sloughing at 
the seat of injection , and certain consli^'ional dis 
turbances 

Froncho pneumonia, nephritis, and other inflammations, 
and nlro sudden death following the myection of antitoxin 
serum have been recorfed, hut nothing of this kind has 
occurred in the Ikmdon hospitals where several thon-

[l^rclmtnari; note —After 1 had ohtainod nearly all the 
autographs which are hero reproduced and had formed my 
deduotlons from them my attention intis called to a paper 
published by Dr Wclr Mitchell and Dr TVaUaco Rhein in 
the PhiladeljpMa Medical Journal of Jan 22nd, 1898, in 
•which they di-nded cases of chorea into certain groups 
according to the ohametor of the handwriting These 
groups correspond mainly, though not entirely, •with those 
into which I have independently arranged my own cases 
I should, of course, have refrained frdm puhlishing this 
paper wore it not that my own investigation was conducted 
without any hnowlcdgo of the work of Dr MltchoU and Dr 
Rhein and that the latter, as far as I can ascertain, has 
passed unnotioed in this oonntiy A study of the litoraturo 
of the subject ■will bo found in the jiapor referred to, and 
this is so complete that it is unnccossaiy for mo to go further 
into the matter ] 

It is generally helieied that the motor phenomena of 
chorea are of a very uniform charaotcr, especially ns regards 
the effect thereon of attempted voluntaiy movements It is 
true that certain ■writers make reference to the possession by 
some patients of the power of controlling to some extent the 
typical moiements of the disease and that a few cion speak 
of the existence of an incoordination which may occasionally 
he out of proportion to the seventy of the movomonta them 
selves Neierthelcss most writers on chorea are in agree 
meat uith Professor Henoch when ho sums up the matter by 
saying that “ under all circumstances any purposive move 
ment tends to make the chorea worse , any attempt to write, 
to take hold of small articles, to miso the arms aboNOtho 
head, ko causes the choreic movements to increase con- 
sidembly ” 

' My attention was accidentally called to the incorrootnoss 
of such Btatomonls Ha-ving for some Umo ■n-ished to find 
some means of registering the severity and progress of my 
cases of chorea in order to investigate the oilicioncy of drug 
treatment it occurred to mo that the handwriting of my j 
patients might afford the moans of which I was in search | 
I therefore began to take specimens of ■writing from tdl my 
choreic patients, with the result that in a very short time 1 1 
roallsed that there existed very unexpected variations in the ] 
power of unting and that those variations in many oases 
held no relation whatever to the violence of the choreic 
movements The ivritmg was therefore useless for my 
puiposo and I have continued the study of the writing for its 
own sake In my cases—all of which, with one exception, have 
boon mot with in my out-patient practice—I have recognised 
the existence of five groups, separated from one another by 
dillorcnoos in the manner in which they reacted to the 
demand to perform dolloato coordinated acts, and of each 
of those groups I haio reproduced the most typical of the 
autographs 

, 1 The first group oontains thoso cases which accord with 
the descriptions usually given—that is, in which the inter 
foronce with loluntaiy action corresponds with and directly 
proceeds from the tjyioal ohorelo movements It is hardly 
neocssary to say that In the slight cases little or no dis 
fturbanoe is to he traced, whilst all degrees are mot with 
between those and oases in which the Interferenoo Is of

written word similficB is a number of detached motor acts, 
now more now loss feeble, the intervals being surrendered to 
mere riot ” In watching this process in the cases with which 
I am now dealing it has always seemed to me that the ability 
to write at all depends nlUmatoly on tho power of more or 
less inhibiting tho movements for a short timo If no such 
power exists at all tho child wiU rarely bo induced to make 
tho attempt, though In tho out-patient room, at any 
rate, such cases are seldom met ■with "When, however, there 
IS enough control to render some attempt possible the per 
formance is a very sinking one Tho preliminary flourishing 
of tho pen which Dr Sturges desonnes ends in an obvious

tender Rigiditv of the mails mas very sBght and did not 
interfere with examination ho lociJised tender spot could 
be found There rvas no evidence of ^e fluid fa the 
abdomen ’The Uver dufaess began at the sixth rib and 
continned downwards for two and a half inches, disappearing

of the patient to bed it mu’^ found that the Uver dulness in 
the nipple line had diminished considerably and that it mas 
now restricted to a rib s breadth The abdominal signs mere 
slight bnt definite and these, coupled -with the very circum¬ 
stantial history of gastrio fronble and the abrupt onset of 
pain, mere thought to justify the diagnosis of perforated 
gastric ulcer and to caU for immediate operative mterference. 
The TOtlent s general condition mas exceedingly good 
Thirteen and a half hours after the onset o? the symptoms 
the abdomen mas opened through the left rectus muscle 
close to the middle hue and above the umbiUcus A Bttla 
tnrhid fluid escaped on incising the pentonenm and a large 
stomach immediately presented. As a httle fibrinous exuda¬ 
tion mas present near the pyloric extremity of the viscns and 
on the under surface of the hver search mas made fa this 
n^hbourbood for the ulcer hut none mas found A smaU 
peroration of about an eighth of an inch In diameter ■was 
ultimately discovered on the anterior surface of the stomach 
near the cardiac onflee and just below the les«er curvature

able to write with ease and in which therefore the element 
of incoordination must have been entirely, or almost entirely, 
absent I believe howerer, that incoordination plays a con¬ 
siderable part m the disorder of many of the oases included 
in the first group 

6 The fifth group contains two oases only and in those 
there was either complete or almost complete inability to 
write at all, although the choreic movements were of very 
moderate severity This inability arose, I am inclined to 
think, mainly from intellectual defect In the first of the 
two cases the attempt to write resulted in the production of 
nothing more than a few meaningless scratches on the paper, 
yet the ohorelo movements were by no means severe It is 
interesting to note that the power of speech was in this case 
almost abolished, “yes” being tbo only word spoken, and 
that with much difficulty and after long hesitation As far 
as I could judge from this one word the arhoulation was not 
greatly at fault The second case was that of a boy who 
succeeded with the utmost difficulty in writing the first two 
letters of his name and appeared then to lose all idea as to 
what was to come ne-vt His movements were also slight. 
Speech was a mere unintollfgible jargon of considerable 
■volubility 

In conclusion, I must refer to a question which may bo 
raised with regard to my cases—namdy, whether they are all 
oases of true chorea I am weU aware that it has boon 
maintained by some observers that the power of controlling 
ohoreio movements during voluntary action is met with only 
in cases of hysterical chorea , but my own espenenoo directly 
contradicts this belief I have carefully watched my cases 
from this point of view and have moreover kept nearly all 
the patients under observation during their Illness, and 1 can 
positively say that all the cases upon which my paper is 
based were so far as I am capable of forming an opinion. 
Instances of true chorea, and ran the ordinary course of that 
complaint On the other hand, I give one more illustration 
(Jig 12), namely, the autograph of a girl who was obviously

aufiermg from hysterical chorea, and here it will be seen 
that even the slight power of control exeroised temporarily 
by the cases in the first group is entirely -wantmg, and that 
the individual lines of the letters possess in consequence 
a jerky irregularity which is not seen in any of the other 
sp^mens 

To sum up, the cases belonging to the five groups may bo 
deeoribed as follows Q) UtUo or no power of control over 
the movements, Incodrdlnatlon probabfy present in at least 
many of the oases, (2) power of control practically com¬ 
plete, no incodrdlriatlon, (3) no choreiform movements 
or movements very slight, much , Inoodrdinatlon, (4) 
control over ohoreio movements perfect, great incoSrdina 
tion and (6) movementa moderate, muon central defect, 
•writing impoMble

MATE OR PARAGUAY TEA. . 

By GORDON BHAEP, M D Edin 

DtmibG the past 60 years matC or Paraguay tea has been at 
Intervals brought before the notice of the profession as a 
substitute for China tea In the Pharmaceutical Journal of 
July 16th, 1898, Professor McKendriok and Dr D F 
Harris have given a summary of the chemistry of matfi and 
have asked for a more extended trial of the beverage After 
reading this article I resolved to try the beverage on my 
patients and on myself 

Mnt6 is a native of the Argentine Republic and other 
parts of South Amenca It belongs to the same natural 
order as the common holly and it is known by the 
botanical name Hex paraguavensis, although sir at least 
species of ilex ore group^ under the one specific name, 
ilatfi is also known as “ Jesuits’ lea ” and “ St Bar¬ 
tholomew s tea,” BO that Europeans probably owe their 
knowledge of mate to the disciples of Loyola Like 
tea and coffee matfi contains as its chief constituent 
caffeine (or theine) iVed hero let me remark how widely 
distributed over the vegetable world are the caffemo- 
containiag plants Ohlna tea belongs to the tea or camellia 
order, coffee to the madder (Rubiacem) order, guarana to the 
soapwort (Sapindaocic) order, kola to the silk-cotton or 
chocolate (Sterenliacca:) order, and matfi, ns I have said 
to the holly order (AquifolHccm) Besides caffeine matfi 
oontains a peouliar tannin, traces of ethereal oils, wax, a 
glncoside or glncosides, choline (a substance which acts like 
curare or muscarine), and a fatty body to which matfi owes 
its pccnlinr flavour The proportion of caffeine is, on the 
average, not much different from that found In tea or coffee 
The matfi leaves and small twigs are gathered, dried, and 
roasted The roasting develops the aroma In the Argentine 
Republic the leaves are said to be left whole, but in Bnuil 
the mate is found m a powdered state The matfi which T 
had ■was made np of powdered leaves, pieces of twigs, and 
evidently dried berries, so that my sample may have come 
from Braiil 

Tho advantages claimed for matfi are (1) that the infusion 
may bo boiled without dotcnoration and may be taken hot 
or cold , (2) that the tannia is highly soluble and interferes 
little or not at all with gastric digestion , and (3) that the 
beverage acts as a cerebral depressant and therefore does not 
keep one awake at night as tea and coffee do The tannin 
of matfi does not tan leather, neither does it coagulate a 
solution of gelatin With perchloride of •iron it gives a 
greenish colouration instead of the Inky flmd given by an 
infusion of China tea I have compared a solution of egg 
albumen when acted upon by infusions of matfi and Chinn 
tea With matfi the egg albumen is sent down as a fine 
white precipitate which on shaking is readily mixed with 
the flmd and which only slowly settles down With China 
tea, on the other band, the egg albumen separates out into a- 
brown precipitate which floats on the top of the fluid in 
small pellets and when shaken np at once separates end 
collects on the top This may be said to be the care for 
matfi The opposite side ■will appear in my own eiperienoe 
of the beverage to be mentioned presently 

Matfi is prepared in the ordinary manner of China lea and 
the same quantity is employed The Brazil matfi, on accoMt 
of being mostly in fine powder, has to be strained tmougu a 
fine 'Wire sieve or muslin Even then a sediment is lonnd a 
the bottom of the cup and a large part of this is found 
be fine sand which gets m during the roasting of the mdve 
and twigs Tho beverage may bo drunk -with sugM M 
cream or with a squeeze of lemon Personally I 
lemon The colour of the infusion is a light green and 
it lacks the inviting appearance of China tea or coffee Tue 
arema is peculiar and repellent although one is said to g^ 
over this If a oupful of tho beverage is Allowed to 
for a few minutes a "waxy or fatty substanco collects on the 
top and if ttiTn bo sklnimed off and tasted it is found to 
have the extreme flavour of fbe beverage i The South 
American natl'vo does not prepare the beverage in the manMr 
which I ha've mentioned He makes a round hole of the 
size of a halfpenny In a pepo or gourd and scoops out 
the contents This is bis teapot or matfi (hence toe 
name the tea has received) This gourd he filH ■mui 
tea, pours in boUlng ■water, and inserts a long strainer 
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The post-tibua artery at the anae iras yaUatmg 
BOnnafiy The 'tempoiatoe 'was then 101* 3y 6 ^ 
the temperature hM nsen -without a rigor to 105 
and the pulse -was 160 later m the .evening the 
temperature was two degrees lower hut thfe gangrene 
bad advanced nn inch up the leg No emphysematona 
crachling was present Early next morning the general 
condition was fairly good the teropcratnreifceing 102 , hnt a 
yellowish discolowrationhad advanced to the lower part of the 
thigh, espedallyin the course of the internal saphenons vein 
Immediate operation having been decided on Dr llUward 
amputated for Mr Heaton through the middle of the thigh 
The fceUnlor tissue on the inner aspect of tho limb where 
divided was markedly cedematous and of a rcHowish hue 
CultivatioDS taken from this part and from the intenor of 
the saphenous -vein yielded, however, no result Tho lad 
suficred greatly from the shook of the operation but rallied 
well with strychnine, brandy, and saline infusions into 
both nrillw. On incising afterwards the amputated foot gas 
came from it freely The patient’s suh'eqnent progress was 
rmeventfid Slight suppuration between the flaps occurred 
hnt "without consututianal symptoms and he was discharged 
from ’ the hospital -with a perfectly healed stump on 
Fab T9th ! 

Rmarht tjr Dr SIilwaed —With regard to the bactcrio- 
logv of the above case Dr O P IThite (late pathologist to 
the hospital and now of the Leeds School of Medicine) who 
investigated Case 1 tells me that he succeeded in isolating 
four organisros, the chief of which was the haciUns of 
Tiiconu He also found a few colonies of the baoUlus coU 
communis The bacillus of mUgnant cedema was not 
present Dr 'White s investigations on this case nro as yet 
incomplete and I mast thank him for allowing me the use 
of these few preliminary notes 'Viith regard to Case 2 
Df S McDonald pathologist to the hospital, has kindly 
supplied me rath the following notes Films from 
the esudafe near the spreading margins, Tvheio emphy 
sema was marked, showed numerous bacilh of vanous 
Mzes and a few staphylococci Nearer the wound 
were numerous microeooti and bacilli Some of these 
hatdlii whose appearance suggested that of the hacUlns of 
mahgnant cedema could nob he idenUfled as such when 
successively cultivated on glu«r=e gelatin and glucose agar 
The following organisms were Isolated (1) staphylococcus 
pyogenes aureus, (2) staphylococcus pyogenes albus; (3) a 
baciUns .apparently idenucal with the haofflus proteus 
vulgans , and (4) a staphylococcus otnearly twice the sino of 
the^phylococous pyogenes aureus, which did not stain by 
Gram's method and only greiv well m deep coltuies, m 
glucose gelatm and agar, appearing there us perfeoUy 
discrete yellowish brown colonies without causing liquefac¬ 
tion Oaltivated in 10 per cent, gelatin the organism grew 
only in the dee^ parts of the tuba and never on the 
surface Several sub-oultivationj were made from glucose 
gelatin and glucose agar but the organism died out In a few 
weeks The orgjtnlsm appeared to grow almost as ranidlv 
at room temperature as at 37*0 There -was.noonporhuuty 
of testmg Its pathogenic properties i 
looked at firom a clinical aspect these two -cases, although

President, Mr BRTAJ>T, being in the chair 

Mr Kegixald H lEBIsos read a paper on two cares where 
Multiple Calculi were removed from large Narrow necked 
Saccoh connected with the Male Urinary Bladder Tho first 
case was that of a man, aged 56 years, who came under 
obsenation in August 1892, with symptoms of vesical 
calcnlns A small stone was detected on sounding and was 
emahed, hut as this was not sufficient to account for the 
symptoms present a medmn perineal cystotemy -was pro¬ 
ceeded -with and 24 stones weighing over 1-rirachms were 
withdrawn from a sac to the left of the prostate The 
interval 'between the 'bottom of tho sao and tho rcctnm was 
very small A dramsge tube was fised in tho sao The 
patient left the snrgic^ homo in which tho operation had 
taken place 24 days later A penneal fistula persisted In 
1894 a suprapuhio cystotomy -was pcrlonncd and tho bladder 
and sac were drained by that route -As this did not appear 
to have any appreciable effect upon the sinus tho snpra- 
puhic wound -was allowed to close The patient died in 
1896 with tho fistula still open The second case was that 
of a man, aged 50 years, first seen In July, 1697 In that 
year several small fnahlo calculi were removed from the 
bladder by the hthotilte and wash bottle About this time 
it was first observed that tho bladder had a large sao in it 
which could he independently cathetensed In April 1698, 
the patient suffered suddenly and acutely Dom ovsUtis, and 
on May 4th suprapubic cystotomy was periormed The 
lateral lohw of the prostate were found to ba much enlarged,, 
and to the right and a little helow the corresponding 
ureter was the opening into a sac, just admitting the index 
finger The sac was full of foul, purulent urine, and it con 
tamed several stones Tho latter.were removed and the pouch 
■was waAed out and o drainage tube -was fixed mto It as 
weU as into the bladder In three weeks the patient was out 
of bed and doing -well Towards the end of June, 1898, 
he bad several ngors and high temperatures m spite of 
careful irrigation of the bladder, so the wound was re¬ 
opened and the pooch -was washed out and again examined 
with the view of draining toe latter through the perineum 
This had to be abandoned ty reason of the relaticin of the 
rac to large ve'.BelE which could he distinctly idt by the 
finger, and tho original mode of drainJ^e was revert^ to 
The enlarged pros^io lobes were also removed The con 
ditlon of the patient was reported as being much improved 
Mr Hamson remarked that the difficulty m dealing with 
these two cases arose, not in the removal of the stones hut 
in providing lor the drainage and su'bsequent obliteration 
of tbe sacs m which the calcuh were contained Ho advo¬ 
cated the method of draining some of these sacs after their 
exploration by suprapuhio,cystotomy Dom the perineum, and 
in support of this proposition ha referred to two other cases- 
which seemed to favour this method of procedure The- 
oiigm of the calculi removed was also referred to and it was- 
suggested that they were probably formed m the sacs 'and 
had not passed down from the kidney 
Mr Br'dce OiiARKE said that he had met with a number 
of these cases and he hoped to publish a paper on the subieot 
shortly It was doubtful whether a real distmobon could he 
Qfawn between protrusions of mucous membrane alone and 
those in which^ coats were involved i It -was most difficult 
fo identify the diff'erent coats even microscopically, espeoiallw 
where ulceration had taken place Probably in cases where the 
mucous membrane had been destroyed by ulceration there 
mostchauce of contraction and ohhteiatlon of the sac 
Mto ^0^ of the calonh The diagnosis was most 
^cult and often the cyst could o^ be discovered 
^ an exploratoy incision into the bladder which was 
tterofore a^ble in douhtM cases For exploration Mr 
Brace Clarke advocaf^ the suprapnhic operation as a 
better -new of the bladder could be obtain^ and it 
^ easier to get at tho sac It must ho remembered 
that in some lasss the sac abutted on the peritoneum and in 
one case death occurred from rupture into tbe peritoneal

r ration lasted flO minutes, there tins remarkably little 
ck and the pulse rate, which was 120 at the beginning 
of the operation, was 132 at the end The an'csthetic used j

The patient was comforlablo after the operation She 
had very little pain and sho slept well At 10 30 A jS on 
Jan 7lh sho vomited half a pint of odourless brown fluid 
The pulse rate was now 120 and the temperature was 08 2°-. 
■The tongue was rather dry The abdomen yras not dls 
tended and was moving freely in respiration A consider 
able amount of blood-stained disohargo wns escaping 
through the pelvao drainage tube tbrough wbloh a gan''o 
drain was now Introdnccd Tho patient was being fed by 
the rectum and liaving in addlllon in Ibo same way a pint 
of normal ■tallno solution twice dailj, also three ounces of 
brandy The glass drainage tube wns removed from tho 
pelvis after the lapse of 32 hours and the bowels were 
teUeved by a simple enema Tho aspect of tho patient was 
good and her pnlsc rate was gradnally falltug Vomiting, 
nnaccompanied by much retching still occurrod at intervals 
and tho abdomen beoamo generally but slightly distended 
again On tho evening of the second day after the opera¬ 
tion (Jan 9th) flic mimms of tmetnro of iodino were ^lon 
by tbo month , this was immediately rejected but tho 
vomiting now ceased cntirch On tho same day Uio 
amount of saline flmd administered by the rectum was 
increased to throe pints on account of thirst On 
tho next day tho boweis noted twice, tbo dlslcuslon oi 
tho abdomen disappeared, and tho pniso had fallen to 100 
Irom this timo tho progress of tho case was onuncntly 
satisfactory, tho pulso rate continuing to fall and tho 
tompernhiro, with tho ercoption of a rise to 100° on tho 
evening of Jan lltli, remaining practically normal 'ITio 
ganzo drain loading to tho nicer was removed on the 11th , 
it smelt quite sweet and was replaced by a small plug whioli 
was finaUj discarded on the 20th Some of tho stitches 
wore removed on the IGth and tho romnlnder on tho 20th 
ITceding by tbo month was commenced 11 days after tho 
operation At flrst only two drachms of peptomsed milk 
were given every hour but tbo quantitv was gradually 
increased Three days later rectal feeding wns altogothor 
disoontinuod and 14 days later tho patient took boiled sole 
without discomfort Oonvalesocnco was retarded by a slight 
attack of tonsillitis and a small alveolar abscess V'lthin 
flvo weeks of tho operation tho patient was np and sho 
finally went to a convalescent homo apparently iq the 
best of health She remains well with tho exception of 
a tondoncy to constipation and occasional slight discomfort 
after meals 

Bevernl factors contributed to tbo successful issue of this 
case The perforation was small and accessible so that there 
was probably bat little escape of gastric contents and closnro 
was an easy matter Tbo general condition of tho patient 
wns extremely good, allowing the cleansing of the pcrilohcum 
to bo tborougbly olleotcd There wns no doubt about tho 
oiposuro to infootion of tho gonoral peritoneal cavity, this 
being shown by tho collection of turbid fluid in tbo pelvis, 
nltbongh tbo only fibrinous deposits were mot witli in tbo 
neighbourhood of tho nicer, it is prohablo, how over, that the 
infcoting material vvas not very virnlent Tho oleansing wns 
' effeoted by a combination of irrigation and sponging It 
restricted to one of these methods wo should profor tho 
former, both on the score of celerity ah'd on account 
of the improvement often produced in tho genoral oon 
ditlon , 'There is no doubt, however, that by sponging the 
pen hepatic and the peri splenic regions can bo moro 
tlioronghly cleaned and tbo nsk of residual abscesses in 
tboso sitaations is minimised With regard to tlio drainage 
of tho pelvis our experience has been that It Is a very neocs 
sary adjqnot in these coses It was not thought nooesrary 
to open and flush the lesser sao of tho porltonenm nnd^ 
the result of the case justified this omission Of conrso,_ 
the most important point of aU is that tho opomtlon was por- 
formed wlthont delay, wtiile the condition of the patient was 


favonrablo and none of tho tovcmic symptoms of general 
peritonitis weto'present J '

It is non generally admitted that although tho majority oF 
cases of spreading tranmatio gangrene are dn 9 to the pre¬ 
sence of tho bacillus of malignant adema a few are con¬ 
nected with other micro-organisms A few instances hero 
been recorded of tho presence of the bacillus coli communis 
we pnblishcd ono snob caso in tho Mirror of Hospital Practice- 
in 1897 Tho first of the two cases recorded below can hardlv 


belong to this class, for tho baoillns ooli communis was nob 
tho chief organism present For tho notes of tho cases wo ore 
indeblcd to Dr 1 Victor Milwnid, icsidtnt saigical officer 
Oasb 1 —■ 'i slightly bniit paio boy, aged eight j ears, wan 
admitted to Uio oat patient department of the General 
Hospital, Birmingham, on May 16th, 1898, having sustained 
a fracture of tbo loft radius and 'ulna In their iowdr thirds 
On tho anterior surface of the forearm over tho site of the- 
fracluro there was a small V shaped wound mcasurmg about 
a quarter of an inch Tbo wound was thoroughly cleansed 
with soap and water and corro'ivo snbhmato solution, scalca 
np with collodion, and treated with splints in tho nsaa' 
manner On tho following day when the patient attended 
at the hospital tho parts looked perfectly licaltliy He did 
not come back again, ns told to do, until the 20tb Ho then

A meeti\g of this soetety was held on March 27th, the 
President, Mr EoiruND Owen, being in the chair 

The President referred to the loss which the society had 
sustained in the recent deaths of Dr Heinrich Port and Dr 
John Brunton 

Dr Horert Maguire read a paper upon Deaths from 
Pnnotionai Nervous Disease which he maintained were duo 
to oxUaustiou of grey nerve matter Ho eliminated deaths 
from asthenia, tuberculosis, disturbance of the respiratory 
centre, heart faUure, or vase motor paralysis, ns occurring in 
the course of acute mania, status opllepticus anorexia nenosa 
and other bysterioal conditions, oonoussion, fright, nnd 
shook, and explained that the cases ho had to dcsonbo were 
deaths aotnaliy from functional nervous disease Ho showed 
that in such cases all the bodUyf auctions failed equally, with 
the exception of the functions of those of the higher nervous 
system In death from senile decay, the condition in which 
there was the most equal deterioration of the somatic powers, 
there was nevertheless usually a predominance of failuro 
of one particular system, generally that of the heart, since 
that organ had no chance of rest But in such cases as Dr 
Maguire referred to the only system at fault was the highest 
nervous system and thereforo ho considered that the death 
was due to exhaustion of the grey nervons matter which 
controlled all the other functions He described four 
oases which bad come under his own observation bearing 
upon this point The hrst was that of a woman who, with 
out other physical symptoms, developed bUndness after a 
fall The ease was diagnosed as traumalio hysteria, 
but suddenly the patient became unconscious, had unequal 
pupils, and perspired on one side of the head and neck It 
was then thought that she must have cerebellar tumour, but, 
death occuiTing, nothing was found at the necropsy The 
patient had shown hysterical symptoms before the fall The 
'second cose was that of a young woman brought to 
St Mary s Hospital in an nnoonsolous state, In which she 
lay for four days before death, presenting no signs of 
disease except unoonaciousness There was no trace 
of poisoning and nothing was found post mortem 
She bad been greatly troubled before the attack. 
The third case was that of a medical student who bad 
lived too sparingly had had difficult} in completing his 
oumculum, but shortly after passing his wiminntlons 
became unconscious, presenting no other physical signs of 
disease It was thought that he might be suffering from 
< encephalitis, but in tliree months ho gradually roemvered 
He began practice, married, was oier worked, and in three 


years’ time was taken 111 again with similar symptoms and 
died Nothing whatever was found at the necropsy In the 
fourth case Dr Maguire had diagnosed the condition during 
life and the diagnosis was confirmed post mortem A clergy 
manof taciturn habits, living the lifoof a llteiaryreoliiso and 
having undergone severe mental trials, became unconsedons 
nnd showed no other symptoms Ho died and nothing was 
found at the necropsy In all the four cases urtemia, 
syphilis, nlooholtan, nnd poisoning were carefully ex 
olnded Dr Mngniie called attention to the case of a 
schoolboy, leportOT at one of the other societies some 
years ago, who beoamo unconscious while running at 
“ hare and hounds,” and ho thought that his death was 
best explained by cxhanstion of grey matter Dr Maguire 
believed that this point of pathology of death, which 
seemed to havo been overlooked, was of somewhat wide 
importance By It he explained the sense of impending 
death which of no importance in the young and those suller 
mg from \ery aouto diseases, was of a sotous omen In the 
old and those who bad more prolonged lllne«se3 These had 
no recuperative power Similarly patients of nn eastern 
nation would die if they made up their minds to die, while 
those of western nations, oven though neurotic, had more 
rc'orvo vitnUly and their morbid fears were of less 
moment. Dr Maguire said that hints on the physiology of 
the subject might be obtained from a paper by Dr Augustus 
Waller on the ‘‘Sense of Effort,' published in Sratn — 
Dr A E Sansom said that although nothing was found by 
the morbid anatomist there might have been some change 
not yet recognised In former days many different con 
ditions were grouped under the nemo “amanrosis”—onoe 
defined os a “disease in which neither the doctor nor the 
patient could sec anything ”—which had long since been 
differentiated There were other diseases in which death 
sometimes ocenrred writhont any discoverable lesion such as 
epilepsy and some cases of an^na pectoris Dr Maguire 
spoke of cxhanstion of the grey matter but that was rather 
vagne Dr Sansom thought that the symptoms rather 
pointed to failure of nutrition of that part of the nervons 
sTstom connocled with the vagus nerve, possibly indneed by 
unknown zymotic causes He suggested that some of tha 
CO.SCS of death supposed to be due to fntti degeneration of tbs 
heart were really cases similar to tho'o described by Dr 
Maguire in bis paper Fatty degeneration was an extremely 
rare cause of sudden death, haidng been the cause in only 
three of 860 cases of suddou death investigated in Vienna 
and in those was secondary to atheroma of the coronary 
nrlonts —Dr Seymour Tuke said that in some respects 
the symptoms axhlbiled by Dr Maguire’s cases, especially 
the first, boro some resemblance to tho^o seen In cases of 
general paralysis Following their epileptiform seizures 
patients often lav in a serm nnconscious condition for days 
and omaoiatlon often followed progressively although a large 
qnantitv of food was taken Ho asked if there were an v rise of 
temperature In Dr Maguire's cases In fwo cases of general 
paralysis he had seen lately there was rise of tempemture 
before death reaching to 107*F In one case and to 108* in the 
other —Mr Peeke Kichards thought that after symp touiB 
had existed so long "there must havo been changes in the grey 
matter had the symptoms been duo to disease of that stmc 
taro —Mr W H Battle mentioned a case with urgent 
symptoms supposed to be duo to gastric ulcer in wliloh the 
patient lived for three weeks nnd after death nothing what¬ 
ever abnormal could be discovered —^Dr Maguire, in 
said that the prolonged nnconsciousness made it clear l^t 
the trouble was not confined to the vagus He held ttot 
there was exhaustion of Hughlings Jackson’s “ blehest 
centres ” He qnite agreed that ^ere were points of re 
semblance to general paralysis since that was due to failure 
of the same highest centres 

Mr Harold Barnard read a paper on Certain Points in 
the Pathology of the Pericardium (This paper we hope to 
pubhsh at l^gth in an early issue ) He observed that tne 
pericardium was only a part of the mechanism of venous 
circulation which must therefore be considered it The 
researches of Dr Leonard Hill and himself had shoira that 
the heart could not carry on the circulation of man If ho Mn 
' stantly maintained the erect position The return of mow 
from the legs nnd abdomen to the heart was imeoted by 
the contraction of skeletal muscles The nmoles or the 
limbs forcibly emptied their veins into the right heart at 
each contraction during walking or running The contrac 
tions of the mnsoular sphere which enclosed the abdommal 
viscera were a part of the respiratory movements During

ousslon on Gastno Ulcer, mtb special roforenco to the 
Dmgnosis of Perforation, was open^ by Mr E C Chioken, 
Mr A R Anderson, nnd Dr Noble Mr Chicken remarked 
upon tho great number of symptoms which by ono author 
and another were laid down as occurring in perforation of a 
gastric ulcer Regarding tho ulcer itself and the diagnosis 
of it, the throe cardinal symptoms were (1) pain, (8) vomit- i 
ing, and (3) tenderness, although one of these might ho 
atSent In Mr Chicken’s opimon vomitmg of blood 
was nearly always present In respect of the dia 
gnosis of perforation the chief points were— (X) pre‘

fiction Mr Thompisens book deals with pioisomng solely 
from a histoncal pioint of -view, relating cases which 
have actually occurred from the earhest times untTI the 
present. The first five chapters refer to the poisons of 
antiquity, royal and histone pwisoneis and professional 
poisoners Bnef reference only is made to the methods 
employed by pxiisoners during medimval times and we think 
that Mr Thompson has rather lost an opportunity in not 
enlarging on this theme In relating the more modem 
famous cases of poisoning however, the author hnv succeeded 
in collecting together much that is interesting, although the 
subject matter naturally deals with the sordid side of 
bunumity and reveals characters calling forth the greatest 
aversion. Arsenic has perhaps been more frequently used 
than any other poison for criminal purposes and it naturally 
receives a large amount of attenbon from Mr Thompi- 
son The strange case of Madame Lafarge the case 
of Madeline Smith, and that of Mrs. Maybnck are 
duly detailed The chapter in which aconite is referred 
to is chiefly interesting from an historical pioint of 
view, although of coarse the Lamson case is described 
Ahtimony again bas been used as a poison in many notable 
cases and the "Bravo Mystery” and the case of Dr 
Pritchard are chosen as examples The Tnmo pofat of the 
chapter on Strychnine Poisoning is occupied by the Palmer 
case, onlv a very brief account being given of tbe case of 
Keill Cream and that of Horsford.

APPARATUS hOR THE RELIEF OF WRIST DROP 

A UAK, aged 36 years, a worker in motalUo lead, came 
under my oaro 18 months ago sutlering from acute pain 
down the left arm and forearm with inability to extend tho 
fingers and wrist At the end of a fortnight the reaction of 
degeneration appeared and at tho end of six weeks, during 
which time he was treated daily with the galvamc current 
and massage, there was marked wasting of tho affected 
muscles and no restoration of power He was then treated 
for some weeks at St Mary s Hospital and afterwards at 
the London Hospital, but without relief The flexors 
of the forearm were unimpaired so that, given extension ot 



the wrist, tho gnp was as good as ever I therefore 
determined to substitute the action of elastic bands for 
that of the now useless muscles The apparatus used 
(vide illustration) consisted of a broad bnoUed leather 
strap (J) encircling the arm just above tho olecranon 
Firom this two broad elastic bands (c) extended to another 
similar enciroling strap (i) Immediately below tho elbow 
joint From this second strap two elastic bands (c) 
passed down the extensor surface to be inserted at 
the level of the beads of the metacarpal bones into 
the posterior aspect of a strong leather glovo (a) which 
reached only to the ends of tho first phalanges. This con 
trivanoe (which was admirably made by Messrs Moody Bell 
of Cheltenham) acted so satisfactorily that tho man forth 
with resumed ids previous work and has now continued It 
for dght months For future use I should be Inclmed to 
add an “annular ligament” at tho wrist I should also 
substitute round elastio cords for the bands down the fore 
arm and instead of tho glove a padded strap round the hand 
at the level of the metucarpo-phalongeal articulation 

In the above-mentioned case the splint figured in 
"Eriohsen's Surgery" was tried, hut its interference with 
flexion of the wrist and fingers rendered it useless

which he writes wo do not for a moment dispute, while 
we question his inferences, makes the foUoiring state¬ 
ment “ I wonld point out that my client’s business Is a 
perfectly legitimato one, hia pills being stocked by all 
the leading wholesale houses, and further, his advertise 
meats appear in some 3,000,000 chemists’ pnee lists pub¬ 
lished annually throughout tho country Under these 
circumstances you really cannot class my client’s hnslness 
with those about whom so much has justly been beard of 
late ” Not wishing to rely on the agent’s opinion ns to the 
class of business done by his client the editor thereupon wrote 
to Davis for a box of pills and received that which we also 
obtained in the same way The printed leaflet to which wo 
called attention accompanied them, with its advertisements 
of a mixture for obstinate cases, a Positive Preventive Injec¬ 
tion, and a book on “ How to Limit your Family and TVoman 
Her Complaints,” while the same note emphasised tho 
suggestion of tho powers of the pills to cure “Irregu 
laritles ”—namely “ These pills must not bo taken by those 
expecting to ^oomo mothers ” o congratulate the 
OrmtXiTR AdTtriUcT on tho stand taken by it and we feel sure 
that it will have earned thereby the respect of all its 
respectable subscribers 

Curiously enough, a few davs ago a case was tried in the 
City of London Court in which the converse of Owen r 
Greenberg’ was decided In that case, it will ho remem 
bered, the action, which failed, was in part to recover 
tho price of advertisements paid by the Imstum Com¬ 
pany which Pt(Ji me vp had refused to insert In the 
one to which we now refer the proprietors of the VTeeTdp 
VttpaicTi claimed £4 ICh from an advertisement agent 
for advertisements which bad been inserted by them 
After heating the endcnco Mr Registrar Wild, according to- 
the report of tho case in the Paxhj Chromcle, said that the 
plaintiffs must have known that it was a filthy advertisement 
and therefore the contract coold not he enforced, and he pro¬ 
ceeded to give judgment for the defendants Ho did not, 
howcior, awnid costs to tho sncccssfal fide, no doubt 
markmg thereby his view that the nature of the advertise¬ 
ment, though it rendered the Contract void, was a matter 
within tho knowledge of both parlies to it Vfe can 
repeat what wo have already said—that no paper 
continue to insert these advertisements on tho ground that 
it can legally he compelled to do so 

We add a few more names of p-apers which continue to 
insert the ndveridsemCnts of those firms of which we have 
written in these articles or which from their advertisemcata 
of cures for irregulantics and obstructions appear to 
on a similar trade and aro olcarly Unhlo to bo applied 
pregnant women anxious to bring about miscarriages Wo 
do not pretend that our list has been an eihanstii c one, but 
as far as tho resonrccs at our command have enabled us and 
with the help of numerous well withers who hnvo sent ns 
copies of country papers wo claim to have made it long 
enough to show that the evil is still a considerable one and 
worthy of the attention of those whose duty it Is to protect 
the public , 

One of these papers, the Grimsby Times, prmts no less 
than six adiertisements of tho class of which 
written in one of its columns combined -with others offerwg 
“a boon to weak men” and “priceless information for 
married ladies ” We cannot congratulate the Grimsby Times

miserable and lingering death had it not been for his 
assistance The first case was one of aneurysm of the 
abdominal aorta wbicb the President Hr IiAI-gtov, had 
successfully treated by the method of in*-todncing silvur 
■wire mto the sac alter he had exposed it. To puncture an 
anenrvsm dehbeiately v-lh a trocar, mtroduOe tiro yards of 
Tdie, and then to seal up the openmg safely is a heroic 
procedure requiring a rare combmaticn of boldness, 
deitentv, and coolness, and Mr I,A>,cioii is to be con¬ 
gratulated m havmg achieved vi success which has 
aPended very fev of the recorded attempts at carry¬ 
ing out this method of treatment The case was a 
formidable one The anenryun was steadily increasmg in 
size and as it sprang from the aorta above the 
ongm of *he superior mesenteno aPery treatment by 
proximal compression was rmpraciicable As the result

group They had gamed weight and tho gastno functions 
appeared to be properly carried on, tho patients bemg able 
to take without fear any kind of food, they ha^ infect, 
been regaled by Mr UoRiSOV at Xork Station a few honrr 
before with a hearty dinner These were not selected bnt 
cousecntive cases and he mentioned that two other snccess- 
fnl operabons for excision of the pyloms for cancer had 
been performed by his colleagues during the last few 
months Mr MoRisob had not only bronght the- 
pahenfs but sJso the actual specimens removed and 
microscopic sec'ions which left no doubt in the minds 
I of those who suw them that the growths were reaEy 
of a cancerous nature. The brilliant success which foEowed 
the operation m these cases afforded justification for tho 
preference which Mr Monisov gave to it over the temporary 
expedient of gastro-enterostomy, an operation which leaves 
the mahgnant growth behind and, in his opimon, entails, 
risks when the stomach is dilated, so that he would employ 
it only where there has been so much local infiltratiom 
that pylorectomy is impossible We are not yet in a 
position to judge of the permanence of the relief which tho 
operation will nfiord, hut m the cases showm by Mr 
MoniEoK the most careful eiammabon failed to reveal 
anv local evidence of recnrrcnce although in one case 1& 
months had elapred since ihe operation. No doubt Mr 
MonisoN wiU be careful not to lo'e sight cf these pabento 
and wiH take the opporlnnitv of informing the pro¬ 
fession later of them progress so that it may be- 
seen whether the removal has been early enough 
and thorough enough to dispel fear of local recur¬ 
rence or distal infecbon ' 

Mr Mobison'S paper cannot fail to give a great impetus- 
to the surgical treatment of such cases and will stimulate- 
the physician to perfect the methods of diagnosis eo that- 
Eurgical assistance mav be obtained at so early a pencKk 
that excision may be folio—ed by a permanent cure The 
paper was valuable not only as a staking object-lesson of 
the progress of surgejy, but also as a demonstration that the

feQonuES are heard from tune to time as to the progress- 
which IS hemg made by the Eoval Commission on Sewage 
Disporal The Commission have had over 25 expert -witoessea- 
before them, including chemists, bacteriologists, biologists, 
medical officers of health, and engineers, some of these- 
witnesses having occup-ed the time of the Comndsdon 
for "two davs each Members of the Commission ha-ve- 
visited The works of sewage disposal at the foEowing; 
places Exeter, Teovil, Manchester, Eochdale, Choriev,. 
Sutton, Doncaster, Dew^burv, Bradford, and Leeds They 
have also been engaged in de ermining a number of import¬ 
ant quesfaons relating to the desirability or not of laying 
down chemical and bactenological standards which shotdvb 
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BO that the centenarian toper is an exception which proves 
a mlo But in spite of the Increasing nnmhcr of ahstalnors 
ani of persons who annh with oonspicnons mofieratlon the 
expenditnro on drink continnes to grow, amoonting last 
year to the prodigious total of £164,480,934 sterling, a net 
increase on that of 1897 of £2,199,211 Not only is 
the wim spent almost incredible, but the Rtgistrar- 
General shows ns that deaths from acute and chronic 
alcoholism are increasing, especially among women The 
conclusion is irrcsistiblo that cxecssiio dunking is still 
goihg on Some of it, wo believe, is based on an honest 
bohef that drink is good—that is, “nourishing"—or tliat 
it strengthens—as in the case of Benjamin* Fiun*m,in's 
fellow pressman who took six pints of strong beer a day 
to make him “strong” Tho fascination of alcohol 
has been the theme of poets and writers from timo 
Immemorial, but it has certainly never been so 
powerfully illnslratcd and proved as It is to-day 
in tho fact that one of tho foremost nations of the 
world in rehgion. In arts, la science, in liberty, and in 
all that constitutes civilisation, spends out of Its hard earned 
income £164,480,934 on purchasing it for consumption, 
with very littlo good to show for tho outlay and a vciy great 
deal of evil in the form of degradation, insanity, disease, 
and general miseiy Wo arC not dnnking, mdeed, qmte so 
much per head ns we were 25 years ago and wo are not 
drinking so much per head ns some other nations—Franco, 
Denmark, Belgium, Switioriand, tho Gorman Empire, and 
Wflrtcmberg , but we are drinking more per head, judging 
by expenditure, than we bavo boon drinking any time in the 
last 20 years, in spite of tho inflnonoo of Increased education 
and enormously improved social and sanitary conditions, 
and, as we have said, tho diseases duo to tho acute and 
chronic forma of alcohobsm are on tlio increase, c'pccinlly 
among women 

Our object to-day Is not to moke any definite suggestions ! 
of our own, but to direct attention to a very remarkable 
suggestion which has been lately made by no leas an 
authority than the Ohancellor of tho Exchequer He was 
the guest of the Country Brewers’ Association and ho told 
them, that an unprecedented amount of beer had been 
produced last year and that the production was increasing 
yearly “There must bo few babies and fewer teetotalers 
in the United Kingdom ” said Sir Miohakl Hicks Beach, 
for “for eveiy member of our popalation 31 gallons of beer 
ore drank in tho year ’ He rejoiced -it tlio fact and 
hoped that the increase would continue “The people 
of the Umted Kingdom would be better off if 
mare beer and less spirits were drunk ” In short. 
Sir MiohaeI/ Hicks Beach evidently regards beer ns 
n' kort of temperance dnnk the consumption of which 
^oald he encouraged as a means of diminishing the oon 
Bumiition of spirit It is true that ho spoke irith graUtude 
of'receiving £12,000,000 last year from the tax on beer and 
with hope of receiving half a mflHon more in tho current 
yfear, hut 8Ii? Uichael Hicks Eilvch is mn6h too good 
a man to speak so ‘ jauntily of his receipts from beer if 
be did I not believe that he was speaking in the intertst 
of the sobriety and virtue of the nation Thcrd are 
some politioians who could not have spoken of beer as fi 
tem^raned dnnk withont exciting'h tuspicion that they 


were joking or practising on the credulity of their 
nndicnco But this is not tho case with BIr Michael- 
Hicks Beacil Can this view bo entertained as a prao 
tical suggestion for tho diminution of excessive drinking J 
It is certainly entertained ly a largo scfctlon of tho public 
and it is perhaps true that excess In drinking beer is less- 
nontoly injurious than excess In d ri n k ing spirit, but it jnast 
mot be forgotten that tho amount of beer dmnk alrsady is- 
enormous and that it is productive of nnmistakcablo harm in. 
tho classes which consume it Tho rheumatism and gout of 
the working classes are often an outcome of their consump¬ 
tion of beer Too much beer produces manifold forms of 
dyspepsia and visceral derangement It tends, too, In the- 
qaantitlcs we are referring to as used by the people after 
lery early years to produce vanons degenerations.

“Tlio poor man advancing m years,” says Sit Henet 
TnosirsON, “ shows signs of damage to his constitutioa from 
continnoDs toil with inadequate food, tho supply of which Is- 
often diminished by his cxpcndlturo for beer, which,, 
although not seldom noxlon?, he regards ns tho elhrir of 
life, never to bo missed when fair occasion for obbdmng it 
is offered Many of this class are premhturoly crippled by 
articular diseaso andibecomo inmates of tho parish work- 
house or infirmary ” 

Few medical men will deny tho truth of these words 
Besides, is the Issue so clear ns tho lOhancellor of the- 
Exchequer puts it J Docs tho consumption of more beer 
really moan tho consumption of less spirit J Few medical 
men will admit such an opinion 'SVe certainly know cf no¬ 
instance in which a spirit-drinkcr wns saved by more 
copions potations of beer Tho remedy, if not vfoi'o than- 
tho disease, is but one shade hotter Beer-<lnnkers are by 
no means freo from tho vico of spirit drinking and arc 
certainly not nnfrcquently the subjects of cirrhosis Me 
commend these medical facts to tho consideration of, the 
Ohancellor of tlio Exchequer and of all who are disposed to 
regard beer in the light of a temperance dnnk or as an 
alfcmativo to tho use of spirits IVe may xemiud them that 
this view has once or twice prevailed in legislation with very 
doubtful effects Ono of tho ohjoots of tho freo beerhouse 
leglslaUon of 1830, as the sccretaiy of tho present Royal 
Commission on tho Eicensing Laws, Mr Stdnex Peel, 
points out, was to discourage tho drinking of ^rita by 
encouraging the consumption of beer But it failed signally 
It would bo disastrous if any novr legislation were to be- 
attempted on this principle If the medical aspects- 
of tho case do not impress those who regard tho consump¬ 
tion of more beer as likoly to abate the drunkenness of the 
nation they will perhaps look at the moral aspects of hficr- 
dnnldng as they may ho studied In the proceedings of 
coroners courts and police courts where death and enmo and 
brutality arc often associated wltb excesses in beer There 
is ono other point of enormous importance which oanUot fail 
'to strike statesmen and even Clinnccllors of the Exchequer 
that made by Sir HEKBr TiioiirsoN* in the extract 
which we have given above—vis , tho i effect of suohf 
on enormous expenditure on beer by thb working classes- 
in' curtailiiig tho power to pnrehaso tho other necessaries,

INFECTION BY SPEAKING TUBES 


lE 1891 special instructions were issued by the French 
naval authorities to the effect that the utmost care should 
m future be exercised in carrymg out the medical eiamlna 
tiou of all candidates for service in the navy whether they 
presented themselveB voluntarily or on compulsion No 
recruit whose lungs showed the slightest sign of disease "was 
on any account to be accepted, and even in the nbsence of 
active symptoms, lack of chest development, general ill 
health or physical weakness were to be looked upon as suffi 
dent causes for rejection “ In spite, however, of the rigorous 
application of this ordinance ” saje Dr L "Vincent in a 
recent paper In a French medical contemporary * , “ in spite 
of the numerous eliminations that are yearly effected in 
every port by special invaliding commissions , in spite of the 
hygiemc ameUorations that of late years have taken place on 
board war vessels, that redoubtable affection, tuberculosis, is 
still responsible for a very large share of the mortahty in 
the fleet, the deaths that are ascnbahle to it amounting to 
nearly one half of the total number ” In his capacity as ! 
prmdpal medical officer of the Northern Squadron Dr 
Tmcent enjoyed exceptional facilities for inspecting the hos¬ 
pital records at Brest and elsewhere, and he has accordingly 
drawn up a series of tables referring to the decennary 
1888-97, upon which he bases his conclusions The average 
strength during the period was 5400 men of all grades whose 
duties involved service afloat The number of deaths from 
all causes varied annually between 63 and 155, and tho«e 
from tnbcrcxilosis between 35 and K, the average numbers 
per a nnum having been 112 and 50 respectively The total 
death rate was equal to 20 per 1000 of strength, whUe 
that from tuberculosis alone came to as much as 9 27 
per 1000 These figures are very high, but according 
to Dr Vincent this Is partly due to the fact that fully 
seven tenths of the entire cerionnrl of the French navy 
hail from Brittany and the men are consequentiv sent 
to Brest bo be disposed of when invaUded from other 
stations "Writing in collaboration with a brother officer Dr 
Vincent has elsewhere * stated that the general death rate in 
the French fleet, with an average strength of 40,000 men.

mflnenia might easily be spread by the speakmg tube, for 
to make the whistle at the far end sound the person calling 
has to place his bps in actual contact with the mouthpiece- 
at his end In a telephone this is of course not the case and 
there is certainly one form—and maybe more—of local 
telephone—i e , a telephone which can be used between one- 
room and another which works very wen The connecting 
■wire has great ad^vantages o^ver the connecting tube in that 
it can be run anywhere ■without disturbance of -walls or 
plaster There are so many sources of Infection which, 
cannot be avoided that it is just as well to obviate those 
sources which can without iuconvemence be done away

HAWAII AND ITS DISEASES 
Fob a considerable time a somewhat acrimonious corre¬ 
spondence has been in progress m the Hem Tori Hedicat 
Secord regardmg the health of Hawaii and partionlarly -with 
reference to the pre-valence of leprosy there The font et 
ortgo of the discussion -was an article which appeared in 
that journal on Oct 15th last The -writer of the article In 
question quoted from a letter -written by Dr Pnnee A. 
Morrow in 1889 in which he said (referring to the health 
of Hawaii)—" The demographic effects of introduced’ 
diseases in a virgin sod can nowhere better be studied 
and they exhibit facta of the most remarkable interest 
The natites have proven strangely susceptible to the diseases- 
of civilised life, and trifling rdlments—such as measles, 
whooping cough &c acquire by their transplantation into- 
this soil all the virulence of a fatal pestilence Measles and 
whooping cough, introduced in 1849, almost decimated the 
population , the mortality -was excessive, almost every case- 
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be obtained by cfllnents ■n-bclbcr m the case of domestic 
fieTOgo only or of sucb sewage combined with trade 
refuse For this purpose they have employed experts 
of their own, and it is understood that the stall 
of chemists and bacteriologists has inst been increased, 
so that the effluents from works of different character can 
be systematically studied almost hourly by day and by night 
under varying conditions of temperature and rainfall No 
statement can ns yet bo made ns to the term over which 
these experiments must extend, but it is quite clear that they 
are at present only in an mitial stage and that, in so far 
as bacteriological results are concerned, the Commission 
are dealmg with a subject ns to which little cxi>crt 
evidence is available and that the matter will have to bo 
examined very delibemtoly and cxhanstiiely before usofnl 
inferences can be drawn These expenments are being 
carried out under the supervision of a committee of the 
Royal Commission consistmg of Sir Richard Thome, h R S , 
Professor Michael Foster, F R S , and Professor Ramsay, 
5; R8 _ 


WINTER AND SPRING COLDS 

The chmado variation which is one of our insular 
characteristics has not been without effect upon the pubbe 
health during the present year Colds have filled an im 
portant place in the practitioner s dallv round of duty The 
recorded ratio of deaths from diseases of the respiratory 
organs has followed on the whole an ascendmg course It is 
impossible to dissociate such facts from the co existent 
weather conditions even if wo allow, as we justly may, that 
these probably operate in many instances together with other 
causes of injury to health A mild, wot, and windy January, 
a February bleak and stormy, a March obsoured by fog or 
sharp with winter frost and snow, though doubtless of con 
siderablo agricultural value cannot be regarded from a sani 
taiy standpoint with equal satisfaction Nor are the reasons for 
a certain feeling of dissatisfaction far to seek The contagia 
which lodge in a dense and humid air and tlie directly 
■depressing effect of cold have both severally and in common 
much to do ■with the causation of illness The answer to 
tie question whether an extemul chill should result in 
bodily injury or not can only be given, it is true, in 
relative terms, but it must often bo given In a sense nn 
favourable to the person attacked The presence of 
a degree of vital resistance adequate to the cold 
encountered or, in other words, a relativ ely capable heart 
and blood vessels under strong and steady nervous con 
trol, affords the best condition of successful resistance 
Unfortunately conditions of physical inheritance, birth, 
age, and mode of hving do much in very many cases 
to modify this ideal position of advantage Thus we 
have more frequently tbnn not to take account of some 
■degree of unpreparedness The robust man should, indeed, 
be the typo of ordinary humanity according to Nature’s 
logic and he probably is when found in Nature’s uncultivated 
wilds It must bo remembered, however, that civilisation has 
made a difference and also that civilised man has in various 
ways Increased that difference m vital force between him 
and a more simply living ancestry Consequently we have 
become famihar with the depression which so often follows 
exposure and make nUowanco for it more or less in all oases 
More partioularly and for obvious reasons the dweller in 
towns requires such consideration But there is another 
agent at work in the process of “ catching cold ’ which we 
have also mentioned This is atmospherio impurity The 
prevalence of influenia in the metropolis during the last 
few weeks may possibly bo enhanced by this cause The 
same explanation adapts itself to the explanation of those 
infections “colds in the head” and bronchial disturbances 
of allied character which are apt to be suddenly developed 


during a foggy season It ■would seem from theee obeet 
vntions that such illness as is usually associated ■with 
weather changes is to a largo extent preventable It 
is also evident that no claborato medical system ii 
needful for this purpose, but that common prudence if 
indispensable It is the weak man’s wisdom and no dis¬ 
grace to admit that he must protect and husband bis 
reserve of strengtli and not emnlato the unconcern of more 
hardy fellows The man of business again, ought so to 
mrange that he does not sit in a ohillv office after casting 
off his winter overcoat No one should overlook the value 
of dry and absorbent flannel underwear or the equal im 
portanco of using clothes of warm material till the summer 
is well in Of the dangers of fog wo need not speak. 
They are familiar to every resident in a largo town Itii 
singular, however, that the necessity of breathing air as 
pure ns it can be obtained is constantly disregarded If 
the proper ventilation of private houses, and especially of 
places of business, wore insisted on bv their owners wo 
should hear much less than we do of the infectious forms 
of so-called cold IVilh this object, also, every reasonable 
opportunitv should bo used and afforded of taking exercise 
in tbe open air and this ought not m any case to prove 
incompatible with tlio active and orderly conduct of dally 
business _ 

COFFEE 

“ * Coffee, please,’ says Tom, with his month full of 
muffin and kidney, coffee is a treat to him, tea is noL” 
For some mystenons reason, or more probably for no reason 
at all other than mere chance, coffee has never risen to the 
rank of a popular English beverage, but still remains an 
unusual gratification just as it was in " Tom Brown’s School 
Days”, and yet coffee when propcrlv treated is a most 
excellent and wholesome article of diet, being advanta 
geonsly misolble with milk whilst readily bearing or for 
some oven demanding the addition of sugar Many English 
people drink tea devoid of ono or other of those adjuncts, 
if not of both, but except in the form of caff nmr a 
form to a large extent unknown on our side of the 
Channel — the sister beverage Is seldom taken without 
them It Is, of course, unnecessary to dilate on the 
nutritious properties of milk and the vTilno of sugar as 
a restorative has at length been recognised, but it is not so 
generally known that the coffee berry itself is not altogether 
destitute of nutritive qualities According to Dr Fort who 
oondnoted some interesting experiments »n propni pertona 
coffee in moderate doses is an excitant of the nervous system, 
augmenting the reflex properties of its several centres and 
consequently noting as a stimulant and tonlo to all organs of 
tho body On tho other hand Messrs Gasparin and Payen 
mnintam that coffee produces its effects by retarding the 
processes of disassimilation and that it is an “inhibitory 
ailment' and therefore peculiarly suitable for Indigent 
people, for travellers, and for ovoryone who suffers from 
dofeotlvo appetite However It may act there oan he 
no doubt that coffee does nffoot the human economy 
in a peculiarly agreeable and benefloent manuor 
It is fairly cheap, easily prepared, although less so 
than ten, nn admirable oalorifaoient, and there Is notblnS 
whatever to forbid Its habitual use in moderation whethM 
■with meals or at other times On the whole, therefore, it 
would seem tliat Its more extended utilisation in theSo 
islands is highly to bo desired In 1896-97 the amount of 
coffee, raw and mnnufactureo, upon which duty ■was paid in 
our Custom houses ■was only about 12,000 tons, whereas 
Bocordlng to Ze Bitlltitn de SlaUitiqve et de Xipulatum 
Comparlc —a French oSioial pnblloation—the total amount 
consumed in Europe and the United States was no less than 
623,320 tons Holland, we learn from the same nuthorily. 
is the country wher^ the drinking of coffee is most in vogue, 
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upon Its reputation as a healtBr and pleasant sca-ctxat resi¬ 
dential town should be governed bv a local body vrhose 
doings are Utelv to bnng it into notoriety as a place whicli^ 
sanitarily speahing, is ill managed and which refuses to 
accommodate itself to some of the most ekmentarv reqmre 
ments of modem public health administration j 


COMPANIES AND THE MEDICAL PROFESSION 

As will be seen by a reference to our Parliamentniy 
InteHigenco the Lord Chancellor has introducea into the 
House of Lords a Bill to prohibit the pio'e-'ion or busiress 
of phvsician, surgeon dentist, or midwife being carried on 
by a companv We have not yet seen the tent of this Bill, 
but we shoula hope that it is so drafted as to include 
medical aid locieties These societies m manv cases sweat 
their medical oEcers in the mo’t disgraceful manuer, as we

scarcely affect the figures when two contiguous countiy 
distriots are compared 

As far ns this imestigation has at present gone there seems 
to bo a -very largo bnlanco of opinion in favour of the lo 
lowing conolusions which are also largely borne out by lU 
facts coUectod by the Committee, (1) the districts ta 
malignant disease ooours with a frequency much abme to 
average often lie side by side with other districts in wuioii 1 
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rarely occnrs, and ( 2 ) the distnots in tvhich nmhgpnnt 
■diieaso occur mth the greatest frequency are usually ill 
drained, lorr lying or flat, or border upon sneams, while 
■‘hose districts where it is less common are usually higher 
drier, and more open, with the -possibilities of more rapid 
drainage of surface -waters , 

That certain physical conditions influence the prevalence 
of malignant disease Is suggested by the figures published 
in the Supplement to the Fifty fifth Annual Eeport of the 
Hegistrar General Part I Here rt is seen that the cancer 
death rate (uncorrected for age or sei) which averaged in 
the decade 1831-SO 0 58 per 1000 per annum rose in the 
case of Cambridgeshire to 0 78 and in that of Huntingdon to 
0-91 and fell in the cases of Durham, Staffordshire, Lanca¬ 
shire, Derbyshire, and ilonmonth to from 0 to 0-48 T his 
Tunatioa was also not-ced in the same counties in the two 
previous decennia Dr Tatham remarks in his excellent 
comments on these returns "An eraminafion of the 
uncorrected cancer rates in the separate registration 
districts -within and around the counties of Huntingdon and 
■Cambndge shows a fairly weU-defined area m which cancer 
■would appear to be ercepfacnaUv prevalent This area con¬ 
sists of the districts of Stamford, Bourn, Spalding, and 
Holbeach In Lincolnshire, Onndle and Paterhorongh In 
Eortbamptenshue, and the entire counties of Huntingdon 
and Cambndge -with the exception of the registration 
oistncts of Carton, Linton, and Kewmarket ’ A glance at 
the map will show that this particular area is a low lying 
piece of land through which slowly meander the varions 
nvers and streams which terminate in the "VTash Hr

A more striking and complete confiimation of the views 
which our Commissioners expreesed in these columns nearly 
two months before the issne of the Goyemment eiterff report 
on the subject than is presented in this first paragraph

One Enggestion in the report is worthy o£ quotation It is 
pointed out that much o£ the ware supplied to the order o£ 
various Qovomment departments, such ns tlio Post Office, the 
Office o£ IVorks, the Admiralty, the IVar Oflicc, the India 
Office, Ao, could bo dipped in leadless glare without 
detriment to its charaoter and with no inorcase to its cost 
If in these oases the supply o£ loadless glare were insisted 
upon it would thereby stimulate the more general introduc 
tion of pottery free from lead compounds Wo congratulate 
Professor Thorpe and Dr Ohver in thus appealing to the 
Government and putting its sincerity to this most esocllont 
practical test 

We said in the report of Tub Lanci.t Commission on 
Some Leadless Glares that “ it may bo hoped that the day is 
not far ffistant when the Government will be in a position to 
demand the abolition of raw lead in glaring and to compel the 
adoption of safe ‘ frits ’ or better stUl leadless glares without 
inffioting any hardship on the potter or causing any bind 
ranee to the pursuit of his art" Wo submit that the 
Government is in this position now 


CONTAMINATION OF UNIFORMS IN THE 
AMERICAN ARMY 


It is now twenty one years' since wo published the report 
of a Special Commission on tho Contamination of Uniforms 
Provided by the Army Clothing Dcp6t Prom tho Army 
Clothing Depot and Factory at Pimlico some matenal for 
uniforms and underclothing was gl\on out to bo made up at 
the workers’ homes On examlnmg tho books of the sanitary 
authonties our Commissioner found that houses inhabited 
by the women doing this work had been disinfected because 
there were cases of small pos, scarlet fe\or Ao On tho 
other hand, by looking over tho books at tho Army Clothing 
Depdt it was ascertained that work had boon given out to 
the inhabitants of these houses at tho time when infectious 
disease prevailed in these dwellings Apart from tins 
roof positive of the risk of contamination many of these 
ouses were visited and information obtamed from tho in 
habitants confirmed the opinion that suoh homo work was 
dangerous This report caused a considerable sensation at 
the time and a question was asked in tho House of Commons 
on the subject by the late member for Finsbury, Mr 
MoCuUagh Torrens In now of meeting this difficulty 
experiments were made at tho Army Clothing DepGt on tho 
effect produced on cloth by tho process of disinfection 
Unfortunately it was then demonstrated that ordinary 
oloth lost 6 per cent of its resisting power after it 
had been diainfeoted 'The test was very simple and the 
usual one applied to estimate the strength of a piece 
of oloth The material is stretched across a form or 
table and weights added to each end in suoh a manner as 
to pull the oloth asunder As the weights increase the 
cloto begins to yield and finally it sphts in two It is 
then only necessary to reckon up the weight required to 
tear the oloth, and in this manner it was proved that the 
same piece of doth gave way with 5 per cent loss weight 
attaohed to it after msinfeotion than it had done before its 
exposure to dry heat In those days steam under pressure 
was but rarely employed for dieinfooting purposes At the 
same time a curious fact was ascertained, serge was if any 
thing improved by the disinfecting process, but ttero is com 
paratively litUe serge used for uniforms It should bo 
remarked that there are good reasons for giving out 
work It is very desirable to help soldiers' widows who 
cannot leave their famihes to work within the walls 
of the factory hut who are able to watch the cooking and 
the children while working at homo But when dlseaso 
breaks out among the ohlldren or other Inhabitants of the 
same house or tenement these women can ill afliord to lose 
their work so as to avoid the risk of contaminating the 
dothlng which they make up Therefore, as a certain 
amount of -deception was likdy to occur—Indeed, we had 
proved that such deception had occurred—the army autho¬ 
rities thought the safest plan would be to disinfect all 
clothing made up outside the factory f This plan, however,

could not bo adopted when it was seen that by so doing 
tho wearing camcity of the clothes would be deteriorated 
Consequently the amount of work given to outside workers 
was reduced to a minimum 

It would seem that exactly tho same problem has attracted 
tho attention of tho mihtary authorities in America The 
Philadelphia Erening Telegraph hns just published an acconat 
of tlie difflcnltlcs which have oconrred at tho SchnyUdH 
Arsenal These were of so serious a nature that on March lit 
last n radical change in the management was introduced A 
now rule was made forbidding the giving out of work unlef* 
tho seamstresses showed a certificate from a factory inspector 
proving that their homes were in n perfect sanitary condi 
tion But there is in this not only a sanitary grievance it 
has also an important economic bearing which lecalls the 
arguments contained in our reports nhd articles on the 
sweating svstera Some time ago Major G S Binghan: 
the commandant in charge of tho arsenal, ascertamed that 
some women bad, by pleading jioverty, obtained trouser* 
to make up for which they wore to be paid 75 cent* 
per pair An inspector called at their homes and dls 
covered that they were not doing any worl whatsoever 
Thoj had passed tho trousers on to a Knssian sweater who 
had undertaken to make them up for the sum of 30 cents per 
pair That this can bo done and with a profit for the 
sweater will be readily understood by all who are familiar 
wuth tho intricacies of tho sweating system But on the 
other hand and apart from the fraud of obtaining work 
under false prctcncas, tho question arises—IVhnt Is likclv 
to bo the sanitary condition of tho sweating den where by 
an elaborate sub divusion of labour and the employment of 
starving, underpaid, and unskilled worl ers trousers are 
turned ont at the low figure of 30 cents per pair? Every 
year tbcrc are from 2000 to 3000 women who apply at the 
SchuvlkiU Ar-ennl for work, and of courso it would be 
gross injustice to conclude that they all hand over suoh 
work to sweaters As far as possible tho work from the 
Schuylkill Arsenal is given ont on similar lines to those 
adopted at Uio Bntish Army Olothlng Depot a' Pimlico— 
namely, to widows and other dcsemng persons who have 
Eomo moral claim upon the GovemmoDt and the army 
In America as in London more than tho market wage is 
paid and tho women receiving 75 cents for making 
up a pair of trousers arc able to earn as maoii 
as $30, or £7 8* per month, which is a go^ rate of 
wages even for iVmcnca Tho fact that the Government 
jiays 76 cents for what a sweater will undertsto to do for 
30 cents gives the authorities u better right to insist that 
the work shall bo done in wholesome surroundings rrom 
tho commencement of tho month of March Major Brngbam 
and his snhordmates have carefully questioned all the women 
to whom work has been given and tho factory inspeotors^w 
busily seeing to tho sanitary condition of their homes Tms 
is the right principle Proper remuneration is the first 
necessity It is more hypocrisy to talk about sanitary homes 
when the workers cannot earn enough to pay the runt or 
a sanitary dwclUng

■We gave in The Lancet of March 26th a report of the 
fifty eighth sitting of the Boyal Commis'ioners but we were 
pravented throngh want of space from giving a sammary of 
the evidence given by Mr George Corbie clerk to the Lee 
Conservancy Board The condition of the Kiver Lee is a 
matter of sneh serious import that we have decided to retnm 
to the subject. 

In answer to the CHAraJfAN Mr Corble said that the 
clerk to the Lee Conservancy Board was appomted by the 
whole Board and that he appeared before the Commissioners 
to represent the views of the Board and was aothorised by 
them to do so In the course of his evidence the witness 
said that the upper sources of the lee were situated near 
Lutou m Bedfordshire, 25 or 30 miles above the tom 
of Hertford and that a large number of tributary springs 
joined the nver in its course The history of the 
Navigation goes back to a very early penod the first 
Act of Parliament which deals with it having been passed 
in the year 1424 ^ At the present tone the chiet trade 
carried on by the Navigation is m building materials, barley 
and other cereals, gunpowder and dangtrons explosive goods, 
manure, and gas hme, and about 600 000 tons a year pass 
over the Navigation which extends from London to IN'are 
and Hertford and embraces Tolteaham, ‘Walthamstow, 
Edmonton, and Waltham Abbey The tolls for the year 
1890 amounted to £15,577, they however, vary in amount 
from year to vear The water compasies pay a sum of £3500 
and the Conserranev po'sess real property to the armnal value 
of £1300 a year They also received last year a sum of 
£1129 from the water companies This, the witness vaid 
was a vo’nntary contribuUon which they had of late years 
made to the Conservancy For five yens an extra contribn- 
bation of £1500 had bemi made from the New Kiver and East 
London Companies to the Conservancy, but two years ago 
■thw* reduced this payment to £1129 odd 

The Chatritan asked why this voluntary contribution was 
made and the witness replied that in the first place it was 
made to repay the Conservators for an item, £6000, which 
they had expended on a lawsmt which thev had fought 
against the tom of Hertford about the sewage The Conser¬ 
vators thought that the water companies ought to contribute 
towards the expen-^e of this and the water compames had 
chosen to contribute money in this W4 t Af*cr having con¬ 
tributed to the Conservators the sum o! £1500 for five years 
they now agreed to pay them the sum of £1129 last year 
In answer to Mr Pope, Q C , the witness said that there 
^ no agreement as in the case of the Thames Conservancy 
to allow the water companies to take an increased draught of 
water from the lee, and in answer to the C rriTpyA the 
witness would not admit that the Conservancy were required 
to shut their eves to any extra draught of water in conmdera- 
tion of tha‘ pavment nor to take less than their statutory 
navigation q^uty It was a pure gratuity The Con 
motors had complamed to the water companies • In 
’^v" that their funds ^d bear 

In answer to the CHAiBiLS-S the witness said that the law¬ 
suit ^tw^ the Leo Conservancy and the town of Hertford 
^ fonght in the year 1^ and the Conservators faUed 
^thclr action Bince that time they had been in continnal 
communication with the Local Govemment Board with 
to too Toattor 

In imswor to Major General Scorr the witness said that is 
a iMttm of fact nothing had been done with regard to the 
Hertford sewage The Conservators had “paired before 


In answer to the Chairiian the witndss said that it was 
the Lee at Hertford which was poUnted by the sewage which 
ran in at a point jost below "Ware Lock below the intake of 
the New Kiver Company and about 15 mfles above the intake 
of the East London Company 

The Chatrjian asked whether there was no remedy under 
the Bivers PoUntion Act Lord Kobebt Cech, said that 
the learned jodge before whom the case was tned found that 
there yms no pollution The witness said that the river was 
as black as his Lordship s hat and that it could be smelt for 
a mUe off Lord Kobert Cectl suggested that such a state¬ 
ment was commonly made by an unsuccessful litigant. The 
witness replied that the judge had himself made a statement 
to the same effect, that he Imd twice visited the place, that 
ho said he vras an old fox hunter and did not require any 
scientific evidence, and that it was sufficient for him to 
follow his nose and to foKow the line of the nver 

The CHAiRiLAN asked whether in that case the learned 
judge had found that there was no poUnhon of the river and 
the witness said that that was so 

Mr Pope suggested that the finding was that there was no 
poUnhon within the meaning of the Act and Lord Kobebt 
Cecil said that he thought that the judge found that the 
apparent pollution was due to vegetable growth, but Major 
General ScoxT said that he had read the judgment very 
caiefnKy and had not come to that conclusion The learned 
judge had said that under the English law there was not that 
degree of pollution which was inffictable 

In answer to the Chatraiae the witness said that naviga¬ 
tion was not stopped at any time during the year 1898 above 
Old Ford Lock which is within thrCe miles rf London and is 
the next lock above Limehonse Cnt The witness afterwards 
qualified this statement by saying that he did not think any 
barges were stopped for more than an hour or so above this 
point Below that point the barges were stopped The 
witness explained that they were sometimes stoppra in Lime- 
house Creek owing to exceptional neap tides The neap tides 
were, however, not peculiar to the year 1898 


entering upon another expensive lawsuit 
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Whenever the 

tides were very low the barges w^ delayed in lamehonse 
Cnt 

The Chaibilan asked whether there was anything peculiar 
in 1898 which interfered with navigation beyond the oirenm- 
stances which happened in other, years The witness said 
that there was no pecnlianty bnt that '■ perhaps” they were 
not able to send qmte so much water as they were in other 
years to help the LimdioiiEe Cut He asserted, however 
that complaints were not more frequent in that year lEnn 
they had been before. 

The Chaibwax pressed the witness on the pomt as to 
whether the fact that the year was an extraordinarily dry 
one had mterfered with the navigation and the witness 
replied that “it would only have affected it m the Limehonse 
Cnt.’ 

The Chairiiax wished to know why this was so, and the 
witness began by explaining that it was a very peduliar place 
and required a great deal of understanding 
The ChaibmaIi said that the Commlsrioneis would open 
their minds to anything which he chose to teD them on the 
matter The witness explained that the Limehonse Cut goes 
from the Thames, Is about a mile and a half in length, 
and that at neap tides the watqr might be from 18 inches to 
two feet under head—that is to say below the level at which 
it ought to be ^ 

In answer to Major General'Boorr the witness said it 
would be impossible to fin up the Cnt by passing the full 
Etatutorv quantity of water down 

The Oha ibmax asked why this was so, and the witness 
said that before it could be done the next tide would go out 
and the Cnt would then be reduced to the same condition as 
it was in before 

The Chaibsiax again asked why the Limehonse Cnt was 
affected m 1698 more than In other years, and ultimately the 
witness replied that probably in otoer years they were able 
to send down more water down the Navigation 
^e Chaibaiax said that It was, then, because they had 
fafled to send down water from above that the navigation of 
limehonse Cnt was interfered with m 1898 The witness 
howevCT again spoke of extiaordmarv neap tides and he 
thougnt that one or two of these were eicepaonallT low last

The CHAiBiiAN asked what the difficulty was in cettinc

below ' ' 

The OHAiMrAS said that that appeared then to be tlie cause 
of the trouble Was it not a fact that there was not enough 
water in the river because it was taken from above 1 Tho 
witness then e^ained that tho Conservators passed down the 
•water by tho lockful, they could not, ho said, simply open tho 
look slackers and let tho water run right ivay They had to 
pass it “adtording to Aot of Parliament," to measure it 
lockful by lockful—that is to say, they had to fill the look, 
to empty it, and to keep a record, because the water com 
ponies could compel them to do so under the Act of 1855, 
and their books had to be open to the inspection of the water 
companies 

1 The OHArnirA> asked whether if tho companies took 
nothing at all and the full flow of the Leo wore allowed to 
flow down whether the water could not bo passed into tho 
Limehouso Out in time to prevent tho inconvenience-which 
tho witness'admitted the Navigation suifered The witness 
replied that the total quantity which they •were allowed 
by their Act to take was 5 400,000 gallons This ho “ put 
at 76 looks," but “ really " 77 looks amounted to 5,390,000 
galionk. 

Lord Robeet Oeoii. suggested that it would bo useful if 
the witness would call the attention of the Commissioners to 
the section of the Aot of Parliament which ho said imposed 
obligation on tho Conservancy Board to pass down the ■water 
in the manner he described and at a later jiart of tho 
eiamination pointed out that there ■was no foundation at all 
for the statement 

Tho OHAmiTAN asked what amount of wnfer tho Nanga 
tion took per day Tho witness replied that they " put it at ” 
about 1,800,000 gallons, but that it really amounted to some¬ 
thing less than that and that it vaned according to tho 
trade He admitted that this quantity was very mnoh less 
than they were entitled to take and stated that tho evorago 
had been even less than the amount ha had previously given 
It sank as low as 1,261,370 gallons ■. In answer to further 
questlouE he admitted that if they had taken in the 24 hours 
in the Limehouse Oat the amount of water to which they 
were entitled he did not think that tho navigation would have 
been incommoded 

‘ The CHATEitAN asked why they did not toko the amount 
•to which they were entitled dally Tho witness repHed 
that it might interfere with the navign'bon, hot he after 
wards admitted that at other times they had not got that 
amount of 'water to pass 

The Chairman remarked that they had not got it to pass 
hecauSa the water companies had taken it and he asked wbv 
they did not pass down tho full amoubt 5,400,000 ralloos 
He suggested that if the water companies had not tiikon tho 
■water the Lee Conservators would bo able to g4t 6,400 000 
gnUons a day The witness said that they -were obliged to 
consider that the East London Company had " tu take their 
quantity ” 

Mr Meleoh suggested that a lookfnl meant a measure or 
a quantity to fill and empty the looks Tho witness finally 
admtted that the Act had in fact provided for that, but 
that they had not adopted the prorisions with regard to 
measurement to which they were entitled 

In answer to Mr db Book Porter the witness said that 
be could not disguise the fact tliat tho navigation was 
hampered by the draught qmde upon the Loo by tho water 
'companies 

In answer to Mr JIellor the ■witness admitted that the 
nangation was hampered to a considerable extent 
Mr "DE Book Porter said that the relations botweeh the 
Conservancy and the water companies appeared to be friendly 
The witness said “ No , we stick to onr rights and they stick 
to theirs ” 

The CHAlBM:i> pointed out that the vritness had already 
confessed that the Conservancy did not stick to their rights, 
that, I on the contrary, they bad abandoned their rights and 
instead of taking 6 400,000 gallons of ■water they Bad only 
taken 1,600,000 The witness repHed that the ■water 
companies paid them water rents \frhlch were a large item 
of their income. ' 

' The Chairman said that tho Lee Oonservnnoy being 'a 
body appointed to look after the navigation of tho river bad 
sacrificed their interests deliberately for that of tho water 
consumers of East London Tho ■witness said that they cbuld 
not overlook the Act of 1855 ’ ! 

The Chairman pointed out that this Aot entitled the Lee 
Conservators to insist on a draught of 5,400,000 gallons a day 


and that thoy did not Insist on taking this amount The 
■witness rephed that this was a question of policy to a certrin 
extent and that rather than hamper the East London 
Company they had thought it better to let a few barges be 
grounded for an hour or two in tho Navigation 

The Chairman pointed out that the ivltncss admitted 
then that they had saonfited tho navigation of the River 
Lee to the mtercsts of tho ■water compames Tho witness iras 
nnwiUing to admit that they had sacrificed their intertats, 
but said that they tried to keep tho traffic of tho Cut m a fair 
and reasonablo way ■without denuding the water companies 

In mswer to the CH\IRMA^ the witness said that water 
■was raised last year by tho East London Company by means 
of a pump which they fixed two years ago at Bon and which 
raised ■water from tho Thames at Bow Creek. The water was 
taken at a point between Limehouso and Old Poid and 
the water company also put np temporary pumps to raise the 
water from pond to pond (The i details of this wcregircu 
at an earlier sitting by Mr Bryan, engineer to the Eas'- 
London Company ) 

,In answer to Air DC BOCK Porter the witness said that 
there ivas no nnderolandmg between the Consorvanoy and 
tho ■water companies that if they did this pumping they 
would bo allowed to take all the water thoy could get , 

Mr DE Bock Porter asked what moved them to pump 
this water up Tho ■witness replied that tho East London 
Company might base anticipated that if it were not pumped 
up some of the ponds abo'vc would bo lowered. 

Tho Chairman said ho supposed the state of affairs to be 
this The Leo Conservators went without water which they 
wanted in order that tho water company might be able to- 
supply Iholr oustomers and the water company pumped 
water from pond to pond up this Nnmgation so as jnsfc 
to enable barges to scrape llirongh Tho ■witness admitted 
that this was Sie case 

The Cn.URUA\ said that it appeared that this aminM 
ment was lubricated by a payment of £1300 a year from the 
water companies to the Conservancy The ■witness said that 
ho id aot put it in that way 

Tho CHAiiutAN said that that was tho way in which it struct 
him at present and asked the witness to state the matter iffi 
his own wnj It appeared that the Conservancy abstained 
from taking what they were entitled to out of consideration 
for the water consumers The witness said that thoy thought 
they ought to consider them . . . . 

The Chairman said that doubtless the views of duty 
which the ■witness had were quite right, but what 
was to arrive at the fact which it appeared ■was that the 
Conservators had abstained from taking what they were- 
entitled to out of consideration for tho water consumers 


The -witness admitted that that -was the case 
Tho Chairman said that, on the other hand, ree com 
ponies taking what belonged to the Navigation obliginpy 
pumped wafer from pond to pond in order to prevent stoppmg

tlon in the upper reaches of the river and that that sum was 
not sufficient for excessive law costs or to pay a very large 
staff The witness, however, considered that the condition 
of the river “as proved by analysis” had become through 
their exertions very satisfactory , , 

In ansrortO'the Chaikman the witness said that there had 
been complaints about the stream at Stratford' There were 
some very old min streams there , the streams ‘wore said to 
he a nuisance and they undoubtedly wore so' They were 
flushed with water which had come from Lee Bridge weir > 
A nuisance was caused by an effluent from Walthamstow, by 
ah efflnent from Leytonstone, and by the sewage from West 
Ham “which goes into Bow Creek A nuisance waS also 
caused by the London County Council ou t fa il at Bow ' Therai 
Were tide gates at Old Ford and all the back streams mixed 
at a common level at certain states of the lide 

In answer to Itajor General ScoiT the' witness said that 
they had serv^ Walthamstow with a notice with regard to 
their effluent Leyton had also applied for an injunction 
against them and Walthamstow was now under a sequestra 
tion order of the Chancery Division of the High Court The 
sewage efflnent from West Ham, which had a population of 
from 250,000 to 300,000, goes in at Bow Greet The West 
Ham Corporation said that they did not pollute 

In answer to Major General Scott the witness said that the 
■mwagOTvas treated by being placed m black ash waste, but 
that it was not put on to a sewage farm In two years’ time, 
however the A\cst Ham sowers would he cormcoted ,with 
the metropolitan system The Conseryanoy had been at the 
expense of dredging in Limehonse Greek because of the 
deposit which had occurred there Donng the last three years 
they had spent about £1000 m this way and had remov ed 
about 10 000 tons of mud They had also dredged below 
the London County Council outfall for two or three years and 
for this work the Cormty Council had hitherto paid, but for 
some reason they had objected to my during the present 
year The yvitness understood that the County CormoU were 
gettmg “soientifio evidence” and “eipert eyidonce” to say 
that there was-nothmg but surface water commg out to these 
places, but the witness knew better than th^t and anyone 
could see it 

The Chaibman* remarked that the Limehonse Cut seemed 
to he an eligible place for residence with the County CouncUi 
on one side and West Ham and Stratford on the other 

In answer to the Chaibiiav the witness said that the East 
London Company proposed this year to make reservoirs of 
such capacity that they might be able to send down an extra 
quantity of "mter during a drought, using part of their 
reservoir capacity as a compensation reservoir, but withi 
regard to this help from the East London Company 
if the Lee Conservators insisted on their legal rights and 
took the amomit of water to which they were duly entitled 
there would be no need of compensation or help from anv 
ODe else ^ ^ 

The OhAiksian at a later part of the pioceedmgs remarked 
that he did not wish to sav anything against the mtegnty and 
sincenty of the Lee Con^erYWicy Board, hat it was obvious 
iiiat they were dependent on the water companies

some account of the method of filtration employed He 
points ont that it is generally understood that several mem 
bers of the Christchurch District Connell arc financially 
interested in tho undertakings of this water company and 
ho recommends tho sanitary authority to take independent 
export advice on the quality of water thus provided 

RETORTS OP MEDICAL OFFIOEHS OP HEALTH 

Sarron Urban District —Dr John Fletcher latUe 
expresses the opinion that no milk should be allowed 
into a distriot unless the receptacles cont-ainlng it be 
sealed and accompanied by a certificate from the 
medical officer of health of the district in which the 
milk is produced We presume that Dr Little intends 
to suggest that all cowsheds, cows Ac, shall be 
under medical and veterinary supervision and not that a 
medical officer of health shall give a separate certificate with 
each dailv supply Ho urges tho Harrow District Ootmcil to 
provide pnhlic slaughter houses, to enforce the regulatioDS 
which they have apparently made under the Dairies, Cow 
sheds, and llilkshops Order, to apply tho tuberculin te't, 
and to make tnherculoois notifiable The quality of the 
Colne J alloy water was not during 1898 entirely satisfao 
toiy and Dr Little states that at times the water contains 
matter in suspension Apparently the water company have 
not in tho past nllorded Dr Little opportunities for ooUcctlng 
samples for analysis 

Sninton and Dendlcbury Urban Distnei —Enteric fever is 
apparently endemic in the Pendlebniy portion of this Lanca 
shire distriot, and Jfr Samuel Hosegood in commenting 
upon this fact points ont that ns from 18 to 20 per cent of 
the cases occur among young mon who are colliers tho 
disease must often b© contraotod in the mines through the 
methods of oxorement disposal there adopted This 
expression of opinion is of Interest and wo should much like 
to see a full inquiry made into the methods of oiorcment 
disposal in vogue in coal and other mines Tho Medical 
Department of the Local Goi ornment Board might very well 
undertake such an inquiry 

Aston Manor Urban District —^The sanitary ahthoiity of 
this distriot has recently prooured a site for the erection 
tlioreon of a small pox hospital, and Jlr Francis May, the 
present medical officer of health, expresses the opinion that 
the operations of the now Yaocination Act, together with the 
largo number of children who are vacclnatM in only one 
place, will all tend towards the production of severe cpi 
demies of smaH pox in the future He trusts, therefore, that 
the distriot council will consider the provision of a small pox 
hospital a matter of uxgenoy 

Wert SartXe^ol Urban DiAriat —Dr S Gonrley reports 
that the new Vaooinatlon Act has up to the present been 
prodnolive of harm rather than of good, inasmuch as it hns 
Jed to a diminution in the number of children vaccinated in 
this distriot 83 parents had been, at tho time Dr Gourlcy s 
report was written, granted certificates under tho consdenco 
clause of the Vaocinntion Act Dr Gonrley thinks that wc 
are at the beginning of a period of panic vaocinatlon and 
that the so called “ ponsolontlous objectors ” will rush to ho 
vaoolnated Immediately small pox appears Let us hope 
that the Government vaccine laboratory may prove equal to 
the occasion 

Suddersfietd Urban District —In his report for this dis 
triot for the last quarter of 1898 Mr E G Annis furnishes 
an outline of the stops which have been taken for the control 
of tnhbrouloais Tho veterinary Burgeons hnvo been asked 
to notify to the corporation all cases of tuberoulosls occur 
ring cither within the borough or In cows supplying milk to 
the borough, a feo of It being paid for each such nottfica 
tion TflTiere there la doubt as to tho nature of the roaladv 
in miloh cows tho taberoulln test is to bo applied and a fee 
of 2t frf is t} bo paid to tho veterinary surgeon performing 
the operation We are told that tho veterinary surgeons arc 
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coopeiatiBg -sdlh the coiporaUon sad that laanj of the covr 
keepers are volnntarilj submitting then- cotrs to the tnber- 
cnlm test Cattle which are found to react to the test are 
separate^ housed and sold to the butcher as early as possible.

The aTinfful rate of mortality in these towns which had in- 
creasedinthe fisepreceding weeks from 19 S to23 3perlCI00 
dechned again last week to 23 1 In London the rate was 23 2 
per 1000 while it averaged 231 in the 32 provincial 
towns The lowest death rates m these towns were 13'2 in 
CardiS, 16 1 in HnddersSeld, 17 4 in West H a m , and 18 0 in 
Bristol, the highest rates were 28-0 m Salford, 29 4 in

Sirs,—M r H G Plimmer in summing up an account of bis 
experiments on tbo above sabjcol* savs that the important 
point of his work is " the experimental prodnotion of malig 
nnnt tumours m animals by an organism uolated from a malig 
nant tumour in man ” May I Im nlioned to jioint out that 
Mr Pllmmer docs not prove in his paper that mahgnant 
tumours have been so produced I Ho asserts that he has 
obtained pure cultures of “ pcmsitcs standing in causal 
relationship” to cancer Of nine experiments recorded 
in proof of this statement four sbowed no result, in two 
oases tho animals died, pure odturcs of the “ organisms 
were obtained from various tissues, and it is not stated 
whether tumours wore found or not 

In two cases cultures were injected into the peritonem 
cavities of guinea pigs Death followed after 20 days and 
174 days respectively In each case numecons new growto 
were found in tho peritoneum and other parts and the 
abdominal glands were enkurged There is, however, no 
assertion that the new growths were carcinomatous or malig 
nant until tho writer sums np his conolnsions Sections 
showed ‘‘ now growths of an cndothchal nature ” Those two 
experiments seefai to me to hav o htllo or no value as proofs 
of Mr Plimmer’s contention without a full descnptioa ot 
tho maoroscopio and microscopio oharuoters of tho Inmo^ 
induced and his conolosion above quoted does not seem to bo 
justified nnless experts in microscopy agree thati the'o 
tumours are maliguant 

In experiment-No 4, both oorneto of a rabbit wore ecrapen 
and the “sediment of n 10 days old culture” was tobWQ 
over them Tho rabbit was klUed 48 hoars later and ^ 
PUmmer records that “there vras considetable prolUeraUon 
of the oorneal' epithelium which had forced Its ^y mto tno 
subjacent tissue The organisms were found in the epituelia 
cells after fixing and staining, with appeamuMS siini^ m 
those of the Inolasions in cancer ooUs, as desoribed by Htm 
•and myself ” At the end of his paper Mr Plimmer imers 
to’“tumours” buiug produced, “so far, with one exception 
of endothelial origfii,' and he says that “No 4 (the 
experiment) Is the only ono in which an epithena 
surface was toed ” M’hen an investigator professes to 
reoogniso tumopr growth In the cornea bf a rabbit kiuw ‘to

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positively that there r-as or was not a malignant derelop- 
ment in the cornea: under the circwnstances stated in 
experiment Ko 4 Mr Plimmer’s two cases of tnmonr 
formation in the pentoneum_and elsewhere wonld seem to 
me to prove his case if the developments which he calls 
‘tnmotrrs” were shown to be malignant, but nnless there 
are much better reasons for so descnbing them than there 
are for as'erting that tnmonr growth existed in the comem 
in case No 4, the evidence brought forward in The Laxoet 
forms no lo^cal basis for the conclusion arrived at No 
reasons for believing these tnmonrs to be malignant are given 
The presence of bodies which in ilr^Plimmer’s opinion are 
parasitic does not prove his thesis rmless he can show beyond 
dispute that malignant tnmonrs were also developed. 

There is no doubt that the comem in case No 4 were very 
greatly irritated In the first of the experiments in which 
peritoneal “ tnmonrs ” were Induced (case No 8) “ 10 cubic 
centimetres ol a three we^ old culture” were injected. 
The origin of the onltures used in these two cases is not more 
particularly stated In the second case In which peritoneal 
“tumours" were induced (No 9) a culture was ns^ from 
the abdominal glands of a g^eaplg (Case No 8) which had 
•died 20 days after being experimented on It Is important to 
inow whether the culture used in each case was made from a 
body which had died from disease or from a freshly removed 
tumour, but this information is wanting It seems to me that

Tie L%teTppol CJiamler of Commerce and Tropical Ihieasa 
In view of the prominence now given to the subject of the 
rtudy of tropical diseases it will be mteresting to recall the 
efforts made by the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce in 
June, 1896, to obtam infonnabon as to the means of com 
bating with blackwater fever The African Trade Section 
of the Chamber, of which Mr Alfred L Jones was 
the chairman, invited Br Edward Adam (whose appoint¬ 
ment by the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce as the 
delegate of the Chamber on the Liverpool School of Tropical 
Diseases was recorded m The Lancet on March 18th) to 
address the section on the subject of the means for combating 
with blackwater fever Dr E Adam, in reply, said that with 
regard to the enrabve treatment of the disease he had no 
specific remedy to suggest, hut m his opinion every case was 
best treated on its own merits He thought that more 
attention should bo directed to prevenbve meksures, and in 
tins connexion suggested the possibHity of the application of 
a method of mocuiatlon as was done in vaccination and as was 
then being done for the prevention of cholera in India He 
called attention to the large outlay which would be invdlved 
in experiments which could only be earned on by means of 
Government aid Dr Adam also stated that blackwater 
fever was comparaUvdy unknown on the lYest Coast of 
Africa until the last 16 or 20 years During a residence of 
tux years in Old Calabar he had never seen a case and h°d 
never heard of it until recently ho reference was made 
to it by Sir Eanald Martin In his book on tropical diseases, 
and it was difficnlt to account for the inbodncHon and 
senous development of this malady on the 'West Coast of 
Africa Other interesting suggestions were made by Dr 
Adam In regard to preventive measures, such as the purifica 
Hon of the local water supply and due regard to the physical 
condition of those leaving Europe for service on the West 
Coast of Afnca Bad teeth giving rise to Indigestion, also to 
neuralgia, causing Io«s of rest and lowering of the resistive 
vigour of the b<xSy agamst disease, were a frequent souroe 
of trouble The address was favourably commented upon by 
the Za^at Echo of Sept 19th 1896 which remarked that 
if “ some parts of the Coast have not without reason earned 
the gruesome appellation of the • white man s grave ’ 
It is no less true that many Eurojieans in the forcible 
language of the doctor dig their own graves ’ as 
much while they are in Africa as when on furlough 
in England.”

The number of cases and deaths for the week ending 
Eeb 17th were 2857 and 2258 respectively, m akin g the 
totals of cases and deaths up to date 230,176 and lfe,166 
respectively Karachi, Hyderabad, Shikarpur, Upper Sind 
Erontier, Thar and Parkar districts and Dharampur, Saohln, 
Janjira and Akalkot States were free There have been no 
deaths from plague among Europeans for several weeks 
In addition there has been a marked increase in the Kolar 
Goldfields and a recrudescence in Calcutta There have been 
24 cases and 17 deaths m Calcutta and there has been a 
disturbance almost amormting to a riot over the question of 
disinfecting some dangerous and suspected premises In 
Botabay city the total mortality has risen from 1907 to 2249 
for the past week—a rate of 1^ 97 per 1000 per annum As 
the average weekly mortality is considerably under 600 ttils 
indicates a probable mortality from plague of over 1600, and 
yet the plague returns only snow 945 deaths as reported from 
this disease Only 313 of the cases of plague discovered 
went to hospital As the plague returns are so faulty I give 
the generstl' death rate in Bombay amongst the various 
races and castes calculated on the number of deaths for the

The recrudescence is developing in Poona and there is a 
further increase recorded at Karachi Here the town is 
bemg rapidly evacuated—the residents camping out In the 
adjacent country Plague is increasing m Broach city but 
it is Important to note that while only part of the city has 
been evacuated hardly a case occurs in the segregation 
camps This is .very strong evidence for clearing all the

A considerable number of cases of plague have bccntreited 
with the steam bath at one of the hcmltals in Bombay and 
a report upon the results has been I'sned by Dr Twigg Tba 
method has been adopted on the theory of climlnntiiig tin 
poison of plague from the system, but while ceitaln 
symptoms seem to have been relieved by it and it veemi 
popular amongst some of tho natives, the figures published 
endeavourmg to show its power to lower the mortality and 
to prolong the average duration of life are ntiated by the 
selection of cases The same error was made with regard to 
the cases treated with Lusbg's and Roux’s sera and the 
statistics are absolutely valueless Tliere docs nof appear 
to be any satisfactoiy ground for supposing that this method 
of treatment is of any material value 

To show tho extraordinary change of opmion which has 
taken place in plague administration amongst responsible 
authorities I refer to tho concessions which have yust been 
made in the new regulations for Calcutta Of course ill 
outgomg vessels must have clean bills of health, hut for the 
city itself the failure to discover cases has so impressed the 
authorities that anything like forcible measures either to 
detect cases or to insist on their removal to hospital 
have been abandoned Patients will bo permitted to 
resort to ward, caste, or fanul^ hospitals if they 
like and persons will bo permitted to set apart 
portions of tbeir dwellings or gardens for use iis private 
hospitals In future no person will bo remoied to a 
pnmic hospital without his consent prowded that suit 
able arrangements are made for the treatment of the 
case at home Tho other inmates are to le trduced to 
remove elsewhere Medical attendance and medicines are 
to be provided free of cost These changes mean that nearly 
all cases will bo treated in their own homes and tliat very 
few will go to tho hospitals There is no pro'pcct however, 
that by these means a larger number of the cases will be 
reported On the contrary there is cicry reason to believe 
that more cases will occur and that tho authorities will hear 
notbmg about them This is tho experience of Bombay It 
amounts to letting the plague pursue its course without let 
orlundrance, but it is true that no measures except whole¬ 
sale evacuation have any effect on the course of an outbreak 
of plague The value of disinfectants appears to be more 
than doubtful The new policy is either a concession to native 
opinion or an admission of impotence to check the course 
of tho disease A rumour is current that tho Government 
have stopped Professor Wright’s inoculation against typhoid 
fever Considering how common typhoid fever is in India 
and the severer type (mortality 25 per cent ) that it assumes 
compared with the disease at homo and the large number of 
soldiers (over 1800) annually on the sick list from it this 
prohibition seems an example of bfficial and meddlesome 
interference Inoculation has been of course purely v olnntaW 
but many soldiers at Bangalore and Rawalpindi have availed 
themselves of its protection It was purdy an experiment 
among Europeans so that the feelmgs of the natives on me 
matter bad not to be considered It is difificnlt to see wh»t 
reason can be shown by the Government against the use of 
this prophylactic in the face of the aimual lo«s of life (about 
600) amongst so large a projiortlon of the youngest troops, 
and typhoid fever seems especially fatal amongst the young 
officers newly arrived in India If the rumour be correct 
this is not the first time that scientifio work has been 
officially prohibited 

The Plague Commission have taken measures to tester 
themselves the efficacy of Lustig’s curative scrum The 
figures hitherto published are unreliable in consequence of 
the cases not having been taken in regular order on ndmis 
Sion to tho hospital A certain number of cases will 
under special observation, and one half of them will ^ 
treated with Lustig’s serum and the other half without it

that there were too few in the small quantity of fluid 
injected to affect the animal The cultivation method 
would haie giVen good results if the operator could have 
been certain of always using a cultivation medium of a 
constant nature Such a medium, however, was not known 
•until M Bosantjon and M Griffon took to using agar agar 
{peJote) mixed with blood Pus from a ohronJo abscess 
•copnected with the nbs cultivated after this method gave at 
the end of 10 days bacUli visible under the microscope 
Pleuritic fluid from two patients, cultivated in the same wav 
gave colomes visible to the naked eye at the end of 28 
■days Bacllh from these under the microscope are absolutely 
cliaracteristlc .As a control experiment two gmnea pigs 
wdro inoculated at the same time with the same fluid, and 
■one of these animals which was kiiled at the end of 28 days 


showed no visible lesion duo to experimental tuberculod*. 
In this case, then, the presence of tho tubercle bacilli could 
not have been demonstrated without the culture method, and

Wo note that those who have nuncrl cases on ourownrtaUoa 
under careful Instruction hj us, auch aj our dispensary assistant., 
hnro not taken tho disease having l»een careful to wash theirharuU 
nftcr contact nnd nc\ or to drink from tho patients cup. IVeieemacli 
that taints to contagion hy tho sallvn. Ido not kmow where the hadllax 
of hydrophohiA Is to be best found, whether In the saliva or blood of 
Iho affected animal, but should be glad If the saliva and saliva glasd* 
of tlio sleep patients could Iw studied 

As to tlio onset of the disease, it is gcnemlly noted by an nmudl 
drowsiness but lu Uie cases of our more Intelligent and Chrlitlsn 
natives the firat symptom which has attracted ouc attention hw lefD 
some most unaccountable outbreak of passion, some unreasonalJe 
display of temper or where a usually well behaved man becomes out 
rageoDsly impudent and unbearable The suspcctctl patient Is monUIv 
unbalanced, he will llo persistently that ho never sleeps other than at 
night nnd so on. Fever comes day by dav and the sleeplnr« 
becomes periodic. The native doctors are said to cure sonic cases In 
most drastic purging and by r\ibblng pepper Into the 03 es.

One patient I trcatwl In the early days of our 
mission seemed to recover after a strong course of purging tod Iron 
ionic and returned to the town and home duties but was klllod la the

or propter Aocf rorhapa, Indtcd ho WTis only in a low feverish con 
dIUon I do not think that anything can Ite done for an advanced care 
hy any known means. Indeed any so-called cures In earlier stages mav 
not be cases of tho disease at all I hope that some new light mov 
come and that a remedv may l»o found for this terrible disease whldt 
has so far hafned those who hav^c studied It.

been commnnioated to me by letter or observed by myself 
In the preparation of this table I have received very great 
assistance from Mr S B Hnlke, the snrgical registrar of 
Middlesex Hospital I may here add three other facts abont 
these cases The patients have applied for treatment almost 
withont exception on account of more or less pain and 
disability for work , In every case Trendolenbnrg’s symptom 
has been jiresent and the primary recoveiy frpm the opera¬ 
tion has been satisfactory—almost always withont incident 
The table has not been compheated by the constant repeti

Stagnation occasioned 
bv degeneration of the cardiac mnscle leading to ascites 
because on account of the chronio pentombs the peritoneal 
vessels offer a locns minons xesis'entim 3 The cirrhotic 
process in the liver so often observed under theve circum- 
Etancev is occasioned by the extension cf inflammatory 
imtabon from the capffnle of the liver as well as hv the 
chrome hypeiremia of the organ. 4 By the grorvtfi and 
contraction of this connective tissue in and about tie liver 
the stagnation and exudation m the abdominal cavrty are 
r-mased " These donhtless, are a sufficient explanation of

In Dr Blumfeld s ease, In Sir Samuel TTllks a case, and 
In Sir William Gull s case the position of the apex mas not mentioned. 
In Dr Sutherland's cate it mas not perceptible 

It is evident from an examination of the nboi e figures that 
hypertrophy of the heart is not necessarily a result of indura 
tive mediastino-pencardltis It will ho noticed that in nine 
of Dr Harris’s oases no mention is made of the condition 
of the heart, and os it is soarcoly likely that the oidstence 
of its hypertrophy would have heen overlooked or omitted 
from the account of the necropsy by competent observers 
it may not bo too much to assume that no increase in the 
size of the organ was found in these idne cases It is a 
matter for regret that the weight of the heart is not stated 
in each case and that the description of ite condition is in 
some instances insufficient The table shows that the sue of 
the heart vanes in this disease In 11 only of the 36 oases is 
there dlstinot mention of enlargement In one instance the 
heart is said to nave been “ very much enlarged ” , in one It 
wns "a little enlarged ”, in three instances it mrts “enlarged 
and dilated ” , and in two the right ventnole only was hyper¬ 
trophied It* may then be fairly inferred from the above 
recorded facts that the disease known as chronic media 
stinitis or indurative mediasUno-pericardihs does not, in the 
mnjonty of the cases, take its origin in an inflammation 
primarily afieoting the heart, although in some Instances 
changes occur in the surrounding tissues which arc sufficient 
to forth suoh increased action of its muscular walls as 
to load eventually to hyiiertrophy and occasionally to great 
hypertrophy 

On the other hand, the mediastinal ohanM may 
be present to an extreme degree and yet the heart 

may at death hare been healthy, ns is recorded In 
one of Dr Harris’s cases and m two of those from 

the records of St George's Hospital Further, in 

Case 1 and, Case 3 given in jibe first part of this j^per 
the heart whs smaller than natural Hi these oases the 
diininuti,on in sice was in all probability the result of 
arrested development, and it may he assumed, although there 
is xiothing in the history of theso two cases to establish the 
fact, that inflammatory processes commenced early in life 
ontside the heart Itself, leading to chronic thickening of the 
pericardium, obliteration of its cavity, and arrest of the 
growth of ^the heart. Dr Ohovers® from his own observa 
tions came to the conolusion that complete oblitera¬ 

tion of^ the pericardial cavity as a result of inflammation 
when nneompheated by valvular disease caused diminution 
rather than increase in the sue of tho heart, the diminution 
in sue being due to strangulation Sir Samuel Wilks 
remarks in ids article on Adherent Pericardium in Guy’s 
Hospital Bepori*, 1871, vol xvl, p 201, that " there can be 
little doubt that these tough pericardial adhesions when 
oocurring at an early period of life do impede the heart's 
action and m all prohabihty its growth, that the ohronlo 
inflam m atory process very often involves the vessels entering 
the heart withm the pericardium, but that when tho latter is 
adherent the thickening and induration proceeds, as would a 
growth, to involve the cellular tissue in the medlastmum and, 
creeping upwards, to surround even the veins In tho neck ” 
Dr J H Broadbent in his treatise on Adherent Peri 
cardinm, 1895, p 22, says “Hie explanation why the 
heart should bo of normal sue would bo that it had not 
dilated during the original attack of pericarditis or else that 
it had recovered from the dilatation before adhesions were 
formed ” ^ 

Poneardiwn — In Dr Harris s cases it was not adherent 
internally in two cases and was adherent in 21 cases, no 
details are given in two cases In Sir Samuel Wilks’s case 
It was adherent No details are given in Sir Wilhnm 
Gull 3 ease It was adherent in Dr OUiver's case, in Dr 
F Taylor s case, in Dr Blumfeld’s case, and in Dr Haber 
shon’s case In the St George’s Hospital oases it was 
adherent extensively , the cavity was obhterated in two cases 
and not entirely obliterated in two cases 

As the name “mediastino-poricarditis” suggests, the peri 
cardium is usually more or less affected by the chronio

Of the cflses collected m this paper that of Caae 1 already 
tnentioiied is especially interestnig, as showing (1) that very 
extensive pathological changes may have been in 'progress 
probably for many years, involving such important stactnres 
as the plenne and pericardium vritbout giving rise to any 
symptoms indicating a departure from good health, and 
(2^ in the absence of any previous disease hikely to have given 
rise to such changes In the present state of our knowledge 
it is impossible to give any satisfactory explanation of the 
patholo^cal condition found in this case Equally interest- 
ing is Blomfeld s case, in which the disease occurred in 
an infant at the early age of 15 monlis In this case the 
Cause of the chronic mediastinal inflammation was pre¬ 
sumably due to the caseation of the bronchial glands llie 
history of the cases famishes no data aa to the probable date 
of the commencement of the mediastonitis, but in Dr 
Eltnufeld’e case it seems improbable that connective tissue 
development bo great as to cause thickening of the pen 
cardium to the extent of three-quarters of an inch can na ve 
been due to an attack of bronchitis, from which the child 
suffered four months before death 
jyzQffnosrt —The diagnosis of this particular aSectaon is a

disease until a comparatively short penod before the fatal 
tcnumation, preclude tho possibility of anv prophyhetfe 
mcasaros Up to that period some of the ptients cajor 
! good health and do not therefore come under the observation 
of a medical practitioner The condition is, on fact, 
occasionally entiroly without symptoms until indications of 
cardiac failure occur and it is then irremediable In socio 
instances it has probhbly commenced in early life and so It 
emphasises the necessity for spcclTl care m the management 
of the convalescence of children who may bo the subjects ot 
acute rheumatism It only too often happens that when tbe 
acute stage of rheumatic fever hax passetf the necessity for 
prolonged rest is overlooked and the child is allowed to learn 
itfl bed and resume its actiio habits before the affected 
structures have rocoiercd from the damage done to them 
before tho processes of innamnmUon, both inside and outside 
tho perlcarcbum, have subsided In ciUier case from ■u’ant of 
gufficicnt rest recovery from theco morbid states may be

In 1895, when Tvriting the artiole upon Diseases of the 
Stomach in my Trork upon “ The Snrgery of the Alimentary 
Oanal,” I ventured to predict that the time was not far 
distant when we should think as little of exploring the 
Btomaoh without and within as we then thought of esamin 
ing the brain in cases presenting obscure and Indefinite 
cerebral symptoms While it is stiU not possible to eay 
that that time has yet arrived one can safely assert 
that considerable advance along such lines has been 
made m recent yeats The way has been largely 
paied by the sacoeas which has followed the treatment of 
^strio nicer and tamoors involving the gastiio porietes 
Wo know how saooessfuUy and with what surgical slmpHcity 
an nicer or tumour may be excised and the wound united 
gimplo Eutare If in a diseased area, accompanied frequently 
with grave complications, we can sncoessfnUy operate upon 
the stomach, it is only reasonable to suppose that with all 
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our modem precautions and complete equipments we may 
sbll more successfully operate upon a comparatively normal 
region or organ, In other words, that we may ent down upon 
the stomach incise its walls, explore its cavity and stitch it 
up again without any fear of prMnoing results which would 
ndUtate against any such endeavour, even when the invest! 
gation proved purely negative Indeed such treatment 
on the healthy stomach is now frequently resorted to by 
surgeons and with the best possible results for the ends in 
view Thus in cases, for Instance of intractable stricture 
of the tesophagus it is found possible to successfully dilate 
the constriction from below through the stomach when it is 
impossible to do so from above through the mouth 

If, then, WB may safely assert that no harm need follow an 
operation upon the stomach for purely exploratory purposes 
the question next anSes, What are the circmnstances con 
nected with any case which might reasonably be benefited by 
snob an investigation 7 I think I am right in saying— 
althongb it is only the expression of tho opinion of a 
surgeon—that very many cases come before tho physician in 
ins hospital wards or the practitioner m his private practice 
which excite httlo more than a vague suspicion as to tho true 
nature of the gastno symptoms of the patient, indeed the 
obsonnty and indefinileneos of the symptoms in some cases 
are such as oven to defy an approximate approach to a 
diagnosis Changes arc rung upon every stomachic remedy 
Lavage Is practised with a persistency which does credit to 
the forbearance of tho patient, and yet improvement neither 
follows nor is any better knowledge obtained regarding the 
tme cause of tho patient’s suffemigs I trust I am not 
drawing too e-xaggerated a picture of the physician's fruit 
less efforts But 1 have heard it said by practitioners that 
few cases are more trying to their patience and endurance^ 
more obstinate in resisting all remedial measures, than those 
of the partlonlar class here referred to 

No doubt many ohronio gastric troubles arise from causes, 
which DO operative intervention could possibly remove, but 
there is equally no doubt that there aro many obstinate 
cases, many more, indeed, than is usually supposed, which 
could undoubtedly be operated upon with the best results. 
It is with the hope that these cases may ho submitted to 
snorgical treatment that I am endeavouring to hold out the 
practically safe measures which the surgeon is prepared to 
adopt in order to assist the practitioner, if not directly by 
curing his patient, at least In guiding him, it may be, into 
better and more srftahle lines of treatment 

I feel that ife would bo somewhat beyond my sphere to 
attempt to indicate how many of these obstinate and 
indefinite gnstric disturbances are brought about Many are, 
of course, of a distinctly organic nature, such as early gastne 
ulocr (whether of an innocent or mahgimnt character), com¬ 
mencing obstrnobon at tho piylorns Ac Conceive what 
bright prospects are held out for the life of the patient it may¬ 
be if instead of piersisting for months piossibly in treatment 
by medication symptoms dependent upion early gastne 
oaroinoma the case is submitted to exploratory operation I 
do not -wish to express too hopeful an opinion, but in the 
light of what we know about carcinoma in other parts of the 
body it IS at least reasonable to suppose that earlj excision 
of a carolnomatous focus might end in jiermaneht cure As 
surgeons our expenence at present is that hardly a case of 
gaatrio oaroinoma ia brought under our observation till tlie 
disease ia so far advanced that a tumour can actually be felt 
through the abdominal parletes I need hardly say that 
with comparatively few exceptions our opierative treatment 
in this dieease resell es itself into measures of a purely 
palliative character, we may alleviato the more troublesome 
symptoms, hut we cannot effect a cute because our inter¬ 
vention IB too late 

Then, again, there are classes of cases of a particulariv 
obstinate and obsenre character which from the absence of 
any more definite causes seem to indicate purely funotiocal 
disturbance They may be neurotic, whatever that mav 
signify, but while they defy all the usual and conventional 
remedial measures succumb in some mvstenous w*ny to an 
exploratory operation 

Dyapepisia, I take it, is in some shapie or form the all- 
embracing symptom of almost every gastric trouble It i» 
therefore significant of so many different complaints both 
functional and organic, that the tendency is in the ab'sence 
of any very distmct contra indication to treat every case ir 
the Sxst instance as of the less serious class, and thus nt. 
being possibly functional to follow out in consequence some 
conventional line of treatment in the way of medicine and 
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<Jiet Donttless in tue vnst majontr of cases snca treatment,

In one sense it is nnfortmiatc that it 
should ba so becanse the deception thus TTonght enly serves 
to proione the time for the peinlaons advance of the disease 
and the delav of those measures which alone conld be pro- 
-ductive of permanent benefit. It 13 indeed, difficult to say 
how long measures of a purelv medicinal—or shall I «ay 
conservative ’—character should be persisted in before opera- 
tioii should be advised. There must be a period, however, 
when the practihoner feels that his treatment is failing to 
produce the permanent good effects which he anticipated 
I can only hope that the harmles'uess and simplinty of the 
exploratorv operation which I have bnefiv endeavoured to 
inmeate wifl induce him not to persist longer m efforts 
-obviouslv frmOess, nut to be persuaded and to persuade 
ins pabeut that an operabon might serve to eaplnin the 
ners&tency of the symptoms if not actually to cure or relieve 
the complam*^ 

Just as an Mnstrabon of wha*^ I mean, wnat can he more 
usdess as regards permanent results and I might add even 
more harmf d than the continnons daily lavage of a stomach 
•which has become more or less permanently dilated, either

■expression “more harmful" advisedly, because I beheve that 
whatever good mav follo’V the removal of products likely to 
remain in the stomach and ferment the amount of fimd con 
stantly thrown in has some ddetenons mechanical effect in 
fnatnt.nniTig —^if, indeed, it does not increase—the dilatabon 
Euu however this may be, a dilated stomach, irrespecbvelv? 
-of the remo-al of the cause -which may have produced it and 
irrespectively of the removal of that cause, will remain a 
source of persistent pain, discomfort, and dyspepsia with 
all their attendant ills and possiblv subsequent dangers, 
and until that dilatabon is emdentlv dealt with no amount 
of lavage or medicabon will effect the necessary relief 1 
TVhat, Egam, I may ask, can be more usdess than the 
'endeavour "to alleviate symptoms dependent upon adhesioni 
interfering with the normal freedom of movement of the 
organ 7 f must not, however, pursue this Ime of reasoning 
further But before introducing the case which I trust 
-will illustrate manv of the points which I have brought 
forward I should like to add a fe— more facts in support of 
the contenbon herein set forth 

So recently as October of last-yaar (1893) Professor Eooher 
-of Berne one of the most distingaislirf continental surgeons, 
:;deaded for a more extended use of exp'oratory incisions m 
doubtful cases of gastric disease and m words the weight

Reen of Phfiaddphia in the Cartwright Lectures, 
delivered at the begumiug of las* year (1893) expressed 
his opinion in similar terms, “ in any case, ’ he says, 
*‘]n which by other means at Ins command no positive 
■diagnosis can be reached the snrgeon is thoroughly justified 
in opening and exploring the stomach ” I have in " Surgery 
■of the Alimentary Canal " quoted two cases in support of 
exploratory incisions into the s*oiiiach, one by Dr Bradford 
and the other by Mr Frederick Treves In neither, strangely, 
•was anything definite ronnd and yet the inunediate relief 
•obtained in each case waS marked In Dr Bradford s case 
•the following operabon was performed. An incision was 
made in the median line from the xiphoid cartilage down¬ 
wards The stomach was found to be somewhat distended, 
but -without thickenr^ The appearance of the viscus was 
perfectly norniaL Two fingers were inserted mto the 
■abdomiriBl wound , the anterior surface was palpated, but no 
thickening or adhesions were discovered The stomach was 
pulled from one side to the other so that the whole anterior 
surface could be palpa‘’ed without difficulty The lesser 
■cavity of the peritoneaui between the stomach and the large 
mtesbne was opened a -horc distance from the border of the 
former two fingers were inserted beneath the stomach and 
two fingers of the othe* hand were placed so as to palpate the 
■anterior surface Betwe-n the two the pas*eno- surface of 
the s omach could be cxtensivelv and Jhoronghlv explo-ed 
and also any thickening a^aettained. No adhekons were 


found on the posterior surface and nothing which was 
ahnormal was observed The stomach was then incisrf to 
see if anv small ulcerations emoted An electric light was 
inserted and the inside of the E*omac3i was easily seen , 
neither by this nor by the fingers conld any thin g abnormal 
be determined Tho wonnds were therefore sewn and 
dressed vnth the ordinary asepbc dressing The pabent 
made a good recovery and was reheyed of all tho 
symptoms 

I think yon will acknowledge that this operabon was a 
pretty thorough exploration of the stomach and yet not only 
Old no ill-effects follow the performance of the operabon 
itsdf, but, on the other hand, its influences seem to have 
been fraught -with the very results The cause of the 
patient’s suffenngB were certainly mysterious, hut equally 
mysterious must be considered the beneficial effects worked 
by the eiplorabon It is not, however, only in the case 
of the stomach tha*- we are familiar yuth the beneficial 
effects of an operabon winch so far as conld be gathered at 
the time seemed to have been perfectly negabve in its object. 
The case attributed to Mr Tr^es was bs follows A man, 
aged 40-years, who was admitted to the London Hospital 
had been Ul, according to his own report, for 12 years -with 
pain in the stomach and vomiting He had vomited b’ood 
He was greatly emaciated The pain in the stomach was 
evidently very severe The stomach -was exposed by opera 
bon on Oct 11th, 1895 It was much enlarged, but exhibited 
no abnormal appearance beyond this The stomach -was then 
opened and emphed The pylorus -was examined from 
within and every part of the gastric surface -was explored 
Mo nicer or other morbid conffibon was discovered The 
gastne and other abdominal wounds were closed Tha 
pabent seemed well and by January of the next year 
(1833)—that is to say, about three months after the ojiera- 
bon—all pam in the region of Ms stomach had piacbcally 
disappear^ 

In this case, as in that tmdcrihe care of Dr Bradford, the 
operabon -was performed under the impression that the gastne 
symptoms -were due to ulcer The opeiabons negatived anv 
such Euppcsibon and although they failed to settle tie 
queshon of diagnosis they fippaiently mannged to cuie^o- at 
least reheve the pabents 

Mr Mavo Robson, acting on lines somewhat s imilar , has 
by "eiploratoiy- iaparolomies discovered oerrain obscure 
gasWo symptoms to be due to adherens involving some part 
of the external gasbic panetes the separabon' of which 
resulted in complete reh^ The same surgeon, in a paper 
recently published m The LAkCEi,’ has shown that explora¬ 
tory gastne operatloiis have been the means of leveahng 
ohstruebon at the pylorus as the cause of dilated stomach 
and that the treatment of this obstruction b.aa led to the 
disappearance of aU symptoms of tetany from which the 
patients had suffered. 

Such, then, are some of the facts and opimons which I 
think tend to-^support and to encourage the views and 
prachces which I am endeavouring to inculcate And now 
let me ask your attention for the case which I have to show 
yon this evening My attenbon -was first drawn to the 
patient by ray coUeagne Dr Bbenezer Dnncan, who 
expressed the difficulty which he had in determining what 
could be the cause of the patient's joersistent gastne trouble 
The prolonged suffering which he had endured made him 
readily convent to operabon Dr Duncan proposed an 
exploratory laparotomy, but on heanng my arguments both 
he and the patient agreed that I should extend my operabon 
to an exploratory gasbotomy if such should be considered 
advisable at the time of operating Without further com¬ 
ment I win give the report of the case as taken by Dr 
Ohades Fleming and Dr James McHaffie

A MABBrED woman, aged 88 years, consulted me in 
March, 1898, beRevmg herself to be pregnant She gat e the 
foRowing history She had been mamed for 12 years and 
had one cliRd only who was then agecl 11 years ^Ince the 
birth of this cluld her menstrual periods had always been 
regular at every four weeks In November, 1897, the cata- 
menic. took place as ntual but since that date she had seen 
nothing On vaginal examination a central pyriform sweRlng 
could be made out extending a short distance above the plubes 
and apparently moving with the cervix when manipulated 
bimannaRy In addition the early sym^ms of pregnanoy 
were manifest This examination left bttie doubt inxnv mind 
that she was pregnant and I promised to attend her in her 
"confinement in the foRowmg August. AR went weR antil 
the latter part of July, 1898 when she consulted, me for 
paroxysmal pains in Abe lower half of tbe abdomen wideb 
at times were very severe There bad been complete 
amenorrheea smee her last menBtrnal period in November, 
1897 and no history of the escape of deadnal membrane 
or blood could be obtained On vaginal examina tion the 
os uteri, which was lying in the posterior segment, was 
found to be soft and patulous and to move with the 
abdominal tumour which now extended well above the 
nmbflicus, in other words, the uterus could not be 
defined a^rt from this central abdominal tumour Dunng 
the ensuing fortnight (Le , at about the middle of August) 
pains suddenly commenced m the "back, tbe paro^smal 
abdoramal pains being stUl In evidence tbongb less intense, 
and in adfttion there was a blood stained discharge from 
the vagina resembling “the show” BeRevmg that her 
confinement was about to take place she sent for me and 
for the nurse On examination tbe os nten was dilated 
BO as to admit the tap of the index finger, and on pressmg 
down the abdommal swelling with the disengaged hand a 
hard irmss -wblch I took to be the foetal head could 
be felt by tbe examimng finger Foetal heart-sounds 
were audible, tbfe breasts were enlarged and 'typical, 
and milk could be squeezed from the nipples IThls 
spurious labom lasted a few days and then subsided 
My partner, Mr Bemdge saw tbe patient with me and we 
decided to await events As time progressed no signs of 
labom returned, the mammes became smaRer and ceased to 
secrete milk, the abdommal sweRmg also subsided to some 
extent, and the os uteri contracted 
As the patient appeared to be “losmg ground” I asked 
Dr J A ManseR MouRin to see her m November with us 
bemg m doubt as td whether it was a case of (a) extra- 
utenne gestation, (i) pregnancy in a bicomed uterus, or 
(o) so-caRed “ missed labom ”—that is, adopting Dr Robert 
Barnes’s definition, ‘ tbe hypothetical retention of a mature 
foetus in tbe uterus beyond tbe natural term of gestation, 
signs of labom at the proper time bavmg been manifested ” 
Dr Galabin in his text-book on Midwifery says tba^ this 
occurrence is at any rate of extreme rarity and donb s have 
existed as to whether aR cases so described may not have 
been mismterpreted instances of ectopic feetation—that is, 
either extra utexme, tubo-nterme, or m an abnormal uterns 
Yettbere is bttie doubt from the mterestmg case resorted 
by Dr Mary ScharReb t t h at such a condition is possible 
Dr BobarReb’s case bemg verified by operation and necropsy

jnstminent passed easily for five inches bnt ivonld not

and tlio omentum, nnd whilst manipulatmg these the tumour 
or tlio sno contamlng tho foetus ruptured anteriorly and 
about tn o pints of greenish brown fluid escaped The bond 
was now introduced into tho sao and after some tronble a leg 
was delivered and tlio whole ftntns—a well developed female 
pnrtiallj doconiposod nnd weighing nitie pounds—was re 
mot od Tho placenta, which was attached to the left wall

A man, aged 35 years, attended at the IVestem 
Ophthalmic Hospital with well marked serous oedemn of the 
ocular conjunctiva of tho left eye. Tho conjunctiva was 
pale, loose, and baggy, slightly .overlapping the cornea, and 
containing n clear fluid This man attended regularly for 
some months nnd I tried aU forms of external nnd mtemsJ 
treatment that my ingcnnltj' could suggest. On one occa¬ 
sion I incised the conjunctiva and let out tho serous fluid 
whioh, however, rapidly collootcd again when the incision 
healed At different times I gave salicylate of so^ in 
rather largo doses—a drug which I had previously found to 
bo of groat scryico in some cares of bilateral oedema of the 
oonjunotira I also gayo iodide of potassium and vanons 
other drugs Treatment, howeyer, appeared to bave no 
effoot On a later investigation of his case I found that the 
patient had had a chronic discharge from his left ear for 
many years , he was, however not in tho habit of takmg any 
notice of it, as it only caused him slight inconvenience On 
examining his ear it was found to be completely blocked by 
a very large polypus which had perforated the membrana 
tympani This was removed and the discharge greatly 
diminished bnt still continued, though not now offensive 
Tho oedema of the conjunctiva persisted, aithough somewhat 
diminished Ho wag then ordered a spirit lotion to he 
dropped into the car and promptly the discharge from the 
ear nnd the oedemn of the conjnnctiva disappeared smin] 
tanconsly witbont any further treatment to the eye 
There appeared to mo nnd to others who saw this case- 
with me no reasonablo doubt that the condition of the eye 
was produced by the disease of the ear and that it was cnied 
by tho treatment of tho latter The connexion between the 
two conditions is obscure Dr Sidney Phillips * published 
three cases of cedema of the upper eyelid dunng scarlet 
fever In each of his threo cases only one eye was affected, 
in each oaso there was supporatlon in the middle ear of the 
same side, and in each case the cedema suhrided with 
the rcltof of the ear condition In one of his cases, 
however, a small abscess formed in tho hd I have 
on various occasions noted tho ocourrenco of choroid¬ 
itis associated with chronic disen'o of the middle ear, 
also of myopia, with or wilhont choroiditis, on tho same 
side ns a ohromo ear disease But in these conditions the 
cure of the ear disease does not remove the results of the 
disease in tho eye and therefore definite proof of the asso 
elation of tho one with the other is not possible and there is 
always the possibility of a common cause. Tho form of 
optic neuritis which occurs m suppnmtiio middle-car disease- 
appears to be somewhat different from that which Is caused 
by cerebral tumour in that it subsides with the removal of 
the cause and does not affect the vision 
These facts taken together appear to me to bo at least 
suggestive of a causal relationship between disease of the- 
middle ear and diseases of the orbit and eye and must bo my 
excuse for pubiishmg an isolated c-ise

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NOTE ON THE TREATMENT OF INFLUENZA BF 
LARGE DOSES OF CARBOLIC ACID 
Br Akthub Wigleswohth, L B 0 P Lond , M R 0 S ENO 

Fob many years I have been presoribing oarboho acid in 
cases of influenza in doses of from seven to eight grains 
every two hours, with rapid relief from aU the symptoms, 
but an accident revealed to mo that this doso could be very 
considerably increased without any danger and with still 
greater honeficial results to the patient 

I saw a patient about five weeks ago who had been soired 
^th the -worst attack of influenza which I had ever seen 
There -ms not only violent cephalalgia with acute myalgio 
^ns, but there were incessant vomiting and high temperv- 
toe Her pulse was 130 and she suffered from hitenre 
thirst, prostration, and much mental depression She- 
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also coaplained of severe abdominal pain and as sbe ivas 
seven months advanced in pregnancy she feared labour had 
set in I ordered her a mixture containing tsvo drachms of 
Oalvert s liquid carbolic acid in el^t ounces of -water, one 
tablespoonfnl to be taken every t-wo hours This is equal 
to six and one-third grains of pure phenol for a dose 
She commenced to t^e this medicine at mid day I 
learned on the next morning that during the night she 
had ponred out a small wineglassfol of the mirtnre 
and had drunk that instead of a tablespoonfnl. Careful 
measnreroent of the glass -which the had used showed 
that it held just two ounces The patient declared 
that it -was filled bat 1 allowed only three-quarters as 
ha-ving been taken and even thi^ wonld amount to 
19 grains in. the dose The -patient averred that the only 
apparent deleterious effect -was feeling “a httle warm” in 
the abdomen and that every other ^mptom had abated 
The cephalalgia was reduced to a mhilmum, the myalgia 
ended in a little soreness of the limbs the abdominal pain 
had ceased, and the vomiting had abated, and she was 
sitting up in bed laughing at her mistake I had only to 
make one more visit when convalescence -was established' 
As I had previously considered seven grains of phenol a 
maximnm dose this experience -was a revelation to me 
The next case occurred a few days afterwards , I adminis 
tered 12f grains every two hoars with the same gratlf^g 
results and I have dona so in each case which I have had 
smce 1 can now assure my pabenta most confidently that 
after the first two doses relief will ensue 1 desire, therefore, 
to recommend to my fellow pracdtionets this 'method of 
t^tment, especially m the larger doses, feeling assured that 
they-wiU find the same results to follow its adoption 
As 1 find that muoh misapprehension exists concerning 
not only the dose of carbolic acid, hut its toxic effects I 
have endravonred to ascertain what, dose of catholic acid 
has proved fatal but I cannot find any very definite records 
M large and varying doses of undiluted crude carbolic add 
ha^ been taken t ^eve there is a teoo-d of a teaspoonful 
having proved fatal, but as to theaua of the pabentw the 
attendMt circumstances of the case 1 know nothing In the 
generd records of fetal cases I cannot find anything very 
concerning the theraj^r^cal effects beyond those 
administration of acute imfent poisons

of the relatives 

At the necropsy the liver, spleen, and kidneys were found 
to be enlarged There were old plenntio adhesions over the 
-whole surface of the right Inng, also a few old pleuritic 
adhesions on the left side Tho pericardial sac was thickened 
and contained large currant jelly like clots and some blood¬ 
stained fluid The heart valves and muscular substance 
ajjpeared to be normal The ascending arch of the aorta 
-was found to be the seat of a large sacculated aneurysm 
which had ruptured into the perioardial sac The brain and 
other oipns were normal The jniy returned a verdict that 
deceased died while m the execnbon of his -usual duties from 
internal hmmorrhage as stated in the medical e-vidence 

Jiemnrit —The case is an excellent example of the great 
value (one might almost say urgent necessity) of a post¬ 
mortem examlnabon where there is reasonable doubt as to 
the cause of death As the TForkmen s Compensabon Act 
applied to this case, and as the relatives threatened an acbon

A CASE OF TUBEROOTOUS PERIOARDITIS , EECROPST 

(Under the care of Dr G A SuthkrIxAND ) 
Tdberculotjb disease of the pericardium is a by no means 
infrequent accompaniment of extensive tnbercolcsis else¬ 
where and Baginsky has recently shown * that m 9 per cent, 
(six cases out of 66) of a series of cases of pericardiliB in 
children the disease was tuberculous It is, however, in 
only a very small proportion of these cases of tubercnlons 
penoaxditis that the pericarditis gives lise to any Important 
symptoms and in most instances the tuberculous disease is 
only discovered at the necropsy The great distension of the 
pericardial cavity which—sometimes at least—occurs in these 
cases is well shown in the clinical history recorded below 
A very similar instance in which the amount of fluid present 
was even greater has been described by Mussex of PhOa- 
delphia,'’ for the pencardlal cavity contained OT ounces of 
blood stained semm 

A girl, eight years of was admitted into the Pad 
dington Green Children’s Hospital on Dec 4th, 1896 Ho 
veiT precise account of her illness could be obtained as she 
had been living with friends in the country for five months 
and bad returned home on the previous day For six weeks 
she had been noticed to be “getting ill’ and had com 
plamed of pains in her chest and tiredness There had been 
shortness of breath and coughing and on the previoua day 
she had fainted There was a deflmte history of pulmonary 
phthisis in the family, her mother's father havmg died from 
that affection The patient had always been a delicate child, 
subject to sore throat, and bad suffered from scarlet fever, 
measles, and whooping cough 
The patient was a tali well built, fair child with a some¬ 
what atuemio complexion and looked decidedly ill The 
temperature was 100° P and rose the same night to 104’ 
There was no eruption or flushing of the skin, but the super 
ficlal veins of the thorax and abdomen were distended The 
breathing was rapid (46 to the minute) and somewhat 
laboured The left side of the chest moved less than the 
right and after it in time Percussion of the left side of the 
chest showed impaired resonance everywhere, there being 
dulness at the l^t apex anteriorly and at the back, while 
from the second rib anteriorly to the costal margin and from 
one inoh^to the right of the stemnm to the posterior axiliary 
lino the note was absolutely dull Over this latter area 
the breath sounds were scarcely audible and vocal fremitus 
and vocal resonance were absenk The breathing at the 
left apex was bronchial and over the back posteriorly 
it was very harsh vesicular, with some crepitations The 
right lungi was apparently normal In the pivecordial 
region there was oistmct bulging from the third to the 
fifth intercostal spaces and also slight but definite oedema 
The apex beat could not be localised and epigastric pulsation

absolutely excluded As it turned out, the anomalous signs

Pulmonary Tuicrciiloftt 

We conclude our report of the meeting of this society 
held on Mmch 28th, the first part of which was published, 
in The IxA^CET of April 1st, Mr Bhyant, the President, 
was in the chair 

Dr Theodore Welliams and Dr Herbert Hohbocke 
communicated a paper on the Treatment of Pulmonary 
TnbercnlosiB by Anti tubercnlons Serum After reviewmg 
the various investigations mto the serotherapy of tuber¬ 
culosis made In Priincfe, Germany, Hungary, Italy, and the 
Dnited States, by Bichet Hfincourt, Bondiard, Darmberg, 
Bemheim, Babes, MaragUano, Paqnin, Tmdean, and others, 
Br Williams amLDr Horrocks gas e an account of their own 
xnve^gations earned out on nine patients at the Brompton 
Hospital The antituberculous serum was procured at the 
Jenner Institute of Preventive Ifedicme by inoculating a horse 
(an nnlTTinl generally considered to he immune to tubercle) 
with mcreasmg doses of tuberculm, until no reaction 
followed the maximum dose being 500 cubic centimetres, 
which was given on two occasions 21 days after the last 
inoculation one litre of blood was drawn from the left jugular 
veins, the dot was removed, and the serum was mixed with a 
weak solution of carbohe acid (for preservative purposes) 
and transferred to sterilised bottles Afterwards this was 
Injected hypodermically with all antiseptic precautions mto 
the selected patients The cases first chosen were those (1) 
of acute lung tuherculoEis or (2) of chronic lung tuhercnlo^ 
where acute disease had supervened Pive patients were 
submitted to the treatment, the doses commencing with one 
cubic centimetre and gradnallv being increased to 10 cubic 
centimetres, the object being to hnng the system nnder the 
Influence of the serum as soon as feasible The treatment 
was carried on for periods of from 15 days to three 
months, and the number of injections adnunlsfered was 
from 15 to 25 The immediate result was rise of tempera¬ 
ture and of pulse, shght urticarial or erythematous raises, 
and enlargement of the axillaiy glands The, effect on the 
lungs was increase in the amount of expectoration, dunmn- 
tion in the lung tissue contamed therein (except in one case 
where it mcreased), diminution of septic organisms in two 
cases, and disappearance in two cases In one case these 
were altogether absent lYlth the exception of one case 
there was no reduction in the number of hiherde 
haciBi The general condition of the patients dete¬ 
riorated and one died from a fresh eruption of 
tubercle and its attendant plennsy some time after 
the termination of the injections Two of the patients 
gained a few pounds in wei^t bnt the physical 
signs at the close of the treatment showed that tuhercnlisa- 
tion and excavation had gone on unchecked by the serum 
injections The urticarial rashes were apparently due to the 
amount of carbolic amd added to preserve the serum, as on 
the quan tity hemg reduced these rashes no longer appeared 
Dr IV illiams and Dr Horrocks then determmed to try (1) 
serum taken at longer intervals after the horse s moculation 
with tuberculin, (2) to employ smaller doses, heginning 
'with one cnbio centimetre and never exceedmg five cubic 
centimetres, and (3) to use it in cases of mcipient 
and limited tuberculosis as weU as in cases of limited 
excavation The serum was now taken 72 days after 
inoculation and was tried in two cases of limited nnllateial 
tuberculosis and also in two of excavation limited to one 
lung, and the results proved a marked contrast to thc'e of 
the previous experiments The treatment was earned out 
for longer periods owing to its being better borne than m 
the first group and from 32 to 50 injections were given in 
doses varying from one cubic centimetre to five cubic centi¬ 
metres The mjections In no case gave nse to anv local 
swelhng or irritation or rash, either of urticarial or erythe¬ 
matous type, bnt in aH the patients the axillaiy elands 
became enlarged during the treatment The temp^ture 
sometimes rose after the injections in one case , m the other 
three cases the records were invanahlv normal or sub¬ 
normal The pulse and respiration rate were not materially 
affected AH four patients gamed weight the two excavation 
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cases most, one ISJ- lb and one a stono, tho tubcrcnli 
sation cases 6i lb and 6 lb rcspoctliely All increased 
in strength and \igour and wcro able to rotnm to their 
tvork, except one patient, in whoso case a lighter oconpatlon 
was substituted for a comparatively trying one Cough and 
espefctorauon diminished in all and in one case they alto¬ 
gether ceased Physical ^gns shoned limitation of the area 
of disease in the lungs in tho consolidation cases and in tho 
two excavation cases qniescenco of the cavity in one and 
complete contraction in the other With regard to the 
sputum contents in three cases the tubercle bacilli greatly 
dtm inislied in number and at times disappeared altogether, 
but at the close of the treatment there were stUl some to be 
detected In one case they did not diminish at all, though 
the patient Improved generally The other organisms— 
dlplocooci, staphylococci, and streptococci—disappeared in 
the two cavity cases, and in the consolidation cases they 
wore noted throughout, though in diminished numbers 
In one excavation case two injections of streptococcic 
serum were made with no special effect on the pyrexia or 
general condition, but it was found that the septic 
organisms disappeared from the sputum Dr Williams and 
Dr Horrocks concluded that in order to produce an anti 
tuberculous serum capable of controlling the evolution of 
tuberculosis in the human body a considerable interval 
must elapse between the inoculation and the date of tho 
withdrawal of the serum, for when taken a few weeks after 
inoculation its effects closely resembled those of Kooh’s first 
tuheroulin The present trials encouraged a farther trial 
of the milder form of anti tuberculoas serum in early cases 
of dang tuberouloslB or where the lesion is limited, but 
where the disease is overwhelming, as in aoate pulmonary 
tuberculosis or the lung surface is largely invaded by fresh 
tubercle no adiantage is likely to be derived from its use 

Dr R L Boivles said that the observation that weaker 
forms of serum gaie the best results was in accord with his 
own experience when he used Kooh’s first tuberculin Tho 
reaction was so great in cases in which he had seeu the 
stronger dose used abroad that In his own practice bo had 
employed the weaker form and ha thought it acted better 
In some oases permanent arrest followed, in others tho 
disease oontinued nncbcoked 

Dr Williams, in reply, said that he had employed Koch's 
first taheronlln and had seen groat improvement in some 
cases bat his wneral opinion of it was unfavourable There 
was not only lighting np of local mischief hut in nearly every

Mr Raymond Johnson showed a spooimon of Congenital 
Oyst of the Base of the Tongue obtained from a male infant, 
aged four months Dyspnoea had been present smoe birth 
and necessitated tracheotomy when the child was four 
months old, but he died about a week after tho operation 
Tho cyst ocoupiod the extreme posterior part of the tongue, 
lying exactly in the middle line and projecting on tho surface 
as a smooth hemispherical swelling about 1 5 centimetre in 
diameter The porfero-infenor surface of the cyst lay in 
oontaot with the epiglottis, tho latter being so much pushed 
backwards as nearly to ocoludo the upper aperture 
of the larynx The anterior border of tho cyst lay 
immediately behind the oircumi allate papillro and no 
indication of the presence of a foramen cteoum could 
bo detected In sagittal seotion the cyst presented 
an almost semicircular outline, the antero-inferior or deep 
aspect being flattened Its inner surface was smooth and 
presented in its deepest part a small depression, tho orifice 
of a short canal in the substance of tho tongue The 
contents of the oyst after hardening in spirit consisted 
apparently of ooagulated mucus Sxarmned microscopically 
the cyst was found to be lined with a layer, in most parte 
several cells thick, of flattened epithelium Outside this 
was a thin fibrous cyst-wall which in the deep aspect of the 
oyst was in direct conthmity with the muscular substance of 
the tongae and the largo aoinouB glands embedded In jt The 


origin of congemtil cysts In tho posterior part of the tougm 
was discussed, tbo neu usually held being that such cjsU 
had their ongin in the lingnal duct or some of its glandulir 
appendages Dr Martin Schmidt of Strasburg had care 
fnUy examined a considerable number of tongues m which 
cystic formations were present in tho posterior part and had 
come to the conclusion that such cysts, which uxre ofteu 
lined with cihated epithelium, were derived from glandular 
appendages of tho lingnal duet rather than Dom the dact 
itself In Mr Johnsons specimen, however, seeing that the 
cyst was exactly mesial in po'iUon, that there was no 
oridenco of its ha\mg been formed by the confluence of 
smaller cysts, and that it was lined with flattened epithelium, 
it was Ihonght probable that the cyst had arisen as a dilaU 
tion of the lingual duet itself—Ilr Shattoce said that be 
thought that the only reason why many of these cysts were 
but down as cysts in connexion with the lingual dnotwu 
because they wore in the middle line Exactly similar cjst* 
were found in jiositions such as tho stomach and ccsophagut 
where there was po question of their starting in the develop 
mental relic Ho thought that if it were not for tho mesUl 
position of the cyst tho present specimen would have been 
put down as an ordinary mucons cyst 

Dr F J For MON and Dr G F Shll commanlcated 
a paper on the Histology of tho Rheumatic Nodule. 
Thov pointed out that it was essential in tbo study 
of this subject that recent nodules and not those of old 
standing snonld be examined, and, moreoier that * 
section passing through the pciyphery of the nodule might 
glie qmte a different appearance from one passing thiougb 
tho centre It was necessary, therefore, to take yoaug 
nodules nnd to ensure as far as possible that the section 
should pass through the centre The difficulties bf this 
procedure were considerable A study of seolions takm 
ns far as po'siblo in this wnjg showed that in the centre tbs 
nodnle consisted of fibrinous material, while nearer the 
penphery nuclei of round celb appeared nnd still more 
pcnphcrally more or less formed fibrons tissue In otba 
words, exactly the same process ocenrred here as in TheunisUo 
exudation clsew here The essential element in the rheMatic 

nodnle was a formation of inflammatory fibrinous cxwtion,

British Balkkoloqical and Cumatoloqical

were exposed and thermometers were inserted, the dog being 
under an anseatoetic After the lapse of half an hour the 
blood coming from the limb in the super-heated box ■was 
4 8°F higher than in other parts ot toe body Dr Bain 
drew attention to too initial rise in blood pressure, as-he cem- 
sidered that a word of caution was necessary in submitting 
ratients -with diseased'arienes to this method of treatment — 
Dr Won Blano said that in cardiac disease he had used 
for more than 26 years without accident only tepid douche 
massage at 95° F during 10 minutes, belle-ring that great 
heat was not advosable In gouty people he thought toe 
true attack of gout came on only when toe kidneys did

The object of this pamphlet appears to bo to promote 
disousslon as to the desirability of introdnoing into India 
some form of biological filters for the treatment of sewage 
The constituents of sewage in English towns are first 
glanced at, so that a comparison may be formed with 
those of the sewages common thronghout India A 
short sketch is given of some of the methods adopted 
in England within the last few years, including Mr 
Dibdin’s experiments at Barking and Sntton, Mr Donald 
Catpuron’s septic tank at Exeter, and the filters of 
Mr I Garfield, 0 E, at ‘Wolverhampton Mr Silk 
next proceeds to discuss the applicability of some such 
^stem to the conditions prevailing in India, which differ 
materially from those that obtain in England Mr Bilk, 
writing for Indian readers, presupposes a knowledge of local 
details with which it is possible some of our English readers 
are It will be better, therefore, first to mention 

that In India no system of sewerage as we understand it 
exists except in a few isolated cases Any regular supply of 
water by pipes is only to be found in the houses of tho rich 
The use of commodes in India is common to Europeans 
A coolie called a "mehter” coUecta tho contents of these 
commodes in a large rcpeptaole which is emptied into an 
iron cyhnder mounted upon wheels and drawn by a bullock 
to tUe trenching ground In the prisons these matters are 
simphfied Each prisoner uses two small bowls placed on 
the floor of the compartments into which the latrines are 
dii-ided The prisoner squats with these between the 
legs, one in front to receive the unne and one behind 
for the fmoes The howls containing the solid excreta 
are oolleoted and the contents placed in a large 
churn containing earth The churn is then set in 
motion and its contents having been intimately mixed are 
superficially buried The urine is thrown into a ditch or 
drain receiving the slop water This method Is found to be 
most successful Some few of the barracks are now pro¬ 
vided with a system of drainage, hut commonly rows of 
earth-closets are employed Earthenware vessels are used 
in place of iron pails, the contents of which are collected 
and disposed of in the usual way The public latrines 
referred to by Mr Bilk are a constant source of despair to 
the engineer The great aim has been to keep the solid 
constituents of the sewage apart from the liquid, so that the 
contents of the latrines, the removal of which to the 
trenching ground occurs once only In 24 hours, shall 
bo less sloppy and repulsive than it otherwise would be, but 


this is found in practice to be most dlfllcnlt to accomplai 
Bach native Indian, in compliance with a law of caste, aw 
one pint of water for ablution after relieving himself In 
addition to this tho latrines are used as puhllo nrinalt, no 
that their condition in the presence of a dense popnlitiot 
is better imagined than desenbed Borne iouies even hare 
an earth closet placed upon the roof, the liquid mstt« 
escaping down the pipes provided for the rain water ThU, 
together with the household slop water.

A COLOTOMY CLAMP 

Ik 1B89 'Mr Herbert W AUingbam introduced his clamp 
with parallel bars provided with spikes and closed by means 
of screws, which latter have been materially improved hy 
Mr W PhajTO Eyall In order to allow flatus to be passed, 
whilst the clamp was applied I have hnd mado by Messrs 
Krohno and Scsomann Duke sbcct, W , a modiflcatlon in 
which the parallel bars when screwed into apposlbon leave 
a circnlnr hole silnatc at one-third from the end to cover tho 
proximal end of the bowel The hole is large enough to 



admit the passing of a shortened gum elasHo or bone enema 
pipe, such as is used in a Higginson s enema The npper 
end of this tube may have an indiarubbcr tube attached so 
as to brmg It outside all dressings Mr Byall’s screws with 
hinges at the ends of the bars were adopted I applied this

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the arteries are invisible, and the veins are thin and almost 
empty Dr Schobl describes no less than four forms of senile 
degenoration a form in ivhich tho retina appears veiled 
especially about the disc, with in some instances dull grey 
points and molecular masses and In others round, highly 
refractive bodies, a second form, due to colloid eicros 
ocnces of the lamina vitrea of tho choroid, a third 
associated with retrogre^ive changes characterised by the 
presence of crystals of carbonate of hmo or of cholesterln, 
the opthalmosoopio appearanefes resembling tboso of rotmltis 
albnminnrica, and a fourth form in which nnmerons plaques 
coalesce in the clroumpapiUary region forming a whitish 
yellow ring that is bordered mth pigment about the disc 
Dr Schobl has met with eight cases of persistent hyaloid 
artery in 180,000 cases which he has seen and he gives some 
good illustrations of the appearances presented He dis 
cusses the varieties of sarcoma and establishes the following 
forms simple glioma, glioma retime loionans, crypto 
gliotna, llbro glioma, telangiectatic glioma, and finaUy 
describes a case m a child which ho thinls was primarily 
a pure rotmal glioma but which when it spread Into the 
solera produced prohferation with tho formation of a gho 
hbroma. When the glioma cells spread into the orbital 
tissue they started a proliferation in this locality, round 
and subsequently spmdle cells were formed and thus a glio- 
fibro sarcoma resulted The same process was repeated with 
the nnstriped muscular tissue of the blood vessels and so 
at length in its final stages the tumour represented a giro 
fibro-Barco-myoangioma which lUnstrates well the vanoly of 
forms which may bo found in a single specimen The 
-whole of this article is very well written and very great 
pains have been taken by the author in collecting oases Tho 
article on Diseases of the Optic Nerve is wnltcn by Dr 
Jobann Doyl, also a Professor of Ophthalmology in Prague 
In describing hmmorrhage of the papilla tho author of the 
artiole makes the important statement that in those cases of 
artetio-solerosis in which rupture is imminent, or has already 
occurred either m the retina or on the disc, prossme on the 
globes with the finger no longer excites pulsation in the de¬ 
generated arteries, and ho attnbutes this to the induration of 
the walls of the vessels Gpeaking of intra ocular neuritis he 
aooopts Dhtholf s definition of that condition as a swelling 
of the optiodiso which does not exceed three dioptres from tho 
level of the retins, whilst when the height of the sweUing 
exceeds this it is to be considered as a •' choked disc ” Tho 
former aflfeotlon not uifreqnenlly passes mto the latter and 
the various theones explanatory of the causes of tho appear¬ 
ances presented In “ choked disc *' are weU given, and Dr 
Day] supplies accurate information in regard to the course 
and relations of the arteria centralis retime As might be 
expected from Jfr Priestley Smith the account of Glaucoma 
is an excellent monograph Without being unduly extended 
all the principal pomts in the etiology, symptomatology, 
pathology, and treatment are given He dwells upon the 
greater liability of small eyes to glaucoma and remarks that 
eyes in which the cornea measures only 10 milhmotrcB In 
the horizontal diameter seem seldom to escape an attack 
Wo must not terminate this notice without a word of com 
mendation of Dr Robert Randolph’s essay on Sympathetic 
Ophthalmia He draws a very clear dividing Ime between 
,sympathetlo ophthalmia and sympathetio Irritation and gii'es 
-the results of numerous experiments which he himself has 
thade to elucidate the etiology of this ^obscure aSection 
The editors, Dr Norris and Dr Oliver, are to be con 
gratulated, alike on the judicious selection of authors 
which they have made as evidenced by the exoeUenoe of 
the several articles, upon the translations vriiioh have been 
made by Dr Reed, Dr Alt, and Dr,.

by a company The title and the Bill itself are a model 
of brevity The whole consists of four paragraphs—title

“ It shall be unlawful for a company under the Companies 
Acta, 1862 to 1893 to carry on the profession or business of 
a physician, surgeon, dentist, or midwife, and ff any 
company contravenes this enactment it shall be liable on 
lummary conviction to a fine not eiceeding £5 for every day 
during wbich the contravention happens ” 

There is much publio feeling on the subject of limited 
liability companies and the sms which are committed under 
the legislation which was meant to r^nlate them and make 
them a publio benefit There is muoh difference of opinion, 
alto, on the question as to how far the development of the 
principle of incorporation for commercial purposes has been 
an advantage But on one pomt there does not seem 
room for any difference of opiniou—vii, that the prindjae 
of incorporation was never meant to be used to 
legalise an action on the part ot a member of a 
limited company which would be -illegal and pdnishable 
if committed by the same mdividuid in a private capacity 
It is niegal, for example, for ahy indiridnal not called to the 
bar or qualified as a sohmtor to act as a barrister or as a 
solicitor And so far as We are aware tbe most audacious 
exploiters of the principle of incorporation, or rather of 
its application to the practice of professions by individuals 
not possessed of the legal qualificationa lor such practice, 
have not attempted its application to the practice of the law 
But an outrage not less scandalous has been committed by 
cofnpauies In assuming, in utter defiance of the Medical 
■and Dentists Acts, the styles, titles, and functions of tbe 
medical profession, although no members of the profession 
were Included in their membership They 2mxe done so 
with impunity hitherto because tbe penal clauses of these 
Acts apply to ‘'persons" not to a company It would 
^e up too much of our space to give particular 
instances, but such instanbea may be found in the 
volume of Minutes of the General Medical Council for 
1898 in Appendix liv , where the whole action of the 
G«neral Medical CounoU and of other bodies on this 
BHbjcct In recent ye^irg is described 

To ordinary intellects it will not appear very clear 
Why the Jaw whloh requires qualification in bamsterE 
EoUeitors is so much more difficult to defy than 
tii»t -which requires qualification in medical men But 


-the courts have given decisions which enable any group 
of Ulltcrato and uneducated persons to carry on the 
business of medical men or dentists mthoul tbo personal 
qualification which In individuals is supposed to bo 
I essential Tbe evil and the absurdity have long occupied 
tbo attention of various bodies, including tlic Bntish 
Medical Association, the Bntieh Dental jlssociation, the 
Medical Defence and - Protection societies, the Hoyal 
College of Tctcrinary Surgeons, and the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Great Britain The profession is specially In ^ 
debted to tho Companies Acts Amendment BUI Committee, 
of the General Medical Council, consisting of Sir WlEUAii 
Tubn-er, Mr Horslet, Mr Tomes, and Mr Tiohborne, 
who very particularly brought to tho notice of tho Connoil 
tho action ot n drug company in Cork registered under tho 
Companies Acts wbich hud intimated that “one of its 
objects was to carry on tho business of physicians ^and 
surgeons * Among the signatories of the memorandum of 
this association there was no qualified medical man 
and not even a qualified pharmaceutical chemist The 
grievance thus displayed was pvacticaliy admitted by 
a Departmental Committee of tbo Board of Trade which 
under the presidency of Lord Datet, had tho matter 
under its consideration There was, in fact, no possi* 
bility of denying the absurdity of a slate of tho law which 
enabled persons who might have been fined for practising 
medicine or dentistxv in their individual capacity to call 
together their fnends end relatives, equally unqualified 
with themselves, and form a company under whose name 
the business of giving medical and surgical advice 
and assistance and, medicines oohid he earned on with 
impnrdty Fortunately the Lord Chancellor and several 
other law lords have taken mnoB personal trouble, to 
amend this absurd and discreditable state of the law 
The presemt Bill is the outcome of this troublo Opinion 
will be divided as to the form and probable efficiency 
of tbo remedy Attempts have been made previously to 
embody olauses in. Companies Bills or in Pharmacy .BBls 
which would have met this acknowledged evil Tbe oplmon 
has been strongly held, by some that as the mjschief has 
been done by an abuse of the Companies Acts and a 
misapplication of the pimciple of incorporation any 
remedying clause should be embodied ,in an amending 
Companies Act Theoretically this would seem desirableT 
but many difficulties would have to be overcome before 
such a Bill would pass, or before an effective clause could 
be put into a Medical or a Pharmacy BHI dealing with 
such totally different matters tVe are therefore grateful 
for a special BHI correcting directly tbe defects of tbe 
! Companies Acts so far as tho practice’ of medicine, 
surgery, deutistry, and midwifery is concerned The essential 
clause of the Bill enacts such an obvious principle tBnt. 
any effective opposition to it is scarcely imaginable ITe 
would suggest the addition of the words, “or any member 
of a company in its name ” after the words “ the company ’’ 
in the first line of the above clause Possibly they axe super' 
fiuous, but we are dealing with a class of persons wbo 
singularly combine stupidity vrfth audacity, and we venture 
to think that this addition would tend to make them more 
cautious in attempting to evade the law than they would be 
under the present form of the clause As laymen, too with 
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Eiaaith and injure the Interests of some 5,000,000 people ’ 
Besides, experience shows that even the butchers themselvei 
•wonld benefit by the establishment of public slanghter- 
fiiouse* We dealt with this point in a leading articlo in onr 
fissue of JIarch 25th and Dr Bond telb us that in Glasgowi 
•where private slaughterhouses have been abolished, the 
butchers now express a strong opinion that the pubhc 
^slaughter houses are preferable to the old system What, 
■then, remains in the way of this much needed reform’ 
2\othing beyond the ignorance and apathy of the people 
The Sanitary Institute wiU accomplish a good work if it can 
fSir the population of London to take action in this matter 


In the April number of the Practitioner are printed 
■the opinions of a symposium of experts upon the subject

3Iedical Geography of England and Wales and Mr D’Abct 
(Power on the Local Distribution of Cancer and Cancer 
Houses Mr H G PlJaiitEB discusses the Etiology 
■and Histology of Cancer, his paper is well Ulus 
■trated and gives a very full uccouut of his researches ’ 
Brofessor J McEADrsAK discus'ei the Occurrence of 
Cancer in the Lower Animals and ilr Watson Chetxe 
opens the praotical part of the symposium by answering 
■the question, ■What can surgery do to relieve sufferers 
from cancer In various parts of the body!” The last paper 
•is by Dr W B Colet, the introducer to the profession 
•of Coley’s Eluid, and is on the Treatment of Inoperable 
■Cancer EmaUy the ■• medico-htciary causene” lays before 
•as Intaesting information as to those scandalous deedvers 
■the self styled cancer-ourers 

The B’udv of cancer is not one calculated to inspire 
Cheerfulness, so perhaps it is as -well that Dr News- 
aoLME, who.e aiUcle is the first of the senes, considers 
■that the oondusion that a real increase in the mortality 
from canocr has occurred during recent years is not justified 
by statistics ’’They rather tend to the conclusion that 
•the mcrease in cancer is only apparent and is due to 
umproved diagnosis and more carefnl certification of the 
•canses of death, especially to the latter It is obvions, 
however, that this conclusion Is only one of prohabmtv ’’

Dr Boswell Paiik’s and Mr Plimmeks papers appear 
to show conclnsively that in and among cancer ctlb 
there are appearances which do not belong to the cells 
themselves but are something foreign to their proper 
strnctnre and development, and Mr Plimmer claims 
to have isolated such bodies, to have cnltivatcd them erat- 
side the body, and by injecting snch cnltnres into animals 
to have caused their death together with the production cS 
tumours, so far of endothelial origin with the one exception 
of the cornea From these tumonrs pure ctdtnrcs, he states, 
can bo made which if inoculated will produce like growths. 
In connexion with these discoveries it is mteresting to 
note that the researches of Mr Alfred Havilaed and 
Mr DAbct Power upon the Geographical Distribution of 
Cancer and upon Cancer Houses re'^ectively all go to show 
that cancer is an infective disease, that locality is a pro- 
dominant factor, and that possibly enneer may be propagated 
from some mtermediato host, as is malaria, and ns malaria 
or some similar disease attacl^ the lower nnimnls so do 
mahgnant growths Although not many years [ago such an 
idea was scouted, yet Professor McFadteaic has collected 
63 cases of cancer in the domestic animals Kotwithstanding 
that it is so common among human bemgs cancer of the 
tongue, uterus, or mammary gland is exceedingly lare 
among the lower animals Mr Watson Chetnd gives very 
hopeful results obtained by early and extensive operation 
To take operations for cancer of the breast, he knows ol 
11 patients now alive with no sign of recnrrence at periods 
of from six to nine and a half years after operation, forming 
about 50 per cent, of the cases operated upon in the penod 
under review ’ With regard to inoperable cancer Dr 
Colet considers that his mixed toxin treatment offers "the 
best chance of relief He allows that the effect is far •more 
marked in the sarcomata and vanes considerably in them, 
being least marked in the most mahgnant form—namely, 
the melanotic 

Our contemporary has produced a useful summary of our 
present knowledge and ideas upon the subject of cancer. 
Shall we ever be able to cure it -with certainty or, Etdl 
better, to prevent it! It is conceivable that cancer -rrmy 
be found to depend upon some parasite the life history-of 
which can be studied, as in the possibly analogous case -df 
malaria, and some connexion may he found between smffi 
parasites and the low lying nver -vaUeys -with clay soUsdn 
which cancer, as observed by Mr Hafeland and Mr 
Power, mostly flourishes Such a line of investigatHm 
appears to offer the best hope of future success In the 
meantime we have to rely on the knUe and above 
aU on early diagnosis and •wide removal Another point 
to which every worker m this field should attend is that of 
hope Bightly enough is despair condemned by theologians 
as one of the special assaults of the Evil One As the 
*■ medico-hterary causene ‘ remmds us both Bobert Botle 
•m 1664 and Sir James Paget have laid stress upon the 
necessity of never giving up the struggle with disease while 
life remains We may, and do as a fact, know little about' 
cancer, its treatment is even now far from Eatisfactoiy,-ana‘ 
the road that leads to death from it hut very little loss' 
dreadful both to the patient and his friends -than 
ever it "was But the attitude of hopelessness is by «Tl 
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sad eiperfenoe of the eTaaibility of Acts of Parliament, wo 
venture to ask for the insertion in the above danse after 
the figures “1898’'of words to this effect “ All other Acts 
notwithstanding ” "We know how completely baffled the 
fieneral Medical Connoil has been in getting into its hands 
fines inflicted in the metropolitan area under the Medical Acts 
by reason of the competition of the Metropolitan Police Acta 


The question of public abattoirs has often been raised in 
these columns We deputed a Special Oomnussloner to 
visit and describe the mumcifal abattoirs of Brussels about 
seven years ago and also the modd abattoir of Ander- 
licht in thd outskirts of Brussels Subsequently he inspected 
the magnificent 'and gigantic abattoirs of Berlin and the 
bactenologioal laboratories attached thereto * We are 
pleased to note that the pnndples which should govern such 
institutions and which we then set forth hare been recently 
advocated by Dr WimcAM ABTHtm Bond at the Sanitary 
Institute He urges, as we have frequently urged, that 
when a public abattoir has been established the local 
authonties should have the power to prohibit slaughter in 
any other place It is obvious that the object of a public 
slaughter house Is to do away with private slaughter houses 
Further, he proposes not only that all meat should bo 
Inspected by properly qualified inspeotors, but that all the 
joints should be stamped and bear marks of inspection 
similar to post-marks on letters, so that the public may be 
able to verify for themselves that the deat has been exam 
inecL This practice largely prevails on the Ckmtinent and 
what Is practicable abroad shonld be equally easy m England 
Dr Bond points out that with regard to tuberculosis the con 
tamlnaUon Is more commonly on "the surface of the meat and 
is due to material derived from other parts of the anfmnT 
lather than to disease of the meat itself If these diseased 
parte are promptly removed and destroyed and do not tonoh 
the actual meat substance of the carcass the danger is 
reduced to a minimum But such precautions cannot be 
taken .in dark, small, overcrowded private slaughter houses 
We are told that, according to the records of vanons English 
and Continental abattoirs, from 40 to 60 per cent of the 
cows slaughtered are tsUffering from tuberculosis, and at 
Oopenhagen the proportion of the swine suffering from this 
disease was equal to 16 3 per cent during the three years 
1890-93 The disease is but little prevalent among sheep 
and calves Inspection, which in the face of these startling 
figures becomes a matter of urgent necessity, can only be 
effective when the organs of the animal can be adequately 
Viewed in a good light and when kept separate from the offal 
of any other animals Such conditions do not prevail in 
private slaughter houses In them, on the contrary, the 6Sal 
^of several animals is thrown into a heap and In ill lighted 
places ‘ 

It is often staled that the establishment of public 
slaughter^bouses in London would bo opposed to the 
interests of the batchers This Dr Bond assures as is not 
the case, for thougb there are In London some 6600 butchers 
only 460 bf these have private slaughter houses Thb 
cost' of" properly inspecting these 450 private slaughter 
houses, scattered in all directions, would be muoh greatch 
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than if all the^slaughtering"wjii“doie''m'm'or eighl 
local centres Mr A E Hareib, the medical officer ol 
health of Islington, ably summarises the advmtagw 
to he attained He points out that private slaughter 
houses are a nuisance to the neigTibours, that they gistUy 
increase the foulness of sewers in residential districh, 
and that meat hanging in these badly construoted pnvsU 
slaughter houses is qieolally likely to be contaminated bj 
foul emanations Financially, tbe fact that meat is belter 
preserved in model public abattoirs is a great advantsgs 
to the trade and to the public Here also mheh of the Wood 
and offal which are now lost can be saved and utilised Thai 
there are the dangers to the public resulting from dritiig 
I the cattle through the streets and the loss of tiAie and tiie 
expense which are tbns entailed Of course, public slaughter 
houses would be placed close to railway lines and water com- 
mumcations It has also been shoivn that pnbllo abaltoin, 
when properly managed, yield a good profit and that such 
institnfaonshelpinredacingthorates Fromthehnmanilanan 
point of view much of the cruelty which is perpetrated in 
■ private slaughter-houses and which is not seen and cantol 
be checked could never take place in the pnhho slaughter 
I house where inspectors arc 'always present There is also 
! muoh unnecessary suffering entailed in the driving ot 
exhausted animals through the streets and the lairsge in 
! private slaughter houses is frequently unwholesome and 
j insufficient 

Dr Bond relates that at the Holborn abattoir when the 
inspector first entered upon his duties he seined 4000 tons of 
diseased meat in three months, exclusive of diseased offal 
A large number of offenders were fined or imprisoned'; nnd 
yet for several years previously not n single conviotlijn 
1 had been obtained This proves that the public must 
have consumed a large quantity of diseased meat It 
I IS thought that in London there should be at least 
[ six public abattoirs In Glasgow there are three, hut in 
Manchester there is only one In both these towns 
the system has proved a flnanoial access On the Conti 
nent the charge made is much higher than in England. 
In Glasgow the charge for oattle is 9<i per head, it is 1» 
in Manchester and Liverpool, and Is in Iieeds, but In 
I Germany the charge varies from 2i to 5s Of coarse, as w* 
have pointed out when describing Oontteental slanghter 
houses, these institutions should be near the cattl* 
market and in direct connexion ■with the main railway fines 
There most be large cooling rooms, microscopical and 
pathological laboratory, and proper but separate aceom 
modation for fat-melHng, bone-boIIing, gnt-scraplngi 
the extraction of the albumin from the blood Then there 
shonld he a small and separate slaughter house for tk® 
killing of diseased cattle and a destructor for diseased 
carcasses, such as eilste at Hamburg ® 

It is difficult to see why London shonld have waited ft 
long for a reform which was carried out in Brussels in the 
year 183p Why should London he 63 years behind Brasselel 
Not only is London behind the Continent, hut mtoy of tt® 
British provincial towns are also in advance of the metro- ^ 
polls Is it in the power of the 460 butchers who now posses* 
the monopoly of slaughter houses to thus compwmisa th® 
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-quite recently there •were eoid at Jfesirs Patticfc and 
Simplon’* a lot of old books comprising “infer aha 21 old 
tnantacdpt volnines of cases treated at tho IVomen a 
Hospital, Soho square, by tho late Dr Alfred Headovrs 
These books contained, as a matter of coarse, detailed 
reports of aR the ailments and troubles of the innumer 
•able sromen treated by, the doctor during a period 
■dating back to 1S73 ” The r-hole lot only fetched 3r 6d , 
so that the hospital might easily have bought it, but the 
hospital authorities are stated to have ridiculed the idea 
-that there ivas anything improper in the sale of such works 
by pubho auction The Rev A, IV Oxford informs us that 
rt is the custom of dhe hospital to present the physicians 
with bB their “letters” bound up at the end of every 
year If the hospital really does this vre consider it an 
jnpioper thing to do Records of hospital cases are 
not the property of the medical man in charge of such 
■cases but of the chanty of which he is an officer The 
authorities of the hospital may not have known that Dr 
Meadows’s case books were to be sold, but his executors 
■or whoever sold the books should never have had ft in j 
their power to do so Records of cases, unlevs pub¬ 
lished so as to be unidentifiable or published with the 
consent of the patient,'should ccrbdnlybe considered abso¬ 
lutely confidential IVe hope that the anthoriUes of the 
■hospital in question wfll aeo that srch a gross breach of the 
trust committed to them does not o-cur again 


SANITARY STAGNATION IN RURAL DISTRICTS 
Notwitbotan-ding Pnhlio Health Vets and Local Govern 
mart Acts establishing countv, district, and parish conncQs 
there has been up to the present no great awakening m the 
sense of samtaiy reform in many of our rural districts 
Conditions which obtained when the Pubho Health Act 
1876, was passed persist at tunes even to-day and there 
would appear to be but Uttle pio-mect, immediate or remote, 
of a better state of affairs In a word, there are nnmerom 
instances throughout the country where both central and 
local government have signally Iidled As a case in poml 
we may perhaps take the Easmgwold Rural District, the 
^nal report concerning which has recently reached us 
This district is atuated in the horth Riding of Yorkshire 
and has a population of some 10,500 In 1890 the late 
Barry of the Local Government Board inspected the 
e^ct and a prmted report was subsequently issued bj 
the Board At that time the sanitary condition of the 
dh^t was at a very low ebb indeed houses unfit fo, 
haWtation, water from shaUow v-eBa liable to poUnUon

instance at least to have brought an overwhelming amonnk 
of pressure to bear upon the Easlngwold District Council, nor 
have theeffortsof theLocal Government Board, whatevertbey 
may have been, led to any very evident remit Obvionsly 
not too much is to be expected from the officers of local 
authorities who receive a pay in no sense commensurate with 
their services , hut the disease seems more deeply rooted than 
this, and it lies rather in the apathy of the members of 
rnral oistnet conncils and in their disinclination to 
do anything which costs money But this dismclinabon 
to action is apparently common to county, distnet, 
and parish connoUs alike in cases where rural districts aio 
concerned, and furthermore rt is obviously shared by tho 
Local Government Board itself Clearly, in these days ol 
local government, the central health authority might find it 
inconvenient to put too great a pressure upon rural distnet 
councils, and indeed it would be difficnlt to find in either 
pohtlcal parly a President of the Local Government Board 
who would bo allowed by Ins colleagncs in the Cabinet to 
take any very drastic measures with respect to rural dis¬ 
tricts many of which are becoming rapidly reduced in 
population But we should withal be glad to see more 
attention paid to rnral districts than has been the case 
hitherto and vigorous action taken in regard to certain of 
the more apathetic coimcils The sanitation of rnral 
districts is not a matter which can be considered 
without regard to, the relations which the defective 
sanitation of such districts may bear to urban communittes 
This fact wiU probably become more apparent in the near 
future now that the question of tnbercnloois is attracting go 
much attention The dweUer In towns will soon wish to 
know more of the sanitary condition of the rural cowshed* 
from which much of his milk is derived, and of the methods 
adopted for tecogninng and controUing infective disease in 
localities where annnaUy he may seek with his family to 
reornlt his health But so long as the Local Goyeinment 
Board have practtcaDy no control over the salaries of, officer* 
no part of whose remnneration is defrayed out of the county 
funds, so long wffl insufficient salaries be offered and, alas, 
accepted, and so long will the medical officer of health be at 
the mercy of those who care but little for sanitary reform 
IVhen adeq-uate salaries are paid and permanence of office is 
assured we may look for a better state of things, but a more 
radical change than this Is necessary if onr rural district 
conncils are to awaken to a proper sense of their 
respoDsIbililies 


SORE-THROATS AND ISOLATION 

The position of diphtheria when recognised as such is now 
dearly defined and aUowed for In the general scheme of 
medical treatment Something sbU remains to bo done 
bo-wever, m similarly definmg the place of a mnllitade U 
sore throats uncertain in their source and developmeata bn* 
eyidently infectious nevertheless M dn Meinfl de 1100110 - 
mont, whose paper is quoted in the Journai Sc atmqne at da 
ThirapeictxqxialnfanMa of March 16th, has usefuUy directed 
attention to the wisdom of isolating for a sufficient period 
cases of this doubtful character In support of his 
argument he refers to the weR known fact that in 
examples of throat disease chnicaRy indistinguishable 
from true diphtheria careful examination has fcfled 
EomeUmes to detect the loffler baciRns Neverthele®, 
grave consequences, total and general, have attended 
their progress wWeb has even attained an epidemic 
prevalence The writer states that he has himself observed 
BUch a generalisation of sore-throat in hospital practioe, 18 
out of 67 being attacked Ho qTotea tte 

a^rience of Cardeur, Basquet and others In his opinion, 
wtooh IS fomded on an examination of 60 cases, this 
infectiveness Is more than apparent and is associated with 
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means to bo avoided IVo may bo, it is true, groping feebly 
along a very dark pathvray, but there are, wo think, indica 
tiona of the light to come already viBtble

The Billi for tho reform and ro-arrangemont of Local 
Government areas in London, now under,the consideration 
of I^llament, gives additional interest to the Hegiatrar 
General's annual summaiy whiotr deals with tho vital and 
mortabty statistics of London and of other largo towns 
In j England and TValcs during 1898 The statistioB for 
London, while comparing favourably with those foi; the 
larger provincial towns and with those for most of tho 
Continental cities, afford abundant evidence, if closely 
analysed, that the sanitary condition of some of the more 
crowded, portions of our largo metropolis leaves much 
to be desired and to be expected from more energetio j 
local government The recorded death rate in the whole of ' 
Lomdon last year was 18 7 per 1000, which was one per 1000 
below tho average rate in the preceding 10 years 1888-97, 
during which tho rate ranged from 21 8 in 1891 to 17 8 in 
1894 After correction for differences of age and sex constitn 
bon, the. same population which gave 1000 deaths in England 
andiWales in 1893 gave 1133 deaths in London Among 
the 33 tovras dealt with in the Registrar General's annual 
summary the comparative mortality figure in 1898 was below 
1000 in Croydon, Cardiff, West Ham, Portsmouth, and 
Bngbton, ranging from 824 in Croydon to 973 m Brighton, 
In each of those five towns the rate of mortahty last year was, 
after correction for ago and sex differences, below the mean 
late of the whole of England and Wales In five of these 
33 towns ,thl8 comparative mortality figure exceeded 1300, 
it was 1327 in Newcastle, 1351 in Sunderland, 1411 in Man 
Chester, 1452 In Salford, and 1498 in Liverpool These 
figures show that among the 33 towns last year In equal 
numhexs living, equally consbtuted as to age and sox, 160 
deaths, pocurred in Liverpool and only 82 in Croydon 
This T startling icontrast between tho social and sanitary 
conitlon of these two urban populations Is a matter 
of most serious import, and tho mortality statistics for the 
different distriots within the metropolitan area show con¬ 
trasts equally startling Begistration or Inner London is at 
present divided mto 43 separate sanitary areas After the 
distribution of the deaths recorded in public institutions 
to the, localities from which the Inmates were admitted, 
the death rates last year in the various sanltaiy areas 
ranged, from 11 7 per 1000 In Hampstead, 13 2 in Bt 
George Hanover square, and 13 7 In Fulham, to 23 8 In 
LSmehouse, 24 4 In St George the Martyr Bonthwark, 
24 8 in Bt George in the East, 24 9 in Holhom, and 26 7 in 
St Luke It should not bo overlooked that the rates in 
Hampstead, St George Hanover square, and Fulham are 
understated through the abnormal proportion of domestio 
servants inoluded in those populations, but after due 
aHowanco for this disturbing factor these widely divergent 
rates undoubtedly indicate a disastrous loss of health and 
nfe in many of the more crowded central distriots of London 
If the health condition of these sanitary areas be testedhy 
the proportions of infant mortalitv measured by the number 
of deaths under one year of age to 1000 births, very similar 
conclusloiis must be accepted This proportion of Infant 


mortality, which was 108 ih Stoke Newington, 120 in 
St George Hanover square, and 126 in Hampstead, rose In 
the other sanitary areas to 208 in Lunehouse, 211 In 
St Saviour Southwark, and 221 m Holbom Thus the infant 
bom In Holbom has less than half the chance of living 
through Its first year of Uto than has the infant bom in 
Stoke Newington This waste of infant life has undoubtedly 
doso relation to overcrowding hi more or less InSanltaiy 
tenements and can only be reduced by strict and constot 
enforcement of the provisions of tho Public Health Acts 
by medical officers of health and by efficient sanitary 
insxiocters The apathy of many of the present London 
^finitary authoribes m health matters is proverbial and we 
confidently look forward to tho new Local Government Bill 
for London ns a means of imtiating a marked acceleration 
and Increase of interest in ganitary progress wllhla tho,

On April 3rd the twentieth annnal conference of the 
Friendly Sociobes Medical Alliance was held in the 
Assembly Rooms at Leamington Alderman T S Harvey 
of Leamington presided and in his inaugural address is, 
reported (we quote from the Timet) as saying that it was a 
matter for regret that in certain town^there still existed bos 
tUlty to the objects and aims of friendly societies medical 
associations on the part of the medical profession Meeting* 
had been held between representatives of the General Medical 
Oounoil and the leading friendly societies of tho country 
with a new to bringing about mutual settlements o£ 
disputes They must be careful to limit their attendance 
to ton& fide members o£ friendly societies for medical men 
had every nght to object to their medical nssocinbohs going 
about touting for patients outside the ranks of friendly 
societies But the medical profession would have to concede 
the right—not the privilege but tho right—of tlio priucipal 
fnendly societies to make combined provision for all their 
members altogether apart from their social posibon They 
wduld strenuously resist any claim put forward by th*^ 
medical profession to impose any wage limit to membership. 
If these are the news of the medical assoclnbons in genersl 
we cannot congratulate them on their wisdom B ^ 
all a part of the modem oraio for oheapucss which Ih 
mining everything Just as goods made by sweaters, 
whether olothlng, furniture, or anything dso, are shoddy^ 
and rotlen, so sweated medical attendance Will naturally he 
careless and Inferior Good workmen nowadays, whether they 
work with their heads or with their hands, must bo paid weU 
if they are to he kept and sensible employers are finding this 
out The friendly societies will have to learn this lesson 
and the Battle of the Clubs Is by no means o\-cr yet , 
Respectable and conscientious modloal men are getting moro 
and more unwilling to attend friendly societies and tlM 
state of matters will irantlnne until some steps are taken o 
limit the membership of such sooieties to those who arc 
really needy

TYPHUS FEVER 

The report by Dr Waldo on Typhus Fever in London 
which wo print this week presents several features of interest 
The ravages which were inflicted by typhus fever in bygone 
years can hardly be appreciated at the present time and the 
disease affords an eicoDent example of the effect of modem 
sanitation on what is literally a filth disease It is, however, 
very Infections, although close contact -with the afflicted' 
person is essential as the poison becomes concentrated around 
the sick Hence it is that medical men and nurses are so 
frequently attacked This pomt is well brought out m Dr 
Waldosreport, one man being responsible for the spread of 
the malady It will be seen that ho refused to enter tho 
"reception house’ with the rest of the famDy, bad he dono 
so the centre of original infeebon would haVe been entirely

are not accounted for by mere atmospheric changes 
should be treated m seclusion 


THE DIFFICULTY OF LOCALISING PULMONARY 
LESIONS ' 

At the meeting of the Socifitfi MCdicale des Hdpitanx on 
Jan 27th M Tuffier read a paper on this very important 
subject At the Moscow meeting of the International 
Medical Congress he analysed all the accessible cases (306) 
of pulmonary surgery This prolonged study impressed one 
thing on him that difllculties lay much more in insnSioicncy 
of diagnosis and in defective localisation than In operative 
teohmque 17 cases of pneuraotomy which he performed 
confirmed this opinion To attack a pulmonary disease efB 
caciously its position and extent as well ns its unity or multi 
phoity should bo known Of 221 oases diagnosis was in 
complete in 45 , in his own 17 oases an error was committed 
in seven although the patients had been examined by one 
or several of his most distinguished colleagues If an error 
of diagnosis wgs of minor importance in abdominal it was of 
capital importance in pulmonary surgery Hepatic abscess 
could be dlstingnishcd from purulent pleurisy onlv with 
difficulty M Tuffier had operated on a case of non 
suppurating hydatid oyst supposed by a groat number of 
his colleagues to be situated in the liver but which he found 
to be entirely in the lower lobe of the right lung It was 
necessary that the height and depth of a pulmonary lesion 
should be defined In a case of hydatids the stethoscopic 
signs were supposed certainly to show the presence of a 
lesion In the upper two-thirds of the lung, but the cyst, 
as large as the fcetal head and packed with livmg 
cohinoooooi, filled the lower lobe alone Kadiography 
revealod no opacify in this position In a case of 
gangrene the centre of the lesion was localised in the eighth 
intercostal space, the inferior extremity was found in the 
seventh This error though small had entailed dangerous 
explorations The depth of the lesion was still more difficult 
to define M Tuffier had operated on two patients in whom 
auscultation revealed cavities so superficial that pyo 
'pneumothorax was diagnosed without reserve He had to 
1 penetrate more than a finger’s breadth of lung to reach a 
phlmonary cavity The mistake appeared to have been 
inevitable, the lung was indurated, lardaceous, and adherent 
to tho chest wall Such errors were not peculiar to his 
' countrymen In foreign literaturo ho had collected 10 
examples in the case of pulmonary gangrene alone In 
The Lancet of Jan 13th, 1894 (p 87), Priestley Leech had 
recorded a case where multiple punctures failed to discover 
an abscess compUoated by gangrene Quincke* opened 
one cavity but the necropsy showed several The extent 
of tho cavity was stiU more difficult to determine— 
a small cavity might simulate an enormous one The

focus soaroh was in vain The patient died and a second 
cavity was fonnd a Uttlo over an inch above the first in the 
midst of sclerosed tissue Most errors had been made in.

THE CdUNTESS OF DUFFERIN 3 FUND 
The fourteenth annual report of tho National Associabcco 
for Supplying Female Medical .Aid to the TTomon of Indio 
shows that the year 1898 has been marked by good progress* 
in carrying out tho objects of the association Daring the- 
past ilvo years tho Countess of Elgin has presided over the- 
fund and an enoonraging advance has been made in every 
direction, mnny now hospitals have been erected, thc- 
nnmbor of patients treated, inoluding pari^ah 
women, has steadily increased, and every posoblc- 
facUlty has been offered to fomaio students who 
wish to adopt a medical career Tho total numhi^ 
of patients treated in zenana hospitals, wards, an 
dispensaries throughont the country was 1,484,967, of whom 
30,698 were In patients. 1^419,145 were ont-patients, and 
35,224 were visited at homo Tho staff employed in tho 
various hospitals for women throughout India inolndO 
lady medical praotitionors of tho first grade—I e, persons 
qualified for registmtioh in tho United Kingdom—76nssisto 
surgeons or practitioners of the second grade who have been 
trained in India and who hold Indian appointments, ana 
267 hospital assistants or practitioners of tho third gra 
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The crossed end direct pyramidal tracti irere much de¬ 
generated and yet intermingled with degenerated fibres were 
many normal Ones The antero-lateral columns also showed 
some sclerofis The posterior columns of Goll showed 
moderate diffuse sclerosis , but Marchi’s method revealed no 
recent degeneration The degeneration of the pyramids was 
less distinct towards the medulla and it practically ceased 
at the pons The cells of Clarke s column were normal 
The posterior nucleus of the vagus had many cells 
showing great and even extreme pigmentary degeneration, 
the tni'in'i, hypoglossal, and “ ambiguous ” nuclei showed only 
a few degentrated cells "Amyloid” bodies of varying 
riles were present in the grey floor of the fourth ventricle 
Portions of the biceps, tongue, and thigh with carmine 
staining and with llarchTs method showed no disease or 
degeneration The larynx (enco-arytenoid posticus muscle) 
showed small patches of interstitial mvositis with nuclear 
hyperplasm m these patches The cerebral cortex (para- 
centri lobule) appeared normal and the white subcortical 
substance showed (with llarchis method) no degenerated 
fibres Sections of the cerebral pedundes and pons showed 
(with Weigerts method) no degeneration of fibres The 
viscera of the thorax and abdomen were normal (except the 
bladder which was in]ured qmte late in the course of the 
disease by catheterisation while in a state of paralytic dis 
tension) The lesions of the spinal cord agree with those 
described and figured by Dfejerme and Sottas * and with cases 
recorded by Erissaud, Oppenheim, and others The dis 
cussion of the facts pomta, on the whole, to a vindication of 
the views of Charcot on the nature and localisation of the 
spinal lesions in this disease, 

SALT FISH 


Ax the present time salt fish can hardly be said to be a 
popular article of diet with the majority of English people, 
but perhaps there are fewwho do not taka it at least twice 
a year It seems rather curious to loot back to the time 
when salt fish was considered of sufficient importance to 
engage the attention of Parliament It happened, however, 
In the thirty first year of the retgn of Edward HI 
that complaint was made to the king by the Commons of 
this realm of England that the salt fish of Blakeney was at 
such "a price (“a trap chier el excessif pris”) that the people 
were ranch prejadiced thereby The king, with the assent 
of the prelates and other great men and the Commons, 
ordained and established rules with regard to the sale of this 
fish that the ships called ‘ doggers and lode ships " which 
belonged to Blakeney Haven and to the adjacent coast 
should land aU their fish at Blakeney between certain points 
The punishments for breaking this law were Imprisonment at 
the king’s pleasure and forfeiture The places on the adjoin 
ing coast which were affected by the law were Shiringham, 
Crowmer, Olay, and Suyterley The fish which were affected 
hy the statute were “orgeys” and “loych fish meanmg 
lob, bng, and cod At even an earlier date tbnr. this reguia- 
tions had been made with regard to the price charged for 
Yarmouth herrmgs , so that complaint as to the pnee 
charged in London for fish is by no means of recent date 

SERUM TREATMENT OF ANTHRAX. 

Ik the 6a-zftta dtgli OspfdaU of Harch 19th Dr F Abba 
and Dr G Piccardi of Turin give details of a case of anthrax 
pustule successfully treated by means of Professor Sclavoi 
anti anthrax serum The patient, a youth 17 years of age, 
on Feb 26tb discovered in front of Mj ngjit ear a small 
pnstnle which increased in size during the two following 
days, the surroundmg area at the same time becoming 
swollen and red On March 1st, when the medical men first 


saw him, the pnstnle had an irregular blackish surface and ‘ 
was Furronnded by vesicles the fluid of which contained 
numerous bacilli similar to those of anthrax, the whole right 
side of the face was greatly swollen , the evening tempera¬ 
ture was 38 6° 0 (101 4* E ) That evening the patient 
received a'subcutaneous injection of 22 cubic centimetres 
of the anti ontbrax serum. On the morning of March 2nd 
the oedema was increased, the eye was completely 
closed, and much fluid had escaped from the vesicles 
during the night, the temperature, however, had fallen to 
37 5” 0 A second injection of 11 cuhio centimetres of the 
serum was given In the afternoon the patient was free from 
fever and the eyelids were beginning to open On the- 
mormng of March 3rd the swelling was limited to the cheek 
and to the external corner of the eye and the case rapidly 
went on to recovery The diagnosis of anthrax was con 
firmed by Inoculabons made on guinea pigs, the animals 
dying m from 36 to 48 hours It was found that when 
guinea pigs were inoculated with fluid collected from the 
vesicles 10 hours after the first injection of the anti anthrax 
scrum they survived from seven to eight hours longer than 
those which had been inoculated with flmd collected before 
the beginmng of the treatment, whilst fluid collected 34 
hours after the beginnmg of the treatment did not cause 
death This one is said to be the twenty-seventh case of 
nntbrav which has been successfully treated with Professor 
Sdavo’s serum _ 

THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL OF THE ISLE OF 
MAN ON THE MEDICAL ACT 

The Medical Bill for the Isle of Man has been read a third 
time and passed As we said last week it follows slavishly 
in the lines of the English Acts On the second reading the' 
Attorney General, while maintaining that the Bfll was an 
advance "towards proper legislation, admitted that it was by 
no means a satisfactory measure IVe reproduce some of 
his remarks, which are creditable to his judgment and may be 
useful for the guidance of our own legislators The Attorney- 
General said “ The great difficulty in the Act which governs 
England at present and which this Bill will be like is 
that it does not prohibit the practising of quacks There 
is nothing to make it illegal for any person however want¬ 
ing in qualification to practise " He further said “ My 
own opinion, formed after careful consideration of the 
subject and backed up by the medical profession, is that the 
proper law would be to make it illegal to practise ” The 
Altorney General is right He knows that in legal husinesBv 
which is chiefly concerned with property, qualification is 
essential to practise, and that life being more valuable tbnn 
property should receive greater instead of less protection at 
the hands of the law

owing to the deceased’s son having complained^ to the 
police of the treatment which his father had received while 
in the hospital The son gave evidence that he had seen 
his father in the hospital and that his father had" 
complained that he was not properly attended to 
He believed that this was so but he did not mention 
it at the time to any of the hospital authorities AIT 
the deceased’s relatives came and went as they liked and: 
the witness s mother stayed several nights at the hospital- 
The witness did not feel anv gratitude to the hospital and he, 
beheved that his father was left for hours without attention 
The death certificate gave as the piimaiy cause of death 
septic extravasation of urine and the secondary cause a»: 
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it Is not too late to take this step—for the soke of 
iimnanity alone let one general hospital at least take pity 
'opon those sorely afflicted and by so doing affect for good 
'the health of possibly many generations to colne 


' THE CHEMISTRY OF SAUSAGES 

The composition of the sausago is not only complex bnt it 
IS often obscnre In this conntry the jireparation of this (as 
it shonld be) useful article of food is confined to the employ¬ 
ment of minced beef and pork The only exception.probably 
4s the so-called ‘‘black pudding" which js made with pig's 
Wood and perhaps some heart and kidney Abroad, how- 
-ever, the sausage is compounded of a much wider range of 
dubstances These molude brains, liver, and horseflesh The 
.last substance is generally considered repugnant, while of 
-course it is .fraudulent to sell sausages as beef or pork eon 
talning horseflesh Occasionally, however, sausages do not 
-contam meat at aU bnt only bread tinged 'with red oxide of 
(iron and mixed 'with a varying proportion of fat The 
remarkable feature of horseflesh is the high proportion of 
..glycogen which it contains, and this fact enables the pro 
-sence of horseflesh to be detected with some amount of 
^sertainty The test which depends on a colour reaction 
with iodine has recently been more carefully studied and 
with more satisfactory results, so that the presence of 
■5 per cent of horseflesh in sausages can be detected , At 
present there is no legal provision for a standard in regard to 
the composition of sausages, but dearly there ought to bo 
Xiimitations should be laid down as to the amount of bread 
nsed, as to the actual proportion of meat substances present, 
•and as to the colouring matters added to give an attractive 
-appearance of fresh meat Sausages are extremely liable to 
nndergo .decomposition and become poisonous owing to 
the elaboration of toxic substances during the putrefactive 
process Bad or rapoid fat is very liable to alter the 
, character of a sausage for the worse Thus in some instances 
the use of bad or ranoid lard has rendered the sausage after 
a time quite phosphorescent, an appearance which indicates, 
of course, an undesirable change The smoked sausage is a 
much safer article of diet than the unsmoked sausage, since 
•the,curing process preserves the meat substances against 
-deoopiposition by reason of the empyreumatio bodies present 
in the vrood smoke which is used for this purpose 


A1EMORIAL STATUE OF SIR THOMAS BROWNE 
Foremost among the names of literary eminence and 
•phRosophy associated with Norwich is that of Sir Thomas 
Browne, M D , who resided there for 46 jmxi and who died 
and was buried in the ohuroh of Bt Peter Hancroft of that 
city In 1682 It was there that he wrote his chief works— 
the " Beligio Medici,” ‘‘Christian Morals,” “Vulgar 
Errors,” and “ Um Burial”—the first and last of which 
have not only obtained a permanent place m literature but 
“have been regarded with a growing appreciation extending 
up to the present time It is fitting, therefore, that 
Norwich should be the place of any statue to be erected 
to his memory and in recognition of the distinguished 
’ -poeitiob which his works have occupied, and will contltine to 
' occupy so long as great thonghts, leartimg, and a Charming 
literary style command attention or constitute a claim on 
our admiration Although Norwich was the scene of 
■Sir Thomas Browne’s life and labours his reputation and 
his works belong to the world The author of ‘' Keligio 
Medici ” was a great and good man weU deserving of being 
honoured The committee constituted for the purpose of 
’ perpetuating the memory of their distiugmshed oltlien have 
■very naturally made their first appeal to the inhabitants of 
Norwich and its neighbourhood, hut they consider that as the 
Interest and gratifleatidU derived from' Bir Thomas Browne’s 
■writmgs have never been circumsonbed within any local 


limits so all who have admired and benefited by them h»v* 
a light to participate in the privilege of hononnng bli 
memory A very strong and representative committee, of 
which Sir Peter Bade, M D , Is the chairmaq, has been 
already appomted and has inaugurated a movement for eupt 
ing a statne to Sir Thomas Browne In the city with which he 
was so long associated, and there can, we think, he little 
doubt that a memorial worthy of his name and rejmtatioii 
■will be the resnlt of their action Sir Thomas Browne hu 
special claims on the medical profession, for be was a leadu^ 
physician in his day, but it was notably as a moral 
philosopher, naturalist, and oharming writer that he shed

- AMYOTROPHIC LATERAL SCLEROSIS , 

This disease has been known since about 1S61 and Colilns 
In 1896* succeeded in finding 72 cases with necropsies 
recorded up to that date Deronm reports the following 
of interest in which the necropsy was carried oat in an 
exceptionally fnU manner * A man, aged 63 years, had 
suffered for six months from pain in both legs below the 
knees, followed by an undue feeling of weariness in the legs 
after walking On admission to hospital there was moderate 
spasticity with Increase of reflexes He could now walk only 
with the aid of crutches He lost the power of whisthng, 
the speech gradually became indistinct, and the spashelty 
progressed and finally mvolved the arms At this stage 
he 'was quite bedridden The feet swelled and oventoally 
eczema rubrum developed m both legs Bed sores were 
formed on the elbows, the heels, and the sacrum, bnt after 
treatment the general health improved and the sores dis¬ 
appeared The feet vrere in a position of extreme eitensioih 
the knees and ankles were rigid, the knee jerks TTcre maw 
Increased, and the mnsolos of the leg were firm bnt generally 
wasted The upper limbs were similarly Involved but to^a 
less degree There was no cutaneous anne^thesia At a 
later .stage paresis of the muscles of deglutition supervan . 
tie general condition again became one of feebleness an 
prostration, there was paralysis of the sphinoiers, and finabl 
there appeared hmmaturia and gradual cardiac f^ur^ 
ending in death At the necropsy tho arteries were fonn 
to be generally sclerotic The spinal cord seemed norm 
to the eye , Microscopic seotions (prejiared with thion 1 
showed considerable atrophy of. the anterior cornual ce

The present epidemic Is noi the first warning which thas 
been given In 1876 there was a widespread epidemic of 
typhoid fever which caused 761 deaths On that occasion— 
that is to say, so far back as 23 yearsi—the imparity of, the 
water-supply was strennonsly denounced The area corered 
by the Cratennial Exhibition and the numerous sur¬ 
rounding hotels and boarding houses were drained into the 
river Schuylkill, and the river water, though thus con¬ 
taminated, was pumped through the senics mams to 
aU parts of the city In the following year (1877), however, 
there was no epidemic/ though there were still many 
deaths from typhoid fever The general death rate bad been 
22 88perlOODln 1876and was only 1881 per 1000 m 1877, 
The decrease in the deaths due to typhoid fever cmntiimed 
in the years 1878,1879, and 1880, but there was a reern- 
descence m 1861 when 605 deaths were attnbnted to this 
disease The endemio character of this high death rate 
is proved by the ifact that there were not less tbnn 
600 deaths per annum from typhoid fever during the six 
years from 1681 to 1887 In 1888 the disease became still 
more general and 785 persons died from typhoid fever 
This occasioned some alarm and the' anthoritles then 
made elaborate investigations as to the cause The pre¬ 
valence of typhoid fever was, at that time attributed to 
water pumped from the Delaware river The Intake of 
the pumping station at Otis street wharf was close to the 
outfall Into the river of the Cohocksink sewer It was 
therefore decided not to use this pump any more and 
then the prevalence of typhoid fever abatedi later the 
pumps were again set in action, hut as this at once 
produced a return of the fever the waterworks at Otls- 
street were definitively abandoned In 1889 when the 
OUs street' supply was used •during a part of the year 
there were 7S6 deaths from typhoid fever In 1890 there 
were 666 deaths from this disease, 440 in 1892. 456 in

Tx is well known that the melting pomt of a fat under 
ueiamination affords a nseful guide to the elucidation of its 
oature and probable origin Thus the determination of the 
■melting point of fat is important in making an analysis of 
rfjubstances intended for food The different fats used 
£tii articlea of food have a wide range of meltmg -point. 
Sutter has a low melting pomt, while the mfelting 
,point of suet is comparatively high The simplest vray 
•ot ascertaining the meltmg pomt of a given fat is to place 
loome of the solid fat on a loop of platinmn wire and then 
rto immerse it in cold water, next to gradually raise the tem 
(perature and note that point at whioh the fat becomes 
•iranalucent The process may be reversed and the point 
noted at whioh it becomes opaque again The, method 
us,^ not exact, the accuracy of the observation depending 
(largely upon that personal element which enters Into a 
good deal of analytical work A more exact method has 
been recently proposed whioh seems easy of manipnla- 
dion and which should give concordant results Two 
{platinum wires are coated with the fat under examination 
mid then dipped into a cup containing mercury and con 
aeoted with a battery in the circuit of whioh an eleotrio beU 
ca placed The mercury is then gradually warmed, the tem 
jjierature being noted by means of a tbermometer immersed 
nn the fluid metal A point arrives at whioh the fat will be 
melted on the platmum wires and the platinum gaining 
aiontact with the mercury an electric current is established 
■svliich Is indicated by the ringing of the bell The reading 
«sf the tbermometer is then observed The process is very 
ingenious and it should he a valuable aid in the disorimina 
tion of fats and in affording a clue as to the probable nature 
,of a fat in a given food under analysis

cr i m inal prosecutions, and this assistant has been duly 
recognised and appreoiated,,' Medical men are at all times 
liable to have attacks made upon them It is a reij 
senons matter for a member of the profession when served 
■with a writ claiming damages for alleged malpraxis or pre 
Burned negligence to have to defend himself, but irith Uu 
fall resources of the Union to aid hhn and with the skilled 
Assistance provided for him as a member the anxiety is 
lessened considerably and the cost becomes compamtirelj' 
^vlal Assuming that a member has claimed the tid 
of the 'Dnion and has had his case accepted he praotlcslly 
has no further trouble to meet until, should the base go for 
trial, he has to giie evidence upon his own behalf la 
every case taken over by the Council the best legal assiit- 
anoe is given and where necessary leading counsel are in 
slruoted As stated in the report the memhers feel that 
po case IS lost either by want of care ,or by tbe 
non employment of skilled legal advice It has become 
well recognised that the Union never under any circum¬ 
stances compromises any action undertaken "on behalf 
of a member which involves his professional honour or 
reputataon and this wholesome principle has told its tale 
with marked effect npon recklcM and blac lnnailm g 
litigants and their adi-isers The mere receipt of i 
letter from the general secretary indicating that the 
medical 'man threatened 'was “ a, member of the ‘iledlol 
Defence Union ” has in itself been suffioient to effectually

not be supplied with sufficient water for at least thb flushing 
of the pipes and for fire purposes As to its foul and 
disgusting condition I have nothing to say at this time, but 
I do demand a sufficient quantity, snob as It is ” 

At the Manufacturers* Club a meeting was held and an 
Influential committee appointed “to cooperate with the 
Bureau of^Water to secure from oounoUs suhh legislation as 
will prevent waste, and obtain appropriations to provide an 
ample and good supply of water, and that an initial 
filtration plant or plMts be installed pending any measure 
which may aftetwards become necessary for seouring our 
supply from other sources now remote " The committee 
appointed according to this resolution having mado 
Inquiries now reports that the deplorable condition of the 
water supply is due to the persistent refusal of the oonncils 
to mate the necessary appropriations for improving the 
water plant In 1896 It was estimated that $2,835,160 wore 
ne^ed for such improvements and extensions After many 
ardent disoussions the municipal council granted the Water 
Bureau 81000 In 1897 it was calculated that $3,327,760 
were required for the waterworks, but not a single dollar 
was granted either during that or the following year 
The consumption of water in Philadelphia has greatly 
increased of late years, but part of this increase Is attributed 
to waste and the introduction of automatic closing valves is 
very necessary At Spring Garden, where the largest pumping 
station is situated, the engines cannot work to their full 
capacity for want of proper boiler pressure, and the stock 
of ooal would not last more than five days, so that In j 
the event of a bhizard or a railway servants’ strike i 
the water supply might be stopped altogether Thus it wiU j 
be seen that the municipal council have not only refused to i 
provide means of filtering the water but there has been an 
all round neglect of the question in all Its details No 
wonder that these supine authorities are now roundly abused 
and are constantly declared to be guilty of -nffiolesale mani | 
slaughtet lyhen, indeed, a stronger word is not employed j 
That the council should hesitate to inour the enormous 
expense of bringing water from a pure but distant source 
may be understood, but there is no reason why they should 
nbt have organised long ago better methods of pumping, a 
better fuel-supply, and some provision for the prevention of 
the waste of water Finally, when water is taken from a 
river which receives the omda sewage of vast populations and 
the tmtreated refuse from innumerable manufactories, the 
least that can be done Is to institute filtering beds of the 
heat and safest description That this has not been even 
attempted is due, we are told, to local political or party 
intrigues aud erigenoies 

i It is not surprising that under these oiroumstanoes a 
powerful agitation has been started in favour of water 
reform But at the same time and so as to avoid a 
reaction which would be dangerous to tbe cause of sanitary 
reform in general it should be made quite clear that a pure 
water-supply is not the only saiiltary measure required If 
contaminate water alone sufficed to produce troboidfeier 
everyone in the town who drank the water would have the 
feVer It is true that many towns which have secured a 
supply of pure water have a very low death rate from 
typhoid fever Dr A 0 Abbott, the chief baoteriolo^t 
of the 'Board of Health, has prepare tables sbowing 
that cities Supplie with pure mountain spring water— 
namely, Berlin and Munich—have an annual death rate 
from typhoid fever which only amounts to four per 100,000 
of the population and that at Berlin, London, the Hague, 
Rotterdam, and Edinburgh, where the water is properly 
filtered, the rate is only equal to 8 3 per 100,000 whereas 
at Philadelphia the rate is 60 8 per 100,000 But these 
figures are incomplete Toulcm, Havre, and Belfast have 
excellent water supplies yet these towns have been decimated 
by typhoid fever The water supply of 'Marseilles is some- 
imes muddy but it is not contaminated and but 


few towns have shown a greater susceptibility to cholera 
and to typhoid fever Finally, if we take the town ot 
Philadelphia itself three Important facts,stand out in the 
history of these typhoid fever epidemics Finstly, the general 
death rate was not increased m a notable manner daring the 
years when typhoid fover was cspeoially prevalent, secondly, 
dnnng tbe prMent epidemio it is estimated that 50 per cent, 
of the Victims are children, and, thirdly, the disease 
Is very nneveniy distributed nil over the town Dnnng the 
week ending March 18th 477 cases were reported from the 
40 wards into which the town is divided In IVard 3 there 
was but one case. In Hoards 11,^13, 16, 17, and 35 there 
ware three cashd, in IVards 5,12,18, and 31 there uere four 
oases, but in Ward 20 there were 21 cases, m Wards 33 and 
38 them were 25 oases, in Ward 28 there were 32 cases, 
in Ward 15, 41 oases, in Ward 22, 45 cases, and in Ward 29 
47 cases It the water is tbe only cause of this outbreak of 
typhoid fever why, this extraordinary difference in tho dls- 
trwntioD of tbe disease and why also aro there such a large 
number of children ill 1 Evidently other causes aro also at 
work Contaminated water is undoubtedly a very cfficacions 
means of producing typhoid fever among those who are pre¬ 
disposed, bnt persons whose reduced ritality renders than 
on easy prey to this disease are likewise liable to contract 
other diseases If they ha\e pure water this does not 
always mean that their lives will be spared, hat 
It may simply mean that they will die from some other 
disease Sanitation comprises two distinot lines of aoticn. 
Measures must be taken to prevent the spreading o£ 
pathogenic germs, therefore n pare water supply must be 
I secured But it is quite as important to take such general 
sanitary measures—the prevention of overcrowding, proper 
[ drainage, Lo —as will prevent that predisposition to disease 
I which renders epldermcs possible £a all probability ca^ul 
local investigation would show that In those wards where

treatment pursued at Alx la Chapelle. which is by mercurial 
inunction, is pie'ty well known, and llajor liambkin went 
to .Mi in order to learn how to carry out tiffs method, hut he 
subsequently found it so difficult to do this thoroughly that 
it proved impracticable and he therefore haH recourse to 
other methods ot attaining the object in view, and finally 
adopted that based upon the prinii^e advocated by Lang of 
Vienna who used what may be termed a mercurial cream 
The patient receives a mercurial injection, as modified by 
Major Lambkin, once a week and under ordinary circum 
stances need not remain In hospital but regularly attends for 
tbe purprase. There is one point on which the surgeon is 
very properly cautioned—^viz-, that the use of mercurjr is 
very easily overdone and sometimes to the grave injurv of 
the patient, The effect of the metal in each individual 
■case consequentlv needs to be carefnlly watched in 
■order to guard against this The body weight is s 
good guide and tbe patients weight should be regu 
laily recorded whilst undergoing treatment. A difficulty 
which arises Is as to how patients who are eiceptionally 
susceptible to the injurious actiou of mercurv ran be safe¬ 
guarded , but Major Lambkins eipenence of intra¬ 
muscular mjocUons amonntieg to over-7000, of -ai prepara 
lion of mercury lanolin, and carbolic oil does no‘ appear to 
have been attended with any eiM or mishap.

A^jnl 1st, and slightly exceeded the mean rate during the 
same period In the 33 large English towns Tho lAtes 
in the eight Scotch towns rangri from 18 9 in Paisley 
tmd ^ 2 in Dundee to 281 in Aberdeen and 29 9 in 
Greenock The 711 deaths In these towns included 32 
■which were referred to dlarrhosa, 30 to whooping cough, 
25 to measles, four to scarlet fe'Pcr, four to “fever,” and 
twb to 'diphtheria In all, 97 deaths resulted from these 
principal tymotic diseases, against 90 and 67 in the two 
preceding weeks Theto 97 deaths were equal to an 
■ nuTiual ■tate of 3 2 per 1000, which was 1 6 above the mean 
tate last week freun the same diseases in the 33 large 
English towns Tho fatal cases of whooping cough which 
had declined from 31 to 22 in the four preceding weeks 
Vose again to 30 last week, of which 12 occurred in 
Edinburgh, 10 in Glasgow, and five in Leith The 25 
'deaths from measles showed an increase of four upon 
the number in the preceding week, and included 13 
In Glasgow, nine in Aberdeen, and three in Edinburgh 
The fatal oases of fecarlet fever, which had been five and 
ail in tho two preceding weeks, dechned to four last week, 
of which two occurred in Glasgow and two in Edmbnrgh 
The four deaths referred to different forms of “fever" 
corresponded with the number in the preceding week, and 
were all recorded in Glasgow The deaths from diseases 
of the respiratory organs in these towns, which had 
been 138 and 161 in the two preceding weeks, further 
rose to 160 last week, but ware 18 below the number 
in the corresponding week of last year The causes of 
38, or more than five per cent, of tho deaths in these eight 
towns last week were not certified 


HEALTH OP DUBLIN 

The death rate in Dublin which had been 32 4 and 31 9 
per iOOO in the two preceding weeks farther declined to 
31 6 during the week ending April 1st Daring the thirteen 
weeks of the quarter ending on Saturday l;i^ the death- 
rate in the city averaged 29 6 per 1000, the rate during 
the same penod being 20 6 in London and 23 9 m Bdin 
bnrgb The 212 deaths registered in Dublin during tbo 
we^ under notice were within two of the numbOT in 
the preceding week, and inolnded 12 which were re 
ferred to the principal symotic diseases, against nnm 
hers declmlng from 17 to 8 in the four preceding 
weeks, of these, three resulted from whoopmg cough, 
three from diairhcca, two from scarlet fever, two from diph 
thena, two from "fever,” and not one either from small-pox 
or measles These 12 deaths were equal to an annual 
rate of 18 per 1000, the rymotio death rate during 
the same period being 1 7 in London and 3 5 in Edin 
burgh The fatal oases of whooping cough which bad 
been 10 and two In the two preceding weeks rose to three 
last week The two deaths referred to different forms of 
"fever” showed a decline of two from the number in the 
preceding week, while the mortabty from scarlet fever and 
from diphtheria exceeded that recorded in the previons 
week The 212 deaths in Dublin last week included 36 of 
infants under one year of age and 66 of persons aged 
upwards of 60 years, the deaths of infants showed a 
slight decline, while those of elderly persons exceeded the 
numbers recorded in the precedmg week Eive inquest cases 
and six deaths from violence were registered, and 94, or 
more than a third, of the deaths oooutred in puhbo in¬ 
stitutions The causes of 13, or more than six per cent 
of the deaths in the city last week were not certified.

Dt Benjafield of Hobart, Tasmanra, has given some interest¬ 
ing particnlais of the health of Hobart and has throivn 
down a challenge He will find that althongh the health of 
Hobart is apparently vcrr good many English towns can 
easily beat it In Eastbonrne, for instance, the population 
of which last year was 6000 larger than that of Hobart, the 
total deaths were 63 less than the deaths of Hohart, the 
death rate being 10 8 ^ 1000 instead of the 14 0 of which 
Hr Benjafidd is proad For the year 1897 the death rate 
of Eastbonrne was nnder 10 per 1000, each of the abore 
rates being inclnsive of every death—visitors, wca-khonse, 
and hospitals induded, Hith regard to the special 
chaUenge of Hr Benjafidd as to deaths xmdu 65 
years of age it Is impossible to ascertain the death rates at 
various ages v-ithont knowing esaotly the population at 
varions ages as well as the nnmber of deaths He divides 
his total death rate of 14 eiacUy into two nneqnal portloEs 
as being the death rates above and below 65 years of age 
This does not give a correct death rate in any way It is 
ohvi^ that if, to take an extreme case, nme-teatha of bis 
p^ple were over 65 years of age whereas only one-tenth 
of om pe^e w^ over 65 years of age, his total cmnber of 
deat^ bdow 65 years of age might be very minnte com 
p ared x vith oms, while the rates might he leiy much the 
reverse Bis chaUenge cannot therefore be taken np on his 
p^ent figiTO, the death rates for persons over and under 
65 years of age respectively must be calculated on tha

of a (general meeting once each year in each provincial 
centre which expresses ite wilhngness to reoeii e tho Asaooia 
tion and to make arrangements to do honour to the guests, 
and I do not thmk that the influence of the Association or its 
funds could he applied to a better use than assisting such an 
enterprise Xet I nm totally averse from the proposition 
that Cork, Belfast, or any other city shall withdraw from 
Dublin the annual general meeting heretofore held on 
the first Mohday in June in Duhhn and I shall give my 
reasonsj 

■First, I object emphatically to a breach of the oustom 
wliiohj has governed the Association for 61 years The 
Jjst Monday in June was for excellent reasons selected, at 
the foundation of the Society in 1839, by Carmichael, 
Kingsley, Benson, Jacob, and others of Its foi|inderB, 
and as there is not another professional organisation 
in the Mngdom which can boast of such a tradition 
I should like to maintain it even if tho specified date 
were inconvemont Secondly, the date named was fixed 
because on it a rathenng of the professional clans 
took place, and sbll takes place, in Duhhn to assist 
m the eleotions at the College of Surgeons and in 
the annnal general meeting of the Boyal Medical i Benevo¬ 
lent Fund Society It tho day is appropriated for 
a provincial meeting the simple result will be that 
the praotltiouers ihtorested in these functions will be 
absent from such meeting, including the majority of. 
the metropolitan men Thirdly, it has always been the 
oustom of the Association to hemind the heads of depart¬ 
ments, Members of Parhament, and other distinguished 
persons, as well as the Dublin Press, of the existence of tho 
organisation by holding a public dinner to which these high 
functionaries were invited either otEcially bj tho Association 
or by members as their guests, and I maintain that tho 
custom was very necessary to the well being of tho organisa¬ 
tion Needless to say that if the annual meeting in Dublin 
is ahohshed the Assoolatlon will lie “lost to sight, to 
memory dear,” as far as those potential influences ,are 
concerned 

For these reasons I urge that the provinoialists should 
he content with a well oiganlsed publlo meeting at any 
other time 'of the yeaf—to which meeting tho parent, 
Association should send delegates and contribute money, but 
that it Should not interfere with the time honoured annual 
general meeting, from which, as I assert, we have gained sub¬ 
stantial) consolidation in the past From the last report of 
the Assooiatlon I find that Dublin oontribntesmearlythfioeas 
many,members as any county in Ireland, very many of them 
being men yrho lend their names and thMr money without 
any personal interest whatever in the work of the Associa 
tion lAie we going to discourage that interest by taking 
away tho lOne lannual ohanoe which is afforded to them to 
acquaint themselves with onr work

children vaoclhated and upon him they will probably try to 
throw the blame when small pox sweeps over unvaccinated 
England TVe ought to repudiate the duty now and throw 
the responsibility back on the parents who are the proper 
persons to bear it We have said what should be done and 
we are willing to do it, but it is going too far to hire ns at 
Is a visit to “ persuade ” the public and so make us act m a 
way which is inconsistent with the dignity of our profession

An essay on the mortaUty of several of the larger towns of 
Germany hns been pnbhahed by Dr Dreifuss of OttweUer 
(^enlsh Prussia) in the Vieriei]a?iTue\nft fur Oenchtliehe 
Medxcin The author on examining the death rates of 
, Berlin, Munich, Nuremberg, Strassburg, Franifort, Elberfeld, 
and Danzig has found that there has been a considerable 
decrease ^thin the last 30 years Improved hygienic 
and social condiUona are held to be the cause of this 
satisfactory result The report states that smaU poi 
has been comparatively seldom met with since 1874 
when vaccination was made compulsory, the few cases 
observed since that year occurred almost exclusively 
in foreimers coming from countries without compulsory 
vBccinaUon Enteno fever has also been less frequent, in 
consequence. It is supposed, of the suppression of private 
slaughter houses and the establishment of large public 
slaughterhouses provided with modem hygienic arrange 
ments The wormen s insurance laws have had a very good 
effect in diminishing tuberculosis by compelling the wage 
carnmg classes to jom sick clubs, and thereby puttmg them 
m the way of taking better care of their health and pro- 
vidmg them with medical attendance and nursmg at an early 
stage when tuberculosis is not yet incurable The mortahly 
from diphtheria has decreased considerably, but Dr Dreifuss 
is far from attrlbutmg this fact to the anti-diphthentio

The Treatmenf of Tubercnlosis 
In the MUnchener Mediednssehe Wochensohnft Professor 
Hoffa draws attention to the treatment of Inbercnlous affeo- 
tlons of the bones, joints glands, and skin by inunctions of 
soft soap, a method which be has applied dn^g the last 12 
years in more than 200 cases Other mfeans, such as injec¬ 
tions of iodofOhn, plaster bandages,'Ac , must of course not 
be neglected, but he found them more ^caoions when they 
were combined with the use of soap The patients’ general 
state and appetite improved and multiple tuberculous affec¬ 
tions of the hones and joints healed completely It is 
essential to use a very good quality of soap,-of which from 
25 to 40 gratnmes aro rubbed on the body from the neck to 
the thighs two or three times a week After 15 minutes 
the soap may he wiped off The inunction is most con¬ 
veniently done in the evening, as the patient ought to remain 
In bed for some hours afterwards The soap is said to act 
by Its strong alkalinity, for 'on becommg absorbed it 
neutralises the lactic acid of the organisln, the Increased 
alkalinity of the blood stimnlates metabolism, and in tbia 
way improves the general nutrition An increased quantity 
of urine is passed during the treatment A great advantage 
of this method is ita cheapness which makes it speoiaUy 
nsefnl for poor persons for whom good food, sea air, and 
other therapeutical resources are not available

Ak important discussion took placo upon March 22nd at 
the meeting of the Society of Surgery which gave an insight 
Into the practice of some of the best known Paris surgeons 
as regards asepsis In operating M Qufinu who opened the 
discussion gave it as his opinion that an aseptlo cond! 
tion of tho surgeon’s hands was the great thing to 
be aimed at, but tliat absolute asepsis Is at present 
unattainable u ith the means at our disposal The surgeon

EebeUion m 1855-56 and he retired from the service in 1858

We read In tho Ahcrgavtnvy Chronicle and McnmouiUtMrt Adetrihtr 
onaccoanfcof no Inquest held recently at the Aberj^ftTenny Asylmn 
which presents points of Interest. The name of the deceased wns 
George Pearce, aged 34 year*, of Tew Tree Cottage, Newbridge, who 
bad been admitted fonr days previously to the naylnm. 

The evidence of Dr James Glendlnningwos to tbo effect that the 
deceased was, at the time of his admission In a very feeble and 
exhanstbd oonditton. ite was dejireased and very unwilling to speak 
In reply to qncatlons, although he was able to do so. There were 
hmrks of burning on his Ups, chin, and neck. With dlffloulty h6 was 
to take some mill He was put to bed at once bat was very 
•restless. On the following day he took mill and beef tea, but 
•remained very reticent and restless, so mnoh so that It was difficult 
to keep the bed-clothes on him On the third day he changed 
•enddenly for the worse and died Bt^8.50uLM on the,following mom 
Ing A post-mortem examination was. made when the brain was 
found to be the sealj of organic disease. ’ 

The next witness was one WlUlam Allen, a oolllory labourer who 
*hfld b«en an army hospital orderly ” He said that ho had known 
deceased for seven years, had worked in the same pit with him, and 
had attended him since Ohristmas,” the attendance, as ho ex 
pUlned, comprising visits hve or six times a day and the adminis 
tratlon, * as he had done to hundreds of others, of medlotoes and 
iotions, A policeman proved finding among the medicines prepared 
-by Allen for the use of the deeeas^ a bottle labeled * Nitric Acid, 
Poison " with the contents of which Pearco had apparently com 
mitted snlcide. This witness gave evidence that Allen a attendance 
upon the deceased was assiduous and that when Pearce was suffeiing 
apparently from mineral poisoning ho administered **mllk and 
mustard to wash the poison out of him,” Mr H Olarkand Mr 
James Wild both gave eWdenoe that on being summoned to see 
Pearce he was obrlously suffering from corrosive poisoning and was 
also in a condition of extrema mental despondency, so that for bis 
own sake and that of others It was necessary to send him to the 
Abergavenny Asylum 

The coroner in summing up referred, acoonliog to the Abcrnarenni/ 
Chronicle and Ilonmoalh^hire Adceriirer to the -witness, 'William 
Alien, as * a moss of gross Ignorance, presumption and self-conceit 
and expressed his regret that he could not clearly see his way to 
direct the jury to charge him with manslaughter The jury delivered 
the following verdict ‘The deceased committed suicide by taking 
poison—vix. nitric aold—whilst temporarily of unsound wind and 
the jury fully concur In tlie strongest censure of the conduct 
throughout the matter of the witness William Allen." 

We have narrated this typical but not very unusual case of 
quackery at some length—Arstly beoanse the rolsomble dektb 
•of the victim gives It a lurid Importaucc, and secondly 
because from all accounts the prevalence of the audsolous 
charlatan in mines and coellng pits is becoming Uttlo short of a 
pnbllo scandal It Is hsnl to think that no proceedings can be taken 
agalnitthe man Allen who openly alleges that he has only done In 
the case of Pearce what bn has done in hundreds of otl»er Snstancea. 
The coroner was of course, quite correct In his view that no charge of 
jinaaslaughter could be brought against him on this occosioo, bat hit 
opportunities for enacting elmihw tragedies In the future thould bo 
made more limited. Is It not possible that the overaoera and foremen 
should keep an eye upon the workmen who are more nr leas com 
mltted to their care and should make eotnc attempt to enlighten them 
upon the suicidal folly of trusting to the \oIco of tbo bono-setter and 
the miraculous curer^? The miners hours are watched over by 
Snore Or less Interested polI(;Iclaut aud hU wage* ore subject'matter 
for the energies of the philanthropist and the agitator there Is quite 
room for an occasional propagandist to preach to him the doctrines of 
■good sense In respect of his health 

We make the suggestion but without much hope of its bearing 
druit, for In our experience the foreman la as likely to be the votary 
of the quack as any of the men under his charge And In this con 
nexion the following letter which we ha\a received for publication 
ifrom a correspondent makes Interesting reading i—

-when girls haTe attained full neight nnlliB boys they have 
almost completed their long development Then it is the 
foil grown long of the girl aged 16 years, having lost much 
of Its powers of resistance against tubercle, that allows the

of the growing lung, Chart 2 shows that the proportion 
of deaths In the fii^ five years of life is but one-fourth or 
one-fifth of that of the second five years The curves show 
also the difference of sex incidence up to the age of 20 years 
Girls here show even a mn-rimTiTri at the age of from 16 to 
20 years and boys not tdl the age of from 20 to 25 year*. 
Both facts confirm remarkably my contention that it Is the

occupation, food, air, and climate First, taking disease at 
the age of from five to 26 years, one points to the difference

wall—which-while above the mean for phthisis rate are far 
below the mean in density of population (Map F) and death-

If the rate of declension in the counties be compared there 
is little-or no diFerence between-counties which are speoially 
urban and those which are mral 

Food 

If we turn to another factor in phthisis—food—the map 
of phthisis mortality again affords slight indication that 
a difference in nutation accounts for tho difference in 
incidence of phthisis while not contradicting the idea Bat 
the map of liabihty to die from this kind of death instead of 
another (Map B) suggests at once that much of phthisis 
obcnrs in mvetse proportion to the wages of the people, for 
it 18 ,wage above all things which attracts the population to 
the towns and with two exceptions—Bondon and Northum 
berland all the 11 counties with highest mortality in 
England have a proportion of deaths from phthisis which is 
below the mean 

1 EMlLATION 

These two counties, London and Northumberland, 
suggest the next factor—air These two with Durham 

"y^st Riding, are the counties with most over 
cmwdmg m England and it is upon that account largely 
^counties appeared abo\ e the mean mortality 
of ^gland and Wales both for all causes and especially for 
phthisis When the age mcidenoe of these counties is 
iMpocted it is seen that the maximum mortality is a 
deoennium later than usual in men—not till from 45 to 6S 
years That this is due to overcrowding was shown m the 
chart It is remarkable that 13 counties only show thm late 
m a xim um, of those, six are the only six counties whose over 
CTow^g IS above the mean for England (adding Warwick 
and O^berland to those named), the other seven counties 
bemg^mwall (showing the influence of mines), Middlesex 
and Es^ (showing the influence of London), South 
W^, Cheshire, and the small populations of Rutland and 
»resttQoriand 

_ The influence of overcrowding is equaUy nsible when the 
rate of declension In counbea is compared Just as it was 
shown in the sanitary districts of London that a very hieh 
rate of overcrowing, over 30 per cent ivas sememes 
accompanied with no declension of phthisis, so it is seen 
that the exceptionally overcrowded counties—Durham 34 
per cent , Northumberland, 38 per cent^liave made very 
muohLless aipvanoe than any of the other counties of 
England, only about one half of the mean declension for 
England and Wales, when the crude rates of the Hegistrar 
General for 1861 to 1870 and 1881 to 1890 are compared 

Climate 

Finally, notmg the dryness of climate It is well known 
that drainage of the subsoil has had much mfluencfein towns 
upon the declension of phthisis ' 

Dainpnefes, whether of sod 6r atnlosphere, setems do bo a 
special attabnte of those coupties which have a high phthisis 
rate contrasthig with a low death rate^ from all cafees I 

Cornwall, North Wales, and 
Boute Wales Other agencies are present affecting nutation m 
most marked degree in both North and South Wales, as has 
hem motioned, low wages are conspicuous in Cambridge

It does not appear that dampness of soil or climate las 
prevented the affected counties having an equal share in the 
rate of declension ' 

The local influences thus too hneSy considered b&re 
existed in the counties for the past generation and the same 
difference has existed in the moidence of phthisis alyajs 
subject to the general declension In time doubtless the 
county medical officers of health will supply fuller and moie 
defimte evidence The multitude of the data which it has 
been necessary to consider in attemptmg to gauge tho causes 
of the declension of phthisis has obliged me to content 
myself with presenting but a summary of those factors 
which can beat be measured These have been, I heliere, 
the most important factors, but others 'of importance 
have been left tmeonsidered, some of which phy t 
considerable part in causation, as aloohol, and others 
whioh one can only find to be of small account, as house 
infection 

No attempt has been made to gauge increased efBcacy of 
treatment of the disease 

The condition of the lung seems to he everywhere in¬ 
fluenced by those few well known evil influences which I hare 
discussed and to respond by becoming infected with tubercle 
Just as cluneal evidence shows the apex of tho lung b!oi» 
succumbing to an infection which, it must he supposed, 
attacks also other regions of the lung, so the evidence of the 
death returns would indicate weak Itmgs succumbing to m 
infection that must attack many more strong lungs rrithout 
effect Further, the death returns show how vast are the 
opportunities of infection, the sparse populations dying fiero 
this disease in a greater proportion of deaths than the 
crowded populations, always excepting oierorowdlng 

The figures do not teU how many'of all the deaths from 
phthisis me under the fluctuating influences we have coa- 
sidered, but we may safely infer that the proportion is large 
and further that, great as the declension of ^thlsis has 
been, great it may continue Leprosy, which had poverty 
as its most prominent association, has vanished. Further 
advances in the prosperity of the population wiU go far to 
assist in the disappearance of phthisis from England

We are induced to record the present case both by reason 
of the rarity of the affection described and also on account 
of its obscure pathology We have thought it well to give

The patient was a boy, aged six and a half years, who 
was admitted to King’s College Hoipital in February, 
1899 For some two or three generatfons on either side 
there does not appear to have been any preisposiUon 
to rheumatiam, to nervous affection, or to the so-c^ed 
ossifying diathesis In any form The boy had two sisters 
who were both living and healthy His father and his 
mother were living and strong Hli grandfather on 
the paternal side was living and healthy, as was 
also his grandfather on the maternal side His paternal 
grandmother had died from chronlo bronchitis and his 
maternal grandmother from non rheumallo heart disease 
Hli moth^s grandfather and grandmother had both died 
in old age, the former from cancer of the tongue 
He was the eldest child and there had been no difficulty in 
his birth.

A CASE OF MALTA FEVER TREATED 
WITH MALTA FEVER ANTITOXIN

An officer serving with the Mediterranean squadron at 
Malta contracted Malta fever and went on the sick list on 
Angnst Uth, 1898 The treatment was not stated hat he 
ratnmed to duty on Bept 3a-d On Sept BSrd he was again 
placed on the sick list, when his temperat&re was 102* F 
^or a week previonaly he bad felt ill, with severe pains 
across the eyes and at the baok of the head On Oct 7th he 
vtent Into Malta Hospital The temperature was very 
Variable, the highest being Kjg g* He had ihenmaHo pains 
and severe headaches On Oct 22nd he Ws inralided haffie 
and he came under opr care at Folkestone op Oot 31st 
When first seen the patient was anEcmio In appearance, the 
heart sounds were muffled and weak, and the temperature 
was Intermittent, subnormal in the morning and from 100* 
to 101* at night. He complained of rheumatio pains, his 


tongue was furred, ond his llrer was slightly enlarged. Hw 
patient was put to bed, wsa placed on a milk diet, and 
treated with phoaacotin and calomel He Improred coh 
sidorably In a few da^ and was put on iron and gnlnlM isa 
later on arsenic Although he improved temporanly mde 
treatment and was able to get out ho constantly had telafSM, 
Hts temperature never rcmiaincd normal for more thaa a 
week or ton days toMthcr, his nnamlo condition perslifcil,

dinner On one occasion the total acidity somewhat 
high (0 39 per cent ) without any obvious cause (Table II ) 
In Tables III and lY are shown the results of some 
oxamlnations made When the attacks were present It 
■will he seen from Table HI that on no occasion did 
the gastric contents exhibit any hyperacidity, the highest 
figure obtained being 0 3 per cent which included 
free and combined HOI, a tmeo of lactic acid, and the 
acid salts Eree HCl itself was generally absent There 
is no indication that the total acidity diminished as the 
crises continued, as -will be gathered from analyses 2, 3, 6, 
and 6, where on conscculhe days tbe acidity was found to 
have siightiy increased though it never rose above normal 
Traces of lactic acid were present on three occasions and as 
a rule peptones were found in the fluid On all occasions 
save one blood formed a large part of the vomited matter,

combined acid, the remainder b^g due mainly to acid

Gastric crises hold a irrominent position among the 
visceral symptoms of locomotor ataxin and no ono oUserving 
a patient suffering from them when accompanied by much 
vomiting can fail to bo struck mth the enormous qoanllty of 
fluid uhich is often rejected, oven when the patient is taking 
little by the month As a rule, first of all the stomach is 
emptied of what food it contains, then there is vomiting of 
a clear hquid which later may bo stained with bfle or 
occasionally with blood Mane' says "There is vomit¬ 
ing, at first of food, but afterwards oxclusivciv of 
slimy liquid or perhaps of a clear liquid mucous 
in cliaraotcr and more or less abundant At times 
the vomited matter is coloured hy bile and more rarely 
by blood, it may quite exooptionally present the appear 
ance of coffee grounds ’ With this general description that 
by Gowers apeea closely He states that the vomiting is at 
first of food and then of clear liquid which may bo very 
abundant, ultimately bile is vomited and sometimes blood 
As rcMrds detailed chemical evamination of the vomited 
llmd there are on the whole but few reports, especially by 
English workers Sahll" some years ago stated that ho had 
found esoessivo acidity of tbo gastric jmee in this conation, 
but his analysis is unreliablo as he made no exact quantita 
live estimation but merely rolled on the intensity of the 
colour reaction as judged by the eye Marie quotes Rosen 
thal (1886) who found 0 3 per cent of HOI during tho first 
days of tho crisis and 0 10 per cent during tho latter days, 
so that taking Eichot s figure of 0 174 per cent as the 
normal, Rosenthal’s figures show an inoreaso in at least part 
of the attack The same was found by Simomn of Lyons 
(1886) Hoffmann in one of his patients found the gastrio 
juice to bo secreted in excess and to contain temporarily an 
excess of acid Tho quantity of HOI varied, often amounting 
to twice the normal quantity and rarely to less than the

The peenhar property possessed by malignant growths in 
the peritoneal cavity of Infecting distant parts of the 
peritoneal membrane is strikingly lUnstrated by the case 
which follows In some instances when the original tumour 
has been situated in the upper part of the cavity the 
secondary nodules have all developed in the pelvis or its 
j nelghhourhood, and this pecnllanty in the localisation of the 
metastatic tumours is probably to be explained by the 
Influence of granty in bringing detached portionB of the 
original gro'Wth to the lowest part of the abdomen Still 
more remarkable are cases, by no means rare in which a 
sarcomatons nodule on a piece of bowel has given rise to a 
similar mass on the neighlxiuring coil or the abdominal wall 
■with which it has been usually in contact In all these cases 
we must postulate a direct transference of at least one of the 
original malignant cells The chance of this “peritoneal 
generalisation’ of the groivth markedly impairs the pro¬ 
gnosis in cases of malignant disease of the abdominal or 
pelvic organs 

An old E^tian woman was on Feb 17th, 1899, admitted 
Into the medical ■wards of the Kasr-el Alnl Hospital, Cairo, 
for ascites As Dr Sandwith did not consider that there 
was sufficient endence of disease of the heart or kidneys 
to account for her condition he asked Dr Madden to 
see the case with a view to perform an exploratorr 
incision On examination the patient was found to 
be extremely emaciated and in considerable respiratory 
distress owing to an enormously distended abdomen 
She had a distinoUy • ovanan look If the expression may 
he used—and the abdominal cavity was fnU of fluid.

ordered digestion, pain, or other symptom between the 
attacks But it has been pointed ont that this patient 
enjoyed excellent gastric health between the crises, exhibit¬ 
ing no trnco of stomach lesion on carefnl physical examlna 
tfon, and digesting so rapidly and perfecUy that It was 
not possible to find any trace of a test dinner two and a half 
hours after its ingestion It is quite possible that In such 
cases the sonree of the bleeding lies in engorged or vancosc

of alcoholism, hnt she had drunk vinegar from the bottle 
in large quantities when a yonng ^L Yben admitted 
into St George s Hospital in July, 1^6, she had had swell¬ 
ing of the abdomen and slightly of the legs for 18 months 
The diagnosis of cirrhosis was made on the strength of the 
predo minan ce of ascites, of the enlargement of the liver, and 
of the absence of albnininnria and of any apparent heart 
fiulure, the pulse being always good and strong, though at 
that time pericardial friction and an apical systolic mnrmnr 
were nndible, which snbseqnently disappeared In August 
1897, after many tappings, Mr J IV Haward carried out the 
operation devised by Drummond and Morlson The patient 
recovered after severe and almost fatal pentomtis The 
rellet as regards the ascites was purely temporary and she 
died from gradnal exhaustion after 52 tappings in Angnst, 
1893 The pericardium was fonnd to he universally ad¬ 
herent and stiffened by a layer of calcareons salts 
which mast have precluded the contraction of thewen- 
tncles, hnt the auricles were not calcified and their 
contraction may not have been mterfered with The 
hvet was not cirrhosed. The other abdominal viscera 
were healthy, hnt they formed together with the liver 
an adherent mass firmly connected with the abdominal walls 
and occnp^g the npper halt of the abdomen. In the lower 
half which contained ascitic flmd only no bowel was 
visible except the descending colon The bowel was gathered 
together Into a spherical mass completely lined by mem¬ 
brane and this mass projected downwards into the npper 
part of the ascitic cavity which resembled a second peri- 
ton^ sac The recurrent ascites was of interest in connexion 
wift its cause which was not ciTThosis as snspected but 
cardiac obstruction Drummond and Morison have recorded 
a case in which at the operation the liver was fonnd to be 
free from cirrhosis, but the cause of the ascites was not 
made oat, no post-mortem examination having been obtained.

treatment had been much disputed IVinUcr Insisted that it 
sdways arose from renal disease in the mother Hoffmann 
traced it to toxiemia from carbamide of ammonium Baron 
and Oastaigne declared that It arose from toxic elements 
developed in the living foetus, the fits often ceasing when it 
died, Schaller, on the other band, seemed to have little 
belief in any active inflnence of the foetus, denying that its 
kidneys ever acted before partuntion In the case under 
discussion the mother had nephritis and the foatus showed 
diseased tissnes, so it was not certain where the origin of the 
eclampsia lay, though most likely it lay fn the mother 
As for treatment, dehvery seemed usually successful 
Tan Bootijen and Lambinon of Liege bleed in bad 
cases, but the great success of subcutaneous saline in¬ 
fusions in puerperal somticiBmia and in sepsis after abdo¬ 
minal seotlons (Howard Kelly) seemed to inmeate the correct 
treatment for eolanraia unrelieved after expulsion of the 
foetus Ponoet and Vinay treated successfully a severe case 
of eolampsia by this method —Dr Stabb asked Dr Griffith 
whether the percenta^ and daily amount of urea had been 
estimated, this being, In his opinion much more important 
than the amount of albumin and subcutaneona oedema '— 
Dr A^rAKD Bouth asked why Dr Griffith had adopted the

ence is also made to the many operations which have been 
performed for the forcible correction of the deformity 
occurring in Pott’s disease of the spme after the method of 
Calot and Chipault We endorse the statement that the 
operation “hi not yet obtained general confidence The 
profession as a whole is disposed to wait for a time in order 
to determine whether the results are permanent ” 

Dr B C Hirst, Professor of Obstetrics m the University of 
Pennsylvania, and Dr W A Kewman Borland, Assistant 
Demonstrator of Obstetrics in the same Unfveiiity, edit the 
section on Obstetncs, and they consider the most striking 
feature of the year to be the great impetus which has been 
noted in the microscopy of obstetrics especially in the field 
of foetal pathologv The kindred subject of Gjmmcology is 
looked after by Dr J M Baldy, Profe<sor of Gyniecology at 
the P hila delphia Polydimo, and Dr Borland The opening 
words are remarkable “ On looking over the field one 
cannot but be strongly impressed with the striking 
change that has come over the sentiment of the 
abdominal surgeon during the past few months the 
aim to-day is to see not how much can be safely removed, 
but how many of the pelvic organs can be saved Hence we 
see myomectomy supplanting hysterectomy, and vaginal 
incision and drainage m a kin g heavy inroads upon abdominal 
section—this is a step in the right direction.’ “ Pediatrics ’’ 
receives a due amount of attention from Dr Louis Starr and 
Dr A. Hand, jun both of Philadelphia, who remark that 
special attention has been given during the past year to the 
manag ement of children toth as Individuals and when 
grouped together in schools and public places 
'The section on Pathology is a particularly interesting one 
and IS written by Dr J Gnitfras, Professor of General 
Pathologv and Morbid Anatomy in the University of 
Pennsylvania, and Dr D Biesman, Adjunct Professor 
of Chnical Medicme and Therapeutics at the Phila¬ 
delphia Polyclmio They remark that the attention of 
pathologists during the ^ year has largely been centred 
on ceUnlar changes ‘ and it may be truly said that the study 
of cellular pathology has never been more active and vrgoiuus 
than now ” They also point out that diseases in which it 
was formerly customary to pass over the anatomical changes 
in silence have been found to possess a distinct pathology 
and to show celltdar alterations which if not always specific 
are yet significant. 

Dr A. Church, Professor of Mental Diseases in the North 
western Umverslty Chicago edits the section on Nervous 


and Mental Diseases, Dr Gibney, Clinical Professor of 
Orthopmdic Surgery, College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
New Tork, and Dr Waterman, of the New York Polyclinic, 
write on Orthopiedic Surgery, and Dr Kansell and Dr 
Beber, both of the Philaddphm Polydmic, are responsible for 
the epitome of Ophthalmology All these sections coatain 
much that is interesting Chapters will also be found on

It IS a curious commentary on the histoiy of the develop¬ 
ment of hypnotism that the writings of James Braid of 
Manchester should have till now remained practically neg¬ 
lected and that it should have been left to the industry and 
critical research of a German physician (the late Professor 
Preyer’ of Jena) to have brought before the smenUfio world 
the first adequate account of Braid’s work In the present 
work Mr Waite gives the reader a careful and on the whole 
Indd account of the circumstances under which James 
Braids work and eiperiments began and of the writings 
and pubbeations in which he sought to win acceptance for 
hiB views A* early as 1842 Braid, who was then a surgeon 
practising at Manchester, published a letter addressed to a 
clergyman “ On Satanic Agency and Mesmerism,” in which 
he sought to confute the idea of a mysterious essence or 
agency passing from operator to subject which was incul¬ 
cated by the school of Mesmer, as also to combat certain 
superstitions then prevalent regarding the phenomena of 
mesmensm In the following year appeared Braid’s work 
on “ Neurypnology, or the Bationale of Nervous Bleep ” 'Tbtii 
work, remarkable alike for its candour and honesty, for 
the care and conscientiousness with which the writer 
experimented, and the lundity and cogency with which 
he recorded and marshalled his results, found wide and 
earnest acceptance Braid in the first part of his v-ork 
expounds fuUy the mode of inducing hypnotic phe 
nomena, and in the second part he gives details of cases 
treated by hypnotism for such complaints as deafness, loss 
of voice (aphonia), and paralysis of limbs, headache and 
neuralgia, sp inal irritation, epilepsy, Ac In many of these 
no doubt a large hysterical element (acoordmg to modem 
conceptions) must have existed, snd the cases recorded 
are not unlike those which have been observed in recent 
years at Paris Nancy, and Lourdes Short and interest¬ 
ing accounts are given of 66 cases, and here as elsewhere 
we find in Braid the careful and conscientious ohserver, 
cautious in drawing canclusicns, and exhibiting throughout a 
wholesome and healthy scepticism The chapter to which 
we refer is of permanent value and may be read even now 
with pleasure and profit. A series of notes added m the 
appendix by the editor should he especiaUy mentioned. 
These refer to views taught cr discussed by Braid in his 
other and minor publications and deahng with such topioe 
as “trance,” hypnotism of the insane and others of 
mterest, the work concludes with a ve i y complete biblio¬ 
graphy of Braid e wntings which will be welcome to aH 
book lovers

II, this book Mr Bowhill has brought together a laip- 
nnmbcr of nsefnl dircoUons—indeed, ns far as material goes 
there Is tho making of an oxcollont manual in thevolnme- 
before ns Most of tho ordlnaiy procesjes wed in bacterio¬ 
logy arc described sufficiently clearly, whilst such methodi is 
those employed for tho preparation and nso of anti diphtheriltt 
serum arc not forgotten It is quite apparent, however, fiat 
the author has yet to realise that merely to translate German 
sentences word by word docs not constitute tho whole art of 
writing English, whilst his rendering of tho Latin tongue Is 
singularly deficient 

Wo arc of course prepared for some mistakes in a first 
edition, bnt even an indnlgcnt reviewer Is obliged to notice 
nnd to protest against tho introdnetion of snob terms as ajta 
difttlli, aqlui dtiitllt hotlrd, or JBaetcrium eoh froinliiiw, 
whilst when wo find that this last is aotually correoted In 
tho “Errata ’’ to Jiactenim colt tvmnume (sic) the patience 
of the most indulgent reader is sorely tried To give lome 
Idea of the lucidity of tho directions for certain operations- 
in photo-micrography it will bo snfllcient to quote a single 
paragraph This is how the reader is told to dotennine the 
magnification of tho image on tho ground glass screen. 
“Take a stage micromillimotor [sic] (which Is one millimeter 
divided into hundredths), place it nudor tho lens and project 
tho picture on the ground glass slide , adjust thefoenssno 
measure tho size with an ordinary glass 100 millimeter 
mcasuro TOm one millimeter of the projectedliajemer^ 
mriens equal to 10 miUmeters on the glau meatnre, thin the 
magnification egiiah 1000 diameter [The italics are onra ] 
Other magnifications nro cnlonlnted in a similar manner 

As stated above, tho hook contains valuable material aM 
may bo useful to advanced students, but to the beginner ana, 
indeed, to anyone who is not well prepared to detect mistakes’ 
and to romodj them it can only prove an nntmstwortby

IHt ROYAL BERKSHIRE HOSPITAL 

A SPECIAL court of the governors of this institution was 
held on April 4th to consider the report of the bpecial* 
committee, to which we alluded in onr issue of April Ist 
The proposed new rule concerning the ann - nni re election of 
the medical staff was earned with some important altera¬ 
tions First, the annual re-election is to apply only to the 
acting medical staff, and, secondly, if any member be not 
re-elected the decision must be confirmed “at the next 
anhnal court or at a special court to be convened for' 
the purpose ” Thirdly, this new rule Is only to apply 
to elections after April, 4th, 1899 We think that these 
alterations are much for the better The making it 
necessary for the non election of any member of the staff 
to be confirmed by a future court wfll give the member in 
question an opportunity of defending his position should he 
so desire Moreover, it will be seen that, as we urged in 
our prcvions comments on the subject, the new rule is not 
to be retrospective Mr 0 0 Maurice tendered his resig- 
nation, whidh was accepted with great regret, but we ore 
glad to see that he was' nnanimonsly elected as consulting 
surgeon Mr Mannce has been connected with the BoyJ 
Berkshire Hospital for nearly forty years and, to quote the 
words of Major Thoyts, a governor of the hospital “every¬

one oOw in whiob the tomperatnro was 104* F ali tbo 
cows had temperatures under 103° The test was com 
mcnccd on Sept, IStb, tbo tomporaturo of each cow being 
taken just before injection and at tlio third, sivlb, 
ninth, twelfth, and fifteenth hour afterwards At least 
32 cows appeared to be tuberculous, their tomperatnro 
nsing to 104° or more, five cows appeared to bo healthy, 
and three were doubtful The whole herd was tilled and the 
carcasses wore examined at the Royal Veterinary College Of 
34 animals whose tomperatnro had risen above 104* 33 
were found to bo tuberculous The remaining animal was 
not tuberculous but had a diseased uterus The rise in 
this case was sudden and did not occur until after the 
twelfth hour Of four cows which did not react three w ore 
found to be free from tubercle and the fourth had one small 
caseous gland la which tubercle baoilli were found The 
two remaining cows which wore classed ns “doubtful” were 
both found to bo tuberculous Trofessor J MoFadycan, 
from whose paper in tbo Journal of Comparntne Patlielosy 
and Therajmittc^ wo take these details, points out that 
the herd experimented upon might reasonably have been 
supposed to be free from tuberculosis ns the cows were li\mg 
under the \ ery best conditions There is only one way of 
keeping housed cattle free from tuberculosis, says Professor 
McFadyean, and that is to see that no tuberculous animal is 
admitted among them This plan, wo are glad to sec, has 
been adopted in the formation of the new dairy herd at 
Windsor, all anim a l s purchased for it being tested and 
admitted only when they do not react It will bo seen that a 
rise after the injection of tuberculin is not proof positive of 
the osdstenco of tuberculosis, since one oow which reacted

The adjourned inqmry into the death of Mrs Elizabeth' 
West, the wife of a fumlturo dealer at Southend, was con 
eluded on April 3rd before Mr Edgar Lewis, the coroner for 
South Essex The deceased had been attended by a "lady 
doctor ” calling herself “ Madame ” Oomber The husband In 
the course of his evidence stated that “ Madame ” Oomber 
had first attended bis wife about ten weeks previously His' 
wife had told him that "Madame” had made a most, 
miraculous cure "Madame'" told him that his wife was' 
Buffering from the displacement of an internal organ and a 
certain^obstruction which must be removed Afterwards 
"Madame ’ Comber said that she had put the displace-' 
m^t right She told him that she was certified and 
had surpassed many medical men ‘' Madame *’ Comber, 
gave evidence and said that her husband was h carpenter 
now in the Islington Workhouse In answer to Vi 
qnestioh pilt by the coroner, “How do you desorlbh your¬ 
self 7” she replied “WeR, ns a chemist or a nurse and 
do anything that is handy ” As far ns she knew she was on 
the roister as a chemist She had heard of peritonitis but^

portion to the offence The case was obviously one of mis¬ 
adventure to which the accused was an accessory, and it 
pamfuUy illustrated the obligation which rests on all pre-

THE PREVENTIVE TREATMENT OF BERI-BERL 


Mb. Joseph Stevehs of Reading, who died in that town on 
Apnl 7th at his reddence m the Alexandra road, was a good 
example of the successful combmation of medical work with 
other fields of mental activity Bom in Berkshire m 1818 he 
studied medicine at the Middlesex Hospital, became qualified 
as MR C 8 Eng in 1843, and as EiLL,R,OP Bond and 
L8A. In 1844, and forthwith commenced practice in 
St Mary Bourne, a village near Andover The situabon was 
an ideal one for an archmologist, presentmg opportumbes 
which Mr Stevens utilised by forming coIlecUons of palieo- 
Uthio implements, neolithic implements, and fossils, which in 
course of tune were deposited m the museum at Reading 
He was, however, much more than a mere collector of curiosi¬ 
ties Imbued -with a love of bis subject and well acquainted 
with the results obtained by other workers in the same field 
he was a frequent and valuable contributor to the hterature 
of nrchmology and natural history His -writings of this 
class include “ Geological Notices of North Hampshire,” 

' The Fhnt 'Works at Cissbury,” “Discovery of Pit Dwellings 
at St Mary Bourne,’ “ Barsens Greywethers or Druid 
Stones’ and “Roman Remains recently discovered at 

Preston, Sussex.” About twenty years ago he retired from 

practice and removed to Beading, where he held the office 
o£ curator of the local museum and made many further 
contribubouB to the literature of archmology Mr Stevens 
was -widely known and his death is lamented by numerous 
fneuds His high reputation procured for bun the member¬ 
ship of various scienhflc societies and he was moreover on 
the council of the British Archffiologlcal Assodabon

is to be secured Lord Kelvin, in conjunction ivith Pro¬ 
fessor Barr, has recently been investigating the question and 
his conolusioas are interesting and very assuring Ho points 
out that with properly constructed plant no inconvenience 
whatever need be caused The absence of smoke is ensured, 
while the oomplete destruction of organic matter is secured 
when attention is paid to the proper construction of the 
furnace Further, destructors may bo located In populous 
districts without danger to health or loss of comfort and 
thus the expense of cartage may be reduced to a minimum 
while the inconvenience which must nnso if all the 
refuse from a large district be taken along one thorough¬ 
fare to a destructor in the ontskirta may ho avoided 
The problem of refuse destruction, indeed may be counted 
as solved, especially uhen we consider that it is possible 
to destroy the whole of the carcass of a horse without 
offence and of immense quantities of paper without the 
escape of charred particles or ash from the chimney shaft 
Since this is so, we think that it should be obligatory on the 
part of all of our sanitary authorities to adopt destructors 
and to abandon the hideous, unsightly, and disease-dealing 
method of dumping rotting and offensive refuse on the 
nearest waste space _

The eleotrio light in onr houses Is a debghtfnl iaxnry, 
bnt it is not certain that while the olootiio companies 
pay every attention to the Insulation of tholr cables 
and “leads” they bear in mind certain other conditions 
which axo none the less essential to the health and 
comfort of the householder A correspondent points ont, 
for example, that In the town where he lives the

modifioatiops having beefa conserved, has not reappeared ” 
The idea that beri beri is determined by improper food is 
not a new one As far back as 1883 Dr Kanehlro Taknki 
came to the conclusion that the cause of “kak'ko,"as the 
disease is called in Japan, was to bo sought ior in a defective 
dietary In the Japanese navy in 1882 and 1883 the deaths 
from hen beri numbered 61 and 49 respectively, while the 
ratio of cases to strength was 404 4 and 231 2 per 1000 
At the suggestion of Dr Takaki the naval ration was 
then rOmodeled, when immediately an improvement‘became 
manifest In 1884 only eight deaths wore registered and 
the sick rata fell to 127 3 per 1000 This was a notable 
tnumph, but ns yet the full effects of the jadloions diet had 
not appeared In 1885 there wore no deaths at aU from 
< ‘ kak’ke” or beri beri and the siok-rnto was only 6 S per 1000 
In 1886 the death column continued blank and no more than 
three cases of the disease wore entered, yielding an insigni 
fleant rate of 0 3 per 1000 In the following year both 
columns remained blank, and so, with a trifling exception 
m 1889, it has happily continued ever since

Dr Matthew Hay, the medical officer of health of 
Aberdeen, has, in accordance with instruotlqns to that 
^eot, just submitted to the Public Health Committco 
•of the Town Council of that city suggesUons for tho 
prevention and control of tuberculous disease Tho 
■report points oat that tuboroulons disease destroys in 
Aberdeen about 350 persons every year and Is accountable 
lor one out of every seven deaths, or, taking into account 
tho deaths of children registered as due to ilMofinod causes, 
Dr Bta.y believes “ that tubercle, directly or indirectly, deter¬ 
mines nearly one fifth of all the deaths within the oily ” 
After referring to the wide dissemination of tuberculous 
•disease and its curability the report states that efforts to 
prevent tubercle must be largely directed against the 
transmission of the tuberculous infooUon or germs from 
nlready infected human beings or from infected animals It 
Is remarked that owing to general sanitary reforms and an 
improved standard of living the mortality from tnber 
xraions diseases, espeolaily from phthisis, bns deoUnod 
greatly within the past 40 years, having fallen in tho case 
of phthisis in Aberdeen to nearly ono-holf of that whiob 
It formerly vras, but that there is stUl large scope for 
improvement Numerous suggestions are then made for tho 
more eSeotIve control and prevention of tho spread of 
Juberoulons disease within the olty These relate (1) to the 
punty of air in tho atmosphere, in dwelling houses. In 
flohools, and in workshops, and under this branch a stricter 
enforcement of the enactments for the abatement of smoke

and the disconragement of the tenement system of housing,

as to increasing the minimum cubic space for peiBooi 
in workshops, obtaining power to prohibit the open

THE MEDICAL DEFENCE UNION 

-AMTOAL GEhERAL MbETINO 
The annual general meeting of the Medical 
Union was held on April 6th at 6t Martins o 
HaU The President, Hr IT S A Ghipsith, was in w 
chpir After Uie minutes of last year s annuai meetmB 
be^ oonfirmed and signed, the report and stntemen 
accounts for the year 1898 were presented 
, The report, of which we gave a ' ^rk 

Bshanstively with the aims of the society w r-otthat 
during the past year and laid special abess on tn 
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the chiet duty ot the Union is the defence of its Toembers 
and not the benefit of the profession as a whole, which is 
more properly the work of the General Medical ConncU and 
the British Medical Association It snEgested that much 
might be done to increase the numbers of the Union if the 
members, especially those who had received the full benefits 
of the society, would make more generally known the great 


payment of subscriptions -which were allowed to fall m 
arreat The report further stated that owing to the able 
way In which tie Union carried on its work, the British 
Medical Association had considered it nnnedessary to take 
up the work of medical defence The sohoitor’s re^iort stated 
that though there had been fewer cases than in the previous 
year more Important decisions had been involved and that 
this reduction In number was a healthy indication of the 
growing influence of the Union s weight The chiet cases 
considered by the Oonnoil were enumerated and they served 
to show the vast amount of good work done by the Union 
on behalf of its members and ot the whole profession 
The Ohaieiisji, in moving the adoption of the report, said 
that it was a matter of doubt to the Council whether 
members read the report which was sent to them and 
whether they had any idea of the amount ot work done 
The work was increasing yearly as shown by the report 
and it involved a considerable sasriflce of time %e 
meetings of the Council had now to he as frequent as 
two a month and many had to be adjourned The success 
ot the Union was lar^ly dependent on the seal of the 
secretary and the solicitor, and this year it was specially 
indebted to the additional work done by the treasurer during 
the secretary’s illness and he thought that this addition^ 
work should be recognised m some smtable way He had no 
special statement to make with regard to the poUoy ot the 
Union The solution of many important questions now aglta- 
tiM the profession might be thought a part of their duties but 
owteg to the great difference of opinion prevailing among 
mescal men who make no real attempt to meet ea^oh othw 
half iray the settlement ot such vital quesHons could not be

Dr Lovell Dbage, coroner for Hertfordshire, said that,, 
in the small experience which he had had, evidence was- 
frequenUy given by unqualified and unregistered people who- 
were sometimes supported by oertlficates issued by registered- 
practitioners , th i s appeared to him to be a matter whiclr 
the Union could remedy without going to Parliament 
The Ohaihsian said that whatever assistance ought to bo- 
glven by the Union would he given, but it was neither just 
nor right to expend the money subscribed by 4000 members 
of the profession for the benefit of the whole 
The motion was then unanimously adopted and the 
meeting terminated

HEALTH OP ENGLISH TOWE8 

In 33 of the largest English towns 6481 births and 4765- 
deaths were registered during the week ending April 8lh 
The annual rate of mortality in these towns which had been 
23 I per 1000 in each of the two preceding -weeks declined 
last week to 21 7 In London the rate was 20 8 per 1000^ 
while it averaged 22 4 in the 32 provmoial towns Th^ 
lowest death rates in these towns were 11 8 in Cardiff, 16 1 
in Bolton, 16 3 in West Horn and 16 6 in Gateshead’i ther 
highest rates were 26 7 in Halifax, 27 6 in Brighton, 28 1 in 
Burnley, and 39 9 in Wolverhamjiten The 4765 deaths in- 
these towns included 379 which were referred to the principal 
rymotio diseases, against 397 and 401 in the two preceding 
weeks, of these, 125 resulted from whooping-cough, 86 froim 
measles, 76 from diphtheria, 39 from ‘ fever” (prlnoipally 
enteric), 33 from diarrhoea, and 22 from scariet fever 
The lowest death rates from these diseases were Teoorded' 
in Bolton, Croydon, Bradford, and Bristol, and the highest 
rates in West Ham, Manchester, Bnmley, and HudderSeld 
The greatest mortality from measles occurred in Manchester 
and in Gateshead, from whooping cough in Birkenhead 
Burnley, Preston, Halifax, Hull, and Bunderiand, and- 
tom “fever” in Wolverhampton, Derby, and Salford, 
The mortaUty tom scarlet fever showed no marked excess- 
in any of the large towns The 75 deaths from diphtheria 
mclnded 34 in London, seven in Bbefiaeld, four m Ports¬ 
mouth, four in Liverpool, four in liceds, three in Swan¬ 
sea, Umee in Birmingham, and three in Leicester No fatal 
case of small pox was registered last week in ahy of the 3a 
large towns, and only one small pox patient was under treat¬

The death rate in Dublin which had been 31 9 and 31 6 
per 1000 in the two preceding weeks rose again to 32 8 
during the w eek ending April 8th During the 13 weeks of 
last quarter the rate of mortahty in the city averaged 29 6 
per 1000, the rate during the same period being 20 6 in 
London and 23 9 in Edinburgh Tho 220 deaths registered 
in Dublin during the week nndcr notice showed an Increase 
of eight upon the number in the prccedmg week, and 
included 16 which were referred to the principal lymotio 
diseases, against eight and 12 in the two preceding weeks , 
of these, five resulted from whooping-cough, ilio from 
“fever," three from diphthena, two from measles, and not 
one either from smaU-pox, scarlet fever, or diarrhoea 
These 16 deaths were equal to an annual rato of 2 2 per 1000, 
the zymotio death rate during the same period being 1 7 
in London and 2 6 in ESnbnrgh The fatal cases 
of whooping oongh which had been two and three in tho 
two preceding weeks farther rose to five last week Tho 
deaths referred to different forms of “fever" which bad 
been four and two in tho two preceding weeks rose to live 
last week The three fatal cases of diphtheria showed a 
further increase upon recent weekly numbers The 220 
deaths in Dublin last week included 33 of infants under one 
year of ago and 67 of persons aged upwards of 60 years , tho 
deaths of infants showed a slight farther decline, while those 
of elderly persons showed a 'further increase upon tho 
numbers recorded in recent weeks Eight inquest cases and 
nine deaths from violence were registered , and M, or more 
than a third, of the deaths ocourr^ in publlo institations 
The causes of 12, or more than 5 per cent, of the deaths in 
the city last week were not oertdfl^ 


Vital Statisticb op London durinq Maboh, 1899 
In the accompanying table will be found summariBed 
complete statdstios relating to sickness and mortality 
dunng March in each of the 43 sanitary areas of London 
With regard to the notified cases of infectious disease 
In the metropolis. It appears that the number of persons 
reported to he suffering from one or other of the nine 
diseases specified in the table was equal to 6 7 per 
1000 of the population, estimated at 4,646,762 persons 
in the middle of this year In the three preceding 
months the rates had been 9 6, 9 2, and 8 5 per lOOu 
respectively The rates were considembly below the 
average in St George Hanover square, Marylebone, Hamp¬ 
stead, Stoke Newin^n, Hoiborn, and Shoreditch, while 
they showed the largest excess In Fulham, St Saviour 
Southwark, Newington, Bermondsey, Hotherhithe, Lewis 
ham, and Plumstead sanitary areas Two oases of emoR 
pox (one in OamberweU and one in Port of London 
sanitary areas) were notified in London during March, 
and only one s ma ll pox patient was under treatment in 
the Metropohtan Asylum Hospit^ at the end of last 
month The prevalence of scariet fever In London showed 
a further decline from that recorded in the two preceding 
months, among the various sanitary areas this disease 
showed the highest proportional prevalenOe in Fulham, 
Olerkenwell, Eotherhithe, Greenwich, Iiewlaham, Woolwich, 
and Plnmstod The Metropohtan Asylnm Hospitals oon 
tained 2272 scarlet fever patients at the end of Mar^, against 
2383, 2637, and 2635 at the end of the three prowling 
months ^ the weekly admissions averaged 196, against 239 


and 236 In tho two preceding months Tho prevalenca of 
diphtheria in London during March showed a marked 
decline from that recorded in recent months , this disease 
was proportionaUy most prevalent in Hac^y, St. George- 
In tho East, St Saviour Southwark, St George Southwark, 
Newington, Bermondsey, Battersea, and Lewisham eanitaiy 
areas There wore 1159 diphthena patients under treatment 
id tho Metropohtan Asylum Hospitals at the end of 
March, against 1239, 1358 and 1388 at the end of the 
three preceding months, the weekly admissions averaged 
127, against 173, 166, and 172 in the three precedmg months 
The prevalence of cntenc fever In London showoi a con 
siderable further decline from that recorded in recent 
months, among tho various samtary areas this disease 
showed tho highest proportional prevalence in Hammer 
smith, Hoiborn, St Luke, City of London, and Lime- 
honse The Metropohfan Asylnm Hospitals contained 
148 enteno fever patients at the end of March, against 
256, 249, and 216 at the end of the three pre¬ 
ceding months, the weekly admissions averaged 19, 
against 36, 34, and 27 in the three preceding months 
Erysipelas was propiortionaUy most prevalent in Paddington, 
Bethnal Green, Whitechapel, St Saviour Southwark, and 
Rotherhifhe saiiltary areas The 25 cases of puerperal fever 
notified in London during March included two each in 
Paddington, Fnlham, Stoke Newmgton, Bethnal Green, 
Poplar, Battersea, and Wandsworth sanitary areas 
; The mortahty statistics In tho fable relate to the deaths of 
persons actually belonging to the various sanitary areas of the 
metropolis, the deaths ooemring in the institnbons of London 
having been distributed among the varions sanitary areas in 
which tho patients had prenonsly resided Dunng the five 
weeks ending April 1st, the deaths of 9699 per=oas 
belonging to London were registered, equal to an annual

Sirs,—1 have read with considerable interest Mr Pearce 
-Gould's address upon tho Operative Treatment of Varicose 
Veins published in The Lancet of April 8th It is -with 
great satisfaction that I note that he relates two clinical 
•examples—apparently his whole experience—of tho treat- 
•ment of thrombosed ■varlx by excision, a method whloh I 
ihave practised and taught for some years, my first operation 
■for the excision of n large recent thrombus having been 
performed in 1886 I have now had experience of more 
■-than 60 oases of the kind (four of which are in progress at 
"the present time), and in all of them the advantages of the 
-treatment have been demonstrated in a remarkable ■way In 
imy hospital work the removal of these thrombosed veins ha* 
■become praotically a routine proceeding The reasons 
■whloh led me to adopt this radical method I have suffioiontly 
"Indicated in an address on Varix published in The Lancet 
-as recently as Oot 15tb, 1898, and subsequently issued by 
Messrs Longmans and Oo It is unnecessary, therefore, to 
trespass upon your space further in ordbr to repeat them |

lions and oirorimeuits “That by the uto of appro 
priate means these intraccUnlar bodies can bo isolated and 
cnltlvatod ontsido tho body," and “ that those cnlturei 
when introduced Into certain animals can cause death 
with tho production of tumours, so far with one eiccp 
tion of endothelial origin, and that pure cultures can be 
made from these growths whloh, when inoculated into 
snilablo animals, Tvlll produce similar tnmonia”' Mr 
Pllmmer will not allow me to say that he claims to hare 
“obtained pure cnltnrcs of parasites standing in causal 
relationship to cancer” or to suggest that he “belieres 
that the organisms are capable of inducing cancer" I 
regret that I bare misrepresented him in the slightest 
degree Nevertheless, I am pleased that I have cucittd 
these correotions I may now late it as not proved 
that Mr Pllmmer has “ obtained pure culture of 
parasite* standing in causal relationship to cancer" He 
distinctly states that he does not toow whether the 
organisms are capable of prodnoing cancer But Mr 
PlBnmor still maintains that it is “logically dcdnclblc” 
from the experiments which he has described that he ha* 
achieved “ the experimental production of maliraant tumoois 
In animals by an organism isolated from a mallgiiant tunionr 
in man " 

You kindly allowed me to state my opinion that “the 
ovidonco brought forward in THE Lanoet forms noWcal 
basis for" this conclusion Until Mr Phmmor dlreclea my 
attention to the fact I had not observed that there is a 
difflculty between him and myself about the meaning « 
■words I used tho words “malignant tumour" as 1 
believe Uiey are ordinarily understood and I thought 
that Mr Plimmer used them in the same senre It 
seems, however, that Mr Plimmer and I attach diners 
mcmings to these words The original meaning of the woiu 
“tumour” is a swelling, but many swoUlngs such m 
tnboTcnlous nodules and. In fact, all awelUngs caused by 
parasite* are not now generally spoken of as tumour* Too 
term " tumour” is reserved for fatty, caxtilagmons, and other 
new growths amongst whloh malignant neoplasms, caremo 
mata and sarcomata are usually included Mr Plimmer may 
possibly consider that I beg the question in thus cl^ug 
onroinomnta tmd sarcomata with fatty and carblagiuou' 
growths, but I thmk that these growths (carolnomnta an 
sarcomata) may fairly be considered non parasitic, if onJy w 
account of ancient usage, rmtU it is proved that they are 
caused by parasites 

On the other hand, Mr Pllmmer thinks that ‘ ne 
formations, oeourring as swclUnga or lumps in placa 
there should bo none and visible withal to tho naked eye, 
may fairly bo " called tumours This would Include 
Uon tissue, gouty concretions, gummata " 

Moreover, ho says that the organisms he has isolateoir^ 
cancer have prOTUced “multiple tumours In vanoM pan 
and tho death of tho animal ” and he thinks “ that tie te 
‘mallgnimt tumour’ is an acourate ono for this set of con 
tions ” There is hero a latitude of definition ^ 

never contemplated in connexion with the words ‘ m g 
nant” and “tumonr” “Tumour" at once assume* some 
thing very near, if not quite, its original meaning o 
BwelUng, and "malignant’ may bo applied to 
which i» caused by parasltio organisms and wmon pit" 

It seems to mo qmto impossiblo to discuss th^ 
further unless Mr Plimmer defines more exrictly the mew ^ 
he attaches to the words "tumour,’ “malignant turn . 
and “ new formation ’’ To prove that tho or^nisms 
Isolated cause a malignant tumour It is 
what constitutes a mnlignimt tumour and to s -

and base of tho tongue respiration ceases It wo^d bo 
premature to attempt to specify tho mnsolcs which 
contribute to tho occlusion of the larynx Tho point which I 
would emphasise is that arrested breathing under nitrons 
Oxide IS almost inranably obsthiotive and is rarely, if ever, 
dependent upon respiratory paralysis 

It will, I thlnh, be clear from tho aboie considerations 
that although 11111003 oxide is the safest goncral anresthetlc 
known there are certain cases In which it is distinctly 
dangerous Some years ago a woU known writer on the 
subject of anmsthesla read an eihanstlvo paper bn the 
phj^ological action of this gas and, ih hia zealous adiocacy 
of its safety and unhersal applupabUlty, went so far 
as to deny that it was an asphyxiant Now, teach 
ing Of this kind can only have effects such as we 
find in Dr Dent’s case, and the sooner its fallacies are 
recognised the better will it be for all concerned I do not 
for one moment deny that in tho hands of those wbohaie 
had special experience pure nitrous oxide Is a safe anms 
thetio even though its administration bo pushed to tho point 
of arrested breathing But hke other drugs it is not suit¬ 
able in all typos of subjects To slate that tho pure gas is 
not an asphyxiant is, I venture to think, a most misleading 
doctrine Bbrtunately onr present knowledge enables us to 
disprove this assertion, but it will, I fear be some time 
before tho truth becomes universally aocoptod , 

It is a matter for congratnlatlQn that at the present time 
we have rehahle means at onr disposal for obtaining nitrons 
oxide aniBsthesia free from unnecessary asphyxia This can 
he accomplished by administering tho gas with proper per 
oenfages of oxygen By this system the one disadvantage 
of nitrous oxide is eliminated and we have at oar command 
an anaatbesia so safe that it is difficult to conceive any 
fatality arising daring its maintenance

unable to afford the expense or to stand the fatigue of 
visiting foreign health resorts The Influence of ollmato In 
the causation of phthisis, once considered paramount is now 
given a secondary place , and though onr variable climate Is

residences Tho northern slope faces the Channel with 
the Welsh hills behind Newport in the distance, the 
Bonthern slope looks across the valley to hills heyohd 
Towards the oast tho view extends to the Clifton downs, 
whilst westwards tho Channel leaves free passage for the 
soft west breeze which is the prevaihng wmd Bhdtered 
thus by neighbouring hills from north and east, standing 
high above tho Water, and being favoured by an exceedingly 
clear atmosphere and small rainfall, the hUls of Poitishead 
are prolcoted from cold winds and receive an amount of 
cleat snnshino thronghont tho year which is exceptional.

place is healthy An average death rate of 12 35 per 1000 
from all causes for tho last six year* shows a death rate bom 
phthisis of 1 48 and a zymotic rate of 0 99 per 1000 and a 
very low rate from pnlmonary diseases snoh as pneumonia 
pleurisy, and bronchitis The fact that many tender mu 
snbtropioal plants will stand the winter without protection 
speaks favourably for the temperature There may ^ 
plnoes with olimatio advantages equal to those of Portisheaa, 
bat there mnst be few whioh would be more snitam® a

I7ie Plague Commimon —The Prognst of the Epidemxo 

The Plague Oommission continuca Its sittings in Bombay 
on March 20th Several o£ the former rvitnessos were 
xo-erarmined Major Reade submitted a supplementary 
statement referring to the number of cases and deaths 
which have oocnrr^ lately in Poona Ho thought that rat 
infection had not played a largo part in the outbreak at 
Poona He thought that the iiiSnenco of rat infection had 
been exaggerated 

Lieutenant-Colonel Lavrrie, IMS, Plague Commissioner 
of Hyderabad, said that effeotivo steps wore taken for the 
detention of suspicious persons coming from infected dis¬ 
tricts on the railway and that the roads between Hyderabad 
and the infected districts were patrolled by medical search 
parties and that they failed to discover plague in any of the 
villages 

Major Bannermrm, Deputy Sanitary Commissioner, Madras, 
submitted a report on the inoculation of the 26th Regiment 
of Madras Infantry and said that one could not help being 
convinced tliat but for the almost complete inoculation and 
re inoculation of tho regiment a second epidemic as severe as 
the first would have occurred 

Dr Galliottl gave supplementary evidence Ho bad, how 
ever, no further information regarding experiments with 
Lusti^s serum The results were not very satisfactory He 
thon^t that tho injection of serum seemed to improiu tho 
condition of tho patients He admitted that all monbund 
oases and all cases thought likely to die were excluded from 
the serum treatment Cases also which were thought to be 
of tho pneumonic type were also excluded 

Mr O C James, drainage engineer to tho Bombay mnnlci 
polity and member of the late Plague Committee, produced 
charts showing tho progress of tho plague In Bombay city 
He said that as regaws the mortality no definite connexion 
was evident with tho prevailing temperature, humidity of 
atmosphere, or wind He said that ho thought it could not 
be doubted that the measures which have been adopted in 
Bombay had had the effect of diimnishing the extent of the 
pest He gave detailed figures showing the excess mortality 
from aU causes since the plague appeared and said that from 
the chart he exhibited the first epidemic was probably the 
worst one 

Plague is still raging with unabated \-irulenca in Bombay 
city The total number of deaths for tho past week from aU 
causes is recorded at 2408 The deaths from plague alone 
are probably about 260 a day, although only 1126 are officially 
recorded for plague during the past week The population 
of Bombay is a very fiuotuating one Daring the first 
epidemic very large numbers left the city at the height of 
the panic Since then tho population has apparently kept 
more stationary, although the influx during the past cold 
season must havo been considerable Estimates of the 
population must bo wholly mess work and delusive for 
purposes of satisfactory companson The census figures of 
1891 are the only ones reliable Some of the witnesses 
before the Commission have expressed opmions based on this 
fiuotuating population which must therefore be accepted 
with great caution 

In Oaloutta plague administration appears to be in a very 
unsettled state The outbreak Is slowly developmg, but little 
or nothing is being done to stop its progress The powers 
possessed by tho Executive are so feeble and fear of the 
native is so great that anything like plague sanitary adminls 
tration is impossible It is rumoured that the SeoretaTy of 
State has conveyed a strong recommendation to the Viceroy 
to enforce segregation and inspection in Oaloutta, and that 
the VioeroT is in favour of the measure, but that tho 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal is strongly opposed to the 
idea It is perfeotiy obvious that unless the powers of the 
Epidemio Diseases Act be acquired and exercised the hands 
of the Executive aro paralysed If dirt and filth and offen 
sive eihalattoDS favour the spread of plague then Oaloutta 
ought to suffer as severely as any place in India 

So far, however, its ravages have been slight Inoculation 
is practically untried in Calcutta and the people will not hear 
of it There is at present neither fear of the plague aor of 
the plague regulations It is thought that any aetive 
measmes would lead to disturbances, or at any rate that a 


panic amongst tho people would ensue the city become 
depopulated and trade and business he brought to a tUnd 
still It Is a somewhat healthy sign to hear comjJiliits

The Health of Sulhn 

An important letter recently appeared in the columns of the 
In$h Timet from tho pen of Dr Ohaxles Moore in which ho 
referred to the prevalence of tuberculosis and enteric foier 
in Dublin and to the neglect on the part of the corporation to 
adopt even simple measures for the safety of the citizens It 
appears that the Eoyal Oommission held in Dublin in 1879 
reported that slaughter houses, coueheds, and dairies—some 
of them without adequate appliances for drainage, oleanli 
ness, or ventilation—were then to be found in unsuitable 
situatlonB within the municipal area and recommended 
strongly that they should be closed It is now 
20 years since the Oommissloners’ report was issued, 
yet there still exist in the city over 60 slaughter houses, 
while there is no authorised inspection of the animals 
slaughtered, of men, and the cows which supply milt to the 
tatiwns The Kegistrar General for Ireland called attention 
some years ago to the fact among many others that in 
Berlin during the year 1892-93 of 142,874 oxen and cows 
Slaughtered no less than 21,603 gave evidence of tuberoa- 
losis The Lanoet and tho 7\met have Insisted upon Ihe 
importance of tins matter in England The Timet m a 
Iea!^g article on the Oongress of Hygiene pointed out some 
months ago that on the Oontment all private slaughtering of 
animals is forbxddeiu Professor MoWeeUey who is recog 
Juised in Ireland as a reliable authority on the subject has 
stated that tuboroulosis in oattle is not quite so common in 
Ireland as in other countries, probably on account of the fact 
that Irish cows spend most of their Ufe in the fields and are 
not stall fed Tho open-air treatment has thus apparently 
■proved ah effective prophylactic in the bovme as in the 
human face The matter is, however, very Important on 
account of the wide prevalence of tuberoulons disease among 
the ■people of this country, and although Mr Field, the 
Member of Parliament for the St Patrick's division of 
Dublin and a much respected member of tho ■viotuaUing 
trade, has been recently reported to have stated that ho saw 
bo reason why a butohfer should not bo permitted to carry on 
bis own business in his own establishment the argument of 
Dr; Moore is irresistibly in favour of his plea that all the 
■private slaughtering houses In Dublin should be closed and 
■that a large mbho abattoir should be constructed in the

The Bating of Private EotpitaU 
1 have already mentioned^ the varioua actions at law to 
which medical men have become liable owing to the claim of 
the revenue authorities to' make medical men owning a 
ehrdijite pay a professional tax calculated by adding the 
rental of their private' bouse to that of the eiinigve This 
tax amounts to a considerable sum—namely, one twelfth of 
the amount of the rent and this together ■with the municipal

C<mdttion of the Appendim xn Typhoid Fever 
iH an inaugural thesis Miss Hopfenhausen of Lausanne 
has published an account of the microscopic examination 
of the agpendloes of 30 patients who succumbed to typhoid 
fever These cases were from four St Petersburg hospitals, 
and the conditions existing In the various stages of the 
fever could be described, as the patients had died at 
periods of from one to 13 weeks since tho commence 
ment of the fever Borne of the conoluslons are very 
instructive In most cases the appendix takes part In the 
patholorioal changes due to the typhoid fever which are 
observed in the large intestine, this Is especially marked 
during the acme of the illness There la mostly InflWimatlon 
of the mucous membrane evidenced by cellular Infilttation, 
rarely are speoiflo lesions found, the latter not sufficient to 
produce symptoms of true peritjpblltia

The “ Tana ISytitry ”

The death from plague of Major J F Evans, Professor 
of Pathologv in the Medical CoBege, Calcutta, is a profound 
loss not onlv to his many personal friends but also to the 
Indian Medical Service 

The exact mode in which Major Evans crentraoted tho 
Disease from which he died is not known, but he had 
been much exposed to the risk of infection He had 
been in charge of the plague wards in the Medmal 
College Hospital ever since plague appeared In Calcutta, 
and had made post-mortem examinations of the bodies 
of plague patients even up to the day upon which 
he himself developed symptoms of the disease Thor 
onset which was rather insidious, was probably on 
March 7th On the foUowmg day the svmptoms were- 
fnUy developed and the presence of a small glandular 
sweUing in tbe right axilla left no doubt as to the dia¬ 
gnosis The attack was from the first a grave one, thongh a 
marked improvement m the symptoms on the fourth and fiflh 
oajs of the disease led to the hope that the worst might 
te over Hteortoately these hopes were not desbhed 
to be realised On the evening of March 12th a marked 
change for the worse set in accompanied by rue of temue™ 
and delinum and on the fofcg Zrni^g hkS:

In 1893 and again in 1894 and 1895 he held tho appoint¬ 
ments of professor of chemistry in the Lahore Medical 
College and chemical oiaminer to Government In tho 
following year ho acted as resident physician and professor 
of pathology in the Medical College, Calcutta—appointments 
to which, after acting for brief periods ns civil surgeon m 
vanouB stations, he returned permanently in January, 1897 
Major Evans’s contributions to medical literature were 
few, but they were always marked by extreme carefulness 
of observation and clearness of expression Unfortunately 
much of his original work and observations upon tho diseases 
■of India has not been published, but it Is hoped that tlie 
notes which he is known to hav o loft may prove sufficiently 
full to enable others to prevent this really valuable material 
from being entirely lost Among his published writings 
must be named a valuable report upon the dctenoratlon of 
■atta (flour) for which he received the thanks of Government, 
a report n^n the field mtions of the [Madras sepoy, for which 
he was also thanked by Government, and a report upon tho 
various poisons used for criminal purposes in India He had 
worked at bacteriology in Berlin and at the Brown Instltu 
•tion, and the result of an investigation carried out at the 
lattm was communicated to the Royal Society In 1891 under 
the title “ On the Demonstration by Staining of the Patho 
genic Fungus of Malaria, its Artificial Culture and tho 
results of Inoculation of tho Same ” He had devoted 
much time to tho study of the malarial organism and 
the blood in malaria, and among his unpublished papers 
have been found a number of original observations 
lapon this disease Other subjects upon which bo has 
left valuable but, it is believed, unpublished original 
material, are the etiology of dysentery, the orgaidsms 
of cancer and particularly their analogy with those of 
malaria, an undesoribed nematode entozoon found in tho 
intestines of sepoys, a now species of rhopalomyces and 
blood dotenomtion in apparently healthy individuals in 
malarial districts in Assam In December last he gave 
evidence before the Indian Plague Commission nod he was 
personally congratulated by the Commissioners upon the 
Interesting nature of his observations 

It is easy to write of Major Evans’s professional attain 
menta, it is less easy to put into words tho feelings of sorrow 
at his death or to attempt to appraiso his personal character 
and worth No man was more hl^ly more universally, or 
more deservedly held in esteem by all with whom ho had 
(relations, and no man was more beloved by the fow who 
knew him intimately None was ever more conscientiously 
devoted to bis duty to which, in the most literal sen'-o of 
tho words, ho sacrificed his life Tho deepest sympathy is 
felt by all for his relatives in their great loss—a sjrmpathy 
which is aocentnated by the fact that he was very shortly 
to have proceeded home, and only on tho day when the 
disease attacked him bad he made the final arrangements for 
obtaining leave _ 


WILLIAM SQUIRE, M D St And , F R 0 P Lond 
Dr WrLLlAM Squiek, whoso death we announced in 
The Lancet of April 8th, was bom on Deo Ist, 1826, at 
Snsoo, in Bedfordshire He was the second son of Will iam 
Pepperoom Squire of Silsoe and began to study medicine 
under the late John Bolton Hodgson of Ohesham After a 
short pupilage he entered University College, London, m 
1846 He studied medicine at the University OoUego Hos¬ 
pital and was the winner of various medais and prizes, 
ending with the gold medal for surgery in the year 1849 
In or about the year 1849 he was appointed house surgeon 
During his time at the hospital he administered ether for 
the performance of a capital operation—^namely, amputation 
through the thigh, the amputation being performed by 
Robert Uston ^ account of this incident from the pen of 
Dr Squire himself appeared in The Lancet of Deo 22nd, 
1888 The operation was performed on Deo 21st, 1846

He became a Licentiate of the Royal College of Physidani 
in 1861 and a Member m 1871, and soon after took the 
degree of M D at St Andrews He then became physician 
to tho St George’s Dispensary, Hanover square and to the

Income that would hare enabled bim to save such a sum as 
£376 000 and aa a matter of fact a certain portion of bis fortune was 
derived from trade and bequeathed to him by a brother Bat un¬ 
doubtedly Sir WnUam Uenner earned a great aum of money by the 
practice of hla profeaalon and the fact may legitimately act as a 
stlmulns to young medical men to observe keenly and work hard. 

The question Which occupation pays befit ? la one that has been 
discussed more than once and no one haa ever suggested that the 
correct answer 1* the practice of medicine. The usual opinion, wa 
l.elIe^e give* the lawyer the first place and the atockbroker the 
aecond, but we Incline to Ih- btlltf that the wholesale supply ot beer 
Is the mo^t la(rratl^e foUo\\ing in modem Great Britain That 
a few medical men ha\b made large fortunes la well known. 
For Instance Sir Andrew Clark left £203 970 Sir Oscar Olaytop 
left £146,746, Dr Rhodes Annitage left £217 420 Dr L. T 
Oumberbaich left £107 000 Sir Richard Quain left £116320, Mr 
Henry Horsfall left £105,780 Dr G D Longstaff left £107 000, 
Dr Henry Danson left £119,290 and Dr J H. Paul left £100,062. 
But all these fortune*, several of which were certainly Inherited and 
not by professional practice arc thrown Into the shade 

by the estate of Sir William QulX whoso personalty was 
valued at £344 023. Sir Wmiam Gull, like Sir William Jenner made 
an enormous professional income, though fortunate investments 
perhaps played the part in swelling the total of his fortune that 
family bequests played In the ca»e of Sir William Jenner 
The above name* have been taken from lists compiled by the 
DaUy Telegraph and the WeeiTitintter Qasetie and cover a period 
extending over the last ten year*. On the strength of them the 
medical profession cannot be said to abound In pecuniary prixe*. 
Only 11 persona, whether shining In the front rank of the 
me^oal profession or engaged In one of Its notoriously lucrative 
branches or bleised by accident with pecuniary advantages, have 
died during ten year* In possession of more tba.n £100,0(X1, while a 
flrst-olaas brewer’s fortune would bo expected to amount to mere 
tbATi the aggregate total of the 11 medical f ortun es or the brewer 
would be accounted a comparatlvo failure. We are not setting up 
a wall that medical men do not make more money but the fortunes 
of Sir WiHlam J enner or Sir William Gull ought not to lead the 
pnbllo to mistake the facts as to the average earnings of the medical 
profession. The profession In Great Britain numbers some 28 000 
persons and although now and again one man die* rich the vast

needle and syringe and an nnimtatlng colaUoa or the consequences of 
neglecting surgical cleanliness. In selecting a altuatlon for injection 
care li of course tahen to avoid a vein. This Is not always so easy 
-specially when much fat Is present and the vessels are not seen or 
where the shin cannot be lifted freely from the subcutaneous tissue.

It must be remembered that “mental fatigue is U'ed in 
pbysiologv as a term mtended to express the amount of brain 
(cortex) energy spent in mental processes It is the amount 
of phvsrological work done among the brain cells (psychosis) 
that we intend to express, mot the number of movements or 
amount of -movement employed m its expression by words or 
action. Btill less is the physiological energy spent among 
the nerve cells to be estimated by the value we as educated 
persons put upon the usefulness of the outcome It may be 
doubted whether we can detenmne the quantity of mental 
acbon occurring in a given tune or whether any nnit for 
quantitative comparison exists, this cannot be represented 
by the value of the work done It is only the mental 
action which is expressed that we can estimate qnanti-

»n amceboid parasite A consideraMe array of observers 
inolnding Bcrgonzml, Klein, Raum, Hanser, Shattock and 
Ballance, Goldmann Rossi, Touton, Mantegaira, Pelagatti, 
and others contended that the appearances described a ere 
the resalt of degeneration of one kind or another, or of 
something not parasitic The vanety of explanation has 
been great and it is not going too far to say that the 
effect was that the cnrrent view has been that all work con 
tending for the parasitic nature of the appearances was either 
wrong or wrongly interpreted When Rnffer brought forward 
his work at the annual meeting of the British ifedical Asso¬ 
ciation I stated that I was familiar with aU the IntraceUular 
appearances and that his preparations were so beantlfnl 
that it was vain to continue the subject from the morpho 
logical standpomt as nothing more could be made of it, 
that the two opinions woo'd continue to bo held—namelv, 
(1) that they were parasites, and (2) that they were merelv 
degenerations Expenmental w ork by those whose circum 
stances permittei them to purine the subject could alone 
settle who was right 

iVithin the past few years experimental work has been 
gradually deter minin g, as it seems to me this question it 
is to mvestigators in Ita'v that we are mdebtcd for its 
elucidation and it is mainly with the new of bnnging the 
Itahan work somewhat fully before the profession in Bntain 
that this paper is written The honour and credit of the 
experimental work belongs, in the first place, to Professor 
Francesco Sanfehce, director of the InsUtnte of Hygiene in 
the Royal University, Caglian Before entering on an 
account of his work it is necessary to state that when 1 
published my paper the dictum of pathologists was that the 
blastomyoetes were not pathogenic and this authoritative 
dictum ruled men s minds as dicta of the kmd nsnally do

Sanfeltce a attention seems to have been directed to cancer 
by what we oaU chance He was engaged in investigating 
the morphological and biological characters of blasto- 
mycetes when he found that one of these was pathogenic 
and was interesting not from this fact alone hut from 
the further fact of its morphological resemblances to the 
bodies which had been described as cancer cocddia 
He then, apparently looked more fully Into the literature 
of pathogenic hlastomycetes and from this it appears 
that Nenmayer and Raum had both eiperiment^Uy in 
oculated animals with pure cultures but without results of 
Importance Busse bad described a case diagnosed as 
sarcoma of the tibia in which numerous cells were found 
which Loffler cultivated and pronounced to be blasto 
mycetes Experimental moculatlon with these only proved 
tot the parasite was capable of re^notion in the animal 
^y Hafucci and Sirleo described a blastomyces obtained 
from a gumea pig with which they were able to inocnlate 
other gumea pigs This seems to ha\e been the position 
as regards pathogenic hlastomycetes, when Sanfellce bad 
begun the investigations to which special reference is to be 
made

organs One of these dogs was killed after four monlhs, the 
other died after 10 months The pathological changes in 
the first dog consisted in the development of a nodular 
tumour in the mammary gland where the inoculation had 
been made, with enlargement of neighbouring lymph glands 
The changes were like those of sarcoma Very few parasites 
wore found and no cultures could he obtained from any of 
the tissues In the second dog the growths were different 
but 1 have so far failed to find an account of tho anatomical 
changes present m it In fowls the parasite presented a 
different appearance to the appearance in the other animals 

The Morphological Characters presorcted ly the Blas^oinjCctes 
when InoivlaUd into Animals 
In a paper dated September, 1897, on the Experimental 
Prodaclion of RnsseUs Fnchsin Bodies, Sanfehce save that 
until that time among the animals he had inoculated 
with saccharomyces neoformans it was only m dogs 
that the blastomyces appeared in the typical forms as 
described by Rnssell under the name of ‘‘fuchsm bodies ’ 
Rnssoll described them as certain structures which Lo 
could almost always demonstrate in carernomata They 
were a'most spheneal, 4-12 fi in diameter homo 
geneons, and without a trace of structure They lay 
almost always In groups of 3-20 elements , some of 
them were bounded by a thin rim of ceU protoplasm, 
while the majority lay in n clear area in a kind of 
vacnolo They were met with either in the cancer cells or 
m the stroma. RosseU believed these to be parasites and 
classed them under the hlastomycetes or sprouting fnngl 
Sanfellce goes on to say that since the previous year he had 
been tnocnlating various animals with pure cnltures of the 
saccharomyces neoformans and had noted that in ccrtalr 
cats which died after some monlhs the blastomj cetes 
inside the tissues took the typical forms of RnsseUs 
bodies, and In view of the appearance of the works of 
investigators who denied that RusseU’s bodies were blasto- 
mycetes he proceeds to report on the manner in which 
the parasites appear in these particular animals Ei con 
tends that it is only by experiment that a positive result 
can bo arrived at and it is owing to the fact that-observera 
have depended on morphological features and staining 
reactions that the majority of observers have arrived at 
erroneons results When he ascertained tot after injetlion 
of pure cultures of saccharomyitos neoformans in cats tvpical 
Russell 6 bodies appeared m the tissues he investigated the 
tissues of normal cats, but in no case found Russell s bodies 
After inoculation with saccharomyces neoformans the fuchsm 
bodies were invariably found presenlmg, moreover -the 
same form and arrangement, and with the same reaclica to 
colouring material as the bodies which Russell and others 
had described as occurring in malignant tumours 
Sanfellce inoculated 10 cats of different ages in the 
peritoneal cavity—some once others oftener When the 
cats died, on an average after three months, numerous 
sections were made of all organs The pieces of the tissues 
of normal cats were fixed in the same way as those of the 
inoculated animals In this way he demonstrated the fact 
that HusseU’s fnchsin bodies appeared In the tissnes after the 
Inoculation of cats with saccharomyces neoformans and he 
describes the structure find arrangement and properties of 
the bodies be found so as to prove them identity with the 
bodies regarded by RusseU as hlastomycetes and by HusecU o 
opponents as products of cell degeneration In the inocu ated 
cats the fuohsln bodies appear m greatest number m 
the lymph glands of the mesentery, m the spleen, and in 
the bone marrow They are easily recognised being per 
fecUy round in form and m size varying from tot of a 
miorococciis to that of a leucocyte As regards stmeture 
some of the bodies show a differentiation of the chromatic 
substance, while others take on the stain homogeneously 
with more or less intensity The bodies with differentlattd 
chromatic substance pofsess either a kind of circle or an

the Infant this spontaneity may bo momontariiy arrested by 
imiircssions received through the organs of sense , show tho 
Infant a coloured object and coordinated action follows , 
spontaneity of movement is quelled for a few seconds, 
then tho object is grasped by a prehensile action 
During tiie period of quiescence there is said to bo an 
aot of attention foiloned by adapted actidn Tho brain 
processes dunng tho qniasconco (period of inhibition and 
diatactio action)^ then appear to bo a pre adjustment of tho 
brain centres \v Ideh is expressed by tiio adapted net of 
prehension The physiologist cannot admit tiiat tho will 
thus arranges the brain , tliis act of attention results from 
the Bight of the object Tho brain conditions necessary to 
an aot of attention arc (1) healthiness in tho general 
characters of tho brain (2) spontaneity, and (3) control 
of tho brain by an impression tlirough tho senses, ns shown by 
inhibition and tho coordinated action following Attention 
as a physiological process is inferred to bo action among tho 
brain centres and maj occur with or without subsequent 
expression The sohool-ohlld must bo tolerably quiot 
before ho will think connootodly , a pauso for thought is 
required in thinking over the answer to a question , there 
may bo an expression indicating understanding without any 
verbal response Somotimos attention Is host arrested by 
sight only, other pupils may be more easily impressed by 
bearing the spoken word 

In cultivating the faculty of attention wo need siionlanclty 
in the brain which is tho foundation of mental power, we 
must produce some impression on tho brain and for tho sake 
of exactness and simplicity in training a slight impression 
through ono boubo organ only is at first advisable, this is 
especially tho ease with difficult ohlldron The impression 
must be distinctly produced before a full aot of attenfion can 
, follow , tho object must be looked at for some soconds before 
it IS completely seen, as the figure In a proposition of Euclid, 
^ jienco irregular oye movements may interforo with attention 
An excess of spontaneous brain notion and any spreading 
area of activity such as corresponds to a number of dis 
connected thoughts may bo indicated by a number of extra 
movements or fidgeting and •vague, disjointed response in 
place of the signs of attention This Is often observable with 
tho signs of fatigue in restless movements of tho eyes, tho 
fingers, and the foot * 

Iho modes of brain notion may not bo suffloicntly woU 
balanced or proportioned at tho stago of orolutlon of tho 
oblld to allow of unifonn or prolonged attontion A pupil 
maj at times show marked mental confusion and make an 
absurd reply to a question This may arise from several 
onuses 1 When a spreading area of spontaneous action in 
tho brain is indicated by fidgeting while tho child turns 
his head and his fingers twitch, ho may ejaoulato words 
irrelevant to tho question, yet thoughts may bo arising, 
tliongh not under direction Suoh spreading and spon 
taneous bram aoliou shows tho nood of further training, 
it may also accompany other signs of fatiguo 2 Byo-movo 
ments need training In order that tho impressions reoolved 
by the brain may bo exact When a ohlld is working an 
aiidition sum, as tbo eyes movo to suooossive figures in a 
oolnmn an extra or latoral eye movement may bring into

continued Such delayed expression of thought Is not t 
mindless condition, but shows an untrained mode of meuW 
action Brain training may do much to prevent mental con 
fusion and increase the power of attention 
Memory depends upon reactivity of the Impiessiou 
previously made upon tho brain, these impresiiou 
returning in activity as a series in tbo same order as that

SIX MONTHS’ ABDOJIINAL SUEGEKY

lb the course of the past sis months my partner, Dr 
B J A Haynes, has performed seven or (reckoning a 
htbotomy) eight abdominal operations Seven of these 
eventuated in complete success, hut in tne eighth the patient 
revealed advanced malignant disease and the operation was 
therefore abandoned 

Oase 1 —This was a Littrfi’s colotomy for malignant 
disease of the rectum The mischief was too far advanced 
for excision of the bowel to be advisable The chief point of 
interest m this operation was that, in accordance with fie 
teachings of Hr Reeves, a smaR abdominal incision was 
.made, the colon was drawn out and stretched tan^ and a 
glass rod fonr inches in length was passed through the 
mesentery and anchored to the skin of the abdomen by 
pieces of silk attached to pieces of strappmg Ho stitches 
were used to fix tbe bowel to the wound The gut was 
opened on the fourth day and the rod was removed on the 
sixth day The result was gratifying There -was a capital 
artificial anus in a good position and easily kept clo'^ 
Great ease and relief were given, enormous faecal accnmnla- 
bons were got nd of, and a decided unfrovement in ceneral 
Bealth followeti 

CASE 8—This was a nephrolithotomy for extcnslTe

singly The number of parasites in onfe grou^ varies 
Sanfelioc has counted as many as 30 in one gronp 
Sometimes these are so closely clustered ns to present 
a mulberry appearance, sometimes they lie separated 
from each other and, moreover, at such equal distances 
that they have the appearance ns if some cement sub¬ 
stance kept them at equal distances and prevented 
dboct contact of the. deeply coloured substances Occa 
sionally one can see quite distmetlv that this apparent 
cement subatance is formed from the circles of hyalme mem 
branes ivhicb by touching each other conceal the outlines 
of their peripheries In some groups of blastomycetes the 
hyaline membranes are very apparent and their borders 
are distinctly seen The endooellnlar parasites are usually 
much smaller than the free forms If there are only one or 
two in a cell they are moderately largo , if many they nro 
small The number of enclosed parasites vanes, as do 
the free forms and they present the same appearances 
According to the position In which the cell containing 
the parasites is seen by the observer the nuclons appears 
either pushed to one side or in the centre of the cell 
surrounded by parasites It often hap^ns that small para 
sites in considerable numbers are found lying close together 
in n ground substance without any nucleus hcing vtsiblo It 
is possible that m such cases the nucleus is lying uuder the 
para«ite» so that the eye of tho observer cannot detect it 
Another feature is tho fact that they are found in the neigh 
bonrhood of young newly formed coUa and do not appear 
in the parts irhore the cells are undergoing degeneration He 
is unable at present to say why tho parasites should appear 
an tho form of fuchsin bodies only occasionally in dogs | 
ebough oonsmntly in cats He concludes by stating that 
this commumcation is intended to prove ^1) that all authors 
who contend that Rossell s fuchsin bodies are not blasto 
mycetes have not hitherto brought forward experimental 
proof that they are cellular degenerations, (2) that throngh 
the inoculation of oats with pure cultures of saocharomyccs 
neotormans the typical bodies are produced which have been 
described by Russell and others as occurring in malignant 
tumours In man and in certain chronic inflammatory processes { 
-and (3) that these fuchsin bodies are not found in normal cats, 
but only appear In these animals when they are Inocnlated with 
pure onltnres of saccharomyces neoformans, or with pieces 
from the tissues of cats, containing the typical forms of 
Russell s bodies A coloured plate lUostratlng tho vanous 
forms of the parasite is appended to Sanfaheo s paper It 
may simplify this question to say here that he states that 
the pathogenio blastomycetes hitherto cultivated clo«eIy 
resemble one another on artificial media and in morpho¬ 
logical appearances, while at the some time their pathogenic 
lotion vanes widely 

fhe hrpcnmcntal Prodvotion of Epiihchal Tumours aKd 
Metastatic Epithelial Growths 
Having settled the morphological facts the next still more 
interesting point was to ascertain whether the injection of 
rheso blastomycetes into animals snsoeptiblo to malignant 
■^amours would bring about the formation of neoplasms 
similar to tho mnhgnant tumours observed in man 
Sonfelico approached the solntion of this problem by 
passing the blastomyces with which he was expenraent- 
ing throngh a number of dogs—that Is, from dog to 
log By this method he arrived at positive results in 
two cases In one of these the dog had been inoculated 
in the two postenor nipples with the blastomyces which 
cad been passed throngh several dogs After a slight 
inflammatory reaction at the site of inoculation the nipples 
-emained apparently normal until about a month after the 
operation when signs of a neoplastic process bticanie evident 
The ammai died 10 months later with marked cachexia, 
tumours in both teats, showing retraction of theAipples 
and taokmg down of the skin, and secondary ^owths 
in the inguinal and abdominal lymphatic glands All 
rhose showed the typical struotnro of adeUo carcinoma 
Sanfehce’s colleagues Bfondi and OnrbonI confirmed 
this opinion Numerons illustrations of the naked eye 
ind miorosoopical appearances are appended to his com 
umucatlon No parasites were observed in the centre 
of the primary tmnohrs A few were observed in the peri¬ 
pheral part of the primary tumour and in the metastases 
in tho glands He could obtain ho cultures from any 
if these growths, the explanation he offers of this is 
that when the parasite has so grown aoenstomed to its 


surroundings as to take on the typical characteristics of 
Russell’s bodies, and to become capable of produdar 
malignant tumonrs, from that time it becomes incapable rf 
growing m artificial media (He evidently means bv this 
tho ordinary media on which ho had grown his Eacchaio. 
myces neoformans ) In order to bo grown artificially the 
parasito must occur in the form in which it occurs in guinea 
pigs, Ac —that is, In the form usually found in infecticas 
running n rapid course and seldom in those runnmg a moit 
prolonged course , If blastomycetes are isolated ftum 
malignant growths of man or animals he holds that they 
mnst have been present in the growth in both forms 
The foregoing positive result obtained by Banfclice is to 
important that the other cases may also be ^ven Adofeiraj 
inocnlated in both testicles After one and a half monfhj 
swelhng of the testicles and penis became evident tad 
gradnally progressed The animal died after fire months 
from accidental poisoning The animal had been tern 
during life by various nntborihes, among them Dr 
Marino Zneo of Rome who agreed that the grotrths 
were of a malignant nature The examinations of the 
parts showed adeno caremoma of the testicles, ulth 
sccondarv growths in the neighbourhood of the penis 
and gHns The parasites were much more nameroas 
than in tho prenous case, this being, be conaders, due to 
the earlier stage at which the animal died He erpkins 
that thd longer the parasite is present m the tissues the 
fewer they become They presented the typical features 
of Russell’s bodies and as m the previous case no cultures 
could be ohtaiued from the tumours Further inoculahcn 
experiments are given, hnt these need not be quoted in 
detail It is snlhcient to state that a few positive reufitv 
were obtained by inocnlating dogs from the new grearth

It is thus that the asepricism of the operator 
and his tools is best demonstrated In private practice one 
cannot carry out bB the minuh-e enjoined in the most recent 
worts but such a record shows that all which is reallv 
essent’al can be earned out even by the general practitioner 
The principal authors who'e recommendations we have 
foUowrf have been Treves, Jacobson and Kellv The 
sponges are cleaned by the method so clearlv described by 
Greig Smith—-nz , with uralio acid and hyposnlphite of 
soda The instruments are boiled for one hour in a solution 
of one drachm to a pint of carbonate of soda At the time 
of the operation they are placed in a solution (one in 40) of 
carbolic acid and are subsequently transferred to travs con 
taining cold bailed -water This -water had been boiled for 
an hour and then placed in metal cans covered -with a 
muslin cap The abdominal sponges are squeezed out of a 
normal salt solution as recommended by KeUy and Bobb, 
and are placed m a metal basin in boDrf -water apart from 
the rest The ordinary sponges are received by a nurse as 
they become soiled and are squeezed ont of a solution of 
one m 40 carbolic acid and are passed on to another basin of 
•water which has been sterilised by boiling as above The 
nurse has strict injunctions to keep the -water hot m which 
the abdominal sponges are placed, so that they are always 
handed over -warm Any sponge or instrument which is 
brought accidentally in contact -with anv unsterilised object 
is at once put out of action The hands of the operators 
and assistants are first scrubbed in hot -water -with plenty 
of soap "We have not yet arrived at the mcety of pro¬ 
viding a separate nailbrush for each man, as is enjomed bv 
Kelly, but care is taken to sterilise the nailbrushes as well 
as other things The next wash is in a solution of the 
double iodide of mercury and potassium A final wash 
in boiled -water is followed by the wearmg of rubber 
gloves up to the moment when the actual operation

TnE following case appears to ns to bo worthy of beieg- put 
ou record as an lilnstiation of one of the -ways in whh h tfco 
cerebral speech mechanifm may be interfered -with by a 
collection of pus in the temporo-spbenoidal lobe The 
abscess was secondary to middle car suppuration and for a 
time ran the usual clinical course of such cases It -was 
evacuated and the patient’s urgent symptoms disappeared 
On the following day, however, it -was observed that he 
showed symptoms of paraphasia and “word intoxication ’ 
For the next two months be contmned to exhibit pecnliar 
forms of interference -with speech, notably an inability to 
apply the correct names to objects, a tendency to employ the 
•verbal instead of the nonnal form in identifying objects, and 
frequent use of nnintelUgible language although there was 
no word deafness 

The patient -was a man 22 years of age, and was cceupisd 
as a labonrer He -was admitted to Lefth Hospital rn 
May 13th, 1896, complaining of pain and swelling in the 
region of the left ear There was nothing in his family or 
personal history to throw any light on the condition from 
which he suflered Three months before admission—in 
February, 1895—his left ear began to “run " but this did not 
troublo him much except for the accompanving deafness 
Sometimes there was a good deal of discharge, then for a 
time there-would he none Four days before admission he 
canght a "severe cold’ and on the next day the left ear 
became sore and painful -with swelling all round it The 
pain was so great for the next two days as to prevent s’eep 
On admission this painful swelling -was noted particularly 
m front of the ear and over the mastoid. Soon after 
admission relief was obtained by the escape of a large 
amount of discharge There was no vonuting giddiness, or 
loss of sight Hearing -was markedly diminished on the left 
side On the 14th the left side of the head was sbghtly 
more prominent than the nght The swelling was greatest 
in front of the tragus but it -was not now tender There was 
no famal paxalysir On the 16th the patient had a bad 
night from pam on the left side of the head. The ears were 
examined, the left -svns found to contain much yellow fluid 
pus and the membrana tvmpani -was obscured by granula- 
tions , the right ear contained wax The patient 
heard the ticking of a -watch on the left side cnly 
contact and better on mastoid contact It was 
heard by the right ear at a distance of 18 inches and 
on median contact was better heard by this ear The 
disease therefore was probably still only in connexion 
with the middle car and mastoid cells On the 16th 
there "was pain on both sides over the forehead but 
no giddiness or staggering The temperature reached 
102 5°F There was no ngor and very bttle dischaige from 
the ear On the 17th there -was less pam and only on the- 
loft side of the forehead On the 18th the pain and dis¬ 
charge were less and there was tenderness over the mastoid 
On the 22nd an operation -was performed The mas old 
antmm -was opened and the middle ear -was scraped ont 
The flmd injected bv the mastoid opening passed ont by the 
external auditory meatus bat not very freelv There -was 
not much pus and but little smell The patient had a good 
deal of pain in the afternoon At 3 30 r ii half a grain of 
morphia -was administered subcntaneouslv Improvement 
contmned till the 28th when the patient became quite 
insensible, -verv noisy and restless and bad to be tied dorni. 
At 10 30 P M on that date the patient was trepbmed over 
the posterior -part of the tcmporo-sphenoidal lobe With an 
aspirator needle pushed forwards and slightlv do-wnwards pus 
was at once struck and it escap»d freely The wcxnd -was 
farther opened up drained and dressed -with ioao'orm 
gauze The pus -was in the temporo-sphenoidal lobe as well 
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oaloalae was detected An incision was mndo into tbo 
Udney and tbe stone was qnicUy eTtmolcd It woipbcd 
two and a halt drachms Hmmorrhago was free hnt 3t 
was easily controlled Deep cTploratlon revealed no other 
calcnlns, bat one oE the gentlemen who were assisting 
in tile operation thought that tho kidney must be too 
disorganised to be worth keeping Dr Haynes, however, 
decided otherwise Iodoform was blown into the kidney 
wound, info which an indiarubbcr drainage tube was then 
inserted which wag left in for three days, pus and iinne 
eaoaping by it on the first day but not afterwards Tho man 
made a rapid recovery from the operation and loft the 
hospital on the thirteenth day For three weeks pus con 
tinned to pass in fairly large quantities in the urine but 
ultimately it cea'cd. In a month the patient resumed work 
completely cured—showing tbo wisdom of tho decision to 
retain the kidney 

Case 3 —This was a double oophorectomy Tito patient 
had been an invalid for years She was nnnblo to cam her 
Uving and suffered tortures at tho menstrual periods Both 
ovaries were found to have undergone cystic degeneration 
One cyst contained, perhaps, half a pint of fluid and was 
apparently on the point of bnrsling Tlie patient made an 
nnintomipted recovery and loft the hospital in three weeks 
She -is now in service entirely enred. She has menstruated 
once since the operation without pain or iDconveniencc 
Case 4 was more interesting from a diagnostic aspect than 
from a surgical point of view The patient wns a man who 
had been living a hard life on tho “ t jolds,’’ to tho hardships 
of wmch in the first instance bo attributed his symptoms 
He was extremely emaciated and slightly jaundiced and 
ha had a tumour ov cr the liver and some slight ascites 1 lie 
onlv possible nltemativos were hydatids and maiicnnnt 
disease To clear up the doubt some fluid was withdrawn 
and was submitted to a pathologist for microscopical eva 
miuation He reported that be thought that ho had detected 
hooklots, bnt ho was not sure On thi§ an operation wns 
arranged, but on opening the abdomen it was at once 
apparent that we had to deal with advanced maltoant 
■disease and the abdomen wns therefore forthvnth olo'ed 
Tho patient rallied from tho operation bnt he died on the 
ncast day It was noUceablo that the asoitio fluid was deeply 
stained with blood As this was probably from tho punoluic 
It lends to show that exploratory needles can do harm at i 
times 

Gabe 5 —The patient had an enormous hydatid in the 
liver Before coming under our care he had been treated at 
the pnblic hospital for nine months for “congestion of the 
liver " An incision two and a half inches long was made 
over the most prominent part of the tumour, the incision 
passing through the fibres of the right rectus There were 
no "dhesions The tumour was isointed by sponges and was 
then aspirated About two gallons of fluid were contained 
m it A small incision was made m the sac and the tumour 
was brought out by an assisiant who grasped tho lips of the 
out with his index fingers It was kept out by pressure 
•forceps, the incision was extended, and ultimately tho parent 
cyst was completely removed The edges of tho wounds in 
the sac and the abdomen were stitched together and an inch 
indiarubber drainage tube was inserted This was left in 
for a week The wound was dressed daily with iodoform 
gaure The patient made an nninterrapted recovery 

Case 6 was also an operation for hydatid and from every 
point of view it was a most interesting case At least five 
tumoura could be made out by palpation A large one wav 
situated in the left iliae region and another largo one could 
be felt m Douglass pouch Mr White of Fremantle, Dr 
Stewart of Guildford, and Dr Tamos of Perth saw llie 
patient in consultation and agreed with Dr Haynes that it 
was probably a case of multiple hydatids A median 
incision of three inches was first made This had subso 
qnently to be enlarged upwards towards tho nmbiUens to 
five inches The first two cysts dealt with were difficult to 
bring to the eu'-face Thev were therefore aspirated and 
breugllt out icf the abdomen interlocking stitches Wire 
inserted in tue omentum and then the sacs were nsmovrd 
In the case/of two others it was not feasible to dotin'*, so 
after ronffiving the mother cyst the investing sacs were sewn 
up and OToppw back in the abdomen Very great difficulty 
was ovpenenced in isolating the tumours, so tangled were 
thev -nilh the mesentery and tho omentum Tho fifth cyst 
(the one In Douglass pouch) proved the most awkward to 
baudle of all The mother cyst had an exceedingly 
fragile limiting membrane After part of tho fluid had bwn 


withdrawn the mother wst slipped off the point o£ the Btedl* 
back into tbo pelvis The investing sac was solely peritoae*! 
tissue and was so friable that it ruptured at a toudi Tb* 
mother cyst also tore when It was b^g removed andslxst 
a pint of daughter cells—lovely globes of iridesceot coloar- 
escaped into the sac The^e were carelnlly remove Ttiih 
an ordinary plated dessert-spoon The greatest dilficdty 
possible was expencnced in suturing off the sac ovriag to 
Its depth in the pelvis and the presence of a Uitee- 
montbs' pregnant utenis One of the cysts must have 
contained a gallon of fluid and another cyst nearly hall a 
gallon An additional point of interest in this rcmarhahlt 
case was that at tho critical part o£ the operation the pitSail 
began to vomit violently and the heaving Impulse forced lit 
bowels through the abdominal wound Fortnnstely thus 
were several abdominal sponges in hot water in rcadlsej* 
and tho protruding mass was quickly enveloped in warm 
sponges and the expulsion was controlled As soon as the 
patient wns once more deeply narcotised the bowels were 
easily returned and not tho slightest snhsequent ill effecti 
were c\perienccd Had it not been for tho abundant sapjJy 
of suitablo sponges this untoward accident might have bid 
more serious results The day was most OOTiessive, tit 
temperature of the operating room being lOy F Bnbse- 
quently there wa' no vomiting or had symptom of any hind, 
except that on Iho morning after the operation, while the 
nurse was fixing her bedclothes, tho patient snddeniy gtw

gested, rough, and breaking down The nght lateral 
ventricle contained a small amount of non purulent ilmd 
After hardening in formalin transverse coronal sections 
were made and tracings were taken The left temporal 
lobe contained an old abscess cavity in its anterior 
two-thirds, tailing off into the second and third convolu 
tions posteriorly (Fig 1 ) Its contents were inspissated 
and v^te The grey matter was thinned over it The 
second (anterior) operation wound just stopped short of 
another recent abscess containing green pus This was 
most extensive opposite the posterior part of the island 
of BeU. (Fig 2) On section it was found to bo in 
the position of the external capsule and was invading 
both externally and intemaUy, chiefly the latter, towards 
the lentlonlar nncleus From this abscess a series of 
smaUer abscesses extended backwards and downwards 
towards the base of the hernia, some reaching it In 
temaUy and below, corresponding to the suporfioial swell 
Ing already noted, the lobe for about one inch in 
depth was Infiltrated with blood The hernia examined 
mloroscopioaUy was found to be composed of breaking 
down tissue infiltrated with pus, and into it by appropriate 
staining a few nerve fibres could be traced The course of 
events had been (1) middle ear disease extending Into 
tte antrum and affecting the facial nerve, (2) extension 
by the superior semicircular canal to the surface of the 
petrous bone and thence to the dura mater and cerebrum, 

(3) the formation of a pnmnry abscess in the temporal lobe , 

(4) a hernia cerebri, and (6) secondary abscesses in the 
external capsule and extending thence chiefly into the 
lenticular nucloris and backwards towards the base of the 
hernia. These abscesses, with surrounding tumefaction and 
rrd emn both general and in relation to the basal ganglia, 
accounted for the later compression symptoms 

Thus we have the illness commencing wth middle ear sup¬ 
puration and probable direct extension to the temporal lobe in 
which the subsequent abscess formation affected the whole 
lobe with the exception of the word hearing centre which was 
not affected at any stage The abscess thooretioaUy had inter 
feued with fibres passing from bolow the word hearing centre 
rmder the island of BeU to Broca’s convolution, but was not 
at aU in the line of those passing from the auditory centre 
proper to that motor speech area The secondary abscesses 
were certainly in a situation which would interrupt these con 
necting fibres, but from the clinical aspects of the case we 
were disposed to connect them almost wholly with the more 
generalised symptoms of compression which went on to 
death and which latterly veiled other localising symptoms 
Probably, therefore, these secondary abscesses may be left 
out of account in explaining tbo aphasio symptoms 

The fact that the symptoms of aphasia and pamphnsia 
were observed only after evacuation of the first abscess may 
be explained by the InsonsibUity wbich existed for some time 
before the operation and which masked a condition which 
only became evident when the causes of the coma were 
removed After aU, therefore, we may confine our oonsidern 
Hon of the ease to the primary abscess in the temporal lobe 
and see how the olinioal aspects of the case are borne out by 
thepathological findings 

We have, then, an abscess involving the whole white matter 
of the temporal lobe with the exception of the auditory— 
word hearing—centre The aphaslc symptoms noted were 
chiefly the paraphasia of which the patient was In most 
cases oonsoionB and amnesia partioularly of nouns and 
names, while even in this it was noticed that the patient 
was able to name at times certain common objects In con 
noiion with these ortloulntive amnesia was noticed, p*»rts of a 
word being given—e g , ‘ ence for “ peSacil,” “ wi^ng” for 

writing," and so on With less familiar objects the patient 
was almost completely amnesic though he could often denote 
by a sentence in the verbal form or assisted by gestures their 
use The escape of the woid hearing centre explains his con 
eciousnesB of the mistakes which he made, but the difficulty 
now Is to explain his amnesia of nouns The naming 
mechanism was at fault The case seems to indicate that 
the area which controls this mechanism need not necessarily 
bo Identical with the auditory centre, but that there may be 
another part of the cortex in which memories of names are 
rtored No such centre has hitherto been described, though 
Elder in his book on Aphasia makes a suggestion wffiob

name of "measles ” This loads to endless confusion in 
schools where an endeavour Is made to protect large 
numbers of scholars from these pests, and the oversight:

are snffenng from, which illness they Inic had, or which 
illness they have been exposed to I receive numerous 
certificates staUng tliat children have measles or that they 
have had measles or that they hni e been deposed to measles 
without any attempt being made to declare whioh disease is 
referred to In tho middle of last century this ailment— 
rubella—^was known, but it was continually confounded with 
English measles and with scarlet facer In tho middle of tho | 
present century It was described in Germany and rccciccd 
the name of “ tothein,' which we unfortunately translated 
Into "German measles ’ In the early “fifties” an epidemic of 
it ocginTTed at Rugby and was designated by tho then medical 
officer to Kugbv bchool "spring rash”—a most approprirtc 
name, for it never commences at Rugby earlier tlmn in 
March and dies out in tho middle of the summer It was so

In closely examining such cases one is struck by the 
similarity of the course of events to that ocoorring in 
unemin, epilepsy, and cerebral tumonr In regard to the 
first named it is to be noted that the kidneys wefa perfectly 
healthy and secreting a normal quantity of normal urine 
With diseased kidneys one is of oonrsa not surprised to 
encounter any of the numerous phenomena usually met with 
In so-caUed urremia, but it must be observed that the same 
class of symptoms may bo met with while we are dealing 
with perfectly sound kidneys Whatever part urea may play 
in the prodnotion of the clinical symptoms it is hard to 
axplain how it can produce suoh a wide and, varied 
tr^n of events I do not purpose to discuss tho meohnnical 
and chemical theories at present before ns but simply to 
quote my ease m support of tho latter That the exciting 
cause of the two lUnosses of my patient was a toxin or toxins 
absorbed from tho liver or intestines I do not doubt I am 
of opinion that in the one inatanoe the akin was seleofed ns 
tho ohannel of elimination, and m tho other a smulnr poison 
produced an irritant disoharging effect on the motor cortical 
cells in the region of the right fissure of Rolando What 
these poisons are is not known, although,several theories 
exist In this relation the following remarks iby J>t 
Saundby assist one tc some extent He says, We are not 
in a position at present to explain precisely the pathogenesis 
of so-called urtemia It is plam that the oUnioai pheno¬ 
mena vary and that there are many poisons to which these

1 HAVE in my possession a large nnmber o£ projectiles of 
many kinds, varying from tho " iron pot" slug to tho 0 303 
rifie bullet I propose lery bnefly to describe a few interest 
ing cases of slug and bullet wounds which have come ntidei’ 
my notice during four years residence in West Africa 
In those regions nearly every variety of warfare is expo 
rienced This is largely due to the changes in the ciiaractcr 
of the country as the traveller passes from the sea nptho 
river Niger into the far interior In the lower nver thick 
bush and forest prevail for some 200 mUos, then follows open 
country covered with stunted trees, while further inland are 
observed open sandy plains with ranges of hliis and huge 
masses of voloamo rook It can bo readily nnderstood from 
this that the native mode of warfare varies with llie 
oharaotor of tho country In the delta regions one has to 
contend witii ambuscaefca at close quarters (from 10 to ^ 
yards) , higher up the country stockaded forts and rifle pits 
have to be dealt with, and in the open country one, is 
assailed by masses of cavalry assisted by sharpshooters A 
large proportion of my eipcrlonco having been in bush 
fighting my returns show a reversal of the usual conditions 
of European warfare, wounds of the head, of tho neck and 
of tlie upper extremities forming a large percentage of the 
total casualties Surgeon General Longmoro's statistics of 
wounds arc well oxemplifiod by the results of the Niger 
Soudan campaign in whioli I took part, ns the total casualty 
return giv os ft large proportiqn of wounds of tho abdomeh 
and lower extremities This campaign was carried out 
entirely in the open countiy where we were opposed to largo 
masses of cavalry assisted by “snipers” and the range 
varied from 200 yards to 1000 yards 
Case 1 Slug wound of Hie abdomen —The slug penetrated 
the abdomen at an indh to tlie left side of the umbilicus When 
I saw the patient part of tho omentum was protruding and

A CASE OP AOOTE TETANUS TREATED BT SERUM, 
DEATH , NECROPSY 

(Under the care of ilr James Berry ) 

Ik The Lancet of April 22nd vras recorded a case of 
tetanus m -which recovery followed the employment of 
tetanus anUUudn and we pointed out then that the cases in 
which the anD tetanic senun appeared to be of most value 
were those in which a Jong incubation period had ooourred 
between the infliction of the wound and the appearance of 
the symptoms In the case recorded below six days elapsed 
between the injury and the first signs of the dlseMe This 
IS decide^y a short incubation stage and it would of itself 
suggest the probability of a very severe attack, for the 
shorter the period of incnbatlon the more aonte are 


the symptoms The rery rapid progress of this cm* ii 
remarkable Cases lasting a much shorter time have, indetd 
been described but manj of them are more than doubtful! 
The often quoted case related by Kobinson of a negro buUa 
who died from tetanus a quarter of an hour after cutting Id, 
hand with a broken plate need not at the present tune be 
seriously considered With regard to the anti tetanio serum 
treatment in the case recorded below 35 cubic centimetre,

osyphila granules, from 1 to 1 5 per cent , and (5) cells 
containing hasophila granules, from 0 3 to 1 per cent — 
Dr Alfred Hillibr asked what was tho clinical signifi¬ 
cance of the variations in the numbers of the various kinda 
of lenoooytes He also asked in which category Dr Phear 
wonld place the “wandering cell” of Kooh and the 
phagocyte of Metchnikoff —Dr Phkar said that the paper 
was only a prelimmary one and he had purposely left out 
pathological oonsideratlons He did not know in what class 
the wandering cell should ha placed The phagocyte would 
probably be classed as a coarsely granular eosmophile cell 
Dr Parker Webbr read a paper on a case of Dysarthria 
and Delay in Leammg to Speak following Cerebral Disturb¬ 
ance in Infancy The patient who was snovra to the society 
belonged to a healthy family and was seven years of age. 
The history was that at two years of age he was learning 
to speak like other children when he was attacked by 
some acute disease with cerebral sym|)tom3 which left 
him unable to speak, but apparently unaffected In other 
ways When seen at five years of age be was able to 
utter peculiar sounds like those of wild animals , doubt¬ 
less an attempt at articulate language He was physically 
fairly well developed, could hear well, understand what 'was 
ssfld to him, and appeared to be of average mteUlgence 
He then gradually begun to speak, though with obvious 
diffioulty in getting the sounds out and with great defects 
in pronunciation, dropping the consonants at the end of most 
words and replacing the sounds of K, Q (hard or soft), Ch 
and 8 by a D sound or T sound Snoh “]alhng”llke 
defects, together with stammering, rendered his speech 
most imperfect He could recognise smgle Bguiee and tho 
letters of tho alphabet, but could hardly recognise even short 
words when shown them on paper He sometimes made 
mistakes in writing his own Christian name, although he had 
doubtless been repeatedly drilled at It Ha could not reoognise 
his name when shown it m printed oharaoters He seemed, 
m fact, almost word bhnd Snoh was* his condition at the 
' age of seven years, when seen In January, 1889 He was now 
making rajid progress in pronunciation Dr Weber considered 
that tho condition might best be aoconnted for by supposing 
that the Infantile illness injured the cortex of both cerebral 
hemispheres ohiefiy affeotmg the speech centres (parts con 
cemed in some of the most highly differentiated functions of 
the brain) The present case and similar cases differ from 
the typical ones of cerebral diplegia, with hnlbar (pseudo¬ 
bulbar) symptoms, In tho fact that the movements of tho 
palate and the meohanlsm of swallowing are not in the least 
affected 'The speech defect In this case, as In other similar 
oases, was probably a minor form of what had been described 


as “ idlo-glossla " by Halo MTilto and Golding Bud, and tor 
which F Taylor has suggested the terms “ Idio-arthria”' 
or “ idio-phasia ” A practical pomt in regard to the present 
case and similar cases was that the speech centres, allhongb 
damaged by some earlj disease, seemed nevertheless capable 
of ultimate fairly normal development This was confimed 
m the present instance by the rapid progress which the 
boy was making since real trouble had been takea la 
teachmg him by the oral and other methods. —Dr 
Fletcher Beach said that from tho description ol the 
case there seemed to be some mental defect This iras 
especially suggested by his reversing his words when reading, 
such as “no” for “on,' and although he could count ie 
conld not do easy sums m which some amount of leasomnc 
■was required In his language ho seemed to have reverted 
to baby language and Dr Beach asked if there was clear 
evidence that he had spoken clearly before his illness The 
attempt at speech which Dr Weber described as Ide wild 
heast^ noises was often seen in cases of mental defect 
Children of this kind were sometimes supposed to be deaf 
and dnmb when they could hear, but bad inability to articn 
late He thought that with proper teaching by 'omcone 
accustomed to teach deaf mates he wonld scon improie —Dr 
RDS3ELL Wells related tho case of a child who was bom at 
the eighth month and suffered from Infantile paralysis affect 
Ingone leg during the first year He ■was five years before he 
could talk and then spoke “ baby language ” and read back¬ 
wards, reading “saw’ for “was ' At the present tune he 
was 19 years old and was distinctly above the average ic 
mental attainments, having learned very rapidly the last sir

A CLIMOAI, meetmg of this society was held on April 20th, 
Mr H B JuLBK, President, being in the choir 

Mr Jacksos OliAilKE showed a girl, aged three and a half 
years, suffering from Unilateral Coxa Vara The patient 
when first brought to boopital walked with a pronounced 
limp, the body lurching to the left when the foot of that 
side was placed upon the ground On examination the left 
great trochanter was found to bo nearly on a level with tho 
anterior superior iliao spine There was neither eversion nor 
inversion of the limb and the head of the femur was felt to 
move smoothly in the acotabnlnm Tho patient had severe 
nckets Tho treatment adopted in this case conoisted in 
tho use of an extension apparatus which was uom con 
timiouslj 

Mr JacksON Clarke also ahoued photographs of a girl, 
aged SIX years who had Congenital Dislocation on the Left 
Side The trochanter in this case had been two Inches 
abovo Nilatons line and on manipulating the limb the 
head of tho femur was felt to move about on the surface 
of tho Ilium Mr Clarke reduced tho dislocation by 
Lproni 8 method under auaistUcsla It was not until tho final 
movement—that of abduction—was made that tho bead of 
tho femur was felt and heard to slip into Its socket Tho 
thigh was then fixed in the completely abducted and partly 
everted position by plaster bandages reaching from the Iliac 
crests to tbo foot This position was maintained for 10 
weeks when the bandage was replaced by another with a 
slightly diminished degree of abduction Tho patient now 
wears a steel instrument and a considerable degree of 
abduction is kept np, the patient walking with a patten on 
tho nght foot When tho Instrument is properly adjusted 
tho head of the femur is in tho acetabulum The now oxteu 
sivo experience of the results of Lorenz’s bloodless method of 
reduction had proved that congenital dislocation of the hip 
up to a certain age was a curablo affection —In answer to 
Mr Koughton Mr OlahkK said he thought that some oases 
of coxa vara were of the nature of greon stick fracture of tho 
neck of the femur 

Dr Eodbrt Maouihe showed a woman who presented 
tho physical slggis of an Aneurysm Involving the Arch of 
the Aorta and the Innominate ^Vrtery Dr Maguire had seen 
very htUe good result in such oases from prolonged rest in 
bed and low diet —Dr HAnay Oampbell noticed that Dr 
Maguire attributed the arterial sclerosis In this patient to 
syphilis and asked whether a connexion between the two had 
been definitely established He thought that the patient had 
granular kidneys as the heart was hypertrophied and there 
was albuminuria Ha suggested by way of treatment tho 
introduotSon into the aneurysm, through au insulated 
trocar, of several feet of fine-drawn gold wire and tho 
employment of a mild galvanic ourrent, the wire being 
loft »» titii, a method which had yielded good resnlts 
He did not think that patients with thoracio aneurysm 
should be doomed to months of enforced rest —Dr 
Oaetlet expressed surprise at the unfavourable opmlon 
Dr Maguire had formed of the treatment by rest and low 
diet Although hospital patients were rarely suitable subjects, 
seeing that the aneurysm was commonly due to a combmatlon 
of strain, alcohol, and syphilis, he maintained that among 
the totter classes good results could sometimes be obtained by 
strict Tufnell’a treatment Ha referred to a very severe case 
of aneurysm of the transverse part of the arch of the aorta 
due to strain in a man aged 37 years After a diet of 
tn ounces of solid food and eight ounces of liquid daily, 
with absolute rest, for a period of 10 weeks the patient 


recovered completely and lived for another 25 years wffiwrat 
any recurrence Similar good results might still be obtsiuil 
in suitable cases —^Tbe case was also discussed by the 
President and Mr HAiiioND Johnson— Dr Magcise 
replied 

Mr Eoughtok showed a man who in December hut 
sustained a Simple Fracture of the Humerus eitenffiiig from 
the deltoid insertion obliquely upwards for abont twoands 
half inches As it was found impossible to keep the fragineiits 
in apposition by means of spllnta Mr Rougbton cut doiro 
upon the fracture and secured the ends by means of two 
suvor wires passed horizontally round the bone Thajntleat 
recovered nith a shapely aqd freely moveable arm Tbe 
position of the wires and of the fracture after opeiaboa was 
demonstrated by a skiagraph 

Dr Whitfield showed a woman, aged 56 years, who 
was the subject of Extensive Lupus Erythematosus of 16 
years' duration The eruption begem tohind the left car sad 
had gradually spread cansmg a bald cicatricial patch reacb 
Ing nearly up to tho occipital protuberance The edrtsol 
tho patch when tho disease was still active were red and 
somewhat infiltrated On the ncse and both cheeks were 
numerous discoid patches showing very little tendency tom 
volution and large areas of fine white scaning Bothesrs 
were extensively affected on the inner aspect of the concbi: 
Tbo patient presented no evidence of any other o^siic 
disease —In reply to the President Dr Writiteld fuid 
that tbo treatment of lupus erythematosus might be dmded 
into “ paUiativo ” and “ active " In the first class he would in 
elude tbo use of soothing and protective lotions, powders, and 
ointments, and in the second the nse of such drugs as pjre^ 
gallic acid chrysarohln, and the oiydlscd compounds of these 
drugs, mercurial ointments and plasters, also opeiaiwo 
measures such as scarification and the application of theSuv 
galvano-cantery He proposed in this case later to u|e 
mercurial appheations and if these did not succeed 
try the effect of tattooing the spreading edges wto tne 
galvano-cantery, as he batf seen great benefit from 
of treatment m obstinate cases of the disease It was 
necessary to reserve all the active forms of treatment f®r use 
when the disease had been reduced to as qnle'iceata staloas 
possible, otherwise one was liable to do more barm twi> 
good

had had no failure by this method —Dr B G Morison 
showed a woman, aged 21 years, with a large Scar in tho 
Postenor Triangle resultmg from Suppurative Adenitis, who 
when this was healing developed tuberoulous suppurating 
foci in the skin of the legs about the calies These were 
treated satisfactorily by incision and local applications of 
iodoform, cnpno sulphate, and creasote ointment There 
was a family history of tuberculosis —Mr W Campbell 
M’Donnell road notes on a case of Poisoning by 7 6 onbio 
centimetres of Oil of Blttoi Almonds in a woman, aged 28 
years, who was found on the floor unconscious, constantly 
moaning, cold, oyanosed, foanung at the mouth, and breath¬ 
ing quickly Her breath smelt strongly of bitter almonds, 
her pulse was 96 per minute, her pupils were large and 
insensitive, there was absence of conjunctival reilex, her 
head and eyes were fixed to tho left, tho jaws were fixed, 
there was inabUity to swallow, all segments of all limbs viere 
somewhat rigid, and there was slight retching at frequent 
intervals After two hypodermio injections of solution 
of strychnia BP at 10 minutes interval, the pupils 
became smaller and sensitive, and the conjunctival reflex

Biekenhead Medical Society—A meeting of 
this society was held on April 7th, Mr 6 H Nazeby 
Harrington, President, being in the chair —Mr B T Hughes 
read notes on a case of Peritonitis with Obstruction — 
Dr Owen Morris gave some After notes on a Case for

A paper was read by Mr H L Pearson on Sewer 
Venting and Sewer Ventilation He pointed out that the 
esoapa of abominable smells into the roadway from sewers 
was a disagreeable nuisance, but when it became a question 
whether snob a nuisance was a nuisance dangerous to health 
sanitary experts did not all stand upon tho same ground 
After qnotmg the opinions of several distinguished medical 
officers of health who were in favour of continuing the exist¬ 
ing method of ventilating sewers by means of open grids in 
the roadway Mr Pearson gave instances of severs! cases 
of illness ocoumng In his own eipeiienco which were 
dlstinotly traceable to emanationsarising from sewers opened 
for purposes of repair In oonolusion Mr Pearson strongly 
advocated the closmg of all road grids, making it imperative 
at the same time that every soil pipe should be fitted with 
a ventilating shaft of its own diameter He would give up 
the idea of ventiiatiDg the sewer—that is to say, of trymg to 
make the air in tho sewer sweet—for he held the opinion 
that the proper place for sewer air was the sewer itself He 
would abolish the word “ventilate” altogether and only

Eveh since its first appearance in 1893 Mr Malcohn Morris’s 
“HIseases of the Skin” has been universally recognised as 
the most concise and most readable of aU the treatises on 
dermatology in the English language and this recognib® 
i has been accorded to it, not only by students and othen, 
desirous of studying tho subject, but by dermatologists 
Tho style is clear and the desenptions are amply 
suiBcient for all ordinary puiposes without being 
needlessly long A very great feature is made of tie 
'sections on treatment and this portion of the work is- 
especially good, and that is as it shonid be, for works on 
diseases of the skin are in more request for suggesbons- 
for treatment than for diagpuosis Wo notice in til!- 
edition that the acconnt of tho treatment of each disease 
immediately foUows tho account of the disease this is a 
decided improvement and should prove of much eonvemence 
to the reader To mention in the first place the changes- 
which have been made for this edition we find on examina¬ 


tion that tho whole work has been thoroughly rensed 
and that there are very few portiona of the book 
which have not undergone some modification It is- 
probable that the chapter dealing with nngworm has- 
been more altered than any other, for the changes 
which have taken place in our views with regard to this 
disease, or rather group of diseases have been very great 
during the few years which have elapsed since tho last 
edition appeared. This is a somewhat difficult subject to- 
explain clearly to those who havo been educated in tho views 
which formerly prevailed and we examined with some 
curiosity to see bow the author had acquitted himselt of 
this task We can say nnhesitatmgly that Mr Moms 
has been successful and wo would suggest a perusal 
of this chapter to all who ha\ e not yet formed clear ideas 
of the present state of knowledge of this complex subject A 
good account is given of the methods of eiaminmg and: 
staining aSeoted hairs and we endorse foRy the authors 
remarks that the use of a caustio alkali in the preparation of 
the hair for examination does not lead to the best results 
The classification of the diseases of the skm which Mr. 
Morris has adopted is based on etiology and this 
undoubtedly the true basis At present, howerer, our 
knowledge of the causes of many morbid conditions of tho 
skm is too incomplete to enable us to make an exact 
olassification and the author has acted wisely in 
attempting to force some diseases such as psoriasis, atont 
the essential causes of which we know httle or nothing, 
any position which might ultimately prove quite unsni 
for it , 

Of only one of the definitions in the book do we feel 
necessary to express our disapproval The word “ eczenm 
has at different times had vanous significations and r 

Morris teUs us that ha uses the term in this book 
“connoting a catarrhal inflammation of the skm ongum 
ing without external irritation and ebaraoterised m some 
stage of its evolution by serous exudation ” The only w 
of iblq definition with which we cannot agree are f a ° 
words, " originating without external irritation ” Thera w 
a time indeed when the eczematous process was ^ 

to be a pathological condition qmte apart from 
which could be produced artlfiolally, but we know now

Bill uiakoa no pretension to do, and unless it is amended in its

best employed In London the position shaped itself \cry 
quickly , the medical officer of health of the county had 
unmodiatoly Important duties under the Housing of tho 
Working Classes Act and these duties wore In 1891 largely 
added to by the powers conferred upon tho London County 
Connell under tho Publio Health (London) Act That the 
County Council has thus been able to render great services 
to London there is no possible doubt 

Tho question which needs consideration now is —what 
should be the position of tho County Council in the future 
in relation to the health administration of London i 
This, wo think, should have been determined by the pre¬ 
sent BUI, but It gives no such Indication of tho intentions of 
the Government Beyond pro\ Idlng the CouncU with an an 
satisfactory method of eioiclsing, when a sanitary authority 
is in default, certain powers, which it has itself hitherto 
exercised to the publio advantage irrespootively of faUuro 
on the part of the sanitary authority, its position is pmoU 
cally tho same as before It is, howoior, possible to obtain 
some inslgbc into the views of the Council on this matter 
and also into tho views of its ohiof health oflioer, with 
regard to the former through amendments to tho BUI of 
which notice has been given , with regard to tho latter by a 
paper wldcU has been prepared by tho medical officer of 
health of London and which tho County CounoU has printed 
Wo may summanse the latter document by stating that It 
shows reason for linking together the several odminlstra 
tiona of London in such a way as to create a really oftcotive 
machine for the prevention of diseaso Hr Smiujrr 
has an easy task in showing the great disadvan 
tage from which London sufters owing to tho sovoranco 
of tho administrations for notification of Inteolious 
disease and for hospital provision from tho admin 
istration of the central metropolitan health authority 
For this we believe tbat there is only one remedy and 
that, as wo have before stated, is tbat these two adminis¬ 
trations should he combined It is, indeed, diffiouit to 
explain wby the Government have not recognised tho 
necessity of this change and have not pro\ ided for it in their 
present BUI 

A further proposal is, wo find, that tho medical officers of 
health of London distriots slioidd be county officers and thus 
linked with the central as well as the district authorities 
This question was much discussed in 1883 when tho 
Local Govornmeut BUI of tbat year was before Parliament 
and tho proposal received the approval of the CounoU 
of the Soolaty of Medical Officers of Health and of tho 
British Modloal AssooiaUon who, indeed, look native stops 
to secure its adoption In this they w ora partially saoccss 
ful, for tho Local Government Act does give opportunity for 
County Councils to appoint tho medical officers of health of

NUCLEUS FOR THE DIAPHRAGM 

Is a recent number of the Journal Midxcal do Bruxellet 
Fritz Bano gives first of all a short ritumi of the literature 
dealing with this subject and especially of the work of 
Otto Kaiser who as a result of researches In oomparathe 
anatomy concluded that the nucleus for the diaphragm ex 
tends from the third to the fifth or sixth corvical segment, 
between the nnolei on the one band of the muscles of the 
back and the nucleus accessorius on tho other, and that 
the posterior median group of cells furnishes fibres 
to the phrenic nerve Further, a case related by 
Collins seems to indicate that the nucleus of the 
phrenio in man lies in the lower part of the third cervioal 
segment The writer of this paper out the phrenic nerve in 
a cat aged three months and examined the cord by Nissl's 
method The result of the examination indicated that the 
phrenio nnolens occupies the central part of tho anterior 
horn and reaches from the third to tho middle of the sixth 
cervical segment Tho cells of tho sensory neurons which 
are in relation to the diaphragm lie in the spinal ganglia of 
the third to the sixth cervical nerves and the sympathotio 
fibres come from the middle and inferior cervical ganglia 
and in part also from the first thoracic ganghon 


SOME OBSCURE CASES OF FOOD POISONING 
A DANGER to which at times the community is exposed 
and for which in some instances it is dilHonlt to suggest 
a remedy is well exemphfied in soma cases of food 
poisoning reported to tho Local Government Board 
by tlio medical officer of health of the borough of 
Crewe The /paj et origo mail appears to have been In 
each instance pressed pigs' cheek whloh was obtained 
at a pork butchers shop There was nothing in regard 
to the taste and appearance of the cheek which could 
arouse suspicion and one consumer even stated that it 
“tasted splendid ” Further, there is no reason for think¬ 
ing that the other articles of food partaken with it, such as 
tea, milk, sugar, bredd, mustard, and salt could have pro 
dneed toiio symptoms The symptoms were chiefly Intense 
abdominal pain, retching, and purging In some instances 
ffieeplness was a marked symptom as was also diiduess 


It ii clear that a portion only of the food was iofectlTt, 
since but a few of those uho partook of Iha food 
were poisoned in the manner indicated Unfortunately it 
was impossible to secure any portion of the food « 
even any vomited matters or dejecta for examination Us 
cellar where the food was kept was apparently free from 
reproach, an inspection Eatislying tho medical officer of 
health that in this place there 'acre no visible agenclci of 
infection The conclusion appears to be that ptomaines oi 
the chemical products of bacterial action were the causa of 
the mischief The case affords another lesson in conieiioa 
with our remarks last week on tho steps whloh the Gorem 
ment should take to prevent meat extracts being made frtm 
filthy snbstances such as putrid hvers and other offal 


MEDICAL PRACTICE AND SANITATION IN CUBA 
A CUDAN medical journal, Archttos do la Ptlullmia,

Chairman proposed “The Study of Tropical Diseases” 
and said that he often wondered why Liverpool had not 
sooner taken up the study of tropical diseases scientifically 
He felt that the present effort was worthy of all England 
and there was a feature connected with it which was most 
pleasing That was tho assistance which they had received 
from other countries Germany, Holland, and Belgium had 
sent liberal contributions The speaker paid a high tribute 
to the Boyal Southern Hospital and to Professor Boyce for 
their pnblio spirit 

Lord Lister, who responded to the toast, said that he 
was fully convinced of the great importanco of making a 
special study of tropical diseases The medical stadent 
in the ordinary hospital had rare opportnmties of 
seeing these diseases and for a man who was about 
to practise in tho tropics it was essential that he 
should have opportunities of studying them hare before 
embarking on his tropical career In Liverpool they had a 
supply of tropical diseases second to none m the British 
Isles He had been over the laboratories m which these in 
vestigations were to be oonduotad and they seemed to him 
to he eminently satisfactory He had also seen tho syllahus 
of the coarse of instmotlon Such being the case he 
sympathised with them deeply in feeling that it was 
somewhat of a hardship if men who had studied 
in Liverpool nnder the best ooncelvablo conditions 
that could exist in the British Isles had neverthe 
leas to go to London He felt so strongly in the matter 
that he took the opportunity of aealiig an interview 
with ilt OhambBrlaln on tho subject Ho found that 
Mr Chamberlain cordially sympathised with them in thoir 
efforts, aud in the second place ha learned from him that 
tho arrangement proposed was made for only one single 
year and he commissioned him to say to them that when 
that year had expired he would reconsider tho question Ho 
■(Lord Lister) hoped that the time would come when they 
would be in cooperation with the London School of Tropical 
Diseases which had bis heartiest sympathy 

Dr J W Moore (the President of the Royal College 
of Physicians of Ireland) also responded to tho toast and 
said that it was a strange thing that in studying diseases 
familiar to their own country they somothnea omitted to study 
those prevailing in tropical or sub-tropioal climates One 
disease particularly before his mind was typhus fever which 
had always been regarded as peoullar to sub iVretio olimatea 
and espeoially to Irish populatioDs As far as Ireland was 
concerned it was rapidly becoming the extinct dodo of 
medicine but he was astonished to read in the last volume 
•of the “Twentieth Century Practice” an elaborate article on 
typhus fever written by a Mexican, based on his practical 
experience of the disease in Mexico He congratulated 
Liverpool upon the establishment of the laboratories which 
they had had the privilege of inspootlng and upon that 
opeoinl ward in the Royal Southern Hospital The Lord 
Mayor proposed “The Liverpool School of Tropical Diseases’ 
which was responded to by Dr William Carter and Pro¬ 
fessor Boyce Dr Church (the President of the Royal Col 
lege of Physioians of London) replied to the toast of “ The 
Medical Profession” m a polished speech Professor Foster 
(Preaident-oleot of the British Association) also aoknow- 
ledgod the toast In a speech brimful of humour Tho 
toast of “ Our Quests” was replied to by the Governor of 
the Gold Coast and Mr W F Lawrence, M P The pro¬

The one hundred and thirty first exhibition of the 
Royal Academy opens to the pnblio on May Ist MTiat 
btnke» US most about this year’s exhibition is the 
complete sameness of the subjects which artists choose 
for the exercise of their talents, and this fading is 
especiaili noticeable m some of the landscape painters 
On the whole, wo thmh the exhibition is not so good 
as that of last year Mr Sd^gent has no masterpiece like 
the Wertheimer portraits of 1898, the President is repre¬ 
sented only by one portrait, Mr Swan has deserted 
pictures for sculpture, and there are no less than 
three enormous views of rhe scene outside St Paul’s 
Cathedral on the occasion of the Diamond Jubdee Of 
the portraits we will first taio tliose which will interest our 
readerb specially as being those of medical or scientiflc 
men Mr Otchardson leads the way with a portrait of Lord 
Kelvm, and a very good one too Mr Sant exhibits a presen 
tation portrait of tho life Mr Henry Lee, PROS (who, by 
the way, is described m the catalogue as M R 0 S ), and Mr 
Frederick Goodall has a picture of Mr Henry E Juler PROS 
Among other portraits of well known people and others are a 
masterly one of Mr Gerald Balfour by Mr Watts of Dr 
Gregory, the Dean of St Paul s, by Sir W B Richmond , of 
Mrs Charles Hunter by Mr Sargent, who also sends an 
admirable picture of Miss Octal la Hdl As good a picture 
as any is Mr M Llewellyn s portrait of Mrs Herbert Fuller 
To come to pictures not portraits, 115, “Allotment 
Gardens," by Mr George Clausen, is sore to receive the atten¬ 
tion which It Is worth Another Associate, Mr La Thangue, 

sends four pictures, all good, and one more than good_ 

namely 319, '* Harrowing Mr Edwin A Abbey has two 
works, neither of which are so striking as the Kmg Lear 
of last year, although 289.

Mr George Boughton's “Wintry Spring” (342) is

cilloieuoy of tho arrangomonts, tho care that Is oicr- 
olsed in tho management of tho farm, and tho proper 
inspoolioa of tho cattle and everybody omployod on 
it to seo that they are healthy and free from disease Tho 
Qovommont adiisors and tho medical ofllcors at Aldershot 
foil to SCO any reaaonablo ground, it is said, for prohibiting 
tho ealo of tho dairy produce at Aldorsbot Mr PowoU 
Williams having already promised that a special export 
jnquiry Is to bo made Into the matter and that the War 
Olllco will bo guided by tho result of that inquiry wo do nob

simply by mereasing the mean size of the chest, is by 
inflatmg the chest to the utmost and limiting the expiratory 
range In t.bin way the transference of [ilood from the cann 
to the aorta is facilitated It may ha furthci aided by^pro- 
longing the inspirations at the expense of the expiratipns, 
for by this means the period of qoickenpd pulmonary flow 
(from diminished intra pnlmonaiy tension) becomes longec 
t.Lnn tba period of retarded flow (from Increased intra' 
pulmonary tension) In such athletic exercises as 
running, when it is desirable to facflitate the pul' 
monary flow to the utmost, we see these principles in 
operation the mean size of the chest is increased—Inspira¬ 
tions being full and expirations shallow—and as breathless 
ness moreases the latter become shorter than the former 
Directly this modified rhythm occurs wo may regard the ptd- 
monary movement as aiding the circulation, hut not before 
I wish to emphasise the increase in the mean size of tho chest I 
which oocurs in dj spnoea It takes place in pathological as | 
well as in physiological breathlessness I neier rememhor to 
have seen a case of dyspnoea m \\ hich tho chest was npt 
expanded (see my "Bespiratory Itiercises in tho Treatment 
of Disease ” p 91 ft fcr/ ) 

3 Mr Barnard contends that the expiratory act favours 
the pulmonary circulation During tho expirations which 
accompany vigorous exercise tho lungs are (using his own 
words) ‘ squeezed empty like a sponge into tho loft ven 
triole " Now, 1 am not denying that in some cases where it is 
desirable to aid the pulmonary flow the lungs may be forcibly 
squeezed in this way, hut such occasions must be rare As I 
have already pointed out, expirations tend to ha mcompletc 
when there is diffionlty in the pulmonary oircolation Let 
anyone run qmokly up a hill so as to get greatly out of 
breath and he will see how imperious is the instinot to keep 
the lungs well expanded and how very difflcult it is to fight 
against this mstmot and forcibly squeeze tho lungs by a deep 
expiration There is no doubt that blood may in this way be 
forced out of the lungs into the left vantnole, but on the 
other hand the output Lrom the right ventricle is diminished 
by their compression—witness the eSoct of a foroibla expira¬ 
tion on the superfioial veins—and does not this more than 
counterbalance the increased output? Moreover, one does 
not see the need for squeezing the blood out of the efferent 
side of the pulmonary ciroait, once there tho blood has little 
difficulty in reaching tho left heart if the latter be sound, 
seeing that the blood in the pulmonary veins always flows 
under a positive pressure 

4 The view that the rhythmic descent of the diaphragm 
aids tho hepatio oirculahon was put forward some years ago, 
by Mr Mayo Collier Tho diffiouJty I And in accepting this 
view is the absence of valves in any of the vessels concerned. 


Mr Barnard says the diaphragm in its descent "squeezes 
the portal vein ” Does he mean by this that it more or 
less completely obbterates this vessel? If it does, then, 
indeed, the hepatio oiroulntion must be aided in the way 
suggested, but otherwise would not compression of the 
hver tend to drive the blood as much one way os the other? 
And is there any evidence that the portal vein is materially 
narrowed by the descent of the diaphra™ ? 

6 Hr Barnard s remarks on the abdominal force pump 
action in extensive pericardial effusion solve a difflouit pro¬ 
blem Some such action seems to he necessary in order to keep 
the right aunole and cavm from collapse It is somewhat 
doub^ul, however, whether the force pump comes Into action 
under physiological condltaons In most vigorous ei^erolses 
there is no need whatever for it, so rapidly is the blood 
pumped from the muscles into the cavic The action of tho 
abdominal muscles in such cases is, moreover, /br moj^ 
part cowtiiwoxis and thia tends if anything to impede the 
return of blood from the lower extremities I do pot under 
stand Mr Barnard s remark " Durmg vigorous exertion

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I have alluded When I saw the patient I found that the 
case was one of undoubted rupture of an early tubal 
pregnancy Another patient informed me that she had 
been told that it was wicked of her to go on bringing 
ohildrm into the world and a friend had instructed her how 
to avoid it.

“ DIFFICULTIES UNDER THE NEW 
VACCINATION ACT” 

To the JEditori of The Lanoet 

Sirs, —In The Lincet of April 15th “Fairplay,” writing 
under the above heading, takes a deal of trouble to prove what 
no one questions Of course, tho practitioner who attends the 
mother and child for the first nine days may with ad\antage 
dlsouss the whole medical future of the child, and advise not 
only on vaccinabon, but on tho care of the teeth and even 
the precautions to bo taken at puberty , and it is not at all 
improbable that he will be than engaged to vaccinate at 
some future data But it is perfectly outrageous to declare 
that it is his duty to make a definite arrangement for tho 
vaccinabon, and to say that “ bo must Imoro the law ’’ If it 
is not done How about cases attended by a midwife—a 
class of cases which will probably become more common when 
the new practitioners appear under tho Midwives Act ? May 
all the doctors in the neighbourhood call with vaccine, or are 
these cases to be the perquisite of the public vaocluatorj 
Surely, one who sims himself “Fairplay ” must see that it is 
only fair play to allow anyone to call and offer his professional 
services if the public vaccinator may do so But if this is 
allowed the rule which forbids professional toutiug ceases to 
act, and with it will go, 1 believe, several other rules of 
etiquette 

I do not think “ Fairplay ” quite understands the fonnda- 
bons on which professional etiquette rests, or he would not 
use argruments which apply equally well against all forms 
I have heard many people “complam bitterly" against 
the etiquette which forwds advertising, and they truly 
pomt out that adverbsements by tho lemiuig consultants, 
giving their hours, fees, Ac , wonld be a boon not only 
to the public, but also in a measure to the profession 
They object in the same way to the rule which prevents them 
from caUlug in ailother opinion without first informing the 
regular atteudont " With such collusion the second opinion 
is uselesa " they say with some truth They object equally 
to tho rule which forbids touting and I have heard praoti 
tloners highly praised for a time because they called 
regularly for orders Tho advantages of professional 
etiquette are by no means immediately obvious iu eveiy case, 
but experience teaches that without it the profession rapidly 
loses its dignity and self respect, and the loss of these 
quahties would ultimately prove an incalonlablo loss to the 
pubhe When we read that these visits of the public 
vaccinator are received with insult and contempt even a 
strong partisan of this iniquitous Act like “ Fairplay " must 
surely realisB that there la something wrong and must see 
that the work is inconsistent with the dignity of our profes¬ 
sion As he hint <i n, bis former letter It is policeman's 
work and until the oarents have slpiified their willmgnosa to 
comply with ibe 1 nv the medical praobtioner should have 
notmng to do with it The “bothering” (to use “Fair- 
play’s own term) of tho pnblio and their fellow praoti- 
tioners is vioik very unworthy of any of our oalhug , the very 
use of the word betrays a knowledge of the unpleasantness 
of the t-ssk which his letter m vain tries to conceal

Sm WILLIAM ROBERTS, MD, FR.CPLo'ni, 
BA, F B.S 

Wllliam Boderts was horn at Bodedem, Anglesea, ca 
March 18th, 1830 He was the seventh and youugest son ot 
Mr David Boberts of Mynydd y got and Sarah, duglteid 
Mr J loulkes of MachynUetb, Montgomeryslfiie Mr 
David Roberts farmed his own land la Aaglesea and in 
addition practised as a surgeon in the ncighboorhood, wlisn 
Indeed he was tho only medical man The homestead it 
Mynydd y gof was a well known cenbe of hospitality for tie 
neighbourhood and Sir William Roberts's parents were stmeg 
supporters of Methodism, which then, as now, was a great 
power in Wales Both of Sir William Roberts’s paienb liwd 
to a great age Several or his brothers achieved distiactica 
m Manchester and elsewhere and one of them, Alderman 1 
Foulkes Roberts, was Lord Mayor of Manchester in 1697 93. 

William Roberts was educated at Mill Hill School and 
entered Pniversity College, London, as a medical student m 
1849-50 He had a distinguished career as a student at 
University College and attracted the attentioa of his teaclOT 
by the earnestness and thoroughness of his wort. His 
interest in physiological problems, which persisted throngheot 
his life, was aroused donng his early student career by tie 
influence of the teaching of Sharpef Walshe, Garrod, Jenna 
Quoin, Haro, and Eriensen were amongst the tea wn " 
the time when B ilham Roberts was a student and 
Fox rmd George Buchanan were his contemporaries, me to 
Sir J Bussell Beynolds boiug slightly senior to h^ , ^ 

was dresser to Mr Eriebsen in 1651-53 
Lister, now Lord Lister, was house surgeon, and 
recalls at the present time his alertness and

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for 1874 Tbe former paper dealt with the staining reactions 
and stmotnre of the blood corpusoles and the peculiar 
manner In which tannin causes the haimoglobin to 
be extruded, and tbe results detailed in this paper 
were used for the next 30 years in the routine 
instruction of succeeding generations of medical students 
In the paper on Biogenesis Dr Hoberts broke new ground, 
and this research dealt with the question of spontaneous 
generation and of what was known in those days ns the 
“panspermlo" hypothesis Ho records a number of most 
carofuiiy devised experiments with reference to the sterillsa 
tion of liquids, such as milk, unne, hay infusion, ,t.c , and 
the conditions affecting the sterilisation and the growth of 
bacteria in such liquids, such as tho intermittent application 
of hea^, the degree of heat necessary discontinnona atorUlBa 
tion, i-o He also deals with tho influence of the reaction of 
the medium, showing by many ingenious experiments that 
alkaline nutritive media were far more difiiault to sterilise 
than acid His paper is most interesting reading at the 
present day when we remember the great advances which 
have been made in sterilisation and in bacteriology The con 
elusions arrii ed at in the paper communicated to the Royal 
Society were further developed m the year 1877 on the occa 
sion of the British Medical Association visiting Manchester, 
when he gave an address on medieme, taking as his subject 
“ Ooutagium Vivum and its Application to Medicine ” Sir 
William Roberts's soientiflo work thus covered a very wide 
fleid, but whether dealing with histology, physiology, or 
prao*ical medicine all the work was characterised by tho 
same sorupnlous accuracy and those who knew him well 
know the great number of control experiments of various 
kinds whioli were carried on often for years prior to any 
publication being made It must be also remembered that 
all this soientiflo work was carried out during a period when 
the author was actively engaged in a largo and rapidly 
increasing consulting practice m Manchester The above 
short review of his work would not be complete witliout 
drawing attention to his first publication, an “Essay on 
Wasting Palsy,” published in tho year 1858 which was 
ohaTaoterised by the same thoroughness and which allcrds 
further evidence that be was in no sense a specialist but 
took a broad view of medicine This essay was tho firs); 
systematic treatise on this disease in tlie English lauguago 
In 1879 Dr Roberts received the Cameron Prize for his 
contributions to practical therapeutics, more espooially in 
relation to tho diotetiD treatment of disease and at tho 
meeting of the British Medical Association at CardilT In 
1885 he delivered an address on “ Feeding tho Sick ’’ In 
1895, when the Association mot in London, he was President 
of the Section of Pharmacology and Therapeutics In 1885 
Dr William Roberts, greatly to his own surprise and without 
any provions oommnnication to him, received the honour of 
knlghtbood, the first intimation of his preferment being a 
paragraph m a Manchester paper The medical profesrion 
in Itonohoster and the surrounding district entertained Sir 
William Roberts at a banquet at the Queen’s Hotel in celebra 
tion of this event In 1889 Sir WilUam Roberts removed to 
London chiefly to obtain more leisure from the mceseant 
calls of a very large consulting practice, and during the 
last 10 years of his life, whilst maintaining his interest 
in, and actively pursuing, several branches of soientiflo 
inquiry, he embarked on a now career of usefulness in the 
more official and administrative departments of tbe pro 
fession In 1892 he was appoint^ a Follow of the 
Umverslty of London and soon afterwards became an 
active member of tho Brown Oommittee, a sub-committee 
of the Senate of the University of London having the 

g eneral management of the Brown Institution His interest 
1 this institution was great and on the death of Sir 
Bichard Qnain in 1897 he was unanimously eleoted 
chairman of tho Brown Oommittee, a post which he retained 
until November, 1898 He represented the University of 
London on the General Medical Oonnoil from 1896 to the 
time of his death and his keen interest in the great 
question of the provision of adequate university teaching 
in London was recognised by his appointment as a member 
of the Statutory Commission appomted in 1898 to deal with 
this matter His rapid failure of health caused him to 
resign this but a few weeks ago In 1893 ho was appointed 
the medical member of the Opium Oommlssion He always 
looked back on his experience in India on this Com 
mission as one of tho most mteresting events of hip 
life He took a broad view of the opium question, largely 
founded on toe result of his keen observation of its supposed 


U1 effects, whilst in India 'In addition to cnrrymg out the 
routine work of a Commissioner he found time to brhig before 
the profession toe value of anarcotin as an anti periodic In 
addition to serving on the Opium Commission Sir William 
Roberts in 1897 served on a committee appointed by the 
Home Office to investigate the question of the'effects of 
moisture in weaving sheds on toe bealto of the workers, and 
Sir Henry Roscoe, who was one of bis colleagues in this 
inquiry and a hfo-long friend, having been a fellow stnilent 
with him at University College, writes "One of the last 
ns well as one of toe most important subjects as influencing 
the health of the people in which Roberts took the greateit 
interest was a Home Office inquiry in 1897 into tbe effect of 
toe use of steam in weaving sheds upon the healih of the 
operatives in the Lancashire cotton mills Sir WUlimn 
Roborts became my colleague together with Dr Arthur 
Ransome, F R S , and all three being Manchester men wt 
were well acquainted not only with toe district but with the 
habits of the people The evidence obtained and the retort 
and reoommendarions sent into toe Homo Office were of so 
satisfaotory a character that all danger of dispute between 
employers and employed, which at ono time threatened to 
be serious, has been removed To this end the high scientific 
abilities, professional knowledge, and sound commou sen>e 
of Sir William Roberts greatly contributed ” ' 

Although toe long recoixl of Sir William Boberls'i 
soientiflo work and profosslonal attainments is more than 
suffluiont to account for the esteem In which he was hclil 
by his fellow practitioners, yet it was more especially tho 
smgularly affectionate and gentle disposition that lay 
behind an' appareiltly reserved exterior which endeared 
him to a wide circle and which causes many to feel 
that his loss Is irreparable All those who nave been 
privileged to know mm will miss the kindly wit that 
sparkled on every occasion 'and his friends know tint 
it is no exaggeration to say that he was dcvet 
known to express n harsh sentiment of anyone Further, 
be ivas a man of tbe highest pnnoiples and his pro¬ 
fessional conduct was charaoterlsed by tlio greatest in 
tegrity Sir WUliara Roberta married m 1869 Eliaatom 
daughter of Mr Richard Johnson This lady died in lotj 
learing as iehuo ono son who died in 1893 During the last 
20 years Sir IVllliam Roberts invariably spent some poffi“' 
of every year at bis country residence, Bryn, where ho toot 
tho gipatest interest in dovolopmg his estate Ho was veiy 
solicitous for tho comfort and well being of his tenonts^piU’ 
viding them with model farmhouses replete with niodere 
improvements! Ho was very fond of country pursuits nnd 
addition devoted a good deal of his time to the study or to

Miiro OT^amsma in Wounds 

Dr Fribdjiich (Leipsic) said that it would be of interest 
to know whether the micro-organisms in wounds wore 
imjnediatoly taken up by the circulation and whether they 
grew at once in tho wound even during operations The 
second question must be answered in tho negative , in open 
vessels filled with blood serum kept at the temperature of 
the body and covered after a certain time Dr Friedrich 
found that the bacteria did not commence to grow for seven 
hours The degree of pressure under which tho virus is 
introduced into the wound is very important It has been 
found, for instance, that the stump of the amputated tail of 
an animal when only dipped into a virulent culture of 
ant.hmT bacilli did not become infected, whilst injections 
made with the same culture kiUod tho ammal at once 

Zatenay of Micro organtsais 

Dr SoiiNiTZLEn (A ieima) said that pathogenic micro¬ 
organisms were often found m apparently healthy persons, 
and were especially apt to persist for a long time in con 
valescence after infecdous diseases This fact is of interest 
for the surgeon as eiplainmg the rolapsmg form of ostoo 
myelitis Dr Sohnitzler found staphylococci in the scar in a 
case of osteomyehtis two years after healing had occurred 
When micro organisms were injected mto the veins of 
animals he had found them after several weeks in the bone 
marrow and by fractunng a bone he wm able to produce 
acute osteomyelitis 29 days after tho injeolion 

Novia 

Dr Pbbthes (Leipsio) has made a bacteriological examina 
tlon of two cases of noma In the necrotic tissne there was 
of course a great mass of bacteria of various kinds, but at 
■the margin of the necrotic part near the healthy tissne he 
found a micro organism very similar to stroptothris and 
possessing a mycelium These micro organisms were pre 
aent in both cases but only at the margin , inocnintion of 
them into dogs gave nso to a slight necrosis but not to 
noma Dr Perthes, however, is of opinion that these micro 
■organisms are the apeciflo causa of noma

Dr LindbnthaI/ (Vienna) has observed six coses of this 
comparatively rare condition As a rule it results from 
extensive lacerations of the extremities where the wounds 
■have come into contact with earth or dust Within 48 hours 
after the injury there occur diffuse oedema of the extremi 
ties, cyanosis of tho skin, large vesicles on the skin, 
loss of sensation, and a peculiar crepitation of tho tissues 
The patient s general state is very bad and jaundice is very 
irequent The anatomical changes consist in a progressive 
necrosis accompanied by tho formation of gas In five of 
the six cases he discovered an anaerobio bacterium and in 
the sixth case bacterium ooli commune Early amputation 
may perhap save the patient, but death occurs in the great 
majority of cases 
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The Spread of Plague — Vital SCatistxas —The Jigger in 
Sombay —The English Plague Sisters 
■While the severity of the plague epidemic in India is 
not so marked (2689 deaths for the week ending April 1st) 
the disease seems to be spreading far and wide Many fresh 
places have been attacked Cases have occurred at 
Amritsar, at Faina at Hyderabad (Sind), at Gurobah, at 
■Nagpore, in the JuUundur distrlot, and in the Bhagulpur 
district Many places in the Bengal Presidency are showing 
evidencea of the disease for the first time The offloial 
account of plague in India gives the ^following figures, but 
they are probably much under the correct numbers 
Bombay (and Smd), 2061, of whidh 992 are entered for 


Bombay city, Baroda, 142, Karachi, 213, and Thann, 133 
In the Madras Presidency it seems qmokly declining, oiilj 50 
cases being recorded, of which North Arcot furnished 30 
There wore 108 in Mysore, 33 in Hyderabad (Deccan), 
and five in tho Punjaub In tho Ben^ Presidency there 
were 370, pf which 191 were furnished by Calcutta, 13 in 
Darbhnnga, 24 in the 24 Parganas, and 74 in Saran In 
Karachi the disease seems to be spreading notwithstand 
ing that the outbreak has already lasted nine weeks. In 
Poona, however, it keeps about atatlonaiy In consequence 
of the plague having infected several places in tho 
Presidency and being on the increase in Calcutta quaranmie 
regulations have been instituted in Colombo In Bombay 
there are indications of improvement, but the mortality is 
still terribly high, the rate for the past w t ok bemg over 130 
per 1000 per annum 

The differences of mortality among the vanous races and 
castes are mteresting They stand as follows Jains, 1443 
per 1000 per annum, Brahimns, 93, caste Hindus 159 8, 
low caste Plindns, 227 9 Mahomedans, 122 7 , Paiseei, 
56 9, native Christians, 106 0 , and Europeans, ^ 2. Tbs 
Mahomedans and the low caste Hindus seem to give 
false returns as to tho causes of death very frequently, for 
notwithstanding their high rate of mortality very few cases 
comparatively are retnmed as plague The outbreak of 
measles m Bombay is increasing, but I suspect that many 
cases of plague are recorded under this disease Iteiapslng 
fever also contlnnea prevalent, but diseases of the respiiatoiy 
system seem to bo most popular for covering death! from 
plague Judging from the number of births there is no 
reason to suppose that the population is above the average. 
In Poena, however, there is said to have been a great eiodns 
nearly half the town being empty 

In Calcutta the epidemio is only slowly moreasmg notwi^ 
standing that the cases seem scattered all over the city Ine 
average normal death rate is 45 3 per 1000 per annum iM 
Calcutta, but it is now raised to 64 4 All persons connoted 
with the Government of India proceeding to Simla have 
very carefully examined and ■will be kept under observation 
for 10 days Measures have recently b^n instituted for urn 
examination of all passengers out of Calcutta, both by 
and boat, with the object of proteoling tho MofuasU M 
however, this is alre^y and considerably aflected tbs 
arrangements come muoli too late Moreover, as the eia 
mination of passengers is hasty and superficial only ^rsons 
who are markedly ill can bo recognised An exewus m 
natives from Calcutta has commenced notwilhstanding tne

Mr Kbarlet deoUned to support the ameudmeut sa) lug that if the 
colouring of margarine were prohlblteti all other forms of colouring 
would require to be protdbltcd Moreover ho understood that the 
aovenunent were prepared to accctle to an amonibneut Indicting 
Imprlaoument In case* of repeated offence against the Act. 

oir Ohahlss Oaoierok sold that ho thought it unfortunate that this 
most important question had been raised on an aroenilment of very 
limited application. Both butter and milk were coloured and jam and 
sugar and many other articles ol food and therefore If they were to deal 
with colouring they must do so in a much more oomproheoslve fashion. 
As for this amendment he might say that the grocers as represented 
by their Federation were a^nat the prohibition of colouring. 

Sir Jomf Lrxq luggested that In this matter of colouring people 
might be left to their own judgment and common sense. 

Mr Walter Loeg President of the Board of Agriculture, who 1* the 
Minister In charge of the Bill said that the view of the Government 
was that a drastic proposal of this kind oouldnotbe justiUed aud should 
not be enacted uoless It could be shown tbtU;. there was a lai^e amonnt

We think 
so now Such arrangements Inrohe advertisement of the names 
of practitioners to the patients of other pcactUloners pro* 
misouously We feel sure (hat tho gentleman nhoso ruunes are so 
published would not publish their names on any private oircutar for 
distribution to the patients of other praotltlouers. Secondly there 
"is no need whatever In our opinion for the conccaslona offered by 
the Stores to tlielr niLmbcrs. Private praotitlonera ate quite ready 
to make ever\ allowance in those cases w here the raeatis of thole 
patients are limited The tendency of such arrangements os those 
which the Stores luxitetlieir inembera to enter upon with medical 
men is to attract shabby or ungenerous persons who wish to pay less 
for their medical attendance than thej can afTord, Evil Is notoriously 
often wrought by want of thought and we make these criticisms In 
eonfidance that ^ey will be well received by those concerned, and with 
the conviction that ammgemenU with Stores to supply medical 
service are entirely out of place und derogatory to the dignity and 
fraternity of ourprofe«lon 

We modo comments almost Identically to this uHeot some four 
years and a half ago (Tuib lajrobT Sept 8th, 1894) and uo then 
received a letter signed Oculist,*' the writer of which put before 
■our readers with some plamibllity his reasons for bbloklDg that, at 
far as hie bnmch of tho medical profcislon was concerned these 
‘\rrangemcnts with Stores wore correct, lu 'Oculists*’ opinion 
no advertlsemont of the pmcfcitloners recommouded by the 
Stores was ln>olved in the arrangement between these gentlemen 
and the Stores, Ikjcausa neither tho nomo nor tho fee can 
be ascertained cAcept upon inquln ** Uo did not and do not 
agree. Tht answer to such Inquiries is an mlvortlsemeut—and a

think much of his argument. Charity is the greatest pleasure to 
many nay, to mo^t of tho medical profession but the members 
of the profession ought to be allowed to dispense their own charity 
Every person who is a member of the Stores does not fpso /oefo 
become a proper object to be seen by an oculist at half prfcei, the 
special olrcumstoncea pleaded — \’lz. the posiessfou of a Stores 
ticket—nob being In our opinion such as should move the most 
-sensitive ooullst to compassion We cannot see that the specialists 
poiltiou differs from that »f the general surgeon or physician 
in the least, and every member of the medical profession 
will feel that such amuigenients as those under discussion ore un 
dignified and nearly if not quite unprofeasIonaL However discreetly 
the announcement lu stores lUts may be mode the foot remains that 
medical service Is not a commodity which should be offered by trading 
corporations to the community at reduced prices, and we regret that 
medical men should be found to t’-flye ajoy other view

noma." In the meanwhile we should judge each case on Its 
microscopic merits and not assume that a pigmented tumour 
Is necessarily saroomatous It 13 not, ns far da can be seen 
at present, a matter of any great clinical Importance what 
the esaot structure of a malignant melanoma Is,'though more 
careful classifleation in the future might bo eipeoted to show 
that there was some dillerence in the rapidity of goneralisa 
tlon' The truly sarcomatous would a jnton be expected to 
be' the more malignant In the remarks which follow the 
term “ melanotic sarcoma ” will he used, ns it generally is, 
as synonymous with malignant pigmented tumours I 

Im its age incidence malignant mdanotio growths 
resemble carcinoma and rarely occur in early life as 
' the other forms of sarcoma do In 103 cases of sarcoma 
of the uveal tract, aU of which except one, where no 
note was made, being more or less melanotic, collected 
by Lawford and Oollins “ the average age was 48 4 years, 
the extremes of age being 16 years and 84 years In 
35 ‘ cases of secondary melanotic growths In the liver 
which I have collected the average age almost exaotly 
corresponds to this, being 48 7 years, or 46 7 years for the 
males and 63 3 for the females, the extremes being 27 yeafs 
and 75 years As to sex, of Lasrford’s and CotUna’s 103 cases 
59 were males and 44 were females, In my 35 collected cases 
•where the sex •was stated 25 were males and 10 were females, 
this shows a mnoh more marked preference for males than in 
the series of primary growths of the nveal tract The 
light eye ■was afleot^ 41 times and the left 60 times in 
Lawford’s and Collins’s oases, while in the cases I have 
collected of hepatio growths the right eye was rather more 
frequently the primary seat of growth but the numbers are 
small 

Secondary melanotic tumours of the liver ora more often 
second^ to a primary growth in the uveal tract than in t^o 
skin Tuns, in 38 cases of a melanotio sarooma in the liver 
' the primary growth was 24 times on the eye and 13 times in 
the skin This is partly dne to melanotic sarcoma being 
• commoner in the nveal tract than in the skin Examination 
6f the recorded oases shows that the growths in the liver 
following cutaneous melanosis are not so big or so sinking 
as those following melanotic sarcoma of the uveal tract In 
most of the cases I have collected where the liver contained 
secondary growths following cutaneous melanosis the organ 
wgs little above the ordimuy she, though in two cases it 
weighed over 7 lb , while on the other hand some of the 
largest livers recorded have been due to melanotio sarooma 
onginaUng in tho eye Thns Litten ’ has described a case 
where the liver w elghed 27 lb , Sayre * one of 23 lb , 
and Hamburger “ one of 221b The average weight of the 
' liver in 22 cases of melanotio growth secondary to a growth 
in the nveal tract was 131b 3o* In cases of primary 
melanotio growths of the skin there is a marked tendency to 
wide and general dissemination of the secondary growths, 
more so perhaps on the whole than in the primary growths 
of the uv^ tract 

The liver Is a very favourite site for'secondary inditra 
tion in melanotio sarcoma of the nveal tract In a few cases 
it is found to co-exist wdth an intra-ooular growth, but 
>' it usually occurs within three years after removal of 
the eye and generally without there being any local 
recurrence in tho optic nerve or orbit It would 1 
thus appear that the infective cells of the grondh j 
, must remain latent in the liver for some time The liver 
may Indeed he the only organ in the body affected, while in 
other instances almost every vlscus and tissue shows 
metastases Melanotic sarcoma is the only form of sarcoma 
virhioh is often seen in the liver, the Inngs, on the other bond, 
are the seat of election for ordfnary secondary sarooma, the 
infecting cells of which travelling by tho blood are caught in 
' the Inngs, which thns to a certain extent protect the rest of 
the body against saioomatosis It is plain that In carcinoma 
of the alimentaiy canal the liver plays the same fSlo It is 
remarkable that the cells of melmotlo sarcoma being, as 
they usually are, larger than the cells of the other sarcomata

deatruotlon and is directly derived from hzemoglobin, it is

empty pumping heart which writers term " shock ” 

T.ntn or secondary shook has been described, bat I have 
nover met with an example and am inclined, to attribute the 
fatal hsuo in cases which I have seen recorded to secondary 
hmmorrbago, sepsis, or the giving way of sutured viscera, 
especially intestine 

JPretoUitd treatment of ilwck —In weak and debilitated 
patients ryith weak hearts and rapid pulse operation should 
bo, if possible, postponed or abiuidoned The operation 
room should be heated to 76° or 80° JT , prolonged exposure of 
the surface of the body, but espooiiiliy of the Intestines, 
should bo careiuUy guarded agidnst The loss of blood 
should be reduced to a minimum and tho first symptoms of 
depression should be carefully watched for and actively 
treated 

Treatment of tTiocT ^—I think wo are pretty well agreed as 
to tho main lines of treatment in these cases Hmmorrbage 
should at once bo controlled and. where tho loss has been 
considerable sterilised salt solution should be infused either 
into the subontaneous connective tissue or directly into a 
vein In my practice in the Rotunda Hospital I formed an 
unfavourable opinion of the former and abandoned it in 
favour of mtravenous infusion, but the apparatus of Munoh 
mejer which I employed was imperfeot compared with that 
us^ by Howard Kelly in the Johns Hopkins Hospital, 
by which a large quantity of solution can be more rapidly 
infused with a fall of six feet, and it is so strongly recom 
mended by him that I am inchned to have recourse to it 
should the occasion occur In all cases of shock, whether 
duo to loBB of blood or otbor causes the patient should he 
placed in a warm bed between blankets with her head 
low, heat should be applied by means of hot-water 
bottles, and enemata of hot saline solution and stimu 
lants should he administered The best enema in suoh 
a case is, according to Howard Kelly, one contaming two 


ouncM of brandy, 20 grains of carbonate of ammonix 
and hot water or beef tea to eight ounces At the uS

pltal on the sixth day after obstruction too late to 'are htr 
life Kicolnding cases of paralysis due to pentomtis ilsnih 
generaBy dao to adhesion of mtestlna to raw torfaca, 
either tho abdominal wound, the stump of the pedicle, tha 
omentum, or tho surfaces denuded in enucleating tomoiits 
or breakang down adhesions, constriction of bowel by hinds 
or from a coU of Intestine slipping throngh a bole in tha 
omentum, or kinlnng of intestine, or volvulus. Cautensid

on admission Post mortem there was no smell or other 
indicatioa of alcohol or any other drug in the stomach 
contents The man having been arrested, was tried and 
condemned for the murder of the patient 

The first question which arose was whether these injuries 
could have been self inflicted The situation, extent, and 
severity of the wounds are aU much against this theory It is 
conceivable that a person might by thrusting an instrument 
up the rectum produce a perforation of the rectum or that 
such might be the result of accidentally sitting down on 
some sharp spike, as in vanous recorded cases, but these 
theories would not account for the excessive lacerations, the 
injuries to the vagina and the dilatation and rupture of the 
sphincter Also, in these cases an instrument would have 
been found near the patient, while had it been the result of an 
accident some noise would have been heard and the patient 
would certainly have tried to get assistance The motive 
for the infliction of the injuries is very obscure It is not 
likely that they were the result of an attempt at an abortion, 
since both rectum and vagina were injured, and there is no 
reason from the post-mortem examination to think that the 
patient imagined herself pregnant Lust-murder might 
be suggested, but against this is the evidence that there 
was no noise heard no sounds of a struggle, and that the 
woman made no complaint of an attempt to harm her 
Although this port of the landlady’s evidence seems almost 
incredible seeing the excruciating pain that the infliction of 
these injuries must have caused even in a drunken person, 
yet there was no reason for the landlady to have concealed 
the faos uad she heard anythmg out of the common, and it 
is therefoia, I think fair to assume that the patient was a 
consenting party to the infliction of the injuries 'Without 
doubt the piece of soap itself was incapable of cansing the 
injuries, and it must have entered the peritoneal cavity after 
the perforation of the reotum had been made It is possible 
that it was introduced into the reotum for some immoral 
purpose and that the injunes resulted from the clumsy 
attempts made to remove it, and this seems the most reason 
able explanation of the crime 

Then comes the question as to the means by which the 
injuries were inflicted The wounds of both vagina and 
reotum could have been easily explained If some rough 
instrument had been nsed and the bnuse on the omentnm 
would he accounted for by assuming that snob an instru 
ment passed through the perforation of the rectum, but no 
instrument was found in the house, although of course it 
might have been cleared away by the l^dlady It is 
po^ble that the mjunes were caused by the introduction of 
the hand into the rectum Introduction of thy fingers alone 
into the reotum oould not have caused the laceration 
of the mncooB membrane seven inohes from the anus, 
and considering the large foreign bodies mentioued 
in the text-books which have been found in the rectum 
without causing much damage it is obvious that great 
violence must have been used The man tisil been 
wearing a gold buckle ring with a projecting tag to 
the bnckle, and although this might have caused laceration 
of the rectal mucous membrane It is somewhat doubtful if 
it would have inflicted the deep scores which were present 
in the tough vaginal mucous membrane, which It is fair to 
infer were Inflicted by the same means as the rectal injuries, 
and therefore it is more probable that the injuries were

A CASE _0P CYSTICERCUS CELLULOSE: 
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The occurrence of the/larval stage of the tienia soham U, 
I believe, uncommon in the human subject in this counlrj, 
and tho following case may therefore be of interest 
The patient in whom the cysticercus was found was an 
epileptic dement who had been an inmate of the asylom lor 
more than five years at the time of her death Any predons 
history was unobtainable, escept that she had lived a cen 
fiiderable time in India On admission the patient ra 
hemiplegic, and this condition persisted up to the time of 
her death. She was very demented, and was in the hahit of 
eatiug leaves and rubbish which she piol^ed up She neTer 
complained of any definite symptoms whilst in the asjlnm 
Death w’as due to dfarrheea and eshanstion The presence of 
tho parasite was nob suspected during life At the necropsy 
small calcareous nodules of about the size of a lentil 
seed were found in the subcutaneous tissues thronghout the 
body They could be easily felt through the fiba m 
most parts and were quite moveable On 
pericaimum the heart was seen to be stuuded with 
oaleaxeous bodies, varying in size from that of a pea 
to that of a small marble In addition to these a 
few cysts containing clear fluid were found, 
of which had calcareous deposits in their walls whust 
others had calcareous matter in the form of granules lying 
loose m the fluid contents The condition was best seen on 
the posterior asyiecb of the left ventiicle There was no 
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the luDga the nodules were much smaller, but there was a 
consrderable amount of colloid degeneration which, how¬ 
ever, reached its greatest development in the sternum, the 
manubrium being practically entirely replaced by a mass on 
the substance, the bone being almost entirely removed In 
tbig situation each small alveolus of growth was surrounded 
by a thick layer of colloid The grovrth also extended into 
the body of the sternum but was less advanced in this 
situation 

The chief interest is attached to the growth in the skull 
and sections were made of the edge of the aperture In this

Oasb 1 —A man was admitted to the London Hospital on 
Deo 3nd, 1898, with signs of acute peritonitis Laparotomy 
vras speedily followed by death which occurred on Deo 6th 
On opening the abdomen post-mortem pumlant peritonitis 
was found with a feonlant smeU suggesting perforation of 
the gut Turning over the intestines in search of the wound 
Dr F J Smith became aware of a dense, hard, fibrous ring, 
through which a mass of small intestine seemed to have 
passed More oareful examination led to the localisation of 
this ring It was situated just at the lower end of the 
ascending colon, nearly opposite the omoum, an iuoh or so 
from its inner border The ring itself was very hard and 
definite It was about two inohea In diameter with a com 
plele and uniform oiroumference Before the herniated gut 
could be withdrawn the ring requirec’ to bo freely incised, 
as soon as this Incision was the operator was able 

to withdraw an incarcerated bmia of smaU iateatine of

h ROM time to time sensational reports have bean published 
as to the effects of the Roentgen rays upon various defective 
conditions of the eye It was asserted, for instance, that 
cases of blindness had been relieved by the aid of the focus 
tube In the hands of oomxietent observers, however, the 
results of similar eYperimenta have proved negative The 
fallacy of the original observations may have lain in the fact 
that they dealt rnth eases of hysterical blindness—that is to 
say, with patients who might profws themselves cured uflder 
any novel plan of treatment Or again, the blindness may 
have been due to opacity of the cornea or of the lens, 
whereby ordinary light would be excluded but no resistance 
would be offered by the opaque tissues to the passage of the 
Roentgen rays A reference to some of the early literature 
on the subject shows that none of the alleged cases stand the 
test of crlUcal examination ’■ ' 

Professor Murani of Milan investigated five oases One of 
congenital and two of acquired himdness, and two of light 
perception without sense of form The two latter saw the 
glimmer of the screen and one of the two could count the 
shadows of the bones of the hand although unable to 
distinguish the form of keys, the three others saw nothing 
It has lately been olMmed that the retmm of colour blind 
persons were acted upon strongly by the Roentgen rays in 
order to test this assertion four colour blind children were 
subjected to the rays emitted from an ordinary bianodal 
focus tube attached to a 12-mch coil working at nine inches 
The children were two of them aged eight years, one nine 
years, and the fourth 11 years and of good intelligence 
Their colour sense was defective in red green and their form- 
sense was normal Perception of light and form proved 
normal when tested by the screen enclosed In a bellows 
fluoroscope When the children looked steadily at the 
brilliantly lighted tube they showed no signs of photo 
phobia They all recognised objects, such ns keys, when held 
against the bare tube or against the screen The after 
phosphorescence of the tube was seen by all of them, os 
well as the greater intensity of the area in front of the anti 
kathodal plane liaatly, there was no sensation of light 
when the eyes were shut and bandaged and the cbil^en put 
in front of the “live’ tube at the level of the eyes To sum 
up, there was no reason to suppose that the retina of these 
four colour blind children reacted to the focus tube in any 
way differently from those of folk with normal colour sense

20 cubic ccuUmetrea o£ tetanus antitoxin were injected into 
the light (innl' The patient slept at intervals, moaning in 
his sleep and perspiring a great deal, oocaalonal spasms 
were brought on by coughing Ho was fed at first by a 
spoon, but as swallowing became moro diflloult rectal feeding 
was resorted to At 1A M on the 7th tho cough was more 
troublesome, the patient expectorating thick tenaoions 
phlegm streaked with blood At 1 40 a M ho had a sovoro 
spasm lastmg half a minute At 2 A M the tomporature 
was 100 2°, the pulse was 110, and the respirations were 28 
Three minims or morphia were injeotod hypodormically At 
4 am the spasms were more frequent and severe, tho face 
being oyanosed, there was slight bleeding from tho loftnostnl 
and tho mouth was open during sleep At 6 A M the tern 
perature was 101°, tho pulse was 138, and the respirations 
were 30, he was Misfiring greatly At 9 A M ho was about 
to have a second injection of antitoxin when ha booamo 
much worse, the pulse was very feeble and the breathing 
was difflonlt The cyanosis passed off and pallor came on, 
and the patient died at 9 45 A ir The last spasm ooonrrcd 
about five minutes before death , it was not severe and there 
was no opisthotonos or arohing of tho wrists Tho tempera 
tnro after death was 99 There was an inquest, but unfortu¬ 
nately no post mortem examination was allowed 
To summarise the above case, tho injury ooonrred on 
Harch 29th , on April 5th tho onset of tetanus took plaoo, 
on the 6th the patient was admitted into the hospital and 
telunns antitoxm was injected, and on tho 7th death 
supervened The case presents one or two striking points 
It was aonte as regards onset and duration but the 
spasms were not at any time very marked The head 
was held stiff and slightly retracted, but at no time was 
there opisthotonos or anything approaching tlio "head 
heel ” position

A MEETlNC of this society was held on May 9th, tho 
President, Mr Brsant, being in the chair 
Dr P J POYNTON read a paper on Rhoumatio Pori 
carditis Ho said that Ins mioroscopio mvastigatlons 
supported the views expressed by Dr Lees and himself 
m two papers read before tho society in June, 1898, and 
were a farther contribution to tho pathology of rhoumatio 
dilatation A brief allusion was made to tho two papers 
upon acute dilatation in rheumatism and chorea and to tho 
subsequent discussion The patient from whoso heart 
sections wore made was a youth, aged 15 years, who was 
suffering from rheumatic pericarditis During his last 
illness there was olimcally progressive cardiao dilatation 
At tho necropsy the dilatation was found to bo extromo 
although there was little valvulitis and only' plostio peri 
carditis Tho mioroscopio investigations showed morbid 
changes in the vessels, interstitial tissues, and uiuscio of 
the heart-wall These changes were general and not 

especially localised in the neighbourhood of the inflamed 
pericardium Two of the clmioal features were espeoially 
dwelt upon, one the extreme dilatation, the other the occur 
reuco of Dr Botoh s sign with the absence of pericardial 
effusion. The following reasons were given in support of tho 
view that the myooardial changes were ooncurrent and not 
secondary to the pericarditis (ii) dilatation might occur 
without pericarditis and therefore it was unlikely that tho

Oalonll, with an aoooont of 27 cases After referring to an 
earlier paper in which sis similar oases had been described 
by hi m in St Bartholomew’s Hospital Haports for 1B91, 
vol ssvii , Mr Bmoa Clarke pointed out that in these cases 
where the stone was fixed to the bladder wall the usual 
symptoms of stone were absent Emmatnria and pain rarely 
oconrred and cystitis was usually the only symptom with' 
which the cases were associated At an early stage the symp¬ 
toms they presented were assumed to be due to some other 
cause and the stone was often only detected when the bladder 
was opened In half the cases which were described m the 
paper this was the case The exact position of the stone in 
the bladder wall varied considerably Some were embedded 
in the prostate and seme lay loose in cysts in other parts 
of the bladder, bnt these oyats were usn^y found near the ■ 
base One instance was recorded where the patient was cas- i 
trated in oonseqaence of an enlarged prostate and after death i 
a stone was found embedded in its sabstance In others the 
bladder wall was so thinned where the stone lay that j 
inflamma tion and in some instanoes snppuration of the sot 
xoundmg parts ocourred Mr Bruce Clarke showed that 
most of these oases ocourred in individuals between 60 and 
70 years of age and pointed out the need for etploring 
dogbtfnl cases of oyatitls which did not yield to ordinary 
methods of treatment —The President said that Mr Bruce 
Clarke a experience must be unique as these cases were very 
rdre He was interested to hear of the frequency with which 
the qystosoope gave negative results He fully agreed that in 
obscure oases of cystitis the correot plan was to moke a 
suprapubic exploration and remarked that the use of a 
vaginal spscnlum was often of great assistance —Mr Swor- 
EOBD Edwards said that he had only met with two cases 
out of 200 of vesical calcnlus The enlarged prostate often 
interfered with the Introduction of the oystoscope, but 
when it oonld be introduced he would expect it to be of 
value Attempts to catch the end of an encysted stone and 
omsh it tn ntu or drag it into the bladder were as a rule 
inadvisable, it bemg bwt to reach them through a supra 
pubio opening In one cose, however, ha was able to dis 
lodge a stone whioh was encysted above the pubes and 
omsh it when it had been displaced into the bladder — 
Mr Brckston Bhownb said that calculi lying in the post- 
prostatio pouoh were not to be confounded with tme encysted 
calouli, those aotnaliy embedded in the walla of the bladder, 
the surgical treatment of the two classes being entirely 
different —^Mr P J Fbbtbb said that he had only mat with 
20 oases of this kind out of 2000 cases of vesical oaloulos — 
Mr Brdcb Olarkb, in reply, said that the oyatosoopo was 
of use in some of the cases, but in many the stone was so 
completely embedded that it could hardly bo seen or felt 
when the bladder was opened He agreed that it would be 
best to crush the stone in sttu when the oponmg was large 
enough In all of his oases tte stone was aotnaliy embedded 
and not lying m the post prostatic ponoh 
Mr Frederio Eve read a paper on Two oases of Resection 
of the Large Intestme with Beoovery Case 1 was that of a 
man, aged 46 years, with a large left scrotal hernia which 
had been strangulated for three days The sao contained a 
knuckle of the transverse colon which was gangrenous A 
glass tube was inserted into the intestine and the latter was 
attached to the wound Five weeks later the intestine form 
Ing the artificial anus was brought out of the abdomen after 
opening the Mritoneum, reseoteS, and sutured The intestino 
was returned and the abdomen closed Primary union and 
recovery without complication ensued Case 2 was an example 
of oarolnoma of the descending colon, for which Mr Eve was 
indebted to Dr F J Smith A woman, aged 47 years, had 
suffered with pain in the abdomen, vomltmg, constipation, 
and occaslonnl meliena for seyen months A tumour in the 


left loin had been noticed for some months, Th« con 
stipatlon cnlminated in an attack of obstmotloa fiurisg 
which the first operation was performed This cen 
sisted in bringing out the tumour with soveial laches of 
healthy bowel and fixing the bowel to the pariefa. 
The bowel was dramed by the insertion of a glati tube. 
ID days later the protrading portion of the howel wni re¬ 
moved and the mesenteric edges of the divided eadiwre 
brought together with sutures After allowing an interral of 
a month for the inflammatory effusion around the nooid (o 
become absorbed an incision was made around the jihfidai 
aims down to the pentoneum The latter was not opened 
bnt was separated from the parietes for about two inchej all 
round the protruding bowel The free ends of the mtestme 
were refreshed and brought together with Lembert's snhirei. 
The parietes were then closed over the bowel The wound wu 
com^etely healed three weeks after the operation At the 
present time the patient appeared perfeoUy well and had 
suffered no inconvenience Mr Eve was of opinion that 
In these nnd similar cases the bowel should be drained even 
although only moderate symptoms of obstruction ensfed. 
Ha thought that for the large Intestinu at any rate suture 
was safer than the use of Marphy’s buttoa except whm 
rapidity was necessary Case 2 was published especuDy to

Mr Hbbbbbt Aeeinoham had operated in 50 cases for 
one or another of the various conditiona mentioned In 
Mr Lookwoods paper The series Included 18 cases in 
which the internal semilunar cartdage was excised and 13 in 
which the dislocated cartilage was sutured in position, and 
11 cases in which loose cartilages and three in which osteo¬ 
phytes were removed In one case of chronic rheumatism 
the joint was drained and in three cases although nothing 
deflnite was found to explain the symptoms the latter wore 
roheved by arthrotomy In Mr AlUngham’s opinion the 
most satisfactory view of the interior of the knee joint was 
obtained by a longitudinal division of the patella through an 
incision beginnmg at the upper part of tuo joint and con¬ 
tinued downwards into the ligamentnm patellm 
Mr W J Waisham had during the last 18 months also 
operated npon about 20 cases of the kind under discussion 
without any mishap He insisted upon the importance of 
careful preparation of the patient for suoh operation and 
thought it very advisable to keep the knee died on a splint 
for a week If possib’e beforehand Ho strongly advocated 
trinsverso division of the patella as the best means of freely 
exposing the knee joint Mr Walsbam agreed that the 
symptoms of a dislocated semiluuar cartilago were often 
not such as wore described in the text-books and might 
consist of httla more than a orack or snap during the 
movements of the joint In the treatment of such 
oases after operation he advised that movement should bo 
commenced at the end of a fortnight and that tho patient 
shonld be allowed to walk at the end of three weeks 
Mr Jackson Clabke referred to tho case of an nthletio 


man who had had pain in a kneo-jomt for four years originat- 
o" in a sprain reoeiied at golf The symptoms were so 
svara that at tot it seomoa likely that tiie jomt would 
require to be opened Mr Clarke, however, first tried the 
effect of a support which proicuted lateral and rotatory 
movement at tho kuee This measuro proved successful and 
enabled tho patient to play football, polo, and other vigorous 
games At the end of a year tlio apparatus was left oC and 
tho patient had no f urtlier trouble 
Mr Ratmond JoirNsoN referred to a caso in whioh 
suppuration in the knee joint followed an operation for the 
removal of a semilunar cartilago Ho at once drained tho 
joint by free lateral incision and recovery followed with a 
very fair amount of movement He bcUovod tho inteotion of 
the joint took place from tho skin and was in part 

accounted for by tlic fact that at tho limo of tho 

operation there wais still a good deal of fluid in tho 

joint It was certainly much safer in those cases to delay 

operation until tlic attack of synovitis had subsided A 
question was asked as to tho probable nature of some oases 
of diffuse villous synovltts in which there were no definite 
evidences of ostco-arthritis Mr JohAsou also referred to 
tlie comparativo ranty of tho origin of loose cartilages in 
joints resulting from detachment by injury of a portion of 
the articular surface 

Tho OniiRUAN cougralulalod Mr Lockwood upon the

misalble A little later Isocrates alludes to conaumptioti as 
oontagions and Aristotle has no doubt of the contagions 
mature of the plague But the strictly medical writers in 
' Greece before the Ohriatian era ignore contagion Aretmus 
was the first medical author who recognised contagion at all, 
this was in tho second century x d Buhonio plague 
could be traced back further than any epidemic disease, 
it vfBS now possible to identify it in the sixth century 
‘A D, when it pervaded the Roman Empire, Eastern 
and 11 estem, for 60 years According to Gibbon it 
depopulated the most fiouriahiug countries, some of whioh 
have never recovered Por three months from 5000 to 
10,000 persona died daily at Constantinople At this time 
Maynus looks upon it os decidedly contagious, while Pro¬ 
copius, another contemporary histonan, demes contagion in 
strong terms Eor a thousand years after this the same 
disease appeared at intervals m every country in Europe 
■The tecogultion of small pox by Rhaiea lu the tenth century 
was an important event m the history of epidemics, for 
•though the disease had probably appeared long before 
it was not properly marked oS by physicians From 
that tune measles, chicken pox and ultimately scarlet 
fever, typhus fever, and enteric fever were gradually 
analysed and separated from one another The belief in 
contagion was gradually placed on a firmer foun^tion 
Shares does not lay much stress on It, though ho admits that 
small pox and measles are contagious He dwells principally 
■on the great susceptibility of children and tho less suscepti 
■bility of olderpersons There were thus three llnee of thought 
imanoient history in regard to epidemics—the idea of con 
fagion, that of the paUenta susceptitfiUty, and that of a 
common cause for epidemics These three theories stUl

The functional anomalies of the muscles of the eye have

The instrument depicted in the accompanying iliustra 
tion will be found useful as a luemostatio forceps not only 
in cases of passive hiemorrhage from the unimpregnated 
uterus, metrorrhagia, io , but also in oases of free hremor 
xhage in impending abortion in the early months of 
pregnancy A duckbill or cylmdnoal speculum Is first to bo 
introduce and the parts are to be cleansed by hot water 
(syringing or otherwise) My self retaining tenaculum 
hooked into the lip of the os uteri will draw the cervix 
within the grasp of the forceps, the latter is now to be 
closed sufSoiently to arrest the flow of blood, looked, and 



left »a siiu so long as required while the patient lies quietly 
on the bed or couch In cases of impending abortion in the 
early months by retaining the blood in utero it will distend 
the cavity, separate the membranes, and hasten the avaoua 
tion of the uterus when the forceps is withdrawn. It will also 
obviate the necessity for plugging the vagina This forceps 
will be found valuable during the operations of supra vaginal 
amputation of the cervix nteri and vaginal bystorectemy 
The convex shape of the blades will also prove a guide to 
the preliminary iholsions in the vaginal roof when the cervix 
or the entire uterus is being removed from below, and by 
opening the bladea to their full extent and pressing them 
upwards they will stretch the vaginal fomlcea and facilitate 
the removal of the cervix m the operation of abdominal

Tub Medical Kegister^is the most important manifestation 
of the work of the Medical Act of 1858 That Act, as we 
know, was passed in recognition of the obvious expediency 
“that persons requiring medical aid should be enabled to 
distinguish qualified from unqualified practitioners,” and 
to render such discrimination practically unfalUng it 
provided for the maintenance of an official roll On 
the roU—the Medical Register, that is—were to appear 
the' names of all duly qualified practitioners, so 
that if the publio were in doubt about the status of any 
individual claiming to be a qualified medical mnn con¬ 
sultation of the roll would settle the matter at once It 
fa clearly, therefore, essential to the purposes of the 
Medical Act of 1858, the Act by which our profession is 
ordered and under which the General Medical Cotmcil was 
created and does its work, that the Medical Register should 
he accurate, and should inolude the names of all duly 
quafified practitioners, their addresses, and the dates on 
wWoh they obtained their qualifications—and no other 
names There is no part of the work of the General 
Medical Council in oUr opinion better worth doing 
tborougUly than the work which is directed towards mam-, 
tai n i ng the Register at a high level of accuracy 
We may say at once that we regret our inabiRty to con-, 
aider the Medioal Register for 1899 an accurate book of 
reference, though we have no reason to suppose that it is lu 
any respect an inferior compilation to previous Registers 
We said last week that in as many minutes we were able to 
find the names of 81 dead persons on the Medioal Register 
The importance of this fact lies in the "wide door which is 
thus opened to the impersonator 16 of these deceased 
members of our profession resided in the colonies, and as 
long as their names appear on the Register it seems to us that 
any persons almost with impunity can practise in England 
on their oredentials—for which reason wo do not quote the 
entries In question though our information is at the service of 
the General Medical Council It may be asked—How is the 
Registrar to obtain information of a practitioner’s death? The 
'deceased man cannot notify the sad oocurrence himself and 


his relabona probably never think it necessary to do so And 
for these very Reasons it is oar belief that the lumej d 
many more dead persons than we have been able to detect 
m a quick survey of the book ore still printed In its pages. 
But the names of the 16 deceased colonial pracUtionen to 
which we have referred happen to he In the obituary ot the 
Anstralasiau Medioal Direotoiy for 1896, the dates ot death 
ranging between the years 1892 and 1898, so that the 
information would not have been hard to come by We do 
not mean that the Registrar should accept as offidsl the 
obituary list of the Australasian Medical Directory But 
Section XIV of the Medical Act of 1868 indicates the discre¬ 
tion that 13 allowed him in such matters Has the proeeduru 
under the Act been adopted ? If so, eith« these geatiemen 
have replied to the Registrar, In which case the obltaaiy list 
of the Australasian Medical Directory is fine lm,igmafite 
literature, or they have not replied, in which case why do 
their names persist 7 , 

In the matters of addresses and qualificataona the Utdical 
Register of 1899, like its predecessors, is incorrect sad lo- 
completo Here the fault Is clearly in the first Imtancs on 
the side of the praotltroners who do not keep the Ecgiitiar 
adequately Informed on these points The Registrar pnnts 
yearly “ Important Notices ” at the beginnlug of the Regiito 
urging on praobUoners the duty of giving inunedlste 
Tiotice to the Branch Registrar by whom they were tej^wei 
of any changes in their addresses, and the advisability of

THE AFTER-CARE OF DISCHARGED PAUPER 
LUNATICS 

No pabenta require moro special aid and after care on 
leaving the institutions where they have had to remain 
under treatment and until recovery than the pauper insane 
The After-care Association for poor persons discharged 
recovered from asylums for the insane is the only charity 
of its kind in the United Kingdom and during the few years 
of its existence its scope and sphere of work and usefr^esa 
have steadily mcreaeed The annual report of the council 
of the association for the year ending Dec 3Ist, 1898, is a 
record 6t satisfactory progress The work undertaken 
by the soolefy can never be expected to become very popular 
in the strict eenso of the word, nor can its progress be judged 
by comparing it with othor obariUes as Its difflcnltios 
are very mnob greater—^vli, in affording help to those poor 
people who have recovered from Insanity and whose chances 
of a livelihood in a struggling age are greatly diminished 
if not altogether lost Thus, during the twelve months of 
1898 there were 186 cases from different parts of the conntry 
before the council, as compared with 147 m the same iiariod 
in 1897, and this la by far the largest number over brought 
under the notice ot the coimoU. in one year Ot these 131 were 
women and 55 were men Convalescents have been assisted 
in snob ways as past experience has shown to bo best—viz , by 
being boarded out in cottages in the countiy, by finding oocu 
patiou for them, or by grants of money, clothing, Ac Some 
have been placed in domestio service, a procedure which 
requires muoh care and knowledge for its auocossful carrying 
out, as all employers have to be interviewed and the 
oases for placing out very judioiously seleoted, especially in 
the case of young females All are visited periodically by 
offloera of the association and it speaks well for this 
branch of the association’s labours that a very large majority 
of cases so placed ont and helped to help themselves have 
retained their situations, while the failures during the year 
have been comparatively few The boarding-out of suitable 
convalescents in cottage homes in the countiy has been con- 
tinned with muoh auooess These houses are mostly situated 
m the south of England and are Inspected by the secretary 
before anyone is sent, and they are also visits from time to 
time by Mm at sbort intervals Last year the council of 
the assoolatlon decided to send partioulars of the work 
of the association to various boards of guardians in 
England and Wales requesting Information regarding 
all patients discharged as recovered from publlo asylums 
to workhouses, so that Inquiry might be mode Into 
those coses likely to bo benefited by the After-care Asso 
elation and it is gratifying to note from the readlnesa of 
several boards to give snob Information that success in this 
direction seems probable Wo note that among the unions 
which subscribe to the funds of the association are those of 
Olapham, Wandsworth, Fulham, and Paddington and that 
among the City Guilds, Ac , wMoh give donations towards It 
are the Worshipful Oompamos of Mercers, Fishmongers, 
Salters, Olothworkers, Skinners, Merchant Taylors, and 
Leatheiaellors Oases have been assisted from among the die- 
oharged patients of aU the London, Oounty Asylums and of

bounties A few concrete instances wM serve to ihow 
the kind of work done for discharged paupers who hare 
recovered from insanity Case 698 —A young oiphan giil 
discharged recovered from an asylum hoarded ont and 
trained for domestio service and a suitable iltnation sub¬ 
sequently found for her Case 539 —A girl deserted bj 
her parents for many years boarded out at tha seaside 
after recovery from an attack ot insamty and afterrodi 
placed in a snltable mtnation Case 20 —A lad who had 
been in an asylum since the age of seven years boarded 
ont for several weeks and placed in a snitahle ptnatlon 
Case 602 —A man from a I^ndon asylum was asaiited bj 
the association to obtain rest and change and to reemit bu 
mind and body and was afterwards taken back by hii 
old employers Owing to increase of work since Jannary, 
1899, the conn oil has been obliged to appoint a seoond lady 
visitor at a salary of £40 per annum so that tha viaihng and 
placing of female oonvMescents may be efficiently tarried 
out The council earnestly appeals for additional help either 
in the way of personal servloe, funds, or otherwise. It h 
evident from the report that the work done—quiet and 
unobtrusive though it be—during tha past year has beea the

INFANTILE PARALYSIS AN INFECTIOUS DISEASE 
The etiology of infantile paralysis is still obscure Some 
observers have been led to regard it as an infectious disease, 
though definite evidence of this has been scanty The 
occurrence of “ family cases ” and the simultaneous occur¬ 
rence of the disease in many neighbouring households have 
bean referred to by some authors Instances of epidemics of 
infantile paralysis have been recorded by Coimer,^ Cordier,’ 
Leegard,* Medln,* and Oaverley,’ while examples of its occur¬ 
rence m families have been noted by StrilmpeU (two sisters), 
Hammond (two brothers), Meyer (twm brothers, after 
measles), and Simon (three cases in one family, two being 
attacked one day and the third the next day) On 
the other hand, Gowers says nothmg as to Its endemic 
or epidemic occurrence and states that the influence of 
heredity in the etiology of the disease is alight In the 
Journal of Nervovi and Menial Dtteate (April, 1899) 
Dr Frederick A Packhard of Philadelphia records 
the following instance of the oconrrenoa of infantile 
paralysis simultaneously in brother and sister 8 and 

H Q-, aged respectively two and a half and one 

and a half years, were admitted to tho Children's Hospital, 
Ptiiladelphia, on Nov 29th 1898 Four weeks before 
admission they had both been exposed to bad weather and 
seemed to have “ oaught a cold ’ at the same time They 
were members of an apparently healthy family The older 
child, S , had always been well and strong except for 
an attack of cholera infantum when a baby, and seemed to 
be perfectly w ell nnUl the exposure and the "cold "above 
mentioned For a few days at the outset of his illness the 
appetite was poor and there was a slight fever, and three 
days later he was found to be unable to move his left 
leg No other portion of the body was affected, and 
there was no evidence of constitntional disturbance On 
admission be was found to bo well nourished, with a head 
«f decidedly square shape and a muddy complexion The 
pnpUs were equal and normal, the tongfue was protruded

straight, and the face was symmetrical There was soae 
evidence of rickets in tho form of a slight enlargemeat ot 
the epiphyses and a slightly developed rachitio rosary 'flu 
upper limbs and the right lower limb seemed noniiai la 
appearance, their deep reflexes were found unalteied sad 
the limbs could be moved Toluntanly The left lower limb 
was soft and flabby^ its temperature was lower Hiht, that ot 
the right leg, its knee-jerk was aboUshed, and it was terer 
moved voluntarily On the patient standing up with sup¬ 
port the left leg remained hmp and flaccid, it would not 
support the body and was swung forward only to a slight 
degree by the aid of the muscles of the trunk. The tespooie 
to tho faradalc current was almost nil in the paralysed 
leg The other patient, H , had also enjoyed previous good 
health until her present trouble began The present illnesi 
commenced with a “ cold” and fever following exposure as ia 
the preceding case Three days after the exposure, a few 
hours after her brother’s palsy was noticed, aha was found to 
be nnable to move her right arm The palsy of the arm 
remained complete from the outset and without involvement 
of any other part of the body On ad misri on she was found 
to have the same square shaped head and muddy compleilon 
as her brother The pupils were equal and normal, tho face 
was sjrmmetrical, and the tongue was normally protruded. 
There were similar evidences ot rickets in the epiphyses and 
nbs as in the case of her brother The right arm was 
motionless and limp, its muscles were soft and flabby, and 
there was an evident diminution in bulk of the deltoid 
muscle Response to the faradaic current was very feeble, 
especially in the triceps and deltoid The conditions under 
which the disease had its onset in both these cases and tie 
simultaneity of its occurrence in the two patients, its febrile , 
character and the supervention of paralysis after three days 
from the onset of the symptoms, and the oconirence of cn 
demies under the observationB of others as recorded above, aa 
point to the fact that the disease is an infectious one Ike 
absence in the present cases of dietary indiscretion andol 
other phenomena of intoxication also indicate that Its origin 
is not to be sought in toxins derived from the alimentay 
canal F Scbultzo® has recently reported a case ot aoute 
spinal paralysis of sudden onset with palsy involving both 
arms 13 days after tho onset lumbar puncture was pw 
formed and the fluid obtained was found to

undergone a change confirmatory, in a significant degree, of 
the diagnosis whioh found vanity or megalomania at the root 
of his crime. The Cantonal Juga d’lnstmction, m poraunnce 
of the attempt above indicated to ascertain his possible com 
pUcity with others, visited him in his cell and approached 
the snbjeot with what seemed to himself due dexterity 
or caution At once the prevdously downcast and abjeot 
creature brightened up, his eyes sparkhng with gratified self 
importance “I giomah nparlanodi mel” ("So the journals 
are talking of me again ? ’) he exclaimed interrogatively, and 
then the judge was aware that ha bad erred, as In Scott’s 
great romance Mr Sharpitlaw erred when, in trying to get 
out of Madge Wildfire the knowledge she possessed of the 
ringleader of the Borteous Mob and his hiding place, he 
inadvertently touched the spring of vanity and put the 
cuunlng half witted creature on her guard There was, how¬ 
ever, no recedmg from the step which be had incantlously 
taken and he disclosed the object of his visit Lucchenl 
therenpon, just like his counterpart m the “ Heart of 
Midlothian,” dallied ■with his interlocutor, smiling at his 
reminiscences of the crime, assuming airs of retioence, even 
indulging in self contradiction to tease, if not torment, hla 
judicial antagonist One admission, however, he dropped in i 
this improvised fenomg match—an admission which he could 
not be induced to mate on hla trial—he reaUy had accom- j

Wool Is said to consist chiefly of an albuminoid sulphur- 
containing substance termed keratin, and it is not unreason¬ 
able to suppose that tbe residual trace of arsenic con 
tained in wool after tbe most drastlo washing is tbe insoluble 
compound of arsenio with sulphur If snob be the case 
there can bo bttle objection to this excessively minute trace

THE APPLI04TI0N OF THE OPEN-AIR 
SYSTEM OF TREATMENT ^O 
THE INSANE , 
lb ths Sdxtori of Tpa Lancet 

Srea,—During the past year or two I have seen some 
apparently very good results in ordinary forms of insanity 
from open air treatment conducted somewhat on the 
Nordrach system, but of course modified to suit individual 
cases according to their mental condition For the informa¬ 
tion of those who are not convaiBant with the Nordrach 
system and for the guidance of those who may w^sh to adopt 
the system, in whole or in part, in this country, I subjom 
the following few remarks concerning it 

The life at Nordrach may be said to be a natural life 
carried out under unnatnnil conditions It is natural 
inasmuch as it is the life which primitive man would lead, 
for primitive man lived entirely in the open air and 
habitually, no doubt, over ate himself, whereby it is 
supposed that he lived to a fabulous age In perfect, health 
It £3 unnatural inasmuoh as it is entirely foreign to our 
modem ideas of living, for when it rains we like to keep dry, 
and when there is vrtnd we hke to keep out of it, and we 
like to eat enough, but we do not like habitually to eat to 
excess At Nordrach the patient -under treatment rises 
about Sam and receives a cold douche at a pressure 
of about three atmospheres, fallowed by hard friction 
Each room at Noidraon is fitted -with its'own, douche and 
differs in this way from other German and from Swiss 
sanatoria where there is generally a special douche room 
After a substantial breakfast the patient goes for a specially 
prescribed walk at a specially prescribed pace and walks tiU 
one hour before lunch and during that one hour he must 
rest quietly on the couch or bed in his room The -windows 
are oonspiouous by their absence, only the open spaces 
remain Thus complete rest and fresh air are assured at the 
same time Lunoh, or rather dinner, is a most formidable 
meal The medical officer sits at the middle of the table 
Ho carves for each patient and there the patient 
sits until he has' eaten everything—and hard work 
the patient finds it is to do so 'After this he will 
rest a short time, for he hardly feels capable of 
walking Then follows another prescribed walk at a 
snail’s pace and another hour’s rest in the bedroom 
before supper at 7 pm, which is nearly as substantial as 
dinner There is more walkmg aft^r supper and the patient 
IS in bed by 10 p M Nothing of any kmd is allowed between' 
meals and nothing is -want^ Patients put on weight at a 
moat surprising rate and completely alter their appearance, 
they soon look the healthiest of the healthy 'The sanatorium 
itself consists of two or three small houses in 'whioh near^ 
all the rooms are bedrooms Sitting rooms are not required 
The dining room is in an entirely separate Tinllding, the 
■windows of which are never closed except in the worst of

given by Dr Olonston to prove the very important part which 
tubercle playh in the ihWiities are startling and 1 taka 
the liberty of quoting them Post-mortem PTaiTitnsHf.n 
revealed the fact that out of a total of 463 deaths In one 
asylum tuberculous deposit -was found in the boia of 2S2 
^tienta, the percentage being 61 7 in males and 73 in 
females Thus It is seen that the proportion of petsons 
d 3 dng in asylums -with tuberonlous deposit in various organs 
of the body very much exceeds the proportion found similailj 
affected in the general population The tuberculous condition 
Jn the insane cannot always be ascertained during the Hie- 
time of the patient, it often seems to remain latent or to 
run its course -without giving active external evidence of its 
presence A find sudden breakdown in puhnonaiy phthlai 
Is not tmcommon and it is perhaps still more common to 
ascerrtain the existence of tubercle in various organa for the 
first time m the post mortem room

SlE8,—In your report of the recent dinner of the Sanitary 
Institute Mr T W Butsell, Parliamentary Secretary of the 
Local Government Board, is stated to have said that the 
Vaccination Act of last session had “ to a large extent 
abolished stationai vaccination” and that “compulsion and 
all its eSeota were abolished" What does Mr Knssell 
mean? The Act has abolished stationai vaccination not “ to 
a large extent ” merely but completely The Local Govern 
ment Board have refused to allow the vaccination stations to 
be maintained even In a locaUty so exceptionally sitnated as 
Liverpool is Nobody sbould know better than Mr Russell 
that compulsion is not abolished A parent may, IS he hkes, 
obtain exemption from vaccination on terms, the terms being 
a payment of a variable amount and attendance at a police- 
court If be does not hke to obtain exemption on these 
terms he wiil be compelled to have his child vaccinated or 
to pay a single penmty In either case there is compakion 
from which escape may be purchased by a money payment, 
as was the case before the Vaccination Act was passed The 
only difference is that now the terms of exemption are some¬ 
what easier At recent petty sessions at Midburst three 
defendants were fined respectively 10s , £1, and £110s for 
not having their children vaccinated Is this but 

compulsion 1 It is strange that the Parliamentary Secretary 
of tbe Local Government Board should be apparently 
ignorant of these facts —I am.

Ah occasional spasm of energy is displayed by the pro 
motors of the Pasteur Institute for India The central oom 
mittee have at last ventured to pass a resolution asking the 
Government for an annual grant equal to the average cost 
during the last three years of sending soldiers bitten by rabid 
aninuUs to Paris At the same tune the central committee 
decided to inform the Home Department that if this grant 
were given the central committM would establish an anti 
rahlo institute if the Government would allow the 
services of one of their officers to take oharge thereof 
All these conditional offers and acceptances between 
outside bodies and the Government drag on indefinitely 
and the fulfilment of this scheme is almost as far 
off as ever Why does not the Government itself take 
the matter in hand and establish a Pasteur department 
of the medical service 7 They could easily pick out a 
promising, young, and well qualified officer and send him to i 
Paris for instruction The third resolution passed by the \ 


central committee was to Invite the Secietaries in the Home 
and Military Department to become members of the com 
mittees This is probably not of much value, but these Utti 
courtesies seem to ho necessary in India. I am glad to hear 
however, that Colonel Feun, surgeon to the Wceroy, hsi 
joined the central committee as more energy and nciv blood 
are wanted for his movement 
I am able to record a considerable improvement in the 
course of tbe plague There is a continued and maried 
decline in Bombay, where recently from 1000 to 1600deaths

inhalation ot ammonia ” It is stated that there have been a | 
nnmber of deaths recently in Stockport from taking ammonia. 
It is diffionlb to imagme anything more hombla than 
the swallowmg of ammonia or carbolic aoid, and yet 
the latter, in addition to the accidental deaths caused 
by it, is among the lower classes one of the favourite 
instruments of suicide A death from ammonia piiaon 
ing took place about a month ago at Guide Bridge 
A man sent to a shop for a pennyworth of sweet nitre, 
but ammonia was given by mistake The shopkeeper 
said that “she kept a geuend shop and sold sweet nitre, 
ammonia, and many other articles ot a similar nature" 
and that she understood the boy to say ammonia At the 
request of the jury she was censured severely and told that 
they did not believe her evidence It is difficult to ensure 
care and accuracy m the seller and more difficult to save the 
buyer of such things from a “ general shop " against his own 
stupidity and carelessness

which there were 188 dwelling houses and three schools with a 
population of 1186 persona The only opposition offered was 
from the farmers and occupiers of land m the Oamofcfergus 
district After hearing evidence (expert, sanitary, and 
medical) the Committee decided that the preamble of the 
Bill was proved, but tbat a clause sbould be added securing 
to the persons whoso holdings are required by the Com 
missioners 18 months’ notice before they are dispossessed 
of their land under the powers of the Bill This con¬ 
cession has, however, been since abandoned, the tenants 
being advised to give up their holdings aa soon na possible 
and to treat without delay for compensation with the Water 
Commissioners

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MEDICAL ^IDBNOB AT CORONERS INQUESTS’* 

To Vic Ldiiorc of The Lahcet 

Sms —In your article on the above aubject In The Lahcet of 
April 22nd you point out that the utllltv of Inquests U frequently 
limited by the absence of medical evidence and that the remedy for 
thia la that the coroner almuld always be a medical man I feel aure 
that you do not hold that the coroner should supplant the medical 
vkitness at the inquest, but I fear that this Is what frequently happens 
uhen the coroner Is a medical man at any rate. In my dlstriot 
medical evidence is rarely required at Inquests as the coroner ’ 
supplies It himself being a member of the medical profession. 
The preliminary Inquiry In cases of sudden death la made by a \lllage 
constable sometimes a ruw youth who has been In the police force only 
a few months, and on his report the coroner decides whether he will 
hold an Inquest or not. The following are a few examples of cases 
which have occurred lately —1 A man who had been In good health 
was suddenly taken ill the friends sent for a medical man who on. 
arrival found the patient dead An Inquest was held there was no 
medical evidence and no communication with the medical attendant. 

2 . V child who had been attended and supplied with medicine by a 
schoolmaster suddenly died Investigation was made by the parish 
constable there was no InquesL 3. A child was taken ill with 
diarrhoea the father called on a medical man and obtained a 
bottle of medicine he did not request the medical nt»n to visit 
his child the child died. Investigation was mode by the parish 
constable An inquest was held there was no medical evidence 
and no communication with the medical man. 4 A man was , 
found dead In bed he had not been attended or teen by a 
medical man An inquest was held. There was no medical evidence i 
5. A boy fell Into the water and was Immened for 10 minutes. 
N'o medical man was sent for the boy died. An inquest was 
held. There was no medical evidence. 6 A man while crossing tho 
railway was knocked down by a train and klUed. No medical nr>nf> 
was summoned. An Inquest was held. There was no medical evl 
deuce The remedy I suggest is (1) that la every case of sudden death 
a medical m an should inspect the body and draw up a report of the ' 
ciroumstancea attending the death, which report should bo forwarded 
to the coroner and (2) at every Inquest tho medical mftn who has 
made the Investigation should be present to give hli evidence.

Lf the Annus Medicos of 1888 (Thb Lixcst, Deo, 3Ut, 1888, page 1778) 
we said that the Issuing of diplomas by the Worshipful Company of 
Spectacle Makers was not likely to lead to friction between thesurgeon 
and the optician. The ophthalmic surgeon In our view would be 
content to know that some of the patients who would have applied to 
him have gone to the optioian, for the optician with larger in/onna 
tion than he hod previously would rexngnise the numerous cases 
requiring a different Mud of knowledge from that possessed by him 
and would H wise, transfer them to the ophthalmlo surgeon. Snoh 
a position would, in our opinion, result In no loss to ^ther ^mgeon 
or optioian and in benefit to the patients. The four months which 
have elapsed since writiag to this effect have brought us no 
evidence directly that we were premature In expressing our viewa.

throplsts and charitable societies England, which tot set

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ACUTE INELAMMATION OF THE AORTA 
ASSOCIATED WITH PROFOUND 
MYOCARDIAL DISEASE

OASES are recorded from time to time m ■which, with or 
without angina, death occurs quite suddenly and in which 
the necropsy reveals a condition of inflammation at the base 
of the aorta unusually aqnte m its character and remarkably 
localised in its distribution In these cases the aorbo valves 
may be thickened by chronic inflammation and yet they may 
nevertheless be qmte competent, and neither during life nor 
after death can aortic regurgitation 110 demonstrated and 
brought forward as an explanation of the sudden cardiac 
failure The area of the aorta which is so gravely and 
severely diseased is the one from which the coronary vessels 
arise, and it is a natural suggestion that the heart ■wall has 
suffered in its nutrition either from a narrowing of the 
lumen of one or both of these arteries, or that the vessels 
have shared in the same aoute process, and their ramifi- 
oationB have become occluded as a result A reference 
to the literature upon this subject proves that such 
may be the case in some instances, but in the two cases 
which are recorded below I do not think that such an 
explanation is tenable In neither of these two cases were 
the orifloes of the coronary vessels certainly diminished in 
size nor were their walla ■visibly diseased, and mloroscopio 
examination of the heart wall showed that their ramifica¬ 
tions were not occluded In both cases the cardiao wall 
was examined -with especial care and in both the changes 
found were widespre^ and severe and of a nature 
analogous to that found in the aorta It Is diffl nult 
to escape from the oonviotion that there had been a 
common antecedent cause which [had thus iniured these 
two ergons which anatomically^ and physiologically are 
so olosmy associated The ohan^ m the aorta were 
obtrusive and in the first of the recorded cases 
those in the heart wall might macroscopically have been 
easily overlookea, yet in both cases I should suppose the 
sudden death depended far more upon these less obtrusive 
signs in the heart than they did upon the striking ohanges 
in the vessel ■wall The question of the etiology of uiis 
condition Is one of great diffloulty and it will perhaps be 
the moat rational course to record the two cases ■with the 
necropsies and miorosoopy before allusion is made to their 
causation I am indebted to Dr Oheadle for the first case, 
■under whose care the patient had been while in St Mary’s 
Hospital '

AFTER-PBOGKESS AND'' TREATMENT OF 
TWO CASES OF GASTRO¬ 
ENTEROSTOMY ’ ' "

In T^b Lancet of Sept 26th, 1896, under the heading of 
“A, Plea for Early Operation in Dilated Stomach due to 
Pyloric or Duodenal Obstruction ” I gave the history of two 
cases of dilated stomach and the ultimate benefits derived 
from the operation of anterior gastro-enteroatomy One case 
was that of a probably cicatrised duodenal ulcer , the other 
a non malignant pyloric tumour In the first a murphy’s 
button was used, in the other direct suture In the course of 
my paper, with a view to accentuate the necessity of the 
more early resort to operative interference, I described the 
gufitermgs and drawbacks consequent on the postponement 
of operative measures , and I suggested that thi« tempo¬ 
rising or prolongation of medical in substitution of surgical 
treatment might be due either f^) an exaggerated view of the 
seriousness of an abdominal operation, or to not sufficiently 
graspmg the serious nature of the destruotiva agencies at 
work on the organ and its glands by delay, or to anxiety to 
take advantage of the slightest fancied improvement (often 
quite temporary) obtained by lavage, dieting, anti fermenta 
fiva?] and medicines, or perhaps to an unwillingness fo 
assume the responsibUity of recommendmg such an operation 
in cases where there are difilonl^tes in the accurate diagnosis 
of the cause of the dilatation where there is no lump, or 
to recommend it at all where the presence of a lump at the 
pylorus makes the result unpromising Bmce my paper was 
written the fallacy of these arguments has been demonatrafed 
by the wonderful success which has attended abdommaf 
operations generally in the hands of competent surgeons and, 
amongst others, operatioiis on the stomaoh itself—^gastro¬ 
enterostomy most Of aS Again, purely malignant cases 
seen and recognised early and operated on quickly have nqt 
suffered half the drawbaoks of the non mobgnant cases 
which were under prolonged observation and allowed to drift 
into the exhausted, poisoned, wasted, half-dead state before 
Deration wblbh is aO prejudicial to the patient and operator 
And, lastly, it has been proved that many lumps apparently 
mahgnant have by the recovery of the patient proved to be 
innocent and thus have been Smtable cases for operation A 
reader of the medical journals of to day will perceive that 
the hesitation of former days has changed since 1896 and 
perhaps in some degree gone to tho other extreme, the’opera¬ 
tion bemg performed by Tuffler of Paris for the sake of the 
rest it gives to simple ulcer of the stomach, yet it must 
be acknowledged that the operation has had a sucoesaful 
career m the hands of many snrgeons and its earUer 
adoption has lessened the risks incident to the opera 
tion, given the patient a better start on the road to 
recovery, and lessened hla drawbacks in the years to come 
I pomted out in my paper that the evU results of this delay 
were destruotion or atrophy of the digestive glands of the 
stomaoh, enormous over distension and dilatation of the 
stomach walls, thickening of portions of the coats by fibroid 
induration or degeneration of the submucous coats leadmg to 
weakened contractile power, inabihty to expel the contents 
of the stomaoh stagnation of food and consequential forma 
tion of a fermenting resldnum with the evolution of dls 
gusting gases, distress, disoomfort, loss of sleep, and 
vomiting I finaSy pomted out that the operation gave 
almost immediate rehef to the more urgent symptoms of 
obstruction, but that the other conditions would take years 
to overcome and remedy

Nest -with regard to the -yalue of the vanous antiseptics, 
or rather anti fermentatives, which are recommended m aU 
stages of this complaint, I must confess that my experience 
of their use has been most disappomtmg I found that to 
have any anti fermentative action they had to be taken in 
such doses as almost to become Irritants and that unless 
taken almost before fermentation set in they -were practicaEy 
useless and even then they delayed or inhibited digestion I 
found that once decided fermentation had set in in a meal 
nothmg short of washing out gave relief, if aEowed to 
remain scalding, eructations, and eventually gastrio catarrh 
and vomiting resulted 1 found, therefore, that it -was 
essential in my endeavour to assist digestion to prevent 
catarrh, and that in order to do this an attack of fermenta 
tion had to be mpped in the bud Sometimes patients wore 
apt to take hberties and to indulge in things which 
proved to be indigestible, with resulting fermentation and 
discomfort, then no antiseptic was of use and lavage 
■was imperative This had to take place occasionaUy 
at irregular times, such as in the night On the other 
hand, I have known times when a patient bng dmed out, 
not too wisely either, fuUy prepared to put up -with the 
consequences, and yet to his surprise has been none the 
worse for it Among the antiseptics in more frequent use I 
have tried creasote m pUl, capsule, and palatinoid, carboho 
acid, soda aulpho-carbolate, charcoal, sodio sulphite, soda 
salicylate, and saUcyllo add This last in five gram doses 
m cachets appeared to be the only one upon which any 
reliance oonld be placed 

With regard to diet the meals should be moderate m 
amount and comparatively dry, -with the avoidance of 
anything which inight form a siiitable oultivation soil for 
germs One patient tried the drinkmg of hot water half 
an hour before meals but its edecte appeared disastrous 
as very little of it was absorbed by the time the meal 
-was token Liquids should be taken at the end of the 
meal and be limited m quantity and some hot water 
shqqld be taken at bedtime to replenish the system 
MilL and farinaceous puddings I found to be a ready 
source of fermentation, and strong tea as a drmk and 
afteruoon tea as a meal undesirable The following 
dietary answered very well Breakfast at 8 30 am, to 
consist of fish, eggs, or tongne, toast or stale bread, 
butter, and soma very weak China tea Lunch at 1 o’clock, 
to consist of either fish, fowl, sweetbread, brains, or calf’s 
head bread or toast, biscuita and butter a tablespoonful of 
whisky or brandy -with six ounces of plain water at the end 
of the meal, and no vegetables Diimer at 7 or 7 30 P M ,

Dr James Bitohib (Oxford) read a paper on Ohemical 
Oompositipn in Halation to Germicidal Action In his in- 
vesbgatlons Dr Hltchle employed normal solntlona of the 
various chemical substances investigated and an emulsion of 
the typhoid baolUna m water, - uniform dlSnsIon being 
obtained by filtering off all clumps by a plug of sterilised 
glass wool.

are very important, hut the teaching nniverslty of London 
must "not rest content with the provision of these facihtles 
for education, leaving every and sundry school or college 
to go on the old hncs depending on Its oivn resources 
The medical schools are very mqoh more iaterested in 
questions affecting their status in the Umversity and the 
aid which will be afforded to them by the University than in 
any secondary consideration as to where the University is

TUNG WAH HOSPITAL, HONQ-KONQ 

In the report of the Hong Kong Medical Deportment lor 
1897 several pages are devoted to the Tung 'W'ah Hospital 
Dr J M Atkinson, the principal civilian medical officer of 
the colony, considers that the existence of this institution 
in which more than four fifths of the inmates are treated 
by so-called Ohlnese methods is somewhat anomalous in 
a British colony 'Without discussing the expediency of 
humouring the prejudices of the Chmese population, who 
out-number the Europeans by 20 to one, he la of opinion 
that from a medical point of view the hospital ongbt 
to be abolished, although he admits that it serves a 
useful purpose as on asylum for destitutes and a rest¬ 
ing place for the dying The medical staff have no 
knowledge of surgical treatment and no instruments, 
jfitoh plaster is their panacea for all surgical injuries 
and diseases, and they never admmlster chloroform 
Once in 1896 when Dr Atkinson showed them the relief 
which a catheter gave to a patient suffering agomes from 
distension of the bladder they smiled and seemed highly 
amused, but it did not occur to them that such knowledge 
would bo useful The patients me mostly poor people of the ■ 
artisan class, coolies, Ac , all of whom have a dread of the 
foreigner and his methods Treatment on European pnn 
ciples carried out by a Chinaman, Dr Chung, may be had 
by those who desire it, and it is the practice for the head 
coolie to ask the patients at the time of admission which 
system they prefer Dr Atkinson considers that the indigent 
Chinese should be treated according to European methods 
in a hospital under the direct supervision of the Colonial sur 
geon in charge, the Asiatic medical staff being employed only 
as dressers, a course for which there is a precedent in the Taa 
Took Seng Hospital at Singapore, where the great majority j 
of the patients are Chmese An appendix to Dr Atkinson’s 
report contains a statement of the work done by Mr Frank ! 
Browne, F 0 S , in the Government laboratory Tfiere were 
five cases of datura poisomng invesbgated during 1897, 
all of them being with cnminal intent All the patients 
recovered The mydriatic principle of datura was isolated 
from their unne without difficulty 


SANITATION IN EDINBURGH

Europeans was very great ' There used to be the most 
astomshing cases of mismanagement and obstinacy on the 
part of combatant officers who^inegleotod and scorned the 
advice of their medical officers; while their men died like 
flies The professor of medieme at Netley had many dread 
ful stonesl about the barracks, ihosptals, and commanding 
officers of the pro samtary period We read of European 
regiments melting away ^ike^ the visions of a dream 
Cases are given where l20 or 130 new recruits were 
required for a battahon of 1000 men every year to keep 
up its strength ' Report after report was sent m' by 
medical officers, but no attention was'paid to the matter 
until the Royal Sanitary Commission sent in its report 
in 1863 statmg that on an qyerage 69 per 1000 Europeans 
died annually, after which the Government at la^t t 9 ok 
up the matter and the death rate of the troops in India 
IS now not much greater than is that of those in this 
country In fact India has improved so ' much as 
a residence that it does not much differ from Italy 
and some other parfs in the south of Europe In some 
portions of our tropical possessions things seem not to 
differ greatly from what they were m India in the earjy, 
part of this century In certam districts of West Africa 
the mortahty is stilt very great and Hr Chamberlain, the 
Colomal Seoretary, has arranged that only those medical 
men uho haie been epeciaUy trained m tropical medicine 
sball obtam appomtments in the Colonial Services In add! 
tion to the various colonial appointments there wore many 
opemngs for medical men where a knowledge of tropici 
diseases would be useful and it is highly ptobahla that a 
certificate showing the knowledge of the applicant in such 
anbioots would be required when such appointments were 
made There ore surgeoncies to the railways in,India which 
employ groat numbers of persons and are provided with 
workshops and hospitals European medical men are 
appOmted at aU the most- important points The emolu¬ 
ments are good and private practice is- allowed In the 
great tea districts on the hills towards the east of India 
many medical men are required for the care of the European 
and natiie employe's There was another ocoupatron which 
many young medical men foun'd extremely pleasant for a 
time—that of ship surgeon The vessels of the many 
shlppmg ,oompanies which carry passengers to and from 
India, China, and Australia might have on hoard a large 
number of convalescents from tropical fevers, liver and 
bowel diseases, some of them, sent to sea as a last chance, 
the patient bemg certam to die it kept on land 
Officers proceedmg on sick leave from India to Europe 
were often seriously ill and large numbers of such cases 
were sent in charge of young and inexperienced 
medical men in these passenger ships Very often 
these medical men were-' clone and must have 
had some anxiety, as their knowledge of tropical diseases 
was only that obtainable at the ordinary medical school 
The practitioner who settles at the Cape, or in China, or in 
eastern Africa and has to treat a case of tropical abscess, or 
malignant malarial fever, or ben ben at short notico is apt 
to find himself at first in some uncertainty 

Tropical practice is m many respects extremely interesting 
There is scarcely a tropical disease regarding which insight 
IS not wanted as regards its pathology The recent plagne 
epidemic has presented many dppoi;tuffities for research and 
qmto recently most valuable discoveries have been made by 
Ifajor Ross, IMS, regarding the relation of the mosquito 
witli the parasite of malarial fever Only a year or so ago has 
the bacterium of yeUow fever been discovered and at this 
moment eipcnmonts are bemg made to try to find a serum 
which ■will reduce the mortality of this deadly disease 
Ben ben, snnstroke, negro lethargy, tnemoglobmurla, Indian 
hen malarial fevers, and numerous otbora are awaiting the 
expert with the miorosoopo, for undoubtedly microphytes 
and miorozoa bava much to do with tropical diseases 
Commentmg on tho small number of those who make' a' 
study of tropical pathology Dr Maoonaohie renrindod his 
hearers that those of them whose tastes lay m this direction 
had great opportnmtles for making a name and at the same 
time keeping up the reputation of the Aberdeen school The

the neck of the sac of this form of hernia, therefore, 
the artery (or its continuation the ileo-colio in the case of 
large sacs) always lies When the sac in its enlargement 
reaches the ascending colon one of two things may happen 
The colon may be pushed to the right and backward, aa in 
a case recorded by Gerard Marchant, or the sac may 
pass behind and appear on the outer side of the 
colon and there enlar^ng further may push the colon 
downwards and inwards to the middle line, as m Brosike’s 
case and m Case 2 (In my work on Retro peritoneal Hernia 
lUufltrations 18 and 19 show these dispositions of the colon ) 
The second point omitted in Dr Smith’s description has 
reference to the condition of the upper few inches of the 
jejunum In one-half of the recorded cases of right duodenal 
hernia there was an adhesion of the jejunum to the anterior 
surface of the lumbar vertebras Sach adhesion was present 
in two of Brosike’s cases and he over hastily concluded that 
it was essential to the production of a “parajcjunal fossa,” 
which formed the sac of the hernia This “parajojunal 
fossa,” however, I have shown to be nothing else than the 
fossa of Waldeyer under slightly altered oiroumstances 
The fact of the existence of this adhesion m half of the 
recorded cases makes It necessary to describe two forms 
of right duodenal hernia—a ‘‘hernia mesenterico-parletalla 
para dvodenahs" and a “hernia mesenterloo-panetalls para 
jfjunaiii 

Specimen 1084 in the Guy’s Hospital Museum Is a very 
beautiful example of a right duodenal hernia It is from a 
case of Dr Moxon’s smd was described in the Guy’s Hos 
pltal Reports, vol xvi , 1871, p 131, by Dr Pye-SmJth A 
specimen in the St Mary's Hospital Museum was described 
in the Transactions of the Pathological Society of London, 
vol Ix , 1893, page 67, by Mr Jackson Olarke It was 
removed from a patient under the care of Mr Page So far 
aa I have been able to ascertain, these two and a specimen 
shown by me in my “ Ams and Gala ” lectures are the only

MALIGNANT PIGMENTED TUMOURS 
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SiHS,—Dr RoUeston in his most interesting lecture on 
“Secondary Melanotic Sorooma of the Liver” published 
m The Lancet of Jlay 13th touches on many points of 
the greatest pathological interest One cannot, however, 
help being struck by the fact that though ho has care¬ 
fully summarised the present state of our knowledge of 
the subject of primary pigmented tumours the most 
important hnks of the chain are yet wanting and really 
very little is definitely known of their true nature The 
explanation of this is, I suppose, that until quite recently 
all pigmented tumours running a malignant course were 
believed to be sarcomatous and mesoblastio in origin 
Recent observation bna done much to disprove this The 
two most usual situations for melanotio tumours to occur In 
are the skin and the eyeball We now know that of those 
originating in the skin, some are sarcomata, others are 
carcinomata, while yet others appear to be intermediate 
between the two, possibly consisting of cells which m 
development have never become differentiated and cannot be 
said to belong definitely to epiblast or hypoblast 


r Hetro-pcritoneat Hemls (BalUlfire, Tiadall, and Cox), 


In melanotio carcinoma tho cells lining the walls of the 
alveoli are often so distmctly columnar m form and arranged 
side by side, that their epithelial character cannot be 
doubted Clinically tho distinction between the two is very 
marked In sarcoma the primary growth is not aa a rule 
very large , it is frequently distinctly cncapsuled and is not 
prone to early ulceration The rapid infection of the 
lymphatio glands and dissemination of the secondary 
growths throughout the body while tho primary growth is 
yet small is notorious Tho progcosis is very bad, so bad 
that, according to Brichsen, if the piimqty growth has 
attained the size of a filbert no local treatment can cure the 
patient although by reheving him of one source of Infection 
it may retard death In melanotio epithelioma tho longer 
duration and slower progress of the growth, the early nlcera 
tion, the diffused brown pigmentation of the skin, and the 
late appearance of glandular and visceral infection by 
secondary growths, are leading characteristics 

Dr RoUeston, dealing with this point, says “ It is not, aa 
far as can be seen at present, a matter of any great clinical 
importance what the exact structure of a malignant 
melanoma is, though more careful classification In the future 
might be expected to show that there was somo difference in 
the rapidity of generalisation ” I would venture to differ 
from this and to suggest that the character of the growth 
would very materially affect the gravity of the prognosis 
The reported cases of melanotio epithehoma show that the 
tendency to glandular and visceral infection is very much 
leas and that early and complete removal ought to give a 
fair chance of recovery without subsequent reeurrenco 

There Is one point of some interest to which I would refer 
Mixed with the tumours and nodules in melanotio sarcoma 
there are sometimes black spots or patches which look as 
though they were mere deposits of pigment without any new 
groirth, such are seen m tho mucous membrane of the 
stomach, renal pelvis, and bladder Liloke says that a 
careful examination always reveals the presence of cells m 
spots thus affected, but Thiersch relates a case of melanotio 
carcinoma of the skm in which at certain pomts nothing 
could be discovered but a diffused brown stalriing of papUlas 
the texture of which was perfectly normal I suppose that 
in Dr Wickham Legg’s case the dark appearance of tho 
face suggesting argyrism was due simply to (his staining of 
the papiEm It is common knowledge that the distribution of 
pigment In these growths is very capricious The melanin 
particles are lodged in and among not only the oharac 
terlstio cells of the tumour, but m and among those of its 
fibrous matrix and even in the walls of its vessels It would 
be most interesting to know whether there is any ollmcal 
‘distinotion with regard to intra ocular melanomata Tho 
majority of these growths are undoubtedly sarcomata arising 
from the uveal tract, but a few have been shown to bo carci 
nomata taking origin from the epithelium of the ciliary 
glands Tho other regions of the body where primary 
pigmented malignant growths have been described as 
occurring are tho gums, rectum liver, lymphatio glands 
and, according to Virchow, the adrenals and vesiculai 
seminales 1 have httle doubt that as our knowledge of 
these tumours progresses and every pigmented new groi^h 
is subjected to a searching and critical e x a mina tion mela 
notic caremomata will be found to be of more frequent 
occurrence among melanomata than is at present supposed 
I am.

Medical Women 

The German Federal Council has decided to admit women 
to the State examinations m medicine, dentistry, and 
pharmacy It was mentioned by me on a former occasion* 
that according to current rqmour the question would be 
settled in connexion with the forthcoming alterations in the 
State examinations, but the Federal Council without waiting 
till the new regulations came into force has resolved that 
women may be admitted at once and under the present 
regulations Moreover, the Council ordained that when In any 
German university the rules and by laws did not contemplate 
the matnoulation of females the curnonlum classes attended 
by them as exceptional students (^Satt horer) were to be 
counted to them as if they were fully matnculated students 
Undoubtedly the above decree is the most important of ail 
the steps hitherto taken in this matter, but there are still 
some difflonlties to be overcome before female medical 
students can fuUy profit by their new privilege The cum 
culum includes a good many lectures, practical courses, Ac, 
to which women have hitherto not been admitted by the 
respective professors and the Federal Council has no authority 
to compel the members of the Faculties to admit them There 
18 no possibihty of passing the State examination without 
having worked m the dissecting room, and in Berlin, for in 
stance, the professor of anatomy (Dr Waideyer) has declined 
to allow female students to work together vrith those of the 
opposite sex He considers that there should be special 
courses of anatomy for females, and until such courses are 
instituted female students in Berlin will not be able to 
produce certificates of a full currioulum This and other 
obstacles will for the present prevent the overcrowding of 
the medical faculties by women, but it is certain that the 
removal of the last barrier is only a question of time 

The P-ract iioneri Association 

The annual meeting of the delegates of the Practitioners’ 
Association (Aerztevereins Sund) was held this year m 
Dresden, Dr Aub of Munich, the president of the assooia 
tion, bemg in the chair The members were welcomed on 
behalf of the State and the municipal authorities and 
it was noticeable that the president in replying to tbe 
address of the representative of the Prussian Government 
rather iromoally said that the meetmg was very much 
obliged to the Government for its kindly words, but 
that the delegates of tbe German practitioners would rather 
bear of Governmental measures by which the conditioa 
of the medical profession might be Improved The principal 
subject of this year’s proceedings was the “ free-choice 
system" (/reie Arcticahl) in sick clubs which has been 
already described m these cclumns * This system has been 
introduced in a good many clubs to the chagrin of their 
medical officers and to the great satislaction of the younger 
medical men who bad not been fortunate enough to 
obtain club appomtments It has, however, been a 
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great drawback that the system of medical aid in 
these clubs was variable and depended entirely upon 
the will of tbe committee or upon the general meeting 
of the clubs so that in one year the free-choice system and 
in another the system of appointed medical officers with 
fixed salaries might he in force, the consequence being that 
the medical men engaged m club practice under any of 
these systems were never sure how matters might turn out 
next year One group of medical practitioners therefore 
desired that the free-choice system might be made com¬ 
pulsory by law, whilst others were of opmlon that it 
would be better left to agreement between the medicil 
men and the clubs After a very long and animated dis 
onsBion tbe meeting adopted a resolution to the effect 
that the clnhs ought to be compelled by law to admit 
every praotitioner desiring to engage In club practice, that 
contracts between clubs and mpdical men ought to he con¬ 
trolled by the medical chamber, that persons with Incomes of 
more than 2000 marks (£100) ought not to he admitted as 
members of workmen’s clubs, and that no unqualified man 
ought to be allowed to give medical attend^ce to club 
members This resolution was passed by a great majority, 
107 delegates voting for and 29 delegates against the motion 
The disoussion on unqualified practice which had been placed 
on the order of tbe day was postponed till next year’s 
meeting 

A Nem Medical Journal 

Anew medical weekly —iixeDeuitehe Aerzte Feifiuiy—made 
its appearance on May 1st The editor. Professor Stadelman, 
formerly of Dorpat, now of the Urban Hospital, Berlm, said 
in his inangnral article that the journal was designed to 
meet the requirements of the medical praotitioner and that

the neighbouring university hospital, from which a surgeon 
and two assistants were sent Tbe surgeon decided to ad 
minister chloroform in order to facilitate the work of rescue 
and did so m the busy thoroughfare and in the presence of 
a great crowd The tramcar was raised with lifting jacim 
and when after more than an hour the woman was released 
from her ternble position with comparatively slight con

Professor CeroeXlo's Treatment of Tuberaulostt Pulmonalu 
Bbturninq to this theme, briefiy and imperfeotly handled 
in my last letter, I mn now, by way of supplement, give 
further and fuller details as to its “ previous history ana 
present positiou Dr Cervello has for many months p^t 
been studying the action of the fonmo aldehyde (m 
familiar parlance “formalina”) on the tuheronlons 1****? 
He disclaims priority in the use of this agent in such 
cases In fact, he admits that the formic 
far from bemg a novelty In therapeutics, had been 
tried by other lavestigators in search of a cure for tubercu¬ 
losis Their experiments, however, proved abortive or *7oi|6 
that agent being a powerful irritant, causing even painim 
reactions in the respiratory apparatus healthy or diseaseu 
How to conserve its remedial virtnes while minimising, ic 
not absolutely excludmg, these deterrent reactions? This was 
the question Dr CerveUo set himself to solve His firrt step 
was to blend the formic aldehyde with air—with ka 
ambiente medicato (a medicated atmosphere) m 
required proportions For this he contrived a special

at 11 46 P II and went round the wards and found the 
patient in a dymg condition It is a role of the hospital 
that the wards shall be visited at 8 P ll by the resident 
and also that he shall not be absent from the hospital for a 
longer period than sis consecutive hours, but it appears that 
these rales have not bean observed for a long time The 
nurses contradicted each other in their evidence and appeared 
to have lost their heads The compiittea thought fit to place 
all the blame on Dr Crowley who has resigned. The inquiry, 
however, showed a great want of system in the arrange¬ 
ments of the hospital for the admisaion of patients, the 
attendance of the medical officers, and the responsibilities 
and control of the nurses, a want of system for which the 
committee itself is respondbla 

The. Friendly Soaiettee and the Medical Profetrien tn Victerta 
The various friendly societies, such' as the Grand Umted 
Order of Oddfellows, the llancheater Unity Order of Odd 
fellows, the Sons ot Temperance, and the Australian Natives 
Assooiiition, have just been holding their annual conferences 
in Victoria The reports showed that in all of these bodies 
the sick pay had exceeded the amounts previously incurred 
and that the financial position of the friendly societies was 
not altogether satisfactory The action of the Medical 
Defence Association in calling a oonfer^oe on the relations 
of the medical officers to the societies came in for criticism 
and the general feeling of the members who spoke was 
distinctly hostile to the proposals of the Medical Defence 
Association and especially to the idea of excluding from 
lodges men earning over £200 per annnm. It was said, and 
always is said, by the lodges that if the present medical 
officers went on "strike” and refused their services to the 
lodges plenty could be got to take .their places, showing 
that their gn4vanoes could not be very great It is a 
curious anomaly that members of friendly societies who 
are also for the most port members of trades unions should 
make use of such an argpameut, but it shows the necessity for 
all members of the profession to join associations like the 
Medical Defence Association in Vlotona and practically to 
adopt the tactics of the trades unions and to fight the 
friendly societies with the4 own weapons 

The jYeie South Wales Board of Sealth 
The report of the Board of Health of New South Wales lor 
1897 has been laid before Parliament. The report states that 
with reference to the notification ot infections disease it had 
been thought best to limit the operation of the Act to 
diphtheria, typhoid fever, and scarlet fever In designing 
the machinery for carrying out the provisions of the Act the 
objects kept in view were the foUoi^g — 

To record medically certihed caaeS alone ,,toiecure prompt noUfica 
tlon to local authorities to cause local authorities to record It and then 
to promptly transmit the Informatloa to tho central bureau th^ to 
distribute all cases to the districts to which they rightly belonged and 
once a fortnight to show on a diagrammatic map how many ca^ of 
each disease had Qccnrred hr each police district and In each munlelpol 
district within it and the deaths whloh had been tbns caused 

In relation to the snpervision of dairies a good deal of dis 
content had arisen among dairymen owing to the Board 
advising the local authorities to see that the provisions of the 
Act were more stringently enforced, and the local authorities 
had not all equally complied with the advice and hence a 
good deal of the feeling of dissatisfaction . Daring the year 
seven cases of illness were reported to the Board under the 
Leprosy Act, 1890 It was found that three wore cases of 
leprosy nriri the remidnder were other diseases Two of 
thp cases of leprosy were admitted to tho lazaret, and the 
third patient, who had recently arrived from Queensland, 


was allowed to return home All were whites—one ot native 
and two of foreign birth 

The Oeelong Water supply 

Dr Gray, assistant medical officer to the Board of Public 
Health of Victona, has furnished a report on the water- 
anpply of Geelong He finds that the nver water in the 
vicinity of the intake of the supply is grossly polluted by 
discharges from mills and other establishments and bacterio¬ 
logical examina tion showed the following result "The 
approximate average number of micro organisms per cubic 
centimetre, growing in gelatm in 90 hours at 70°P , was in 
No 1 sample, 12,200, in No 2 sample, 4600, iu No 3 
sanrale, 4800, and in No 4 sam^ 11,000 ” He con- 
olndes that the water is so contaminated as to be utterly 
unfit for human consumption 

Belay in BreoUny an Infectious Bisease Mospital, Melbourne 
At the time of the Queen’s Jubilee funds were subsenbed 
in Melbourne for the erection of an rnfeotioos disease hos¬ 
pital A site has been granted by the Government, but 
nothing further has been done The urgent need of such an 
instituBon was well illustrated by a recent case A woman 
and, child were staying at a boarding_hoase In the city and the 
child was taken ill The medical attendant was not sure 
whether it was diphtheria The landlady of the hoarding- 
boose refused to allow them to remain there The private 
hospitals are not allowed, to taka in infectious cases and 
those applied to refused The public hospitals also were 
unable to take in the child, and finally a private hospital 
agreed to take the child m The Board of Health then 
inquired into the matter with a view of prosecuting the pro- 
pnetors of the private hospital for.breach of the Act 
Ultimately the case proved not to be diphtheria. The 
responsibility for the delay m connexion with the Infectious 
Disease Hospit^ rests with the committee The secretary 
states that the amended plans and speolfloations will ha 
submitted for consideration qf the comraittee m a few weeks 

Ohildren’t Bospital, Melbourne 
The new wing of the Melbourne Ho^ital for Sick Children 
was recently opened by His Excellency the Governor The 
whole of the buildings are fitted up in accordance with the 
most recent scientific methods and os part ot a scheme for an 
entirely new hospital 

Alleged Cruet Treatment of a Patient at the Melbourne 
BLospital 

A patient at the Melbourne Hospital recently accused one 
of the resident medical officers of improper and cruel 
treatment He alleged that be had been bitten by a snake 
but the medical officer suspeoted malingering and apphed 
the electric battery, when tho man confessed.he was 
ahamming Tho committee investigated the complaint very 
carefully and fully exonerated the medical offloer. Dr

It would J>o Impossible, to recover 
penalties if the master were free In the manner propo^ to put the 
blame upon the employj5 who might very well b€| a young lad earning 
only a few shlUlnga per week.

This Is not the first communication of its sort that bng reached us 
and there is no doubt that the questions raised ore of considerable 
interest to the medical profession Massage and applied eleotrlolty 
are valuable agents In medical treatment, and it is intolerable that 
the public should be to a great extent ^prlved of their benefits 
because a group of unscrupulous quacks or Infamous procur€nrs have 
wrongfully described their proceedings under one or both terms. It 
refiects nothing but discredit upon our state and municipal legisla¬ 
tion that it should have been possible for these persons so long to 
have kept up the pretence of ministering to the health of their 
clients when In reality they were pandering to their vices. We do not 
suppose that the medical profession hn* sulTered In the least from the 
assumption of medical titles by persons like ** Dr ** Hni Wilson—though 
it is none the less an unfortunate olroumstance that they shotdd 
have attempted their imposition so long with impunity—but 
the gennine masseurs and masseuses, as well os the attendants who 
can undertake to carry out the details of electrical treatment—who 
comprise a class of most valuable assistants to medical service in a 
variety of conditions—undoubtedly have been severely lojurod 
by the 111-deeds wrought in their names. No young numan has 
publicly announced herself as a mossente for the last year or 
two without knowing that some persons ^^lll consider that 
she is simply a JlUe <U jOU To a certain extent the male masseur 
has fallen also Into disrepute. A large section of the public, 
again, forego such treatment if possible even when ordered 
it. They know what " taking a course of massage j has 
too often meant of lata and do not care to run the risk of 
putting into the minds of their friends and neighbours dis¬ 
gusting svLSpioions Under these clrounutanoes it is not sur¬ 
prising that we should have already received several communlca" 
tlons in the spirit of the one which we print above, and before making 
further comment upon It we wish to say that oU rlght-iqinded 
and respectable masseurs and masseuses have our best sympathy 
in the disagreeable predicament In which they have been placed by 
the Bopinenesi of municipal government. 

With regard to a proposal for registering the persons who practise 
massage we do not think the proceeding necessary Of coune 
If registration were deemed advisable it would follow that a minimum 
of knowledge uould be required from the registered, or rather it 
would be to ensure such a minimum oC knowledge that registration 
would be enforced by law But we do not think that there is any 
necessity whatever for registration because wo cannot conceive 
anyone falsely pretending to practlsemassage who is not so pretending 
for immoral purposes and with such Immoral persons the law should 
be able to deal, for we agree with our correspondent ‘ A Mosieur** that 
the public, as a rule, employ genuine masseors and masseuses 
only under the superrlslon of a medical man and the medical man 
in thin way protects them from the simple impostor And on similar 
grounds we o not consider that there is anything' to bo 
gained by the licensing of houses as places of massage. The only 
institution that can pretend to be a place ot massage and not be one 
iB, 03 for as our imagination serves us, a brothel, and the municipal 
authorities have already discretion to deal with brothela 
Our correspondents proposal that masseurs and masseuses should 
be registered wlU not find much support among the thoughtful 
whether medical or lay Tbe registration of a body of men and 
women alter a curriculum extending over two years and embracing 
the study of anatomy physiology, aud pathology would be a virtual 
repeal of the present ifedicji Acts. Who would keep such persons 
within the intended limits f It would follow to a certainty that a 
half-educated medical order uould be Instituted and would usurp 
medical practice in every direction to the detriment of the public 
It is quite luffloient that masseurs and masseuses should be 
able to satisfy the medical pmctlUoner nt whoa© suggestion the 
adjunct to treatment is being employed that the routine of masaage 
is famiflQr to them th^re is no necessity for them to be pathologists 
or dlsgnostidans.

ligatured, (J) a quarter of an inch below the ligature a 
longitudinal openmg is made into the ureter twice its 
diameter in length , (a) the open end of the upper segment 
is split longitudlnaUy to prevent cicatricial contraction , 
(d) two fine sewmg needles threaded at opposite ends 
of a piece of catgut transfix from without inwards 
the lower extremity of the upper segment opposite the^ 
split (“ traction suture ”) , (e) the needles are then' 
passed through the longitudinal incision in the lower 
segment and made to transfix the ureteral wall from within 
outwards a little distance below, (/) the upper end is now 
drawn by this suture through the opening in. the lower seg 
,ment and fixed by tymg the ends of the traction suture 
(the anastomosis may be strengthened by a few additional 
sutures) , and (y) fihaUy, the union is enclosed or covered by 
folds of peritoneum or by a detached omental graft Blood 
good has figured a specimen resulting from an experiment 
showing that after this operation the mucous lining becomes, 
continuous and no constriction of the canal results ^ It 
would also appear that no leakage takes place and that the 
abdomen may be closed without drainage ^ 

3 In the end in end method the upper extremity is m- 
vaginated into the lower end, which ip split longitudlnaUy 
for half an inch to permit it The union is then made firm 
by sutures This method was introduced by PoggI of 
Bologna m experiments on dogs, and Mayo Robson, who at 
the time was not aware of Foggi's work, first employed it in 
the human subject Van Hooa p method has been used three 
times and the end in end twice and nU have been equaUy 
successful ' I 

Of the five oases of partial division all have been treated 
by direct suture Of these, two died from the effects of the 
severe operation they had undergone, but in two of the 
remaining three leakage took place, apomt which rather tells 
against the end to-end method for complete division Should 
subsequent cases show no better results from direct suture 
in partial transverse wounds it would be better to complete 
ithe section and restore the tube by Van Hook’s or the end in¬ 
end method. There is only one definite piece of evidence of 
the eventual effect of these operations upon the kidney In 
Sohopf’s case at the end of five weeks the kidney wim found 
to b® hydronephotlc and the seat of union embedded in 
oloatrioial tissue There is, however, sufficient presumptive 
evidence in favour of the belief thpt stenosis doM not occur 
frequently from the long periods which have elapsed nfto 
the operation in which tie patients have been known to be 
in, good health (KeUy's three years, Cushings five years, 
Robson’s six months, Bov^e’s 11 months, and my own case 
almost a year)

, Diagnostio Ureterotomy 

The subject of ureteral injuries should not be dismissed 
without reference to a plan known as “ diagnostic uretero 
tomy” which has been mtroduced by Dr Hcward KeUy 
whose labours have done so much to advance this depart¬ 
ment of surgery In four operations In which he had reason 
to fear that he had moluded a ureter in a mass of ligatured 
tissue he exposed the ureter at the pelvic brim, made 
a longitudinal incision into it, and passed a ureteral 
sonnd down towards the bladder In two cases be 
found the ureter free, ‘but ip the other two the 
sound stopped short at the ligated area The Uga 
tores were removed and the nound passed on into the 
bladder The incision was closed with mattress sutures and 
though in three at least of the cases a gauze drain was used 
,no leakage took place and no trouble resulted either from the 
temporary ligation of the ureter or from the operation '* Ail 
Mr Henry ilonis pomts out In his Interesting Hunterian 
Lectures the general tendency of advance in renal surgery is 
in the direction of conservatism The first nephreotopiy was 
performed by Bhnon 30 years ago for ureteral fistula and 
injured ureters were at first treated in the same way With 
the gradual growth of ureteral surgery nephrectomy has fallen 
into the background and in the case of wounds will be very 
rarely justifiable And diagnostic ureterotomy, inasmuch 
as it aims at the prevention of wounds or the avoidance of 
the suppression of the functional activity of one Sidney,

perhaps that of baotenology Within the cavity of the 
abdomen are contained many and most important organi, not 
the least of which la the alimentary canad, the fraiotioni of 
which are associated with much of the joy and misery 
of this hfe, Butr- it is not so much with tho funo^ 
lions of the howel that -wo are concerned to night 
as with stoppage of the vital though turbid stiSm 
withm it The subject of obstruction is not the least Im 
portant of those which fall withm the domain of abdominal 
surgery, and though much has been written and said con 
cemmg it I hope you will hear with me wijile I endeavour to 
lay before you certam facts which may m some shght way 
serve to inorease your interest in the matter \ 

The causes of obstruction are so varied and their mode of 
action so complicated that it is impossible m a short paper 
like this to do more than mention some of them They may 
bp arranged under three heads (1) those in the bowel, (2) 
those in the bowel waU, and (3) those outside the howel 
wall Those in the bowel are (a) concretions, intestinal or 
biliary, (i) fmcal aoonmulationa, (o) foreign bodies, and 
(d) tumours Those in the bowel waU are (a) oica 
tricial stricture , (J) stricture due to > tumours, simple 
or malignant, (o) tv^ts, and (d) mtussnsoeption Those 
outside the bowM wall are (a) bands mflamuintory or 
other, adhesions whether binding the gut to othei;, organs or 
surrounding it, and kinking , (J) stenosis produced by holes 
in the mesentery or omentum, internal hernia, and (a) 
occlpsion by fcetM remains, as Meckel’s dlverticnlum Lastly, 
there is an important group which is quite distinct from 
these—vii , hernia of omentum, strangulated ovarian cyst, 
Orchitis in an undescended tcstiole, cmMed testlole, inflamed 
hydrocele, phlegmon of the upper part of the abdominal wall, 
perforating gastric nicer, parafysis of the bowel, appendicitis, 
and peritomtis With the subject of external hernia I do 
not propose to deal 

It has been stated that the cause of obstruction may be in 
three positions as xeCTrds the waU of the howel It may 
also be in three positions as regards the length of the gut 
It may be low down in the second ball of the large intes¬ 
tine , it may be hlgli np in the smalillntestlne—jejunum, or 
It may be intermediate in position, my in the lower part of 
the Ueum It may, again, be acute o r chronic 

It is often oompialned that too mnc h is made of the patho¬ 
logical aspect and meohanism of col iditiona which are met 
with by the busy practitioner and n ut enough of the signs 
Bnd symptoms by whioh these condit, ions may be recognised 
and treated Now it is not my mtent Ion to burden you with 
an account of conditions which can o nly he made out in the 
post-mortem room, but rather to dwe J 1 upon the signs and 
sjmiptoins by which obstmoHon maj|rbe recognised For 
upon the recognition—nay, upon til e early recognition— 
of the case depends the treatment 1 and the safety of tho 


patient , 

Let ns look for a moment at th e classioal symptoms 
of obstmotaon with which yon are > all familiar W® 
find that they consist of pain, of ftecal vomiting, of 
stoppage of the bowels both to wine i and more polpahle 
material, sometimes preceded \by'- s lurious dlarrncea, of 
swelling of the abdomen or meteora im consequent UMU 
which there is more or less difficulty or ibreathing, alteration 
of pulse, furred tongue, scanty urine, and\general depression 
I think it may he taken as an axiom that taU patients who 
have these symptoms have obstruotlon* but who have 
obstruction have not these symptoms and it is 'to draw your 
attention to these cases that I have ventured to address 
you to-night When we consider the classical symptoms wo 
are struck with tho fact that in many cases of obstruotion 
there is not the condition of obstruction only to deal with, 
but that there are really two conditions—viz , obstruction 
plus strangulation—and, further, that strangulation is by far 
the most urgent condition Let us consider the classio 
symptoms indlvldnaUy 

Pain is one of the earhest symptoms to appear and 
it IS one which it is well worth while to study

CURB OF ASCITES DUE TO LIVER 
^ CIRRHOSIS BY OPERATION 
Notes op a Second SocaEsspui, Oasb and op a Post- 
' MORTEM Examination

De. Drummond and I have already pubhshed a paper i on 
the cure of ascites due to liver oirrhosls by a surgical opera 
tfon The design of the operation, as we than pointed out, 
was to relieve the obstructed portal circulation by the 
establishment of an efficient anastomotic one I propose 
to offer now further evidence, both of a olimcal and post¬ 
mortem character, that this can be successfully accomplished 

A man, aged 42 years, was sent to me In January, 1897, 
by Mr G Uongbotham of Middlesbrough, complaining of 
Bwelhng of his bowels It appeared that eight weeks 
previously he had felt unfit to attend to his business from 
weakness, having an uncomfortable puffed up feeling after 
meals and being somewhat swollen Since the begiiming of 
the year the swelling had increased very rapidly Except for 
a history of three attacks of- pneumonia, ffiways in the left 
lung, there was nothing to note in his previous health and 
his family history was excellent With regard to alcohol he 
said that ho never took more than a pint of heer to his 
dinner and supper, and very occasionally a glass of whisky, 
and that ha had always been temperate This stat^ 
ment was corroborated by his wife and by Mr Longbotham 
His arms, his legs, and his chest had got much thinner 
since his illness commenced Eds organs, with the 
exceptions to be presently noted, appeared to be sound 
His abdomen, was much swollen and it felt tense All the 
signs of a large oolleobon of free fluid were present No 
liver dulness could be distinguished His spleen was so 
much enlarged os to fill the left ilio-costal and lumbar spaces 
and to bulge forward the left flank A distinct notch was 
felt in the tumour, showmg it to bo spleen, in a line drawn 
from the umbilicus to the ninth left costal cartilage and 
midway between the two Never having seen so large a 
spleen before In liver cirrhosis, before deciding to operate 
I asked Dr Drummond to see the x>etient Be concluded 
that the ascites and enlarged spleen were due to liver 
cirrhosis and advised operation 

The operation was performed on Jan 12th, 1897, under 
chloroform The abdomen was opened midway between the 
umbilicus and enslform cartilage sufficiently to admit my 
index finger for exploratory purposes The oharaoteristio 
hard, hobnail surface which was felt on reachmg the liver 
left no further doubt as to the diagnosis and the parietal 
incision was extended from the enriform cartilage to the 
umbilicus I then introduced my hand Into the abdomen 
and projected my finger against the anterior parletes three 
inches above the pubes and made an opening sufficiently 
large there to admit a glass drain into the recto vesicid 
pouch About two gallons of fluid escaped from the 
upper opening and through the tube Through the 
upper openmg a perfect view of the liver and spleen 
was ob tain ed The liver presented the typical appear¬ 
ance of the ordinary form of alcohoUo cirrhosis 
and although diminished in size was npt so much contracted 
as we expected it might be from the diminished hver 
dulness The spleen was enlarged to at least six times its 
normal sUe After emptying the peritoneal cavity and 
drying it with sponges, the anterior surface of the liver, the 
outer surface' of the spleen, the exposed coils of intestine, 
and the parietal pentoneum were all firmly sponged and the 
omentum was attached by sutures widely to the parietal 
peritoneum lining the author abdominal wall as described 
in the paper to which I have referred above The whole of the 
upper wound was closed by deep and superficial sutures and 
the glass drainage tube was loftprojeotingand firmly gripped 
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below Wide, long strips of strapping were applied firmly 
over the dressmg from the epigastrium down to the drainage- 
tube The nurse who was left in charge was directed toke^ 
the dressing dry by frequently emptymgthe tuba with a pump 
The operation was completed at 12 45 pm The after pro¬ 
gress of the case was as follows Flmd was drawn oft at 
2 16b M , at 2 46 P M , at 3 IB P M , at 3 45 p M , at 4 p M 
at 4 30 PM, at 6 16 pm, at 6 10 P m , at 7 pm, at 

7 40 P M , at 9 16 P M , at 10 16 pm, and at 12 midnight 
The total amount of fluid drawn off smee the operation waa 

8 or 4 dr On Jan 13th fluid waa drawn off at 2 30 A m , at 
4 30 t M , at6 A M , at 7 40 a M , at9 16 A M , at 1040 t M , 
at 12 36 PM, and at 2 46 PM The total drawn off 
during the 24 hours was 6 or 6 dr On the 16th fluid was- 
drawn off at 6 16 A M ,,at 9 am, at 130PM,at3PM, 
at 10 P M , and at 12 midmght, and on the 16th at 1 a M ^ 
3am, and at 6 30 A m The total for the 24 hours was- 
4 or The wound was dressed for the first time on the 18th, 
when the glass tube was removed and a srnall indiarubber 
one syas inserted On this day and on the 19th and 20th 
the dressing was frequently changed to keep the wound dry 
The wound was dry all the night of the 21st, and on the- 
26th the mdlarubber tube was taken out The patient went 
home on the 28th with the wound healed except where the 
drainage tube had been 

The general recovery of the patient requires no note 
From the surgical point of view it waa straightforward Iti 
was, however, evident during the last few days of his stay 
m Newcastle that he was much depressed mentally and 
after his return home the depression moreased and for three 
weeks he was alternately depressed and excited This- 
feature seems to me to be deserving of more attention than 
would have been given tp the same in an ordinary case, for 
it may possibly be one of the special risks of this operation- 
Dr Drummond has brought before the Northumberland and 
Durham Medical Society at various times cases of liver 
cirrhosis complicated by peculiar nervous symptoms, and in 
one patient who died he was unable to find any change in 
the nervous system to account for the symptoms In that 
case the liver wns m an advanced stage of cirrhosis, there 
was no ascites, and there waa a very large vein of Bappey 
connecting the portal with the systemic circulation The- 
explanation given by Dr Drummond of the attacks—viz , 
that they were due to intestinal products finding their 
way directly mto the systemic circulation without any 
liver influence bemg brought to bear on them—is in 
accordance with the fact that this patient was on

I I Enterio Fever tn thp ^Netherlands 

IIA MEETING of thisisociety was held on"May 19th, Dr 
Fbanklin PAH30N3, tho President, being in the chair 

Dr B H Saltet, Professor of Hygiene In the Dniversity 
of Amsterdam, read a paper on Enterio Fever m the Nether-j 
landsjJ freely' illustrated by maps 'and statistical tables, 
graphic and numerical V Before entering on ithe subject, 
wTuoh he thought might throw some light on the causes and 
sprKid of this disease, he wished' to describe the sanitary 
organisation of his country The kingdom was divided Into 
seven provinces and subordinated to the provincial councils 
were those of tho 1123 municipalities which with popnlationB 
rouging from 200 to 500,000 were alike constituted of 
eleoted^members presided over byia burgomaster nominated 
by the Grown These were tho sanitary authonties, but thoi 
only offleial medical advlsera wore scien appomted by the 
Government and one by the munlclpalltyi of Amsterdam, on 
whom devolved not only the supervision of tho public health 
bht the work of registration of births and deaths, the 
inspection of asylums, and tho control of the medicad pro¬ 
fession, The census was'decennial, but since besides the 
prompt registration of births and deaths every change of 
domicile was notifled to the local nnthorities <the popula 
tlon. of‘ every V district was .always known with a 
considerable degree of aoouraoy The causes of deaths, 
classified under 34 headmga which had been unchanged 
since J.875, were certified by the medical man in attendance 
or, in the absence of such, by one appomted by tho local 
authority to hold an inquiry, and in oases of a suspicions 
character after a judicial investigation Notification of 
infectious diseases had been obligatory since 1872 but was 
not complete, for many practitioners did not bellave in the 
communicability of typhoid fever and some connived at tho 
concealment of oases ooournng m houses of business on 
account of the injury consequent on the regulation reqmring 
a nbtioe of the fact to be affixed to tho premises Typhus 
fever, typhoid fever, and so-called continued fever were hot 
strictly distinguished, some old school practitioners applying 
these names to severe, mild, and doubtful oases respectively 
In hisi opinion oases of such infeclivenesa as to attack the 
medical attendant or nurses might be fairly assumed to be 
typhus fever, but these were few, so that allowing for those 
of typhoid fever which were not notifled the total deaths 
returned under tho three descriptions represented approil 
mately the true mortality from enteno fever Dividing 
the period 1876-95 into four qumquennia and taking the 
death rate, per 100,000 population in each, he proceeded to 
inquire in the first place whether the causes of the decline 
uijtho'hnortahty from typhoid fever were no other .than 
the better social and sanitary conditions which had tended 
to lower the general death rate of the country This 
did not appear to be a sufficient explanation, for wbde 
the general death rate had deoUned by 14 per cent and 
that from tuberouloua diseases by 16 per cent the reduc 
Hon in tho typhoid fever death rate had been no less 
than 63 per cent Next; as to the aggregation of popula 
Hod in town, while tho. urban death rate was always 
somewhat higher than that of the rural distnots. it bad 
fallen by 20 par cent, as against 12 m the country, and as 
regards tjfphoid fever by 72 and 60 per cent respeotively 
It was worth consideration i that though crowding favoured 
the spread of infection the residents in towns enjoyed 
many material advantages.. and better medical attend 
once Thirdly, could any relation be traced between tho 
water supplies and the prevalence of fever 7 The water 
question in Holland was beset with difficulties The 
most flourishing part of the kingdom lying below the 
eea level, with the subsoU permeated by ssdt water, tho 
population had recourse to rain water stored In tanks, but in 
dry seasons they fell back on the polluted water of the canals 
and'dykea, whUe elsewhere 'the towns found an unlimited 
but questionable supply m the rivers, and only on the higher 
lands could good drmklng water be had from wells Gradu 
ally, however, towns and rural communes with an aggregate 
population equal to <28 6 per cent of the whole had been 
famished with good public supplies drawn from wells, and 
Hotterdam and. o'‘her^ towns comprismg 12 5 per cent 
of tho population were supplied With filtered riven water 
A TT g erdam, Haarlem, find Tho Hague, obtained tbojr 
supplies from wells in tho range of sand dunes skirting 
the sea coast But no appreolable difference, was nptlced j 
between the two classes, for the general death rate had 


fallen 19 per cent in those supplied vGth gropnd vyater 
and 23 percent in those supplied u Ith filtmed river water, 
the fan in ,tho typljold fever death rates having be^ 
68 ,and -54 per cent respeotfvely, but in tho latter it had 
b.en considerably lower from the first. Since rjver water 
seemed more exposed to pollution than that from wells it 
was possible that the lower mortality among the population 
using it might be partly owmg to the greater cleanliness 
attainable with the more abundant supply of jiator 
fourthly, there w^ the influence of thq soil to wlfich 
attention wa^ first drawn by Pettenkofer, though its nature 
,waa still obscure, In the Netherlands the higher and drier 
provinces were, with the exception of Groningen poor and 
thinly peopled, the rich pasture land and flounshmg centres 
of trade bemg for the most part below or little Move the 
level of tho sea IVhile however, enjoying many favourable 
social conditions these districts suller^ from the dis 
advantages of an absence of running streams, the rivers 
so called bemg shut qp withm locks and of tho instability 
of the peaty soil which precluded tho erection of 
subsfantiai buildings _ even with dhe aid of piles 
driven into the clay beneath, while the disposal of sewage 
and factory waste was beset with diffloultles The general 
death rate m the low lying rural communes, which was 
formerly higher than in the more elevated, had shown a 
greater improvement, but that from typhoid fever had 
declined almost equally in both On the whole a fall of 
72 per cent m the typhoid fever mortaUty among the urban 
population and of ^ per cent among the rural population 
seemed to suggest that while sanitary improvements had 
operated equally throughout,, the progress of medical science, 
the benefits of which were enjoyed to a greater extent by 
the inhabitants of the towns, was a factor the mfluenco of 
which was far more powerful than was commonly supposed 

Mr SuiuEET Mphphy said that the great redaction in the 
mortality from typhoid fever of late years had in England 
and Germany been naturally ascribed to the introduction of 
better water snpphes and sewago'disposal, but after listening 
to Dr Saltet’s able examination of. the possible factors he 
could not but think that a partial explanation might be 
found in a diminished infeotivity in accordance with Dr 
■Whitelegge’s doctrine of oyolical variations m virulence 

Professor Notteb remarked that the stationary character 
of the population of the Netherlands would favour their 
acquisition of a degree of i mmuni ty , in India tho extreme 
snaoeptibility of Europeans recently arrived was notorious, as 
was the rapid increase of resistance with each year of service 
or residence 

Dr Thbodobe Thomson, Dr Chbibxopheb Ohilbs, 
Dr Washbouen, the Pbesedbnt, and Dr Willoughbit 
also Wok part m the disonssion 

Dr Saetbt, replying, eiplamed that the wells wore 
mostly from 100 to 120 feet deep in the superficial sand only, 
though as remote from habitations as possible while the 
river waters were subjected to sand filtration under regulated 
pressure and velocity Typhoid fever in the Netherlands was 
mostly sporadic, epidemics being rare

The eighth ordinary meeting of this sooiety was held on 
,Mayil7th and was devoted to the exhibition of patients and 
specimens. Sir John Batty Thkb, President, being in the 
obalr Before entermg on the work of the meeting the 
President made reference to the death of one of their 
oldest members, Dr John Moir, and it was resolved to send 
uu expression of the sympathy of tho sooiety to the relatives 
I Dr Shaw M'Lahbn showed 1 A boy after operation for 
Congenital Torticollla Instead of performing subcutaneous 
tenotomy tho muscle was cut through by an open incision 
No apparatus was applied and now the boy could turn hm 
head well round towards the right The right side of the 
face was noticeably larger than the left—a condition often 
npted in suoh cases 2 A lad after operation for Ruptured 
Bladder He was first seen 24 hours subsequently to bis 
accident,, having been ipu over by a cart Ho was passing 
frequently small qqantitiqp of urine and a catheter passed 
eaiily into the bladder The wopud was found to be low down 
on the anterior wall at the junction of tfie bladder and urethra 
The wpund was drained through, the penneum,and natprally 
became septic The patient was now almost well after having 
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Hr lOTlLEDALE and Dr Kirkpatbiok nide a com 
mnnicaSon on the subject of Boom Disinfection, with 
Special Eeferenco to the use of Foimio Aldehyde. 

Dr Lrm.EDALS said that the eimriments ware oafrled 
oat in a room haring a capacity of 28 cubic metres (989 
cubic feet), with no opening into it but the door,, and 
10 grains of formalin tabloids ware vapourised in an 
“ alfonnant ’’ lamp. The yellow air coccus, baoter}um coli 
commune, staphylococcus pyogenes albus, bacillus typhosus, 
pus, sputum, and putrid urine were the t^t objects exposed 
Thi^^ were steeped in emulsions of these various objects, 
WTappcd in filter paper and hnt, or concealed m the pocket of 
a coat or between the leaves of a book, or exposed qmte open 
to the vapour All the objects freely exposed were found to 
bo quite incapable of growing on nutrient media after a 
nine hours’ exposure to the formalin, but concealment m 
a coat-pocket or between the leaves of a book seemed quite 
sufficient to prevent their being acted upon to any degree, 
as aU bacteria so exposed were not at all or only slightly 
hindered in their growth The sputum was openly exposed, 
on cover glasses, on which it had been aljowed to dry in the 
oven at 37° 0 , and after exposure for tune hpurs no grqwth 
took place in broth for two days—that is, until the, surface 
layer digested off tmd the deep surface was exposed, as coul^ 
be s§en by the shaggy appearance of the layer on the cover 
glass Everything in the dried pus which was openly 
exposed on gauze was killed except a leptothrix. Agar 
tubes of definite dimensions were inoculat^ over a sloped 
surface for a known distance and exposed just immediately 
qfter inoculation, and after the experiment were kept at 
37° 0 r Growths appeared in these tubes but not over the. 
whole length of the smear No inoculation experiments 
were undertaken on animals —Dr KiKKPATHiqK; said that 
an efficient yet easily apphcable mode of room disinfection 
was greatly needed for such chronic infectious diseases as 
tuberculosis and could hardly be obtained except by means 
of gqseouB disinfectants Professor Ehch had shown that 
sulphurous acid gas was useless for practical purposes, while 
Dr Fischer and Dr Proskauer had proved that to apply 
chlorine and bromine efficiently was quite as difficult as to 
disinfect with germicidal solutions The disinfection of 
rooms,by means of formic aldehyde generated by Messrs 
Zimmermann's “alfonnant” was very much simpler then any 
other of the modes of gaseous disinfection conridered, while 
it was supenor to any of them in pomt of efficiency —Dr 
N(NIAN Falkiner, Dr Knott, and Dr Tweedt having 
dlscuasod the subject. Dr Kirkpatrick, in his reply, stated 
that six or seven hours would ho sufficient to thoroughly 
disinfect wfth formalin vapour, and on opening the doors 
and windows after this the smell at once dl^ppeared,’ which 
was not the case with sulphurous acid' qr other gaseous 
disinfectants i 

Dr Martlet read a paper on Cancer in Ireland After 
ontrasting ,-the deaths from cancer in Ireland and 
ngland—the former rate being roughly only 70 per cent 
f the latter—he illustrated by maps' ^ts very unequal 
ncldence in different localities, the parts most affected 
being the east of Ulster, Dublin, and Callow —Dr T W 
G^IMSHAW, 0 B , Hegistrar General, remarked that maps 
showed that cancer was prevalent in most Anglicised parts 
of the country, for example, they might look at Carlow, 
which they knew to be an old English colony, and Dublin, 
containing a large proportion of the population of English 
despent —Dr John W Moore explained the prepqnderanco 
of cases in Dublm and Belfast by (he fact that in country 
districts the medical men were often reluctant to give 
cancer as a cause of death owing to the existing dread of 
the disease on account of its hereditary nature, also the 
diagnosis of cancer was usually verified in the city hospitals 
by a necropsy, which was not the case injhe country, ip 
addition, DubUn and Belfast received cancer patients from 
all parts of the country .

Senagc Analysts By J Alfred Wanklyv and Wiiliam 
John Cooper London Kcgan Paul, Trenoh, Trilbner, and 
Oo 1899 Pp 215 Price 7s 6d —Wo anticipated that wo 
migtt have been able to congratulate Messrs Wauklyn and 
Cooper on adding something fresh to this important subject, 
but frankly we cannot Indeed, it is quitean elementary book 
on the subject, m which one of the authors'—Mr Wanklyn— 
tak^ the opportunity of making personal references and of 
emphasising his own contentions on his own pet subjects 
He grumbles all through at the attitude of certain English 
chemists whose views differ from his own He objects, for 
example, to tho failure, as he calls it', of certam English 
chemists to express tho results of the ammonia process 
on' the only scale over sanctioned by himself He regards 
this " tampering with analytical results " ps rapidly assuming 
the dimensions of a public scandal "and the originator of 
albuminoid ammonia warns those persons that the expression 
of tho results in parts per 100,000 lays the analyst under the 
suspicion of representing the liquids as being ten times too 
pure " Agam, he declares that tho circumstances under 
which his work has been earned on—for exaniple, tho sever¬ 
ance of all relations with the London Chemical Society—have 
operated advantageously to him - “ The wave of fad and 
fMlaoy at present passing through the' Chemical Society has 
not disturbed us in our laboratory ” Then he tilts at the 
experiments of the late ohemist to the London County Oounoll

If we rememher aright M Tahtb, with the terse and 
graphic exaggeration which so often characterises the

changes which have taken place m order to adapt and har¬ 
monise the inhabitants < of the world with the different 
climates in which we find them we need to have recourse- 
to time In a geological rather than an ordinary sense,- 
and many authorities even go so far as to doubt whether 
,tma and perfect acclimatisation ever takes place They 
point to distant ages m the past m which we have evidence 
of the existence of the various types of the human family 
such as they exist in the present day and they declare that' 
nature has herself imposed insurmountable bamers to the' 
white man’s permanent occupation of the temtoiies occupied 
by black people The degree of difference of temperature, to 
take one great element in the problem, may be such as not' 
only to prejudice but to prevent the survival of a trans¬ 
planted race, and to render it impossible to establish a 
durable colonisation 

It seems to be pretty well established that the Semitic- 
peoples possess a power of acolimatisation or adaptability' 
to climate superior to that enjoyed by the Aryan races, 
and among the latter the inhabitants of the South, the 
Spaniards, the Portuguese, the Maltese, and the SicHlans' 
are superior to those of the North Next to the Jews the- 
Gipsles are the most cosmopolitan The admliture of a' 
foreign blood, too, in a remote past seems to conferi a 
power of resistance to the prejudicial effects of climate, and 
hnlf castes manage to survive in climates inimical to white 
men 

Olimate and acclimatisation haye been discussed m 
numerous treatises and books and have formed the subject 
of many papers and debates at international and other" 
soientifio congresses It is altogether too large a question 
to be usefully considered here But on a more limited scale' 
and in the restricted sense in which people ordinajily apeak 
of acolimatisation they mean the changes which ensue on- 
the arrival of an immigrant into a new country, the risks to-

THE SCANDAL AT THE LIVERPOOL HOSPITAL 
j FOR CANCER AND SKIN,‘DISEASES 

, Tub recent tUnoueaunt at the Liverpool Hospital for 
Cancer and Skm Diseases points to a very undesirable condi¬ 
tion of alfaira as existing at that institution As some of the 
matters in dispute wiU probably be the subject of investiga¬ 
tion in a court of law we confine our observations to facts 
which have already become publio property \ThQ staff of 
the hospital has hitherto consisted of three medical officers 
and three assistant medical officers, the former bemg Mr 
J D Crawford, Dr J Stopford Taylor, and Dr William 
Whitford At the end of (ie year 1898 a sub committee 
of five members of the general committee was appointed 
to inquire mto the mtemal management of the hospital 
The three medical officers received mvitations to offer 
suggestions as to any improvements which they considered 
to be necessary for its better management and, to send any 
specific oomplamts which they desired to make Dr Taylor 
and Dr-Whitford alleged against Mr Omwford that private 
patients were sent by him to the hospital for the purpose of 
having their mediomes made up at the expense of the 
hospital They also alleged that ha had used- the hospital 
in. other ways for his own advantage j and that he had 
behaved in an indecent manner to some of the nurses 
Mr Crawford also made certam allegations against Dr 
Whitford, nob of a serious nature The sub-committee mob 
on several occasions and finally reported that the charges 
made against Mr Crawford had not been proved and they 
recommended a revision of the medical staff The com¬ 
mittee thereupon called upon Dr Taylor and Dr Whit¬ 
ford to resign their appoinUhents These twO gentlemen 
declined to accede to the request of the committee 
who referred the matter to the general body of the 
subsoribers Prior to the subscribers’ meeting a general 
meetmg of the Liverpool Medical Institution was summoned 
when a resolution was proposed protesting against the 
dismissal of Dr Tajilor and Dr Whitford After con¬ 
siderable dlsoussion the previous question was moved and 
carried It was felt by a considerable body of the membera 
that the society should not pledge itself to take port In 
matters which were still sub jtuUce No official opimon on 
either si^e was expressed A memorial signed by 108 prac¬ 
titioners in Liverpool, comprising a number of the leading 
members of the profession, was addressed to the sub¬ 
soribers setting forth the opinion of the signatories 
that, in the interests of justice and for tho welfare 
of the hpspital, an mdependent inquiry was demanded 
Dr Taylor and Dr Whitford at the same time sent to the 
subsoribers a pamphlet containing an exhaustive ciitioispi 
of the sub-committee s report in which they alleged that the 
coi^itteo bad ignored several important pomts of evidence 
A general meeting of the sabsenbers was summoned for 
.Itoy 10th to consider the reporji of the committee calling for 
the resign^tiona of Dr, Taylor and' Dr Whitford After 
a''heated discuaSion the action ol^ the oommitteo was sua

mot be taken against the hotel Mr' Da Rntien adopted this 
"view and Imposed a fine of £2 with £10 lOi costs Mr 
Mark Judge has now written t<i the London County Oounoll 
to say that if the St James’s Vestry have endorsed the view 
put forward in their name before Mr Da Rutzen they 
have made a default in doing their duty That he is 
right strictly speaking no medical man we think can deny

A MEMORIAL STATUE TO SIR THOMAS 
BROWNE 

'‘Thb opinion has long been held and the feehng often 
publicly expressed both locally and elsewhere, that some 
permanent memorial of oar great philosopher and eminent 
writer, Sir Thomas Browne, M D , should bo erected in the 
city of Norwich where he resided for forty six years and in 
which he died in 1682 Darmg Ids lifetime and shortly 
after his decease his chief works, espeoially the ‘Religlo 
Medici,’ ‘Christian Morals,’ ‘Vulghr Errors,’' and ‘Urn 
Burial,’ passed through many editions, the first of these 
through no less than 13 in England and 11 in foreign 
conntnes, and now after the lapse of more' than two 
centuries they are agam being re-edited and widely read and 
studied It is not too much to say that they are regarded 
with ever increasing appreciation and with a recognitioh of

SARCOMA OF THE TESTICLE 

The American Journal of the Medical Sotencet for May 
contains a useful paper on this subject by Dr G M Kober 
based upon six cases which he had observed and upon 
all the cases which he could find in German and English 
literature reported in the last 18 years, making 114 cases 
in all Injanes such ad blows, contusions, and squeezes 
have been regarded as exciting causes, in 32 oases there 
was a distinct history of traumatism In 18 cases the 
disease developed in a retained testicle or when the descent 
had been delayed , m one the retained testicle had been 
i pressed on by a truss , in two there was a sjphihtio 
history, m one there was a history of metastatic orchitis 
from mumps As to age, 9 3 per cent of the cases occurred 
before the age of 10 years, none between 10 and 16 years, 

I 6 6 x> 0 r cent between 16 and 20 years, 71 per cent, between 
20 and 50 years, and 14 per cent after 60 years Of 93 cases 
in which the seat of disease was stated the right testicle 
was affected in 47 the left in 41, and both testicles in five^ 
Sarcoma, like carcinoma of the testicle, usually develops 
rather rapidly, but in a few cases very slowly Out of 
99 cases, the tumour was of congenital origin In five, from 
a few weeks to sis months’ duration in 28, from seven to 
11 months in 14, from one to two years m 24, from 
two to five years in 18, of six years’ duration in two, of 
16 years' in two, of 16 years’ m one, of 20 years’ in three, 
of 23 years’ in one and of 26 years’ in one In most 
cases the patient observed a gradual but painless enlarge¬ 
ment of the testicle for an Indefinite time followed by a

, PHTHISIS ON SHIPBOARD 

Tba'VBILEBS are mdebted to a gentleman who recently 
inade the voyage from South Africa to England for a timely 
and important suggestion which appeared in tha pages of a 
contemporary Shortly after leaving the Cape he iscovered 
that his fellow passenger in tha same cabin was advanced m 
phthisis Naturally and very properly he suggested that 
hn might (le provided with a berth elsewhera, but was 
Informed that the existing arrangement could not be 
altered. He ■was consequently obliged to sleep in the 
saloon He afterwards found that two other passengers 
were also phthisical Under the olroumstonces it la 
not surprising that he makes some very pertinent observa 
bons respecting the duty of shipping companies with 
regard to isolation and disi^eotion in similar coses There 
cannot indeed be any question as to the danger to others 
which these entail It is true that phthisis is not infeotious^ 
after the same manner or in the same degree as the exan¬ 
themata It would be unreasonable, even cruel, to refuse 
a sufferer from this disease that opportunity of transit over 
sea which perhaps affords him his only chance of recovery 
But, on the other hand, we now know that the spread of 
tuberculous disease is largely attributable to the inhala 
bon of particles of dried sputum distributed m the atmo¬ 
sphere, and it is easily conceivable that phthisical persons 
are not always careful about tha disposal of their expectora 
bon Such being the existing conditions a measure of soni , 
tary precaution is no more than necessary, and it ought, if 
it Is to he effectual, to include the medical examination of 
intending passengers by the ship’s surgeon, the separate 
accommodation of any who are phthisical, the regular! 
use and disinfection of sjieoial spittoons, the disinfection of 
handkerchiefs and soiled bed linen, and a final sanitary 
cleansing of the cabins occupied during the voyage when it' 
is over A certain amount of method and some peisonali 
‘exertion would be needed to carry out these arrangements, 
but there should be little or no monetary loss to thei 
shipping companies, while' there would certainly result a 
gain in security and an increase of confidence on the part of 
the'travelling public ^

A CRITICISM ON TEE DECISION IN 
' HUNTER V CLARE 

Br Jaxies Wilson, Bajuuster at Law ‘ 


[The great importance of the Issues raised in the case of 
Hunter-D Clare will make the foUowmg legal criticism on 
the recent decision of the Divisional Court Interesting to 
our readers It will be seen ^hat Mr James Wilson does not 
whoUy commend the interpretabon of the law as laid down 
by Mr Justice Lawranoe and Mr Justice Ohannell Theiw 
IS no doubt that the matter^ bristles -with difficulty, hut we- 
hope that our readers will ponsider the case strictly on its- 
merits and will not aUow any prejudice either for or against 
the Society of Apothecaries to mfluence their opimon either 
of the action of the General Medical Connolly or of tho- 
jnstice of the decision of the Divisional Court ] 

Tha recent decision of a Divisional Court (Lawranoe and) 
Ohannell, JJ ) in the case of Hunter v Clare cannot, it is- 
submitted, be accepted as a final detenninabon of the law- 
in respect to the use of medical titles by duly registered 
praebboners under the Medical Act of 1886 The court was 
asked in this case to decide whether a Lioenbate of the- 
Society of Apothecanes of London, bemg duly registered on 
the Medical Register as such in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of the Medical Act of 1886, could be convicted under 
Section 40 of the Medical Aot'of 1868 for stylmg himself a 
“physician ” 

The point being raised for the first time In respect to a< 
Licentiate of the Apothecaries’ Society registered under thm 
1886 Act there was no direct authority bearing on the: 
question to guide the court In the absence of authority 
judges not infrequently find safpty in a narrow mterpre- 
tabon of the law and so it seems to have happened here 
It IS an elementary rule of construobon that words and 
phrases in a' statute are to be taken as used in them- 
teohmeal meanmg if they have acquired one and hi theur 
popular meaning if they have not, with this quahfication, 
nowever, that teohmeal words in statutes d^ing witln 
matters relating to the general pnbllo are to he construed) 
lilt loquitur vulgm —that Is, according to the common rmder- 
strmdiDg and acceptabon of the terms Mr Jostloe OhanneK', 
narrow^ down the question which the court had to decide: 
to one of determining whether the wordphyslcirm” vran 
used in a technical sense or m a popular sense in Section 40 
of the Medical Act of 1868 “If physician there means.'' 
said the learned judge, “ simply a person who is duly qualified 
in law td praotise in physio then it seems to me thia 
appellant is a physician ■within that meaning of the- 
word, because although it wai not so at one time ha 
is now by being a Licentiate of the Society of Apotho- 
oanes enbUed to praotiso medicine and surgery, and if tha 
worf ‘physioian’ m Beobon 40 is used m a popular sense- 
I think one would he hound to say that he is entitled to< 
praotiso in physio m a popular sense at any rate Even If 
there be In any sense a distinction between ‘physio' and 
‘medlome’ I do not think there is any such distinobon. 
in the popular sense Consequently, if ‘ physician ’ in 
Section 4Cr means—I do nqt say ‘ m^ical praebtioner ’ as 
that expression! too has a sort of teohmeal sense—a persoi> 
who is legaUy entitled to act as doctor, using the word 
‘ doctor' in the popnlar sense rmd not in the teohnical sense- 
of doctor of m^oine, then I think the appellant by the quali¬ 
fication he has got would be entitled to caR himself a phy- 
aiolan Prior to the passing of this Act of 1868 ‘ physician' -was- 
commonly (used as applying to what was the highest grade 
of medical praotibonera and having regard to that fact f 
f.hlnTr ill was so Used in this Aot^and If we look through the 
Act we find confirmation of that view There is some:

Colonial Hospital of Trinidad and the remarks made by him, 
on that occasion After saying that nothing had given him 
greater pleasure during his visit to the West Indies than an. 
.inspection of the Colonial Hospital, Professor Orookshank 
praised its administration and made several important 
criticisms and suggestions We wiU qnote these remarks 
lerhatim 

There Is evidence on ell sldei of capable administration and of a 
thoroughly elBcient amt zealous raedli^ snd siuuical itaflt Every 
attention Is given as far oa possible to carrying out IJsterlan principles. 
The lontllatlon of the wards la ndmlrahle and the attention to geuerar 
sanitation Is satlsfactoiy Noverfheleis there Is room for Imptoi ement. 
I would draw attention to the proximity of the ward for special 
obstetrical operations to tho room ui^ for the sanitary servlco of the 
general wards I would also urgo tho need for more complete clssalfl- 
catlon of the patients and that admission should not bo given to coses of 
leprosy and to other cases (which need not bo speolfl&lly mentioned 
here) which are quite unsuitable tor odmlulon to the wards of a general 
hospital. Lastly I would point out the ^lendld opportunities uhloh 
exist for the investigation of the cause and prevention of tropical 
diseases, a matter which Is receiving at home the attention of tho 
Colonial Secretary of State ondof tbegeaeralpabllo. Such work ie of the 
greatest possible fmpottanco to our colonies and Indirectly to the mother 
country Great efforts are being mado lu England to train medical 
men (for service in tho colonies) In the modem treatment and preven¬ 
tion of tropical diseases. In England there are opportunities for 
studying Imported cases of tropical dUeasos and a training can bo given 
la bootoriolorfcai methods. Imere, hoaeier ns In Trinidad, there Is a 
large colonial hospital that Is obviously the best place in which the- 
Investigation of tropical diseases can bo carried on The appointment 
of a medical olBcor who has devoted his time, and Is prepared to con¬ 
tinue to give up his time, to preventive medldne and bagteriological 
research m Trinidad, Is a question which It Is hoped will receive the 
Immediate attention of tho Oolonfal Government and the unan imous, 
support of anenllghtened and progressive puhllo. 

The suggestions made with a view of promoting baoterio- 
logical research and better sanitation in Fort of Spain were 
also brongbt to the notice of his ExceUenoy the Governor of 
Trinidad in a memorandum on the subject submitted by 
Professor Orookshank Referring "to the material for investi¬ 
gation at the Colonial Hospital, Professor Orooksbank pointed 
out bow much stiU remained to bo done in investigating the 
nature of malaria, and that in tho case of yaws and many 
other tropical diseases there was an open field for research^ 
Professor Orookshank then pnt the case very strongly u) 
support of his suggestion for the appointment of ji medical 
officer of health and the eqmpment of a small laboratory 

The general practitioner in the colony, if he is to keep u^ 
with modern practice, must be able tp haio doubtful cases or 
diphtheria, malaria, typhoid fever, Aq , baoteriologically 
examined, and he must be able to apply the anhtoxin treit- 
ment The veterinary surgeon is fighting without the 
modern weapons of defence & he is unable to examine milk 
for tubercle baoUU, or to teat horses for glanders by the use 
of mallein, or to test, cows for tuberculosis by means or 
taberoniin The absence of any facilities for spientlho 
rwearoh at the hospital, tho demands of fhe general medical 
practitioners and of tho veterinary surgeons in the 
point to the need for a bacteriological laboratory either at 
the hospital or as an extension of tho existing govun 
ment lawiratory The question of the appointment or a 
colonial baoteriologiat Is one to which I would ewnMUj 
draw the attention of your Excellency I hope that befOT 
long the colonial government may see its way to combine

Sirs, —In The Lanoet of May 20th I am reported 
Ip 1367) aa having sard during the discussion on Gonorrhoeal

:gronp were primarily due to a gonorrhoeal infection but that 
there had occurred a secondmy infection by some other 
micro-organism, notably by bacillus coli communis i I did 
not say anythmg as to tubes primarily infected by the gono- 
■cocous being speciaUy liable to snbseqnenUy become infected 
by the tubercle bacdlus ,

Sirs, —In leaving this subject pendmg further investiga 
tions I would like to pomt out definitely how the matter 
stands In my paper I looked at the-matter from the clinical 
point of view and did not push the tests to a chemical 
■conclusion' I have rex>eated my eipenments twice since 
and it may bo taken as certain that, judging from egg 
albumen in aqueous solution and pushing the testa to a 
chemical conclusion, (1) taking the esoretlon of anna at 
60 ounces per diem the hunt teat will not detect a loss of 
albumm (dried at 100° 0 ) of less than from ,three to three 
and a half grains per diem, (2) under the same condiGons 
the nifno acid teat wiR detect a logs of a quarter of a grain 
per diem, and (3) a solution of carbohe acid In absolute 
alcohol IS almost as dehoate as the nitric acid test 
The heat test was apphed in the usual way—namely, by 
heating the upper part of the tube to ebullition and after 
observation heating again after the addition of a drop of 
acetio acid Picric acid is much more delicate as a chemical 
test than I made it m my paper, but the fineness of the cloud, 
its colour, and the fact that at an early stage of dUnbon 
it is clear to transmitted light make its olmical value stop 
probably at a loss of about two grains of albumin per diem 
The investigations wiU be continued with serum albumin 
■and in mixtures Er Brodie, my fellow assistant to the 
Professor of Physiology m Glasgow University, baa under

necessary to amputate, in either case taking special care not 
to inoculate the new wound. I must frankly confess to a 
feeling of-disappointment at this not having bean done, as 
two of the cases ended fatally ' ’

PAROTITIS, AND INFLUENZA 

To the Editor ! of Tics Lancet 

Sirs, —In an annotatiorr-in- The Lancet of May 20th 
entitled “The Bacdlus of Influenia," mention is made 
of the occurrence of parotitic symptoms m conjunc¬ 
tion with the presencej of thej Canon Pfeiffer ( bacdlus 
m the bronchial mucus . Thi$^ ■■ is the first time I 
have seen in print a- suggestion' that parotitis may 
be a comphoation i of Influenia' and it will accord 
with the view I took of a case which came under 
my notice early in the year In the ■'early part of 
February 1 was In attendance for weU marked influenza 
on two chUdren in a young ladies’ school The head 
mistre^ of the school, who, by the way, is a rheumatic 
subject, nursed them, and m a short widle feU sick herself 
in the same way On Feb Uth she was convalescent and 
two days later, after bemg downstairs, she had a rise 
of temperature and pam m the parotid regions—m 
short, went through a mfld attack of what appeared 
to be mumps Arising m a school ^ was eager -to 
trace the source of infection, although I was doubtful 
whether the complaint was true mumps All I could 
ascertain was that a smoU child had had influenza and 
had thereafter a similar attack'' to that from which my 
patient was snflermg, that it was considered an inflnennd 
manifestation, and that she was allowed to mix with others— 
indeed, she attended at the school some three weeks or more 
pnor to my patient contracting the parotid symptoms I 
may say that no other cases of mumps arose in the school, 
although if the httle girl was the source of infeotion she 
would be far more likely to infect some other child than to 
infect the headmistress, of whom she'saw very little J should 
add that my patient although in, middle hfe had never had 
mump, though of course I isolated her so fax as was 
psslble I thought at the time that the complamt must 
be an influenzal parotitis and not true mumps, but I have 
not seen any other such cases- and have not heard of any 
other than the httle girl mentioned above I could not get 
precise dates as to when'this child came into the school It 
would be interesting to know if many of your readers have 
met with such a comphoation or sequela of influenza I 
should not have thought of mentlomng the matter m print 
myself but for your annotation I crave your indulgence to 
allow me to remam anonymous on this occasion and wlU

Dr von Stubeneauch (Munich) said that m experiments 
made for the purpose of elucidating the action of phosphorus 
on the bones he trephined the mandibles in' dogs and 
guinea pigs and inject^ phosphorus through the alveolus, 
but necropis did not ensue. He then exposed the animals to 
vapours saturated with phosphorus and obtamed the same 
negative result In order to imitate as much as possible the 
conditions which the workpeople encounter in match factories 
the animals were sent to a match factory to be left fora 
certain time m the drying room which is the most unhealthy 
department.

courtesy, they should give to their guests the largest share 
in tho proceedings But for this- purpose it has been 
necessary to undertake an amount of correspondence which 
can scarcely bo appreciated esoopt by those who have had 
some experience in this sort of work .As a result of this 
vast correspondence some 260 medical men, of whom only a 
third are Frenchmen, have undertaken to act as reporters on 
the various subjects which ate to he submitted to the 23 
sections Some sootions will have reports on six different 
questions, some on only three, but fom: questions per seoHon 
is the moro general rule All these reports will be written 
in French, English, or German, but those who report 
m either of the two last mentioned languages are requested 
to add a short summary of their reports in French, if 
they cannot do this themsalvea then the organising 
committee will endeavour to have these summaries trans¬ 
lated into French for them The reports ■will be published 
m full and will constitute as it were the offloial subjects of 
discussion 

Apart, however, from these reports, individual members of 
the congress are at liberty to send any communications they 
choose which are suited to the section of the congress which 
they propose to attend These communications or papers 
can be read ia the sections, but the committee do not under 
take to publish more than a summary of them, unless they 
prove to be of oxcoplional importance A ciroulor giving 
full details of all the reports expected, the names of' the 
reporters, of the presidents, of the secretaries and of the 
committee men of the 23 seotions, the rules of tho congress, 
the form which has to be filled qp by mtendlng members, 
and other information is now in the hands of the Govern¬ 
ment printers This oiroular will be issued in French, 
English, and German, and will bo despatched to all 
countries during the oourse of this summer For the present 
tlje organising committee have nothing more to do They 
must now wait for the replies which this oiroular ■will elicit 
In the meanwhile the organising committee are anxious to 
express their high appreciation of the friendly support which 
they have received from members of the profession in all 
countries The letters which they have sent abroad have 
met with a prompt response and this has greatly facilitated 
the work of organisation 

The orgamaing committee are now desirous to impress on 
intending foreign visitors the absolute necessity of forming 
national committees or in some other way of taking measures 
to ensure that there shall be the neoeisory accommodation 
for them when they reach Paris The United States of 
America is aS yet tho only nation which has provided for 
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this Tho -American Government has a representative In 
Paris who is organising for the reception or all .American 
exhibitors and of all Amoncans who mean to attend any of 
the congresses This agent wBl seonre rooms for them In 
advance The British members of tho congress would fare a 
great deal of trouble and expense it they constituted a British 
committee, created a common fund, and despatched a epmmis 
I sioner to Paris This representative by contracting for sei eral 
'hundred rooms in the different hotels conld obtain them at 
a cheaper rata "Wholesale transactions are always 1^ 
expensive A member of the congress arrivmg m Paris' 
alone would be charged some exorbitant price for his room 
and plight even faU altogether to obtain a room The 
overcrowding in consequence of the Universal Bihiblbon 
and of the International Medical Oongress threatens to 
be unprecedented The organising committee cannot 
undertake to find lodgings for tho thousands of visitors 
expected , they will have work enough to do in attending to 
tho business of the congress itself Tho general secretary 
j was therefore very amuons that I should endeavour to 
; impress upon the British members that it was abso- 
! lutdy necessary that they should institute some sort of 
organisation of their own "with representatives m Pans to 
secure the necessary accommodation This must be done a 
long time beforehand Every member of tho congress must 
make up his mind when ho is coming to Pans, how long he 
desires to remain there and what sort and number of 
rooms he will require, and these ho must seonre before loavmg 
England, otherwise he ■will run a great risk of being stranded. 
In tho streets of Paris and will become the helpless victim of 
every form of extortion All this should be seen to and m

Plague returns for India for the week ending April 30th 
show a further great reduotionj tho deaths having fallen 
to 1184 in the Bombay Presidency, of which Bombay city 
reports 360 and Karachi city 207 Tho Madras Presidency 
IS almost free In the Mysore State, Mysore city, and tho 
Kolar goldfields the cases are also Tewer In tho Bengal 
Presidency there were 141 deaths reported, of which Calcatta 
furnished 125 The Punjab returned 26 Tho Central 
Provinces, the Hyderabad State, Hajputana, and Assam 
are practically free Tho rapid fall in Bombay city exactly 
corresponds with the experience of previous outbreaks and 
amounts to a diminution of nearly 200 deaths for every 
week Binoo the climax towards the end of March. In 
Ooloutta the outbreak still keeps subdued and shows no 
sign of increased virulenoy Tho cases are now fairly well 
scattered over all parts of tho city In Karachi the diseii^ 
has shown a decided change for the better and the tblid 
outbreak is now probably on the decline 
Many complaints are being made by tho medical men and 
nurses who have come out from England for plague duty and

Xmt relntlons of the medical man to the clergymau should for obvious 
reasons l>§ oa close mid cordial as oircuinstances permit, and this 
we are glad to thlnh Is commonly the case. In on urban community 
they ero rieceesarily much looser than they are In avlUnge for In a 
town especially In a big city the medical mans patients will be 
distributed over the congregations of many,d^ominatlDa3 of clergy 
men, while the clergyman wiiatever his denomination or school of 
thought, ^viU have In his congregation the patlenta-of many different 
medical menu As a result there is not in town life the great bond 
between the-medical practitioner and the clerg3nnan which exists In 
parishes’yh^re‘their pure !• largely IdentIcaL StlH, though 
in a more indirect manner they can and do help each other 
immensely in the toT>Ti, for many a hardworking man and woman 
although not communicative to both will be communicative to one or 
the other To some the clergyman appeals more forcibly as a friend 
and counsellor and to some the medical man If the clergyman and 
the medical man exchange confidences as far as the sanctity of tho 
trust reposed in them allows each gains enormously in knowledge. 
Tho clergyman himself, not infrequently the largest almsglver. Is 
snre to be tho recognis^ almoner of the neighbourhood A few 
words to him from the mpdlcal man may serve to direct a fiow of 
practical charity by which the health of the breadwinner may bo 
preserved to his family Similarly the medical man mayleam from 
the clergyman details conoemlng the environment of hU patients 
which from various motives had been concealed from him although 
of the first importance to hla diagnosis and line of treatment. As 
long os this sort of coflperatlon has careful regard for the privileged 
nature of much that is told to the members of both professlons^lt can 
only work for the publlo good 

f In thd country In the same way but more directly and certainly, tho 
geneial practitioner is* able to look to the clergyman s> labours 
as a most valuable adjunct to his practical work. Not only is the 
domestic environment of the patient so well known to tho cquntry 
clergyman that he Is able to impart pieces of Information to the 
medical man that may be Invaluable os suggcstlpna for medical 
ministration but bis position towards his Jlook may enable him to 
give advice which would not always be accepted without resentment 
from a physician or surgeon. The public, especially the self ntspeot- 
Ing poor will genertlUy do what they are told by tho medical man If they 
thinkthe advice good but If they do not see the rationcle of the initnic. 
tions which they have received they are apt to neglect them. Hero it 
/ where the clergyman In tho country may be particularly valuable to 
the medical num The rustic community will follow bit snggesttons 
without understanding them. But the simple trust in the clergy 
man Is abused not Infrequently by persons who ^riiI not confine 
themselves to their proper sphere but who aspire to be medical men 
also. The prescribing clergyman is an interesting but not 
quite harmless survival from the mlddlo oges when the com 
mnnity tamed as naturally to the monk for simples as for 
prayers. Many of our readers have come across the prescribing 
clergyman and we hove Introduced him to their notice at different 
times in these columns This is the man who ehakes his head 
over the medical mans diagnosis and suggest* that indigestion 
is really what he calls "gastric fever" or that the application which 
the patient has obtained from the regular source may a ell be dls* 
continoed that an ointment which clerioal experienoe vouches to be 
most efilcacious may be tried in its stead. Some clergymen have 
gone even further in the nnorthodoxy of their therapeutics and have 
been found colloguing with oancer-ourers. If the practitioner in 
.their neighbourhood objects to their interference with, his clientitc 
or points out the unwisdom of their proceedings they attempt to get 
him replaced by soma more complacent medical man This Is done, 
among other ways by advertising a promising nucleus for sale or a 
house at a very low rent suitable ^for a medical man These things 
are perfectly well known to us to occur and our columns ahow that 
they ore quite familiar to the medical profession. Bub they form 
grave exceptions to the usual rules which govern th^ relations of the 
clergyman and the medical man in ho for the most part work 
e^cejleptly well together In their private capacities. 

The close connexions beta een publio health and public morals—tho 
certainty that in a locality where the former is bad the latter can 
never be good—compel the clergyman and the medical man to take 
wlmniyr views in matters of State m^oli^e and sanitation. On tho 
great field of morality the paths of the sanitarian and the spiritual 
teacher are always in tho same direction. To take one example only, 
the clergyman preaches against fornication while the medical officer 
of health prevents five persona of varying sexes from sleeping in one 
bodit works in his oinq way towards the same end and it Is 

almost unknown for a difiereuca ot opinion in principle to exist, while 
in detail the agreement Is genernllj copiplete. But a letter from s 
medical correspondent which v>enow append shows that clergymen 
re not always llbepiUj minded in matters of pnbllc health »— 


bodies ^onld ‘ entice bis children away" Upon It being repre- 
seated to him that the NouconformliU also would probably promlso 
to do^e their schools he replies that hd cannot trust puch promises 
Consequently aU the efforta of our medical officer of health and the 
Incom tnlence caused by the closing of the day schools are rendered 
of no effect.

Bjlatation of the left aunole may be conveniently con* 
pidered in juxtaposition to that of the ventricle The caus^ 
of dUatation of the left auricle is generally disease of the 
mitral valve which may be either obstructive or regur¬ 
gitant The dilatation is most remarkable with stenosis, 
the extreme narrowing of the auricular exit which some 
times exists opposing resistance to the emptying of the 
cavity and occasioning repletion, dilatation, and hyper 
trophy The abnormal pressure within the cavity, be it 
observed, is during its contraction, and hjrpertrophy of the 
muscular tissue together with dilatation is a conspicuous 
result Mitral regurgitation acts differently ^ the pressure is 
here brought to bear within the auricle during its expansion 
with the result of great dilatation and comparatively htUe 
hypertrophy 

To pass now to the right side, the rtyAf ventricle is dilated 
with greater frequency than the left hut usually to a less 
degree Disease of the valves, the chief source of the greater 
degrees of dilatation, prevails less on the right aide than 
on the left Dilatation of the right ventricle is due in dn 
overwhelming majority of instances to obstruction of the 
pulmonary circulation by diseases proper to the respiratory 
organs I find that in 86 cases in which the only noticeable 
dilatation was of the right ventncle this was attributed 
in 62 to obstruotion in the lungs or air passages This 
number Included instances of phthisis, emphysema, bronchi¬ 
ectasis, pneumonia, broncho pneumonia, bronchitis, empyema, 
pleurisy, diphtheria, and other forms of larynge^ and 
tracheal obstruotion In one instance it yrsiB attributed to 
tetanus In all these oases the dilatation was shght The 
greater degrees of it ware caused by disease of the valves 
mostly of the left side of the heart and of the mitral valve 
more often than of the aortio Mitral regurgitation and 
mitral obstruotion are both frequent in this relation, 
regurgitation with a slight preponderance To look for a 
moment at the action of mitral regurgitation m dilating the 
right ventricle It is obvious that the regurgitant current 
overloads the left auricle and the pulmonary veins during 
the ventricular systole slmnltaneously with the normM dis 
charge from the right ventricle into the pulmonary artery 
The two ourrents oonfliot, the emptying of the right ventiiole 
is hindered, and dUatation ensues by abnormnl pressure 
within this cavity daring s^tole With regard to mitral 
stenosis the same result la in the end produced The left 
auricle, unable to empty itself, remains permanently 
oconpl^ and thus opposes a difficulty to the relief 
of the pulmonary veins and of the right ventricle 
Aortio re^gltation is also a recognisable cause of dilata¬ 
tion of the right ventricle The way in which it acts is 
clear The repletion of the left- ventrlole in diastole 
hinders the discharge by the pulmonary veins, impedes the 
current in the pulmonary artery, and so places difficulty in 
the way of the closure of the right ventricle Disease of 
the right valves is insignificant as a canse of change in the 
right ventnole m comparison with disease of the left valves 
Triouspid regurgitation is recognisable, though infrequently, 
as a canse of dilatation of this cavity It acts, as does 
mitral regurgitation upon the left ventricle, by creating 
repletion durmg diastole Dilatation of the right auriole 
frequently accompanies that of the right ventricle and may I 
be duo to any condition whiob impedes the emptying of 
that cavity These conditions I need^not racapitnlate j 
The -varieties of pulmonary obatmotion,- partiomarly it 
chronic, and disease of the ,ileffc valyes, especially 
of the mitral, are the most frequent causes Mitral 
stenosis gives nse to great dUatation of both auricles, 
the left is often hypertrophied as well, with the right 
dilatation is more prominent The modvt operandi of the 
latter change Is obviously the loadmg of the pulmonary 
oironlabon and the consequent difficulty in the discharge 
of the right cavities 

So much for dUatation of each cavity taken separately 
There are many states in which both ventricles or aU the 
four chambers are together affected Multiple or general 
dUatation often depends on compUcated valve disease, some¬ 
times on disease limited to one valve, mpre especially if that 
valve preseiit a double imperfeqtiqn, and sometimes on an 
apparently simple lesion, snob as that which oocasions 
mitral regurgitation When tiie valve lesions are mnltiplejc 
it la easy to understand from what has been already put 
forth thatj^ dilatation may be mnlUpIei alsp, iln the case 


of simple mitral regurgitation it Is eqnaUy easy to see how 
this may affect several of, or all of, the cavities The mitral 
reflux necessarily dilates the left auricle The reflux in 
returning dUates -the left ventncle' The repletion of the 
left auricle opposes the discharge from the right ventricle 
with consequent dilatation of the right side i , 

Mitral stenosis in theory should ha attended with the 
opposite state of the left veqtriole to that which attends 
mitral regurgitation With thq lessened admission of blood 
the cavity should shrink upon its diminished contents 
and become atrophied with the diminished blood pressure 
withm it In rare instances this Is so, but these are excep¬ 
tions rather than the mle Mitral stenosis is almost 
invariably attended with regurgitation and the consequent 
changes are thus complicated Beside lesions of vMves 
general dilatation, or dUatation affecting both sides of the 
heart, may be produced by aneurysm of the arch of the 
aorta, more rarely by pericardial adhesions and commonly by 
many conditions of pulmonary ohstmotion With regard to 
aneorysm it is recognised that the disease per se has Uttle 
effect in causing cardiac hypertrophy, though often associated 
with other oanses to which it la due, but the oases to which 


I have appealed show that dilatation sometimes presents 
itself with aneurysm apparently as Its consequence, and, that 
the dilatation may affect both ventrioles It Is to he 
suggested that the dilatation of the left ventncle is 
first prodneed by the aortio obstruction and that mitral 
incompetence followa though the valve segments are healthy, 
and subsequently the changes In the right side which mitral 
regnr^tation produces It is not easy to isolate the action 
of pencaxditis as a cause of cardiac dilatation or hypertrophy 
smee pericardial inflammation is so constantly assooiatcd 
with valvular inflammation that we may doubt how much to 
attribnte to each With pericardial adhesions it is obvious 
that resistance is opposed to the movement of the walls and 
increased work imposed which may lead to hypertrophy 

ffrom the cases which I have coUeoted it Boems clear that 
dUatation of both sides of the heart, often together vdth 
hypertrophy, is conennrent with many conditions of

Mode of otservatton —The recent appearance of now 
instalments for the determination of blood pressure In the 
human subject has enabled us to make the following senes 
of observations on the eSeots of baths, massage, and exercise 
on the arterial and venous blood pressure The hiemadynamo 
meter of Oliver and the pulse-pressure manometer of TTill 
were carefully compared and found to read alike, but as the 
former instrument proved to be rather easier of manipulation 
and possesses a much wider scale it was used throughout 
Both maximum and mean arterial pressures were recorded 
and the venous pressure was taken according to the method 
desonbed by Oliver ^ For artenal pressure the radial artery 
was employed, the subjects being In the recumbent posture 
except where otherwise stated, with the arm extended on a 
level with the heart For venous pressure the vems on the 
dorsum of the hand or wrist were takan in some subjects, in 
others those of the forearm, with the same precautions to 
eliminate the effect of gravity 10 subjects in all were 
experimented upon, their ages ranging from 20 years to 60 
years They included marked examples of both low and 
high pressure Most of the results were confirmed by 
repeated observation In the few instances in which this 
was not done confirmation did not appear to bo 
necessary 

General conuderaUom —At the outset, before proceeding to 
discuss the results. It Is perhaps expedient to refer briefiy to 
the factors which govern the production and maintenance of 
blood pressure and to point out how far they can be eatl 
mated by the Instrument used The chief factors concern^ 
are the output of the heart, the extenmbility and elastioity 1 
of the artuiai walls, and the peripheral resistance None 
of these can be directly measured by the instrument The 
maximum arterial pressure, as measured by the instrument, 
being that force which just prevents the passage of blood 
along the artery, la a force equal to the sum of the true 
maximum arterial pressure and the forces requisite to 

C duce distortion of the tissues and artery The latter 
tors we are unable to measure, though they probably 
remain constant for each mdividual during any short senes 
of observations The mean arterial pressure Is taken as the 
mean pressure recorded by the instrument when the mdicator 
gives Its maximum excursion The difference between the 
maximum and mean arterial pressures as thus recorded can 
serve as an indication of the force with which the blood is 
discharged if we suppose the rate of discharge to remain the 
same during the time occurfed by the observation When 
the rate of working of the heart v^es during the penod of 
observation the indication is less reliable 
The two variable factors determhung changes in the mean 
arterial pressure durmg any short series of observauons ore 
the output of the heart and the degree of constriotion of the 
peripheral arterioles, consequently a fall m mean arterial 
pressure may be caused by a dilatation of the peripheral 
arterioles or by a diminished output of tho heart, the latter 
bemg -due to a slowing of the rate of working or to a 
diminished output of blood per beat A rise In mean artenal 
pressure will be due to the same factors workmg In the 
opposite direction and a variation in mean pressure can also 
be caused by varlatioiis in opposite direotloiis but to unequal 
extents of the same two factors 
From the measurement of tho venous pressure as recorded 
by the Instrument we can to some extent infer the state of 
the peripheral resistance, for a constnctlon or dilatation of 
the arterioles will bo accompanied by a fall or rise resjiec 
tlvely of venous pressure, provided the other factors remain 
constant Hence variations in venous pressure would serve 
as a measure of the degree of peripheral resistance were tho 
other factors to remain the same

If to cold Qie effect of percussion be added in the form of 
a strong needle-douche applied simultaneously to the whole 
surface of the body the artenal pressure becomes raised to 
a greater extent than with cold alone Experiment II gives 
the details of the results obtained, the subject having a low

invariable, the mean pressure, according to him, remaining 
stationary or even fauing in some subjects afto exercise 
Be considers the invariable result of exercise, moderate or 
severe, to be a rise in maximum pressure, which, 
he says, is due to increased energy of contraction of 
the ventricle Whether the mean pressure becomes 
lowered or raised depends, hex mintains, on the

monia ooourrmg during pregnancy In 21 of these there 
was premature expulsion of the feetus 28 of the <13 patients 
had not passed the sixth month of pregnancy, and of these 
11 aborted, while of the remaining 16 who had exceeded this 
period the pregnancy termmated prematurely in 10 From 
these statistics it would appear as if the tendency to 
abortion increased with the advance of pregnanoy Of the 
16 women seized with pneumonia after the sixth month of 
pregnanoy seven died It was Tarnier’s opimon that •• tho 
more advanced the pregnancy the greater the probability pf 
an expulsion of the foetus and the graver the prognosis for 
mother and child ” ' i , 

My own experience leads me to express tho opinion thgt so 
far as treatment is concerned it is better not to attempt to 
end the pregnancy It was only too apparent in, our patient 
that if the uterus could have been rapidly emptied there 
would have been a gam of air space to the mother, but 
those of us who have had to empty a pregnant uterus short of 
the full term know the difiioulties of the process and arp 
aware of the risks to which maternal and fmtnl hfe are 
exposed j Nature will neither be taken unawares norwill she 
be hurried beyond limits at this parbeuiar period The in 
ductlon of premature labour, however rapid, is always tedious 
and a woman may dlo during the operation The muscular 
pains and the sudden eipuMon of the foetus act too fro 
quently like surgical shock to tho mother Add to these 
pneumonia and what can be the effect of strong expulMva 
pains with suspended respiration but for more blood to be 


thrown into already damaged lungs and an extra strain im¬ 
posed upon the heart 1 In the treatment of disease we rely 
upon experience tVhat, then, is the verdict of eip^ence 
in regard to the mdnotion of premature labour when severe 
pneumonia complfcates pregnanoy f Statistics certainly do 
not favour obstetrical interference Of 18 women who were 
tho subjects of pneumonia and in whom the pregnanoy was. 
interrupted Matton^ informs us that nine died, while of 29 
women sufiEeting from pneumonia but whose pregnanoy was- 
not mterfered with only one died As regards the children 
bom under these circumstances it may be said that most of 
them are bom dead or die very shortly after buth and when 
a necropsy has been made the lungs have been found affected 
and tho internal organa congested 
Pnenmonia itself tends to terminate a pregnanoy Nearly 
one half of the women who are affected abort In all these^ 
cases fover is an important element, it moreases the danger 
by qmokeijing the respiration and causmg cardiao failure. 
Pnenmonia intormpts pregnancy in about one third of ail 
cases before the sixth month and in two thirds between the- 
sixth and mnth months The maternal mortahty may reach 
60 per cent, while that of tho foetus rises higher, being 
probably nearer 80 than 60 per cent It is needless to add 
that when labour occurs in pregnanoy compbeated by pneu 
monia it is the duty of the practitioner if tho parts are at 
aRdiiateable and the head presenting to shorten the process- 
as far am possible by the gentle use of the f creep, keeping 
an eye on the patient afterwards for cyanosis Shonldthls 
develop he shonld not be in too great a hurry to check any 
reasonable amount of bleeding that may he present.

Aeti btebbtococcio semm is still on its trial and tho 
foRowing case may be recorded without prejudice and help 
to define its value as a remedial agent I say “without 
prejudice,’’ as a single case, though it may ho as complete 
as. the one now described, is of little value, but taken in 
conjunction with tho others already reported and possibly 
with others stUl to appear it will he useful Though 
recoveries have been recorded tho disease is almost univer¬ 
sally fatal, so that any serum 'or other mgent which would 
counteract the toxin would be most acceptable The chief 
diffloulty lies in the fact that we have to deal with a disease 
in whioh the infection may b® caused by several distinct 
mloro-orgamsms, or a group of organisms, while the symptoms 
appear the same in every ease It is only by a cultivation 
from the blood in each case that the cause can defimtoly

cord ^ The "internal piUar” which goes to form Gimber- 
nats ligament sends a refieotlon of fibres upwards and 
inwards which reach the middle Uneand become incorporated 
with the sheath of the reotus muscle 3 The aponeurosis of 
the internal oblique is inseparably united with the aponau- 
tosis of the external oblique and that of the transversalis 
4 The transversalis fascia is, thanks presumably to nature’s 
provision, strongest in the lower part of the abdomen and 
encloses, as it were, the femoral vessels as they pass under 
Poupart's ligament Erom the margins of the opening of 
the internal abdominal ring the " delicate " Infundibniiform 
fascia is prolonged upon the cord or the round ligament ’ 
I contend that each and aU of these structures, which are of 
vital importance in the prodnotion of aU hemite, are capable, 
by suitable measures, of great mcrease m vasoularity in 
muscular and aponenrotio snbstanoe, and therefore in thick¬ 
ness and resistance to the extrusion of any visons 

Although not a few surgeons operate upon hernia in 
Infants of two and three years of ago and under, it may, 
I think, be considered the more general practice to recom¬ 
mend the prolonged use of a weU made truss Every practi¬ 
tioner has many coses m hla mind’s aye in which this treat¬ 
ment has been successful as a “radical”—i e , complete— 
cure, and adult life is reached without any signs of the old 
hernia As Mr Ecoles remarks in his jiaper on the 'Treat¬ 
ment of Inguinal Henna in Children,* “permanent closure 
of the processus vaginalis will be obtained in the majority of 
cases only after a oontmuous action of the pressure of a 
spring truss over a period of some years A cure, therefore, 
can be safely predloted, but the truss should not bo dia 
carded until the child has reached the age of at least three 
years ” Such a result can only be explained by the develop¬ 
ment of the child and a gradum process of more or less com 
piete closure of the hernial sao 

In adults, however, the case is different and if the verdict 
of the surgeon be cast for treatment by bandage it is rare 
that an expectation of "oure" Is held out, the patient 
bemg rather bidden to choose between the alternatives of 
operation with cure or a truss for the rest of his life with 
constant exposure to descent of the hernia, irreduoibiUty, 
and even sti^^ation—the truss, that is to say, is regarded 
merely as a palliative measure 

Now, the operative treatment of a small hernia in a young 
adult is not to be entered upon lightly It is a plastic 
operation and yet a major one An untoward result, though 
tare, is yet one of the most terrible “ calamities of surgery ” 
Nor is the profession decided as to the best method of 
operating, almost eveiy eminent surgeon having given his 
name to one or other procedure " Planmai leges corxuptis 
Sima xespubhca,” remarks Tacitus, and it may safely be said 
that as no one method has generally superseded all others 
so we are still looking out for an infallible operation, 
operative treatment re mainin g In many cases an ultimata 
necessity Taking as a typo the ordinary s mall rednoibla 
inguinal hernia my treatment Is as follows 1 Keep the 
hernia within the abdomen continnonsly and permanenfiy by 
means of a well apphed truss which may he changed for 
another of stronger pressure, of greater mobility, of different 
material, Ac , as oircumstanoes may demand 2 Systemati 
cally develop by suitable exercises to the greatest extent 
posible the muscular and aponenrotio structures of the 
abdominal wall ® A few words upon each of these two 
points 

1 The truu —The hernia once recognised, and the truss 
properly apphed, must not be allowed to descend One such 
complete descent may annul the results, of weeks of treat¬ 
ment A speoial truM should be used when the patient is 
in the bath and, if necessary, even when in m the

horizontal position On no account must the bowel enter even 
the internal mgninal aperture As to the truss the Frenolr 
and English forms differ considerably and on the whole I 
think the former is to be preferred on acoonnl ot its greater 
dmplioity and lightness Durmg some ot the exercises pre¬ 
scribed the truss may be dispensed with altogether as the 
patient is on the horizontal plana with the pelvis possibly a 
little raised, or a lighter, more mobile truss which penults 
greater freedom of movement may be used Such are well 
made by Rainal Brothers, Paris 

2 The mutouXar development —I do not think that it wUl ho 
denied that when a truss is worn the advice Is usually given 
to the wearer to avoid aU muscular effort The conaequeaco 
is that a more or less sedative life is led, the abdominal 
panctes atrophy mnsoularly rather than gain strength, or 
adipose tlssne is formed, and the Inguinal canal becomes less 
and less resistant to the extrusion of the hernia On the con¬ 
trary, I advocate the practice of all such mnscnlar effort as 
will not tend to force the hernia Into Its sao and if the 
trass be an adequate one there are few reasonable exercises 
' that need be forbidden. Those who have examined some of 
onr pnblio school or university athletes must have been 
strucK with the extraordluary part taken m tbeir general 
mnsoular development by the abdominal mnsoles When 
contracted the tendinous intersections of the reotl are well- 
marked hollows and the mass of the obliques at each side is 
not only easily distinguishable but becomes actually pro¬ 
minent Gymnasts and “ strong men ” show this to an even 
greater extent and if the ingnmal canal of such subjects bp 
examined it is surprising to find how small and how firm the 
internal rmg is and how much shghter the impulse upon 
coughing is t.b.an can be elicited in the more normal 
individual 

I have followed a number of cases now m which a grMt 
increase of development baa been obtained in three months, 
isii months, or a year by patient and suitable traiumg The" 
means used may be simple movements as indicated in the 
Swedish system, better still by resisted movements by means 
of one or other of the “exercisers” now in such poputo 
and varied use It Is probable that the abdo min al muscles 
contract more or less together and that isolated action of one 
or other is exceptional In sitting up, for instance, the 
obliques aid the recti mnsoles, but in rotation with fixture or 
the pelvis the share of the xeoti muscles must be insignifi¬ 
cant The action of these muscles varies according 
vertebral column, the pelvis, or the thorax are fixed. They 
are also thrown into a state of contxaotlon when any 
mnsoular effort is made, thus bracing the panetes of the 
abdomen and supporting its contents They come into Me 
in forcible expiration and in efforts of expulsion from the 
thoracio and abdominal cavities , , 

The common sense therefore, both of the surgeon ana or 
his patient will suggest the simple exercises necessary m 
expedient Among the best are the foUowmg 1 -tno 
patient, with his hands at hla side, raises himseU fromtae 
dorsal decubitus to a sitting posture 20 or 30 times twice 
or ofteuer a day 2 Similarly, from the horizontal position, 
let both legs be raised from the ground almost to 
dlcular This also 20 or 30 times fall there is distinot fatigim 
3 Modify the first of these three exercises by raisiug toe 
body sideways in a rotatory movement and thus ei^lto to 
obhqnes Similar modifications may be Introduced by extto

patch at the back of the tongue In a young girl and remarks 
tot the aspect of the mucous membrane exactly resembles 
tot of the Kkin The present case does not exactly tally 
with Mr Hutchinson’s lupus lymphatiobs inasmuch as it is 
apparently non infeotii e and is not associated with attacks 
of erysipelatoim swellings , 


The following case is one of such rarity as perhaps to 
warrant a short account in the pages of The Lan6et So 
far as wo carp ascertain few similar oases have hitherto 
been recorded in this country Fortunately ‘ there can 
be no doubt as to the diagnosiB, for the patient was 
shown at the Dermatological Society of Great Britain 
and Ireland on June 29th, 1898 The diagnosia was there 
confirmed by the president (Dr RadcliSa Crocker) and other 
members present Dr Crocker agreed that the cose came 
within the same category as those called by Mr Hutchinson 
“lupus lymphatiouB ” but which ha himself called “lym- 
phangieotodes ” or “ lymphangioma circumscriptum ” The 
case is briefly a^ follows

Beitibh Balneological and Climatological 

SodETT — An ordinary meeting of this society was held 
at 20, Hanover square, W, on June Ist, the President, 
Dr B Eortescue Eos (Stnithpoffer Spa), being m the 
nhnir —Mr H Shirley Jones read a paper on the Treatment 
of Neuritis and Neuralgia by the Droitwich Brine Baths 
He said he considered obstinate neuralgia and neuritis for 
the moat part associated with, and dependent upon, a 
debilitated condition and believed gouty neuralgia to be 
more the result of weakness than the eSoct of any nno 
acid on the nerve itself The nerve moat affected was the 
sciatic for obvious reasons, for it was the moat difficult nerve 
to rest and the large surface over which it extended rendered 
it more prone to injury from cold, Ac Next in fre 
quenoy was, perhaps, the fifth Obstinate oases of neuralgia 
were met with accompanying malignant diseases Ha hod 
seen also three cases of soiatica following the apparently 
successful removal of mammary carcinoma which would only 
admit of very temporary relief , each patient died within 
two years of onset without any material benefit or any 
evidence of return of malignant disease He related three 
cases of intense neuritis leading to insanity —Dr Douglas 
Kerr (Bath) said he could testuy to the benefit which he 
had known in severe cases of neuralgia from the Droitwich 
bath treatment He asked Mr Shirley Jones for particulars 
of treatment —The President remarked that neuralgia in 
its various forms was usually relieved under balneological 
treatment It acted doubtless as an eliminant and also 
tended to remove the sub-infiammatory conditions on which 
most cases of neuralgia depended Ha also called attention 
to the use of cold douches for neuralgia by the French — 
Mr Bowen Davies (Llandrindod Wells) asked for further 
oulars of the methods of treatment at Droitwich — 
Shirley Jones, In reply, said that ha had chosen that 
subject as being of interest because he thought that 
more bnlhant results were obtained from these waters in 
oases of neuralgia and neuritis than m any other disease 
The cases of neuritis which he had mentioned showed 
a peculiar obstinacy and each led to a very unusual 
conmiioation—viz , insanity The treatment he adopted 
at Droitwich in neurMgia and neuritis consisted for the 
most part for acute cases m the use of a hot reolin 
ing bath without massage or electricity but with as 
complete rest as possible. In cases of the lower limb rest 
m the recumbent position, for the upper limb rest in a sling, 
and in uncomplicated cases no drugs at all For the relief 
of pain he used hot brine as a compress As the aonto 
stages passed off the douche over the course of the nerve 
came into use , the temperature and the length of time 
varied considerably with the amount of pain and the 
Idiosyncrasies of the patient, the temperature of the 
douche bemg from 115” to 80” F usually, and he had 
occasionaBy found great benefit from a temperature as 
low as 66° given as a douche, particularly m cases where' 
there had been atrophy of muscles resulting from a neuritis, 
there, too, bo found great benefit from the use' of the 
swimmmg bath, where, owmg to the great buoyancy of the 
water, exercise of any hmb might be effected with a min, 
mum of exertion, and this he thought a very important 
point in the development of atrophied muscles, apart from 
that the sw immin g bath had a very decided tonic effect 
and as such was very useful in the treatment of chronic 
neuralgia —A paper written by JJr Ivor Murray was then 
read on Scarborough as a Health Besort in Phthisis 

Islington Medical Society—A meeting of 

this society was held at 26, ffighbury place on May 16th — 
Mr Axbuthnot l^e read a paper on the Pathology and 
Treafemenii of Adenoids He pointed out that the term 
“adenoids” wm applied to an enlargoment of the lymphatlo 
tissue described in anatomical work% as the pharyngeal tonsil 
and that from its proximity to tjjQ posterior miiea and 
Eustachian tubes it readUy interfereij funotions

of trouble He also recoded that the naso-pharyugeal 
sequence was but an accidental consequence of a general 
condition which occurred in chUdten possessed of little 
vitality resulting from an imperfect respiratory capacity in 
the first instance On this ground he attacked the primary 
infection of tho naso-pharjm, expecting that its disappear'’ 
anoe would in time be followed by a return to their normal 
condition of the pharyngeal, faucial, aaj cervical lymphatlo 
glands, as well as by a normal development of tho naso¬ 
pharynx, which was always imperfectly developed in 
chronic cases because the forced draught of respued air 
through tho canty bad been m ahejanco He effected this 
by improving the vital capacity try regular respiratoiy 
exercises, all inspired and expued air being driven through 
the nasal cavities, the mouth being kept closed This treat¬ 
ment met with complete success, so that he found himself 
now bat rarely called on to operate for adenoids He 
called attention to the fact that the same class of children 
constantly assumed the several attitudes of rest—namely, the 
symmetrical and asymmetrical resting postures of the trunk 
and abduofion of the foot—conditions which, when they 
become fixed, or exaggerated, are called by the names 
“dorsal exourvation” or “round shoulders," “lateral cor 
vature " or “scoliosis ” and “ flat-foot," all of which terms he 
hoped would soon disappear from surgery He desonbed and 
showed photonnphs which illustrated the several changes 
In the trunk wmon were consequent on respiratory incapacity 
and the various deficiencies m development of aU the bones 
of the face which he found were directly dependent for their 
perfect form on the proper evolution of the naso pharynx 
under the influence of the forcible passage of air through 
this cavity in respuatlon 

West London Medico Chibdegical Soclexy — 

A clinical meeting of this society was held m the society’s 
rooms at the West London Hospital on June 2nd, Dr S D 
Olippmgdale, President, bemg in the obabr —Mr MoAdam 
Ecoies showed a boy with a large Ntevo Iiponmtons Tumour 
of the Forearm which had existed since birth The case 
was disoussed by tbe President, Dr Leonard Dobson, Mr 
Kotheroe, Dr E P Patou, Mr 0 B Keetley, and Mr NevUla 
Wood —Dr Leonard Dobson and Mr 0 B Keetley showed^ 
a young woman who bod been successfully operate on for 
Gastno Dicer three weeks pravrously The patient had 
suffered much pain for many months and was in no way 
better in spite of prolonged medreal treatment Mr Keetley 
opened the abdomen and found near the oesophagus an ulcer 
which bad become adherent to the diaphragm The adhe¬ 
sions were separated and the ulcer was scraped and closed 
The patient made a good recovery —The case was discussed 
by Mr Bidwell, Mr Neville Wood, and Dr Patou —Mr 
BidwoU showed (1) a child on whom be had operated for 
Tuberculous Peritonitis, and (2) a man on whom ho had 
operated for Extensive Carcinoma of the Eeotum —These

The medical profession ■will ■welcome tho appearance of 
the sixth ■volume of Professor Clifford Allbutt’s System of 
Medicine The preceding volumes have contained sue 
excellent articlea that the completion of the series 
naturally anxiously looked for The present volume Is iR 
every way equal to its predeefessors It contains artic es on 
the oiroulatory systeini diseases of muscles, and diseases o 
the nervous system , . 

Tho first article is by Dr G Newton Pltfc on Kig 
aided Valvular Diseases Oases of this kind are com 
paratively uncommon, and Dr Pitt had a difiicult task o 
accomplish in considering them He has succeeded, how 
over, in producing a most interesting and full account of o 
'^ITootions ■which may attack the valves of tUo right aundo 
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authors, they having^ condensed an* immense ampunt of work 
into a comparatively small space “The consideration of the 
subject (after a short introduction) is divided Into two 
groups, one of a more general character containing the 
pathological and clinical features common to the different 
forms of-disease, the other* of a^ tnore special oharaoter 
The subjects which fall under the head of ‘ ‘ general fea¬ 
tures " are neuritis, tumours, pressure, and wounds, whilst 
under the “ special section” are described the individual 
affections of the different nerves This division is a con 
' venient one both for study and reference 

Under the title “Diseases of the Spine” are two oontrlbn 
tions—Diseases of the Vertebral Column, TnmoUrs, and 
Compression Palsies, by Mr Victor Horsley, and Affections 
of the Spmal Meninges, by Dr J S Eisien Russell Mr 
Horsley's paper, as might be expected oommg from an author 
who has made the subject one of particular study, is full of 
valuable information but is essentially practical, a quality 
which the majority of those who consult tlio “System” 
appreciate above everything else 
The last article m this volume, by Dr Risien Russell, also 
shows that much jyiinH have been taken in its production and 
that the author has had a practical acquaintance with the 
diseases which he describes The main part of the paper is 
occupied by a consideration of the moat important morbid 
conditions of (he spinal meninges—(1) vascular diaturbanoes, 
(2) inflammations, and (3) tumours of the meninges Dr 
Russell adds, however, J* Besides these conditlops there are 
certain morbid states which are only of interest from the 
pathologist’s pomt of view and concern us but little as they 
give rise to no olinioal manifestations by which they can be 
recognised or which cali for treatment ” These are veiy 
wisely disposed of in comparatively few words 
In conolusion, we must once more congrutulate the editor. 
Professor OUffoid AUbutt, on his choice of the aqthors and 
the maimer in which they have fulilUed the duties entrusted 
to them

That a second and enlarged edition of Dr Qroedel’s 
guide-book should be in demand within four years of the 
publication of the first edition shows that it has supplied 
a publio need The statistical record of tbs growUi of 
Nauheim as a watering place Is an Interesting study For 
the 30 years from 1865 to 1885 there was an average 
influx of betvreen 4000 and 6000 •visitors annually In 1890 
the numbers had risen to over 8000, in 1895 to over 14,000, 
and in 1898 to over 19,000 persons This later era of “ leaps 
and bounds " in prosperity coincides with its wide advertise¬ 
ment as a resort for the treatment of ohronlo heart disease 
The author, as one who'has had a long experience of the 
use of the waters of Nauheim, is entitled to speak with 
authority oh the' subject The volume Before us is at once 
a guide to the springs and their uses and to the town and 
the surrounding country easily accessible to the visitor To 
combine these objects satisfactorily is no easy task and one 
demanding considerable professional and general]tact To 
attempt it, moreover. Is to undertake a considerable responsi 
bility Opinions must be well weighed and the limitations 
and dangers'as wbU as the beneficial effects of the waters in 
question must be f^ly set forth if a publio ignorapt of 
medicine and ^waib, only of their sufferings are not 
to be misled or dis^polnted ^ Wo, consider ^that Dr 
oedel has been very, mlpdful of these ^ diffloulties 
and, responsibilities -and that he has acqmtted himself 
of I his task with much judgment and impartiality 
pie section <tq which our readers wiU chiefly tom 
is that dealing with “ the diseases for which Bad 
Nauheim is adapted and their treatment ” We observe that 


whUe giving due prominence to the aqueous therapeutics of 
these maladies Dr Groedel has not been umnindful of the 
general treatment of disease basedi upon the principles of 
physiology and pathology which rm^n the same what¬ 
ever the geographical position of the patient It is this 
oiroumstanoe which renders the physician hims elf not the 
least impwrtant factor in the efficacy of a given health 
resort The author states, however, with much truth, that 
excellent remedies apphed at the homes of patients at times 
seem to require the additional sojourn at such a resting 
place as Nauheim to exercise their full force Nor is it 
surprising that this should bo so The influence of 
a pleasant and Invigorating watering place, far from the 
scene of the daily anxieties and the half performed duties 
of one enfeebled in health, is a potent factor for good. To 
all such influence the author gives duo weight and with 
respect to the direct effect of the waters and climate of his 
own town write? with a conviction of their utility under appro¬ 
priate circumstances and also with a commendable oaufaon 
Thh work is written in English by the author himself and 
shows a good knowledge of our language Soma idiomatio 
errors occur which are of no great moment and may be 
corrected in a later edition The book is well printed, 
is of a convenient sixe and affords useful information 
both to the professional and the lay reader v

This little volnme,gives a good account of the thermal 
waters of Bath, the appliances for their use and the disease 
in which they are employed One feature of the hook 
at once strikes the reader—viz , the very moderate toe 
m which It IS written—it is not merely a “ puff of 
the city in which the author practises Bath is given 
its duo meed of praise but no more This is as it should 
be and it is more likely to redound to the credit of the 
baths tlmn exaggerated commendation The first chapter 
deals with the historical associations of the baths, with a 
brief consideration of the situation,' the climate, and the 
general health statistics of Bath The second chapter Is 
devoted to the source and origin of the waters and a com¬ 
parison with other sprmgs The author also gives some 
attention to the theory of the action of the waters an 
arrives nt the conclusion that it is not to the presence 
one or more particular mineral ingredients, except jvhe n ey 
aro found in large quantities, that the efficacy of any spring 
is duo or because of which it is selected as a medicinal agent, 
but it is rather to the union of the several substances con 
talned in the water and to its temperature that we 
for the benefit which the combined experience of those 
prescribing it and of those using it would teach us to expeo 
With this theory most spa physioians would probably agree 
It is booauso the “combination” in which the vano^

The same-experiment has jieen a million times repeated on

for uses that proved far- from base - It was at about this- 
cntlcal juncture m the jiistory of the Royal Institution that 
Sir HnuPHlli Davv commenced his duties as a professor 
there, with what result is weR known , Young pAWiwas 
a surgeon’s assistant, but his bent was towards chemisliy 
and physics, on which subjects he proved himself an 
able Investigator dnnng'his engagement at the Pneumatic" 
Institution at Bristol which ho joined soon’after its fonndd- 
tion It wa* here that he discovered the amesthetic" 
properties of nitrous oxide, but his most memorable work 
was done in jthe Royal Institution where he Isolated the 
metals of the alkalies and alkaline earths by the galvanic: 
current Rlr Hdmpurv Davy did probably more than any 
of his contemporaries to' awaken the pubUo interest in the 
application of chemistry to technical industries and daily 
life ^ It is pleasing to record that the nobility andj poetry 
of Sir Humphry Davy's nature are shown in his writhiga 
and m his beautiful relationsiwttb Faradai who succeeded 
him The work of Faraday has since been-caiiled on by 
men who are happily amongst ns at the present day It 
was in the Royal Institution for example, that Sir'EuwAB^ 
Fuanbclakd carried on that classic research on orgimo- 
metoUio compounds which led tp the theory of types and 
which has since proved a solid basis for that huge super- 
stmotuia now known as organic chemistry i Distinguished 
chemists like Dr Odlinq and ' Dr-~QL4i3STONB ’ also 
occupied the same professorship untU In 1877 the present 
holder of the chair. Professor Dewar, was appointed The 
chair is known as the Fulleriaa Professorship and wao- 
founded by John' Fuller in 1833 This was the first 
substantial endowment to the Royal Institution, the sum 
of- £10,000 being disbursed m maintaining'-a chair of 
chfimlstry and physiology and tho balance used as a

We are very glad to recognise the ability and zeal 
which Dr Hope has for many years displayed in hia 
'attempts to improve the samtary condition of the vast 
population of Liverpool, but we are oonadent that he errs 
in thinking that the immediate remedy which he aug 
gests to meet his own special case would be suitable 
for general adoption If we correctly understand Dr 
Hope’s proposal it is this—that the Registrar General 
should issue official estimates, even at this long dls 
tance from the census, for each of the 11 munloipal 
subdivisions of Liverpool, the population of which ranges 
from about 16,000 upwards Statisticians are, however, 
agreed as to the Impraoticabihty of estimating prospectively 
the population of small districts on the assumption of a 
constant rate of morease or decrease , and for periods as far 
remote as the present from the census the attempt to do so 
would be absurd At any rate, it is the fact that the 
Registrar General has always consistently refused to esti 
mate for anything short of the entire populations of urban 
distnots and in so doing we think that he has acted wisely 
Having regard to the exceeding length of the interval 
between successive census enumerations it is beyond ques 
tdon that the method of the Registrar General has hitherto 
given rasults which are m most cases satisfactory, and 
under existing circumstances we know of no other 
plan which would be hkely to provo superior It has 
frequently been contended in these columns that the 
difficulty which besets Dr Hope and his colleagues in the 
public health service wiU never bo surmounted except by a 
‘ more frequent numbermg of the people We therefore 
agree with him In advocating recourse to a quinquennial 
census for the whole country, simple in character and similar 
to that which has been established by recent legislation for 
the metropolis This course has recently been urged on the 
President of the Local Government Board by the Council of 
the Royal Statistical Society and we are of opinion that the 
expense inseparable from a more frequent enumeration 
should no longer be permitted to stand in the way of social 
and sanitary reforms which are believed to be necessary by 
‘-those who have the best title to be heard 


The work of the London medical societies for the year 
T89S-99 is now approaohmg its close and indeed several 
of these learned bodies have already discontinued their 
sessions until October next The time therefore seems 
opportune to draw a moral from the experiences of 
the past year And let ns start by saying that it would 
“be difficult to exaggerate the value of our medical sooiotlea 
not only to the London medical man but to his brother 
of the provinces The work which they do and the careful 
■■way in which they do it alike excite our admiration They 
stimulate 'young members of the profession and they 
enable the older ones to see the drift of new light and. 
^'uow investigation Their importance is nniversaUy reoog 
‘Tused ^ They are no longer the ndonopoly of the metropolis 
’and of its 'cehlral parts, hht' they aro’to he found In everyi 
’‘^pro’rinoial fdwn of any size ^ A dasual visitor from London* 


at ono of tho meetings of a provincial medical society—say, 
atNewcasUe, Ifieds, Nottingham, Manchester, or Liverpool— 
is apt to be astonished when ho considers the cases which 
are brought forward and tho skdl with which they are 
diagnosed, treated, and discussed There may or 
there may not be room for a post-graduate school 
in London and in other large and central bownB, 
bat undoubtedly the chief post-graduate education which 
medical practitioners get is in the medical societies and 
in tho medical journals which devote an ever increasing 
amount of space to the reports of their proceedings Wo 
have said enough to show 'that we write m no depreoia 
live spirit of the medical societiea and that we desire to 
promote only their increased usefulness and support But 
there exist as regards such soelaties certain defects to jvhioh 
wo wish to call attention 

For ono thing, in the London medical societies we should 
desire to see a larger attendance Even in the best societiea 
and on what may be called field mghts the numbers are 
disproportionate to the importance of the papers and to the 
time and trouble which have been spent by the gentlemen 
who ba\e prepared them for the oonaideiatlon of tho 
society This is partly line doubtlesa to medical joumallsim 
Members of the profession know that m their medical 
paper they will find the chief points of all the commnnloa 
tions recorded with faithfulness and accuracy Still, we 
cannot think this explanation altogether satisfactory 
There are two kinds of absentees at the London societies 
The first consists of the older and more enunent members 
of the society who bavmg filled all the offices and 
attained a success in practice which leaves them little 
leisure are apt to prefer their own firesides when it 
is time to go to the society It is hard to blame 
them But even they would bo a little, more frequent in 
their attendance if they knew how their presence is appre¬ 
ciated and how pleasant it is to the members goneraliy to 
hear the coses and the conclusions of younger colleagues dis 
cussed in the light of a longer and a larger experience Tho 
disappearance of past presidents and honorary secretanos is 
often painfully abrupt and oomplete, as if the efforts of 
office had exhausted alike their energy and their interest in 
the society which they serve so weU for two or three years 
Perhaps the only cure for tbis defect of our metropolitan 
societies would be a diminution in their number It is 
not in human nature to attend medical societies every 
night m the week and snob attendance cannot be given 
in these busy days without senous neglect of other duties 
Even it it could, the benefit would be very questionable 
No professional man goes woU to act as if hia profession 
covered all truth and duty It is woU for him to seek 
the Eooiety of men of other professions than his own 
and to give as much of his evening time to domestic 
duties as can well be spared CHharly if tho number of our 
medical sioietles were greatly reduced It would be more 
possible for busy men to attend with comparative regularity 
without encroaching on time necessaiy for the other large 
duties of life in this busy age 
The other ''noteworthy absentees from our metro¬ 
politan medical societies are the great body of g^ 
practitioners Many explanations of this fact may be pven 
The duties of 'gen'cral' praciica are not over so soon or so

’ Six years ago a departmental committee was appointed by 
Hhe then Secretary of State, Mr Asquith, to inquire amongst 
^ther things as to whether the special rules which existed 
with regard to the manufacture of white lead were suflicient 
and to suggest any precautions necessary with regard to the 
industries specified for the protection of life or health The 
committee was composed of several able men and their 
report, which was issued in a Parhamentary paper towards 
^ the end of 1893, contained a summary of suggestions and, 
recommendations of great promise from the point of view 
of improving and protecting the health of the operatives 
while as little as possible Interfering with the legitimate 
pursuit of an indispensable manufacture No serious State 
action appears^ however, to have been taken to apply 
the recommendations of this committee, for last week 
'the Home Secretary placed upon the table of the House 
'of Commons, according to the Ttmet of June 3rd, a 
paper oontainmg 35 special rules which are proposed 
to be apphed in future to all white lead factories, 
and these special rules embody the recommendations of 
Mr Asqmth’s Lead Committee with, however, some im 
portant additions The special rules affect occupier and 
employ^-alike The plans of aU white lead factories 
which it IS proposed in the future to construct are to be 
submitted to, and approved in writing by, the Chief 
Inspector of Eactorles Emphasis is very properly laid 
upon the necessity of keeping as far as possible, as was 
enjoined by Mr Asquith’s committee, the maohln'eiy and 
chambers involved in the manufacture of white lead moist 
‘Similarly also occurs a recommendation to the effect that no 
woman should be employed in the white beds, the rollers, 
the wash becks, the stoves, or in packing dry white lead, and 
that these departments should be worked in future only by 
adult males We are glad to note that more stringent 
measures are to be Imposed providing for more regular and 
systematic medical exammation A duly qualified medical 
practitioner must be appointed for each factory and no person 
is to be employed in a lead process for more than a week 
at a time without a certificate of fitness granted after exa 
mination by the appointed surgeon Each employA is to be 
examined once a weak and his suspension may be ordered 
by the surgeon whoso sanction is further necessary before 
he can return to work Finally, when an employ 6 com 
plaips of feeling unwell the occupier is bound Instantly to 
give an order upon a duly qualified medical practitioner 
Certain duties are similarly to be imposed on the workers 
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They are to present'themselves regularly at appointed times 
for examination, they are to ^wear an overall suit and ip 
sonje cases a respirator, they are to bathe regularly and wash 
in the lavato^ before'bathing, and, lastly, they,are not 
allowed to smoke or use tobacco in any form or partake 
of food in any other but the properly appointed place 
In the main, therefore, the special rules which the Home 
Sepretary has recently drawn up simply give effect to 
recommendations which were made some years ago As 
we have said, however, there are one or two amplifications 
apd we trust that since sufficient time has elapsed to enable 
all the parties concerned to express an opinion upon the 
p^otioability of these recommendations the special rules 
will ere long be adopted and thus minimise, if not remove 
completely, the dangers incident to the manufacture of 
white lead 


MEDICAL CERTIFICATES AND THE SCHOOL 
ROARD 

A cohreseondkkt writes from tha country to ask the 
following question “Has the School Board the power to 
pay for certificates for non attendance at school due to sick 
ness, and it so what fee do they allow the medical man 1" 
We do not 'know whether a provincial School Board will he 
willing to consider the action of the [London School Board 
as a leading case, but on Jan Blst, 1897, the following 
motion proposed by Mr Whiteley and seconded by Mr A, 
Rdey was agreed to “ That in cases where the magistrate 
or justices of the peace is or are dissatisfied with 
the medical certificate furnished, and in cases where 
the medical certificate is pnmd fac\e unsatisfactory (and 
when the certificate is signed by a registered medical 
practitioner), the board’s medical officer shall in the first 
instance communicate with the practitioner giving the 
certificate and m the event of such certificate being 
ultimately acted upon the fee ol 2s shall be paid by 
the board for the confirmation of such certificate " So 
far as we know payments made under this law have never 
been questioned by the auditor m auditing the accounts 
Therefore, it is plain that n school board has the power to 
pay a medical man a fee and if under one set of oircum 
stances why not under others'! if the London School Board 
can do so why not a rural board 7 They are both under the 
same master namely, the Education Department 


THE MANCHESTER SEWAGE PROBLEM 
Thh Mersey and Irwell Jomt Committee proceeded against 
the Manchester Corporation last week before Mr J M Tates, 
Q 0 , stipendiary, and other justices in the Manchester County 
FoUce Court "for knowingly permitting hquid sewage to be 
carried into the river Irwell and the Manchester Ship Canal

HEALTH OP SCOTCH TOWNS 

The annual rate of mortality in the eight Scotch towns, 
which had been 19 0 and 18 9 per 1000 In the two pre¬ 
ceding weeks, rose agaih to 19 9 during the week 
ending June 3rd, and exceeded by 2 2 per 1000 the mean 
rate during the same period in the 33 large English 
towns The rates in the eight Sootoh towns ranged from 

15 5 ID Leith and 16 9 in Paisley and in Perth to 20 8 in 
Aberdeen and 20 9 in Edinburgh The 607 deaths in 
these towns inqluded 17 which were referred to diarrhoea, 

16 to measles, 16 to whooping-cough, 11 to scarlet fever, 
five to diphtheria, and three to "fever ” In aii, 68 deaths 
resulted from these principal zymotic diseases, against 60 and 
K1 in the two preceding weeks These 68 deaths were equal 
to an annual rate of 2 2 per 1000, which was 0 4 above the 
mean rate last week from the same diseasea in the 33 
large English towns The fatal oases of measles, which 
had declined from 27 to 11 in the three preceding wee^, 
rose again to 16 last week, of wbloh 12 occurred in Glasgow 
and three in Edinburgh The 16 deaths referred to 
whooping cough were within one of the number recorded In 
the preceding week, and included seven in Glasgow, six in 
Edinburgh, and three in Leith, The fatal oases of scarlet 
fever, which had been eight and three In the two pre¬ 
ceding weeks, rose again to 11 last week, of which six 
occurred in Glasgow, three in Paisley, and two m Edin 
burgh The deaths from diphtheria, which had declined 
from SIX to one in the three preceding weeks, rose again to

n^iESv—In The Lanokt of April 22ud (p, 1116) Jhere 
appears under the heading of “Plague m Bomba^’ a review 
of the report of the Auatrim Plague Oommiasion Whilst I am 
deeply smisible to the gratitude expressed by the commission 
for the help I gave them I cannot in justice to myself and to 
the Institution I control aUqw' soma statements which appear 
therein to go unchallenged But inasmuch as the ■writer— 
the late lamented Dr H P Muller—is no longer ahve, I 
shall refrain from all personal allusions and confine myself 
to faoU m deahng rvlth his statements Dr MuUet says 
“ It’^was not customary at this .hospital to use •peroussion or 
the stethoscope, and as we did so ■jve seemed to incur the 
charge of unnecessary cruelty to the patients , we could not 
therefore rely on the nursmg stafl for assistance in this 
matthr ” This statement, you ■will allow me to state, is qmte 
erroneous, to useno harsher term The patients never objected 
to peroussion or auscultation as practised by us, but they, thoir 
irlBnds,'and_the nurses were not used to the somewhat violent 
and anything but tender or gentle ways and modes of 
practicp of i continental physicians Dr Mailer’s mimner 
and method of examination were dislik ed by all because of 
their roughness and because he would in all cases and with- 
oilt the least regard to the feelings of the patients or their 
friends assist in thoroughly examining them eVen when 
moribund or semi moribund It is true he ■was carried away 
by the excess of zeal in the study of plague and did it with 
the best mtentions, but to him. a plague patient was not a 
Sian but an interetUng case for study and hence it ■was ttot 
there were firequent squabbles between him and the nurses 
and Iihad had often to intervene m order to pour oil on the 
troubled ■waters and thus smooth away difficulties Un 
fortunately)Dr Muller had a quick, 'hasty, and irritable

The Averting of Sail Sitrrmt 

TfATr, , the “horrida grando” of Yirg^i, the '• dira grando” 
of Horace, has nowhere more than m Italy been felt as a 
scourge In 10 minutes the bursting of a ball cloud may 
conv^ a whole district, smiling with the promise of an 
abundant harvest or vintage, into a scene of desolation, 
leaving behind it economio ruin, hygienic harm, misery— 
individual and social—seldom even palliated by the heavy 
insurance which has already anticipated much of the hard- 
earned gams of the husbandman In London some 
25 years ago a fog of almost unprecedented duration 
and density inflicted snob damage, notably on a great 
cattle show held at Islington, that it was seriously 
proposed on future visitations of the kind to clear 
the air by artillery, even at the cost (as then esUmatod) of 
£10,000 The projiosal, transferred to Italy and apphed to 
her haU storms, has quite lately bean energetically earned 
out—mainly on the lines recommended and practised in 
Btyria by Signor Stiger At Turin a member of Parliament 
largely interested in arfoulture. Signor Ottavi, has shown 
that the mortar used in Styria, and still more the 
“ Unger cannon,” also in use there, may be constructed 
in any well appointed Italian foundry—so simple are 
they in construction and operation The mortar, for 
example, with a charge of from 80 to 100 grammes of 
gunpowder, rammed in not very tightly and plugged at 
the mouth with a stopper of unseasoned wood, can when 
fired off in repeated volleys keep a had cloud at bay and 
even break it up and disperse it Throughout Italy, but more 
particularly in the more robust, wealthier, more enterprising 
north, one reads of experiments tried with the most grati 
fylng results in this new method of dispersion of hail Let 
me quote an Instance just communicated to me In various 
districts of Monferrato In the Alta Italia a violent thunder 
storm accompanied by hail was devastating a series of 
upland farms at Tnno Yercellese, Oamino, Pontestura, and 
QuarU The storm was signalled to the people of San 

Giorgio Monferrato as “ terrible,” so they lost no 
time in preparing to give it a ‘ warm reception ” 
They had quite a park of artillery prepared, the cannon, 
as described by Signor Ottavi, bdng in great force On 
came the storm-cloud and out flashed the yolleys in rapid 
succession, tall after two hours’ bombardment the cloud 
revealed to the eye witnesses, a large rent through which the 
blue sky was visible It thereafter drifted away, leaving the 
“ coUes apertos,” of which, according to Virgil, '• Baoonus" 
is so enamoured, in full possession of all their menaced riches 
and smiling at the destruction they had escaped Not a 
hailstone fell, but from the ragged edges of the retreating 
cloud there dipped a gentle apd not unwelcome dew, hardly 
amounting to rMn The vino dressers, turned artillerymen 
for the nonce, find the practice more amusing and less costly 
than Insurance Of the two “charges” they prefer that of 
the “ Unger cannon ”

period of four days and in the dose of one teaspoonful per 
diem, caused their speedy death from the excessive quantity 
of phosphorus ingested " The Pabllo Prosecutor contended 
that Pezzotta's responsibility lay in the fact that be iW 
entrusted the preparation of a drug containing a powerful 
poison to a pharmacist without the formuko and instactions 
as to use which are required by law, and that Beltrami’s 
responsibility consisted m his having made up,the prescrip¬ 
tion “ arbitiariamente " (arbitrarily) and handed it over te 
his client without indicating its compb?iMon and character, 
the dose m which it was to bo taken, or indeed any 
of the precautionary marks hiBisted on by the “regolamento 
sanitailo ” The accused were defended by able conusel 
drawn from the Milanese and Bergamasqne bars whose con 
tention was that the true cause of the death of the first child 
had not been juridically proven and that the deaths of the 
other two were attributawe to the neghgence of those about 
them, not to the “impnfati” (defendants) Nnmerons 
witnesses, including praotitioners, professors, and chemists, 
were called on either side, the whole trial lasting 
over three days The CQuri found for the prosecu 
tion that both Pezzotta and Beltrami were responsible 
and condemned the former to imprisonment for two 
months and 15 days with payment of a fine of 83 franca 
(£3 6i 84 ) and the latter to five months’ imprisonment and 
750 franca (£30) fine Both parties were also amerced in 
costs As I have often put in evidence, such cases of 
criminal malpractice seem to survive the most exemplary 
retribution of the law and—if the supporters of the &ntini 
Bin would only see it—explain and justify the miigivinga

WILXIAM' BOOOBOFT, J P , M B 0 S Ebh', L S A.-’ 

I A promxhekt and well known figure has been removed 
from amongst the medical (men of "Wigan by the death of 
Mr WilUnm Boocroft which oconrred at Biondesbuiy vDlas, 
KUbnrn, London, on ' May 28th Deceased was in his 
seventieth year He wa^ bom at Ooppull, near Wigan, on 
July 6th, 1829, and was educated at Standish Grammar 
School under the Bev Mr Price He became a student of 
the Liverpool School of Hedloine apd afterwai;d8 of King's 
College, London, qnalifymg In 1852, when he became a 
M B 0 S Eng and L S A Lend The^ same year he was 
appointed house surgeon to the then existing Wigan Dla- 
penaary—a post he held until he commenced practice 
on his own acconnt in 1854 He became known in the 
district os an operating surgeon and soon became surgeon to 
several large colheiles and clubs In the town He was one m 
the honorary medical officers to the Eoyal Albert Edwaig 
Infirmary, Wigan, retirmg in 18M> when he was placed on 
the oonsnltlng staff, his place on the acting staff h^g filled 
by his son, Mr William Mitchell Boooroft ih?

While the members of the Counoil were deliberating in 
private on the case information was received that Mr 
SheUeton had presented himself at the office The Oonneil 
resumed prooee^gs in public and gave Mr Shekleton an 
opportunity to explam At the outsat, in answer to the 
PbisideNT, he admitted tliat he had written a letter stating 
that he would attend at 2 o’clock.—tho hoar named in the 
OouncU’s summons—hut he was sorry he could not bo 
present earlier owing to misoaloulation of the time required 
to reach the Council's offices by train and omnibus 

The Pbesident said that Mr Shekleton must consider it 
an act of grace on the part of the OonnoU to allow him an

papers were presented to him he had asked how many years 
had elapsed aUice ha first knew Nugent and had received the 
reply that it was at least 16 years Ho had then sold that 
be could consoientiously sign that be bad known Nugent 
about 16 years Yet he certainly had not known this mnn 
for 16 years as Nngent Ho hod never known him in con¬ 
nexion with Wooiwioh He admitted that the certiflcato he 
had given said that ha had so known him The certificate 
was entirely in his handwriting No doubt it was written at 
Nugent’s—the supposed Nugent’s—dictation.

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Afl regards the general principle of the BUI it la andoubtedly of a 
very stMgent character If passed into law its effect would he to 
maae It a criminal offence for a person whose name had been removed 
from the Medical Bediter for misconduct to practise medicine or 
aurgery In any way The creation of such on offence would introduce 
an altogether new principle In the legislation which is embodied in the 
Medical Acts and would probably arouse very oonilderabla opposition 
In Parliament. Bxpresstng my own opinion, I could not advise the 
Oeneral Medical OounoU m support such a measure without very 
careful consideration. 

As reg^s the details of the BUI, the points upon which I wish to 
observe are the foUowlng t — 

The'- 3rd Olaiise provides that on a summary conviction the offender 
Is to pay to the ueneral Medical OounoU a sum not exceeding £20. 
The words of the Clause thus differ from those of Section 40 of the 
Medical Act. 1858, and seem to me open to objection on that monnd. 
^ext there is no reference to midwifery in the 3rd Clause of the BlIL 
This seems to me to be open to olUectlon. 

Lastly as regards the 4th Clause, It does not in my opinion 
AdeouaMlr meet the difficulty which has arisen with regard to the pay 
mem to the Qeneral Medical OounoU of penalties inflicted under the 
Medical Acts. The difficulty which has arisen is that the metropolitan 
authorities contend that by virtue of the stringent terms of the Police 
Act, 18^ which provides that penalties imposed by any future Act of 
Poiiiament, when reoovered in the metropolis, are to be paid to the 
Beceiver of PoUce, that official is entitled to all the penalties recovered 
under the 40Lh Section of the Medical Act, 1858 in the metropoUtan 
poUce courts. The olause in the proposed BIU Is not framed, I think 
in terms which would displace the contention of the metropoUtan 
anthoritles, if that contention la a sound one. 

On the whole therefore, I do not feel that 1 oon advise the Qeneral 
Medical CounoU that the proposed BIU is one which deserves the 
OonncU s support.

THE GENERAL MEDICAL COUNCIL —MEDICAL NEWS 


[June 10,1899 


Mr Tbalb seconded this proposal 

Sir John Batty Tukb, m reply on the whole debate, 
expressed regret that the only amendment to the com 
mittees proposal had come from a member of the 
committee He was sorry to inform some of the 
lately appomtca members of the comnuttee that os the 
Medical Acta were generally read the General Medical 
Council had comparatively htUe power over medical education, 
"but he had always held, and still held, that they had great 
power in this—the loyalty of the various hoenslng bodies 
to the General Medical Council That was a moral force 
If it had not been for it medical education would not have 
arrived at its present advanced state - And he ipnat say that 
the speeches of the two representatives of the two English 
Colleges ought not to have been heard that day He was 
charitable enough to believe that there was a considerable 
amount of misunderstanding as regards the loyalty of these 
two bodies to the General Medicju Council, and he hoped 
that their future action would show that that was correct 

The Council divided on the amendment proposed by Dr 
Church, with the result that nine voted for the amendment 
and 16 against it On the names being called apd the 
jiumbers taken it was found that 17 were against thp amend¬ 
ment and nme for it 

The amendment accordmgly was rejected, 

Mr Bryant rose, he said, to propose a further amend 
ment He did think that his College—the Royal College of 
Surgeons of England—or rather the Conjoint Board of 
England, had on this occasion been badly treated by the 
Council Whether it was an Intentional misunderstanding 
of the fact of the case he did not know, but he thought they 
had not been well treated It was not their fault if there 
was anything wrong in regard to teaching Institutions reco 
gnised by the Council, for ha had repeatedly stated that 
Ihe principle of the management of the two CoUeges had 
been to visit and fuspeot every institution which had been 
recognised by them No doubt at the beginning some had 
been exolud^ at the instance of the South Eensington 
nnthorities, but what ho distinctly told the Council now was 
that they would be perfectly w illin g to undertake the visiting 
and inspection of even these excluded institutions He 
proposed — 

That the following be adopted Instead oC. the recommendation of 
the committee—namely that the list of recogoloed teaching Inatltn 
"tloaB forwarded to the EegUtrar at the beginning of each year bo 
returned to the next folloumig meeting of the Executive Committee 
aud printed in the minutes of that committee for the luformatlou of 
the OounclL 

Siri J Batty Tuke said that this amendment was no more 
than a repetition of what the OounoU had already voted upon 
and rejected 

On a division eight voted for the amendment and 18 
against On the origmal motion belpg put to the vote it 
was carried by 18'votes to six, five members deolinmg to vote 
and one being absent 

On the motion of Sir J Batty Tukb, seconded by Dr 
MAoAlibtbr, it was unanimously agreed that the Registrar 
should be directed to call the attention of the llcensiug 
bodies to the resolution just arrived at ^ 

Pdnal Cate> Committee 

On the motion of Dr Bruob, seconded by Dr Atthtll, 
it was agreed— 

That the number of the member^ of the Penal Oases Oommittce bo 
-the same as that of the Executive Committee—viz. eight oxolUBlve

Ok Cokoentbated Foods 

I might make a short chapter like that “Ooncorning 
Snakes m Iceland ” and say that there are no such things 
For “human nature’s daily food” are required certam 
weights of nitrogen, carbon, oxygen, and hydrogen which are 
ultimate forms of matter and not capable of concentration or 
further reduction to essential principles An ox cannot bo 
got into a teacup by any other process than by leavmg tho 
greater part of the animal outside The stomach of tho 
average man demands every 24 hours 21 gra m mes' of 
nitrogen, or about three quarters of an ounce , 307 grammes 
of carbon, or about 11 ounces , 12 grammes of hydrogen, not 
qmto half an ounce, besides sulphur and salts * This is 
required to make up for the waste—to restore what leaves 
his body in various shapes Three quarters of a pound of 
carbon cannot be got mto less than three quarters of a 
pound The nutritive effect cannot be separated from tho 
bulk The man must have his pound of flesh Ha has to 
find fuel and to replace waste—charcoal to bum and 
nitrogen for repairs If ha does not get tho necessary 
poundage he wUl dwindle, peak, and pine His account of 
profit and loss must be adjusted according to weight 
A drachm of Liebig’s extract cannot supply more than a 
drachm Quality cannot supply the place of quantity The 
chief nouriahets of life’s feast are not creatin and creatinm 
but albumin, myosin, fat, gluten, starch, and sugar None 
of these are capable of being administered otherwise than in 
their natural bodies and corporeal bulk A sick person who 
is presented with Valentine^s food in teaspoonfula when ho 
should have milk in pints has as much right to complain as 
I should have if I were to ask for a steak in tho luncheon 
room and be put off with a min ute quantity of Liebig out of 
the shop I might object that whatever the -virtues of tho 
Liebig it WM not filling at tho price But we cannot 
reckon concentrated extracts os entirely useless, though 
they aro not, properly speaking, food They jeontmn 
Lttle or no albumin, some little, some none, no fat, and 
of tho vegetable carbohydrates none They contain salts 
and extractives which may be accessories to food but are 
not food itself Perhaps they may be regarded as com 
plementary or supplementary to the essentials of food and 
may in SMcial circumstances have special use I have long 
been in the habit of usmg them to help to make up for tho 
loss by suppuration and so prevent or retard the consequent 
lardacity So far as pus carries off tho salts meat extracts 
cannot fail to supply the means of replacing them These 
extras are, of coarse, only to be employed as superadditions to 
a diet abundant in other respects, not as substitutes for any 
part of it They cannot take the place of nutriment in bulk 
Beside their power of supplying ^ts and extractives which 
under special circumstances may be wanting it is supposed that 
they havo some stimulant action But tho utdfty of con¬ 
centrated foods has been greatly exaggerated in practice, 
they are additions to tho essential diet, not substitutes for it 
It is possible that a pennyworth of milk may be worth more 
to tho patient than a shlllingsworth of Liebig’s extract

the disease At the earliest stage as soon as the tension of 
the shin associated with the inflammatory hypermmia of the 
rash has subsided, on carefui inspection the most superfioial 
cutionlar layer will be found to present a number of small 
perforations of about the size of a pm’s head or larger which 
give to it a “worm eaten ” appearance, each of the “pm- 
holes” corresponding to one of the finely papular con 
Btitnenta of the recent eruption of which the delicate invest 
mg layer has become rubbed off During the neit few days 
each of these httle “pinholes "or rings becomes gradually 
larger by centrifugal extension until its penphery becomes 
merged with those which have spread from other and 
neighbouring centres As a result anything suggestmg 
this ring like arrangement then becomes indistinguishable 
and more or less triangular islets or shreds of cuticle 
remain, which are ultunateiy shed, thereby completing the 
desquamative process so far as that portion of the surface 
in concerned The early stage of the peehng, then, is 
characterised by this “pinhole” appearance of tha ouliole 
and the later stage by these “islets” or irregular shreds 
of epidermis which are the last to separate This 
peculianty yields trustworthy evidence as to the peeling 
being soarlatmal, and, moreover, according to Its progress, 
and the parts of the surface which, have, become invaded, 
valuable indications may be derlv ed as to the length of time 
which has elapsed smee the commencement of the attack 
7 Lastly, from the confirmatory evidence which is often 
afforded by the ewpereenUon of one of the itell recognised 
comphoations of scarlet fever, chief of which are.i 
of course, otorrhoia, cervical ademtis, nephritis, and 
rheumatism There are certain facts connected with 
the appearance of these complications which are well 
worth remembering when one is concerned with their 
value as confirmatory evidence of scarlet fever The 
otorrheea, for instance, is practically limited to young 
children, its percentage incidence falling progressively from 
18 6 In the first quinquemuum of life to 0 7 in the fourth 
quinquenmum The cervical adenitis shows a progressive 
fall from 117 In the first quinquennium to 1 4 m the fourth 
Renal In flamm ation, os ovidenc^ by either acute nephritis 
or simple albuminuria, remains pretty constant at aU ages, 
though defimte acute nephritis is relatively rare after 16 
years of age Scarlatinal rheumatism, on the other hand 
becomes more frequent as age advances, its incidence rismg 
from 0 4 l>er cent under five years to 13 6 per cent in 
persons aged 20 years and upwards Another strlkmg point 
in connexion with the rheumatism is a remarkable constancy 
m the time of its appearance—via , almost invariably the 
fifth, sixth, or seventh day of the attack, at a time 
when the rash and fever in simple scarlet fever are ]ust 
disappearing 

These, then, are the main indloationa on which we roly for 
the diagnosis of scarlet fever A well developed attack 
should present no dltHoulty, and there is really no excuse 
for mistaking it for any other disease But Uie case may 
be very different. It is the ill developed or negative attacks 
whicb-so often give rise to very great diflioulty and constitute 
the icto noire of the general practitioner who is but too often 
expected to be endowed with mtuitive perception—the kind 
of attack which causes one to ask oneself, “ Is there sufficient 
evidence In this case tc justify the diagnosis of scarlet 
fever?” " Must I insist upon a prolonged and often, both to 
the patient and his fnends, an irksome period of isolation 
which may possibly be, after all, unnecessary ? ” Or, on the 
other hand, “Am I justified in lettmg this patient remain 
where he is with the ultimate possibility of disaster?” It 
must be confessed that in some cases the question is un 
answerable by any human observer, but I thi^ that if oases 
be carefully tested by the enterm which I have enumerated 
their number will not be very considerable. 

Now, turning to'iaB differential diagnosis of scarlet fever 
it may, I think, be fauly stated that there are two classes of 
ailments with which scarlet fever is most liable to be con 
founded First, those in which sore throat is the prominent 
feature —yiz , simple tonsiUitis, diphtheria, and certain coses 
of influenza, and secondly, those which are attended with 
a diffused red eianthem—viz , measles, rotheln, and a 
condition resultmg fjom the administration of certam drugs 
Now the diffemntimlcn of simple tonsdlltis from mild 
scarlet fever niajN^^Tan extremely difficult thing, espe 
ciaUy in adults, in vwlipm the sore-throat is often accom 
panied by a distinct rosy^'efilorescence on the skin This, 
however, is usually limited to the chest and the abdomen, 
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the legs It lacks the punctate character which is so distinc¬ 
tive of the scarlatmal eruption, being represented by a simple 
erythematous flush, which, though often vivid at an early 
stage, rarely persists for more than from 24 to 36 hours and 
leal es no staming of the skin behind There is probably an 
absence of prodromal vomiting and the tongue retains the 
character which is almost mvarlably associated with tonsil- 
Utis It IS pale and flabby in appearance and is coated with 
dirty white pasty fur, so different to the rapidly cleanmg 
tongue of scarlet fever This distinction is most important, 
as there is no form of sore throat other than that associated 
with scarlet fever which is attended with a clean, much less 
a raw, tongue Irequent careful jmd mmute inspection of 
the skm will fail to reveal any indication of peeling, 
except perhaps on that portion of the neck which has been 
previously coiered with a poultice or a hot fomentation, bub 
even here there is an absence of any “pmhole” arrange 
ment In an, adult or older child the occurrence of rheu¬ 
matic pains and tenderness in any of the jomts, especially 
in the wnsts or the motacarpo phalangeal joints from five 
to seven days after the onset of a febrile sore-throat of 
doubtful nature, is strongly indicative of the case being one 
of scarlet fever, and the same inference attaches to the 
lUpiiearance of otorrheea m a young child though not 
perhaps appearing until two or three weeks lator Simple 
albnrninnria is as common during the febrile stage of simple' 
tonsiUitis as it IS in scarlet fever, but the supervention of 
either simple albummuna or acute nephritis during the 
[Second, third, or fourth week is strongly in favour of the 
latter Simple tonsillitis but very rarely occurs m young 
chUdren In them a definite mflammation of the faucial 
structures, except ns part of a general catarrh, almost 
invariably means one of two diseases—viz., scarlet fever or 
diphtheria 

The differentiation of scarlet fever from dlpbthena is often 
confused owing to the fact not bemg sufficiently 11611 recog 
msed that an exudation is occasionally present on the tonsils 
m scarlet fever, which is certainly not diphtheritic The 
exudation of scarlet fever, which was, I think, first described 
by Professor Henoch under the name of “ soharlncb 
nekrose,” is only found in cases attended with sei ere faucial 
inflammation It is limited to one or both tonsils and does 
not encroach either on the palate or the uvula It is more 
cheesy and friable in consistence and never presents the 
glistening or fibrous appearance which is so often seen m 
true diphteria Further and more general points in the 
differentiation between scarlet fever and faucial diphtberuu 
wiU bo referred to when dealing with the latter disease 

The fact that tonsillar or faucial inflammation is occa- 
sionaUy tho most obvious manifestation of certain attacks of 
influenza is responsible for its being sometimes mistaken for 
scarlet fever, and it is probably within the oxpenenco or 
many practitioners that a whole series of attacks of tms 
protean disease at one time or another have conformed to 
this typo and so contributed to the confusion, at any rate 
at an early period of the epidemic The absence of a. 
punotiform eruption and of early cleanmg of the tongue, 
the irregularity of the temperature, the intensity of the 
prostration, and the relative immunity of young children are 
points which tend to exclude scarlet fever ‘ 

Now, in respect to the eruptive diseases winch most ir^ 
quently simulate scarlet fever—viz , measles and, rothem 
(or German measles)—the latter is the one which is most 
often a source of difficulty, the reason being that bom 
and sore throat are normal accompaniments of rotheln 
The differentiation from scarlet fever is sometimes 
ceedmgly difficult The pomts on which reliance n^t 
placed are tho followmg 1 A longer period of inoubatie , 
usually 10 days or rather more 2 An absenco of pr 
dromal vomiting and actual pain m swallowing o 
rash is usually the first sign, indeed. It may bo tho o 
sign, of illness 4 The temperature is frequMtly normea 
throughout and is rarely raised for more than from 2a o 

hours 6 The eruption IS usually measly at an early sg,

hours TJio eruption generally ^ ^ jud of 
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material from the throat and the other some inspissated 
blood serum, preferably LolHer’s preparation, on which the 
material is sown by simply mbbmg its surface with the 
swab These tubes can be procured at very small cost from 
the Jenner Institute, the Clinical Besearch Society, Messrs 
Burroughs, Wellcome, and Co , and other druggists of 
repute, and as they will keep for months in a cool place two 
or three of them may be kept for immediate nse should 
occasion arise 

In the differential diagnosis of faucial diphtheria it is 
mainly in connexion with folhonlar tonsillitis and the 
exudation throats present m some cases of scarlet 
fever that difficulty ^ most often experienced From fol 
lionlar tonsillitis the differentiation may bo most diffl 
cult, and, mdeed, it may be impossible apart from the 
bacteriological test The distinction is rendered none 
the less difficult owing to the fact that in some cases 
of diphtheria the exudation commences at the very points 
which are most characteristic of follicular tonsillitis—viz , 
at the mouths of the follicular crypts m the form of spots 
or httle patches of exudate which'at a later stage enlarge 
and ultimately become confluent so as to form a con¬ 
tinuous peUiclo covermg the surface of the tonsil, but 
at an early stage the appearance of both is very similar 
The clinical features on which soma reliance can be 
placed are that in foUicular tonsillitis the spots rarely 
coalesce and the exudation never spreads to adjacent 
parts but remains limited to the tonsils Both tonsils 
are usually affected very much to the same degree and the 
same thing holds good for the sweUing of the subjacent 
glands, while in diphtheria it is perhaps more common for 
one side to ho invoUed more than the other and for the 
gland swelling to bo proportionally greater In folhonlar 
tonsiUitia albuminuna is far less common, but the tempera 
■tore la usually higher—in fact the general statement is 
juatiSed that the constitutional disturbance in follicular 
tonsillitia is hkely to be more pronounced than in a case of 
diphtheria of sufficient mildness to be mistaken for it 
It should be remembered, too, that in a child the attack Is 
more likely, pnwi4 fame, to be one of diphtheria than of 
tonsillitis simply because in childhood the latter disease is 
relatively uncommon Laryngeal imphcatlon never super 
venes, nor does any subsequent paralytic affection, whether 
of the palate, accommodarion, or of the skeletal muscles— 
so distinctive of diphtheria 

Now, of those cases of scarlet fever which are attended 
with an exudation simulating the appearance of diphtheria 
it may bo stated generally that they are almost invariably 
severe^attaoks ana the characteriatio symptoms of scarlet 
fever are usually so pronounced that the presence of that 
disease can hardly be overlooked The difficulty in this 
instance is usually to decide whether the exudation is purely 
scarlatinal or whether, as is sometimes the case, it is an 
attack of scarlet fever complicated with coexistent diphtheria 
The scarlatinal exudation is limited to the tonsils praoticaUy 
always, it is of a cheesy, friable consistence and it is easily 
removed with a camel hair brush, tending to disappear 
spontaneously in a day or two If it be genmne diphtheria, 
on the other hand, it is usually thicker, tough, gelatinous, 
or fibrous looking, incapable of removal without lacerating 
the subjacent ti^e, and it separates en mauo after an 
interval of several days In a case of uncomplicated 
diphtheria, of course, the exudate may be thin, friable, and 
easily detached, but in these concurrent attacks the conffition 
is usually grave and the exudation as a rule presents the 
characters which I have mentioned The constitutional 
depression, too, is severe and the case is very hable to 
terminate fatally with cardiao failure or to present some 
form of paralysis during early convalescence As far as my 
experience goes it is much more common for a case of 
diphtheria attended with an erythematous flush to be mis¬ 
taken for scarlet fever than for a case of scarlet fever with 
exudation to be confused with diphtheria 

In laryngeal diphtheria or membranous croup the differ 
ential diagnosis from simple laryngeal catarrh may bo very 
difficult during the early stage, and this is particularly so 
-when the larynx is the primary seat of the disease It is 
very fallaoious to place any reliance on a history of exposure 
to cold or on the apparent absence of any source of infeo- 
tion Nor can any trustworthy indication be derived from 
the character of the respiration or the quality of the cough 
or laryngeal sound I know of no other reliable tost than a 
bacteriological examination of some of the laryngeal mucus 
which can be easily obtained by passing a svrab mounted on 


a bent wire into the upper part of the larynx But this, of 
course, means the loss of valuable time unless the diagnojis 
can bo made by means of an immediate microscopical eia 
mination of the material on tlie swab, which is usoallj 
possible to anyone coniersant with the diphtheria bacillus 
and which In moat cases will prove reliable The fact that 
“cases of simple catarrhal laryngitis are never fatal" Is not 
of much assistance in the early diagnosis of the condition. 
In cases, however, in which the fauces are involved primarily 
or even colnoidently with the larynx—a condition which is 
of common occurrence—there is not much room for donbt 
The appearance of the very smallest patch of exudation on 
the tonsil in a case of croup is praoticaUy sufficient to 
establish it as one of laryngeal diphtheria and caUs for prompt 
and efficient treatment This is above all the class of case 
for showing what a splendid weapon we possess m antitoim 
Lntertc Jcier —Let us now turn our attention to enteric- 
fever, a disease of which the diagnosis is liable to be 
attended with more difflonlty probably than Intheca'eof 
nny other spieciflo fever There are several reasons why this 
should he so 1 In Its clinical appearances it so often 
simulates some other disease 2 There is frequently a 
Complete absence of any symptoms referable to theahdomen, 
consequently a diagnosis can only be arrived at in many 
cases by a process of exclusion 3 It is very prone to 
become complicated by some other disorder, parliouiarly 
bronchitis, pneumonia, and alcoholism, of which the 
symptoms are liable to be so prominent as to obscure the 
ordinary manifestations of entenc fever 4 Lastly, tho 
indications suggestmg the presence of enteric fever may 
not be apparent until the la^e of a week or more, and, 
having in the meantime formed a different opmion as to the 
nature of the attack, we are liable to be hampered ia our 
diagnosis by the inflnence of a preconceived idea 
In most oases of enteric fover the development of the 
attack is undoubtedly slow and insidioas, hut by no means 
necessarily so I have met with a good many cases Oi 
enteric fever in which the onset was as sadden and explosive 
as in any case of small pox or influenza and these ewes 
almost invariably run a severe course During the first 
week of entoiio fever, in addition to the usual complaint of 
headache, weariness, acbmg of the hack and limbs, pro¬ 
gressive loss of appetite, coating of the tongue, vague pams 
in the abdomen, and increasing pyrexia, there are font 
symptoms which are very saggesuve of oncoming entenc 
fever, though not often mentioned, as far as I remember, in 
the text-books—viz , slight bronchial cough, sore throai,

There was nothing, however, in his general appearanco to 
mdlcate that there was anythmg very mnch the matter 
His temperature -was normal but the pnlse -was aomewhat 
irregnlar The next morning ho rose but fell back add 
snddehly expired ' 

jVeoropiy —The heart was found to be enlarged, weighing 
14 ounces, too mitral valve was stenosed and the aortio 
■valve was calcareous and incompetent The stomach was 
greatly dilated, the mucous membrane was congested, and 
snbmncons h-emorrhages were present The stomach wail 
was greatly thickened and on section largo quantities of 
fluid pns exuded from the submuoosn which was in a state of 
diffuse purulent infiltration 

Mahgnani endocarditis vemuosa —No detailed desonptioil 
of this case which lasted about three weeks will be entered 
upon, but only a general survey of its progress from com- 
menoement to finish along with the factors oontnbntmg to 
its differential diagnosis The only clear history obtainable’ 
■was that some months previonsly toe patient had a severe 
attack of rheumatic fever from which she slowly recovered, 
but -with an impaired mental condition which gradually 
becoming more prononnoed culminated before adrolsslon m 
an attack of acute delinmn Her condition on admission was 
one of semi consciousness, extreme restlessness, incoherent 
muttering and soreanung, loss of control over the sphinoterSr

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obstmotion in the insane is often discovered so late that 
for all practical purposes the symptoms -would seem to 
indicate the acute form No history is obtainable and 
the earlier symptoms which among the sane would lead 
one to suspect chronic obstruction have never been com 
plamed of by the patient or noticed by the attendant 
vomiting collapse, and most probably tympanites may, 
as alre^y suggested, be the indications that first direct 
attention to the patient Such is the case presented, what 
IS it? For purposes of limitation I assume that the 
case is one of mtestinal obstruction and the only 
other condition provocative of somewhat similar sym¬ 
ptoms from which it wiU be attempted to dis 
tingulsh it IS iierforation -with accompanying pentombs 
In differentiating the various forms of obstrucbon too much 
utress must not be laid on the age of the patient, for although 
an age of 45 years and upwards is suspicious of volvulus or 
stricture it does not by any means exclude sbangulabon by 
bands, fcc With this reservaUon, then, and taking for 
grants that the obstruction of the small bowel has been 
oioluded and that the pabent’a age, , suggest volvulus or 
stricture, I shall discuss only these two causes of obst motion 
If the case is seen comparatively early—i e , before the 
abdomen is excessively distended—the appearance of fulness 
extending from the left hypogastric and iliac regions towards 
the umbilicus, together with a feelmg of increased resistance 
and tension communicated to the hand and a development 
of hyper resonance in this locality point to volvulus If 
upon these signs supervene an increase in the horl 
zontal diameter of the abdomen and of the resonant 
ar^ of the colon the diagnosis is rendered still 
more certain The passage of a long tuba or digital 
examination under chloroform -wlU also tend to confirm In 
what way, however, may volvulus be distinguished from 
stricture of the sigmoid ? I am still presuming a case in 
which the patient is admitted to the hospital with vomiting, 
distension, collapse, and with no history The passage of a 
long tube only reveals the fact that there is an obstmotion in 
the lower portion of the gut and for differential purposes 
digital exploration is more valuable If by means of it an 
irregular hard mass or enlarged glands are felt, the presence 
of mahmant stricture, especially it the left leg and thigh 
are swollen and the veins are engorged, is practically con 
firmed If, however, the stnoture lie in the upper por 
tion of the sigmoid, or beyond, digital examination or 
that by the tube affords little or no mformabon and 
other features of the case have to be considered in 
order to arrive at any satisfactory conclusion In vol 
vulus, agam, constipation is absolute from the first, but 
in stricture, especially malignant stricture, there is often 
diarrhoea and discharge of blood Further, m stnoture the 
contour of the colon is better defined and dnlness and the 
feeling of a semi flmd or monldable mass limited to the 
region of the emoum or extending thence m the line of 
the ascending colon is more sigmficant of this form 
of obstruction than of -volvulus as in the latter 
-these signs are to a considerable extent obscured by the 

S odnetion of gas in a voluminous sigmoid and the lesser 
lellhood of fseoal accumulation owing to more persistent 
vomiting t^o To the presence of the same may also be 
attributed the infrequency of coils and visible movement 
of the intestine in volvulus as compared with stricture 
The excessive accumulation of feces in stricture is owing to 
the prolonged previous constipation and to the fact that food 
is not vomited to the same extent as in volvulus, in which the 
accumulation if it exists is m the sigmoid and may whan 
this is very moveable even be the cause of the volvulus 
Under certain conditions the vomit in stricture may consist 
almost entirely of blood and that in large quantities When 
-such IS the case stnoture may be mistaken for perforation of 
a gastric ulcer or mee verta In perforation there may or 
may not be bmmatemesis, but if ouing to rapid collapse 
attention is drawn and the patient seen before distension of 
the abdomen from peritonitis has set in, we can, from what 
has already been said on the subject of stnoture, affirm 
pretty confidently that it at least is not present If, how¬ 
ever, the patient comes under obsenation after peritonltia 
bag set in the diagnosis is rendered more difficult 
and the probability of asoertaming the state of the colon by 
palpation is rendered almost impossible by the ngidity of 
the abdominal walls and great peritonllic distension The 
ago of the patient and ibo progress of the case will then be 
our chief -guides Gastric ulcer occurs at a much earlier 
age than stricture and when erforation occurs tends to a 


more rapidly fatal issue It is of course obvious that profuse 
hmmatemesis due to stricture of the colon can only occur 
when the obstruction is malignant and has become adherent 
to the wall of the stomach 
Lonciutcr 
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The following case affords a typical example of the 
disease described by myself in the Indian Mtdical 8a ilte 
of May, 1898, under the designation of " chrome venereal 
sores ’’ and which appears to be identical -with the affection 
prevalent m British Gniana and named by Dr J H Conyers 
and Dr 0 W Daniels' “groin ulceration ” At the time 
that the above mentioned article m the Indian 2Iedieai 
Qazette was written I had not had the advantage of seeing 
the desenpbon of the disease given by Dr Conyers and 
Dr Daniels and I was nnaware that any notice of it had 
previously been published The disease is fairly common in 
Sonthern India, and Surgeon Colonel K Macleod’s article on 
the subject in the Journal of Tropical Jiledioine for Febmaiy, 
1899, points to the fact that it is also to bo found m Northern 
India The following are the notes of the case 
A Hindoo oigar roller, aged 30 years, was admitted into 
the Madras General Hospital on Feb lAth, 1899, suffering 
from sores in the groin and on the penis The history given 
by the patient -was as follows Six months previously, fonr 
days after intercourse, a sore appeared on the glans penis 
Ten days later a bubo formed in the right groin, burst, and 
dischai^ed sanious flmd Neither the ulcer on the penis nor 
the bubo ever healed bnt oontinned to spread slowly up to 
the date of admission into hospital Slight local pain and 
irritation were erpenenced hut the general health -was not 
affected m any way The following note was made of the 
condition of the patient on admission to hospital "The 
patient is well developed muscnlar, and in good health 
Situated in the right grom is a sore measurmg two and a 
half inches in length by one inch in width There is no 
induration of the base of the sore which can be freely moved 
to and fro over the underlying struotures The surface, 
which is raised above the level of the surrounding skin in 
some places to the extent of a quarter of an moh or more. Is 
irregular, of a dirty pink, colour, and somewhat -waxy appear¬ 
ance In consistence it is soft bnt firm and hairs are seen 
protruding here and there from the surface It is 
entirely devoid of discharge The edges are fairly regular aM 
show no signs either of healing or breaking down A small 
zone of epidermis is seen to mount, as it were, into the base 
of the mass of granulation tissue Close to the existing sore 
is the seqr of an old bubo The prepuce is retracted and 
swollen Situated on the under surface of the glans and 
body of the penis is a sore whiob differs in some respMts 
from the one already described The surface is smoother 
and not raised much above the level of the surrounding skin 
and scattered over it are numerous small white patches of 
newly formed epithelium A slightly offensive odow is 
given off from the sores ’’ On admission to hospital tne 
following treatment was resorted to The akm surrounMg 
the sore m the grom was shaved and thoroughly puiified uy 
means of anliseptio lotions and bone acid dressings were 
applied A month after admission an aniesthetio wM

In this paper I propose to record very briefly some oases of 
malignant disease associated with ovarian tumours By 
“malignant disease" I mean either (1) that the tumours 
have been examined by competent mioroscopists and have 
been declared to be malig nfin t, in structure (caroinomatons or 
sarcomatous), or (2) that in addition to ovarian tumours 
growths havo been found in the liver, peritoneum, or 
other organs whan an operation has been performed, or 
(3) that such growths have developed later and have brought 
about the death of the patient In moat cases these 
secondary growths have been examined and found to be of 
malignant structure, but in soma cases there has been no 
post-mortem examination When I state the microscopic 
appearances of a tumour I do so on the authority of 
Mr Targett or of Mr Come Keep and I have to express 
my thanks to these gentlemen for permission to use their 
names 

It seems to me that the posslbihty of an ovarian tumour 
being malignant is not kept before the profession so 
prominently as its importance deserves A large number of j 
papers on ovariotomy are devoted to statistica of mortality, 
to showing how very easy and satisfactory the operation is, 
and to proving that the death rate is very low When these 
are the objects aimed at the papers may be published so soon 
after the patients Jiave been operated upon that m a large 
proportion of the cases there has not been time for secondary 
growths to develop and, moreover, in disoussmg the mortality 
of an operation it la not necessary to bring forward other 
disagreeable sequel® Statistics having soientiflo value are 
most difficult to ooEeot and on the question of malignanoy 
in ovarian tumours it is almost impossible to obtain reliable 
figures The number of oases which cannot be traced, the 
number of cases in which the cause of death is not verified by 
conclnsiTe clinical or post-mortem evidence, and the long time 
which may elapse between the removal of a tumour and the 
development of malignant disease are difficulties which can 
hardly be completely overcome The question requires many 
years of careful clinical and pathological work, every tumour 
being thoroughly investigated and every case being kept 
under observation for a long period—till death if possible— 
before even an approximate estimate of the percentage of 
malignant cases can be obtained 1 regret that I have not 
paid special attention to this subject for more than a few 
years, its enormous importance haAng been gradually forced 
upon my attention. I therefore do not propose to record any 
statistics of my own The following instances, are, however, 
sufficient to prove conclusively that in a number of cases the 
relationship between an ovarian tumour and mahgnanoy is 
yery intimate 

Oasb 1 —On May 8th, 1888, I assisted Mr Enowsley 
Thornton to remove a rapidly growing, very mnltilooulM 
cystic ovarian tumour from a woman, aged 42 years The 
growth was adherent to everythmg it touched The uterus 
and left ovary were healthy Mr Thornton in his notes 
of the case wrote that tho tumour “might be malig¬ 
nant ” Three and a half months later (on August 23rd) I 
-opened ttila patients abdomen on account of obstruction of 
the bowels and I found several s m a ll round growths of from 
the size of a pea downwards and a mass of about the size of a 
Tangerine ojange implicating two coils of small mtestine 
I was informed that this patient’s father had died from 


cancer of the gullet at the age of 68 years The 
father’s sister had died from a cancer and his mother 
had died from a tumour The case is already published 
in full '■ 

Case 2 —I have puhiished^ another case in which I per 
formed an easy ovariotomy on June 6th, 1893, tho paheuti 
age being 35 years There were a few slight pdvio adhesions 
and I noted tliat there was a small piece of solid tissue m the 
base of the tumour Tho patient Imd no trouble for more 
t han two years after the operation She then became very 
constipated and this difficulty increased rapidly On 
Jan 28th, 1896, I explored the abdomen, the bowel being 
then almost completely occluded There were nnmerom 
growths studded over the peritoneum and large masses on 
the under surface of the liver I made an intestinal fistula 
which gave temporary relief A great aunt of this patient 
was said to have had cancer of the breast 

Case 3 —On Oot 8th, 1895,1 saw a patient, 47 years of age, 
from whom Dr Pregaddino of Ghent bad removed a tumour 
of the right ovary which, he kindly informed me, was an 
adeno carcinoma The patient recovered from the opera 
tion qmckly, pnt on flesh, and felt very weU until a short 
time before I saw her when she began to suffer from pelvic 
pains and a vagmal discharge She had the appearance oi 
bemg m excellent health 1 found a tumour on ffie left side 
of the uterus, rising above the pelvio brim, mvolving the 
cervix and fungatmg into the vagina Jt seemed to me to 
be semi oystio It extended so far into the tissnes on the 
left side of the pelvis that complete removal was impossible. 
The patient died nine months lifter 

Oabe. 4 —On Ang T6th, 1892, I saw a patient with Mr 
Crew of Higbam Ferrers She was 25 years of age and was 
supposed to be qmte well on July 30tb when she left her home 
on a visit to friends She bad noticed an enlargement of the 
body before this but had not spoken of it On Angnstlst 
she was seized with severe pain in the abdomen and on the 
11th a medical man said that she was so ill that she could not 
travel It was, however, very desirable that she should 
go home and Mr Drew therefore had her moved on the 12 Ul 
O n the 16th she was very ansemlc with a beotio temperature, 
profuse perspiration, and an extremely feeble and rapid 
pulse There wns a very tender pelvio swelhng rising neaiiy 
to the level of the nmblllons An oplmon hnd been given 
that the swelling was a large abscess I thought that it wus 
most probably an ovarian tumour with a twisted pedicl^ 
or possibly an inflamed dermoid ovarian tumour n 
nothing were done tho patient’s death was certain, so 
I advised that the abdomen should be opened, althougn 
the conditions were most unfavourable for such treatment 
On operating I found two ovarian tumours, each solid 
throughout, but they were both so soft that they bro^np 
under the fingers and had to bo removed piecemeal There 
were extensive adhesioDB and much thickened omentum was 
cut away The tissue of tho broad ligaments was fairly fi^ 
where I tied them After the operation the patient 
through a period of extreme feebleness, but I was able to 
send her a good nurse and under Mr Crew’s guidance a 
gradual improvement took place. The temperature was 
normal 12 days after tho operation and the strength very 
slowly increased till November when she began to 
ground I saw her on Nov 17th She then had a swe^g 
in the right side of the pelvis which was very 
define on account of great intestinal distoision i-B“ 
breathing wns rapid and there was a slightly impair^ pM 
cussion note over the base of tho left lung No 
symptoms developed and the patient died on tho 24th There 
was no poBt-mortem examination The tumours were noi 
examined nucroscopicaliy, bnt I have no doubt tMt tnoy 
were malignant and that infection had already passed beyona 
their mar^s before I operated ,

paid special attention to this subject for more than a few 
years, its enormous importance having been gradually forced 
upon my attention. I therefore do not propose to record any 
statistics of my own The following instances, are, however, 
sufficient to prove conclusively that in a number of cases the 
relationship between an ovarian tumour luid malignanoy is 
j’ery intimate 

Case 1 —On May 8th, 1888, I assisted Mr Knowsley 
Thornton to remove a rapidly growmg, very multilooular 
cystic ovarian tumour from a woman, aged 42 years The 
growth was adherent to everythmg it touched The uterus 
and left ovary were healthy Mr Thornton in his notes 
nf the caso wrote that the tumour “ might be mahg- 
nnn f, " Three and a half months later (on August 23rd) I 
-opened this patientis abdomen on account of obstruction of 
the bowels and I found several small round growths of from 
the size of a pea downwards and a mass of about the size of a 
Tangerine opinge implicating two coils of small intestine 
I was informed that this patient’s father had died from 


cancer of tbs gullet at the age of 68 years The 
father's sister had died from a cancer and his rnotber 
had died from a tumoar The case is already pahUshffi 
m fhU ^ 

Case 2 —I have published* another case m which I p« 
formed an easy ovariotomy on June 6th, 1893, the pabeati 
age bemg 35 years There were a few slight pMvio adhcsioni 
and I noted that them was a small piece of sohd tissae in tie 
base of the tumonr The patient had no trouble for more 
than two years after the operation She then became very 
constipated and this difficulty increased rapidly Cta 
Jan 28th, 1896, I explored the abdomen, the bowel bemg 
then almost completely occluded There were numetou 
growths studded over the peritoneum and large masses on 
the under surface of the liver I made an mteatinal fistula 
which gave temporary relief A great aunt of this patient 
was said to have had cimcer of the breast 

Case 3 — On Dot 8th 1895,1 saw a patient, 47 years of ago, 
from whom Dr Pregaldmo of Ghent had removed a tumour 
of the right ovary which, ho tmdjy inlonned me, was an 
adeno caremoma The patient recovered from the opera 
tion qmokly, put on flesh, and felt very well rmtil a short 
time before I saw her when she began to suffer from pelvic 
pains and a vaginal discharge She had the appearance of 
being in excellent health J found a tumonr on ffie left side 
of the uterus, rising above the pelvio brim, involving the 
cervix and fnngating into the vagina. It seemed to me to 
be semi oystio It extended so far into the tissues on the 
left side of the pelvis that complete removal was impossible. 
The patient died nine months lifter 

Case 4 —On Ang 16 th, 1892, I saw a patient with Ur 
Crew of Higham Ferrers She was 25 ypars of age and vraj 
supposed to be quite well on July 30 th when sho left her home 
on a visit to friends She had noticed an enlargement of the 
body before this hut had not spxiken of it On An^t 1st 
she was seized with severe pain m the abdomen and on the 
nth a medical man said that she was so ill that sho could not 
travel It was, however, very desirable that she should 
go home and Mr Crew therefore had her moved on the 12ui 
On the 16th she was very ansemio with a heoUo tempeiatnie, 
profuse perspiration, and an extremely feeble and rapid 
pulse There was a very tender pelvio swelhng rising nwiy 
to the level of the umbihens An opinion had been given 
that the swelling was a large abscess I thought that it ™ 
most probably an ovarian tumonr with a twisted pedlcl^ 
or possibly an inflamed dermoid ovarian tumour u 
nothing were done the patient’s death was certain, m 
I advired that the abdomen should be opened, although 
the Dondltions were most unfavourable for such treatment 
On operating I found two ovarian tumours, each soUa 
throughout, but they were both so soft that they "P 
under the fingers and bad to bo removed piecemeal Thera 
were extensive ndhesions and much thickened omentum was 
cut away The tissue of the broad hgaments was fairly s™ 
where I tied them After the operation the patient 
through a period of extreme'feebleness, but I was able to 
send her a good nurse and under Mr Crew’s guioauce a 
gradual improvement took place The temperature wa 
normal 12 days after the operation and the strength very 
slowly moreased till November when she began to 1““ 
ground I saw her on Nov 17tii She then had a sweiMg 
ha the right aide of the pelvis which was very difficult 
define on account of great Intestinal distension •to 
breathing was rapid and there was a slightly impaired j>m 
cussion note over the base of the left lung No 
symptoms developed and the patient died on the 24th There 
was no post-mortem examination The tumours 
exammed mlcroscopioally, but I have no doubt l^toey 
were malignant and that infection had already passed beyon 
their mar^s before I operated j- , , . 

Case 5 —On Oct 14th, 1892, I removed a “ultfloomM 
ovarian tumour from a woman 60 years of age The tMO 
contained much solid tissue and was firmly adhe^t to re 
anterior ahaominul wall I saw this patient eight monw 
later and she was then dymg with large masses of ham 
growth m her liver , „i,lrli 

Case 6 —On March 1st, 1892, I^rcmoved a tmnour ww 
had every appearance of a simple ovarian cyst and con^ 
no solid tissne except the cyst wall This 
adherent anywhere. The patient had also mahguaut gisesj” 
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In one case the external mnsoles which are stretched in 
drawing the eyes into hne are thin and narrow, yielding 
readily , in the other they are broad, thick, and tendinons, 
offering much greater resistance, so the amount of deviation 
or anatomical defect does not determine the stress or strain 
If this evolution of the optic axis was complete there would 
be no eye stram and the energy now required to sustain It 
could be utilised in performing other functions more per 
feotly, thus adding comfort and years to life How mnob 
this strain Is, or how much life is shortened and our peace 
and happiness are disturbed by it, is impossible to calculate, 
but it must be great from the fact that the nerve centres of 
vision are so extensive—in fact they are many times greater 
in area than those which furnish energy for our legs, and 
the legs may use more than a million foot-pounds of energy 
in a day 


‘ ON THE EFFECTS OF PRIMULA 
OBCONIOA ON THE SKIN

In The Lancet of March 4th, 1899, I recorded a case of 
my icedema in which thq irritant principle of primula obconica 
was suspected of having given rise to severe stomatitiB ana 
an acute eczematous eruption on the akin Having now 
made a few experiments with this plant and having found 
the results of more interest than I could have anticipated I 
here propose hnefly to notice them 
I first of all began with an experiment on myself by rubbing 
a smal l part of the leaf of a primula on the inner aspect of 
the forearm fox a few minutes No effect ensuing I repeated 
the process three or four days afterwards, employing more 
vigorous and prolonged friction This still re mainin g with 
out lesult 1 rubbed the leaf against the skin on a third 
occasion by means of a flat bottle containing hot water so as 
to make I sura of breaking up the glandular hairs in which 
the irritant has been supposed to reside and to mcrease its 
effect by the heat if it were a volatile body like toxicodendrio 
acid Still the result was nil Becoming now more con 
fident I ventured to apply the leaf on several patients 
by gentle rubbing but without any result in a single 
instance In the course of these experiments I had 
a visit from the myicedematouB patient whose case 
was recorded in my former paper and m her pre 
sence I rubbed a part of the leaf several Inches square 
against the skin of my forearm for 10 minutes by means of 
the hot-water bottle as above described She looked on with 
astonishment, but said that she would try it once more to 
convince me She then took a s mall part of a primula leaf 
barely an inch square and with a gloved finger of her right 
hand rubbed It gently on the inner aspect of her left fore 
grm for not more than a few seconds and then did the same 
with a few blossoms of the plant on a spot at a little 
distance remarkmg that she thought that would do I 
phould here. state that only two days l«fore she had 
recommenced taking thyroid tabloids after an Interval 
of several weeks during which the use of them Wnd 
been left off and at the end of which she had 
swollen perceptibly Next morning, feeling no effect on 
myself, I thought no more of the matter until I received a 
visit from the lady In the evening I was now surprised to 
learn that she had not slept since two o'clock in the morning 
on account of a hot and tingling sensation in the sites of the 
application and I could scarcely believe the evidence of my 
senses when I saw that these were the seat of redness and 
inflammation, this being most mar ked on the part to whloh 
the leaf had been appUed, where one border was distinctly 
raised above the surrouniing skin I applied some bella 
donna omtment, but the smatiing getting worse on the same 
evening she washed it off, thinking it was doing harm 
On the next day I found tb^t the inflammation had subsided 
a little, but on the following, afternoon a crop of vesicles 
appeared on the site where the blossoms had been applied, 
although the inflammatory symptoms had throughout been 
least pronounced there Borne of the vesicles bad coalesced 
and it appeared that if the application had been more jiro- 
longed tne result would have been a single bulla over the 


entire area I punctured some of the vesicles, >fhen~a little 
thin serum exuded and flowed freely over the arm I left the 
patient m the belief that the effects were at an end but 
fortunately, although she had not sent for me, I chanced, 
to call upon her a week afterwards when another gnipriie 
was in store for me Both areas -pere npw raw and emitting 
copiously at various pomts a thin, pale, watery serum, which 
showed no tendency to coagulate She stated that the site 
'of application of the primula blossoms had never ceased to 
idiBonarge smee I had punctured it and that the other surface 
bad risen in blisters two days or so afterwards and, had 
'broken and become ulcerated as I now saw it Both surfaces 
iwere itchy and irritable, and she said that she had found 
the application of very hot water give hpf more rellel than 
anything else The parts healed up q few days later and 
the patient was positive that this had been mainly due to the 
appUcations of hot water which perhaps had tended to 
coagulate the proteida in the effused serum They were now 
covered by a pale brown epidermis resembling a scaB, which 
,waa mterspersed here and there with silvery streaks of 
whitened scales 

In the course of these observations I bad contipued eipeii 
iments upon myself, being convmced that the difference 
between this patient and other individuals could be only 
one of degree Accordingly I next scratched my skm gently 
as in the operation of vaccination and nibbed a part of the 
leaf of a pnmnla flrmly on by means of a spat^ ior five 
minutes and as no effect appeared in two days I repeated 
the process with several blossoms on the same spot but with 
out refreshening it This remaining equally without effect 
I finally increased the raw area by scratching roun4 its dr 
cumference and after rubbing on the flowers as before 
retained them in position overnight by two strips of adhesive 
plaster arranged crosswise On removmg these next mom 
mg the surface beneath was pale, no doubt from pressure 
The same evening I was gratified to find some appearance of 
inflammation with a sense of heat and itching and next day 
a few small vesicles actually made their appearance. On 
pnnoturing these some serum escaped but not more than a 
drop or two and it was very different in obaraoter ffom tot 
in the case of the patient whose symptoms I have described, 
for it was slightly yellowish, viscid, and highly ooagulable. 
On applying some cotton wool and removing it a 
fev/ hours afterwards I found some fibres of it sticking 
to the surface whloh was now praotioally healed A 
scab or two now formed and did not drop off till the 
tenth day and, what is more interesting, a red areola 
developed which was at first of a pnn^tate appearance, but 
gr^uruly became uniform This continued to spread till the 
ninth or tenth day and was always itchy, especially at night 
It was most marked at parts where it mowot most tendency 
to spread, but was never very severe, so that it was not 
difflcult to resist any desire to soratoh Thera never was 
any induration or any elevation of the surface and no cos 
stitutional effects were manifested in either of the two 
I may add that one evening when my arm was itching ■ 
thought the effects had reached a climax, I apphed thyroid 
extract over it with the effect of obtaining almost complete 
relief after a few minutea’ smarting and some considerations 
lead me to suppose that it would have been a good appuca 
tion to the edeeratod surface in the myioedematons patient 

A further observation remains to be stated In my earliest 
experiments I had one evening aOTlled part of prunula leal 
over the pit of the stomach and al^ seemed to 
effect, but 10 days afterwards my attention was palled to tne 
part by a feeling of tenderness and itching and on tD^fpdon 
it was found to be reddened It oontinued red ^n,

five and a half months Ihe larger foetus was contained in 
19 pints of amnlotio flmd, with large heart and kidneys 
and thick umbilical cord with dilated vessels The smaller 
twin was in a separate amnion with a normal amount of 
flmd, the umbilical cord was long, thin, and velamentons, 
common placenta Case 2 —Third premancy , symptoms 
beginning at three and a halt months, labour spontaneous 
at five months , enormous gush of fluid followed by birth 
of twins contained in their membranes The larger twin 
was hydramnlotic and the smaller one showed marked 
atrophy of the wall of the left ventricle , co mm on placenta 
and chorion 

Dr Herbebt Spencer congratulated Dr Wilson on the 
full account which he had given of this interesting condition 
With reference to the clinical aspect of the subject he (Dr 
Spencer) had found that ballottement, impossible to obtain 
In the dorsal position, could readily be got by placmg the 
patient In the knee elbow position when the fostns sank to

near the foetus and oodematous beyond (the placenta and 
cords weighed 11b 7 oz ), the oedema thus produced would, 
he thought, possibly explain the hydramnion in this case, but 
he did not see how a hypertrophied heart could expUuii its 
occurrence As fluid was found experimentally to einde 
mto the amnion whether injected into the foettd or natural 
circulation it was possible that hydrammon might arise from

TJu Praetice of Ohdetnct By American Authors Edited 
‘ by OharIiES Jewett, M D Elastrated with 441 
^ Engravings, 34'of which are in colours, and 22 Oolonrcd 
Plates 8vo London Henry Klmpton 1899 Pp 
770 Price Z6r net 

This volume is described as the work of obataWo teachers 
and of other evperta in the cognate lines on which they have 
written It la, as such books usually are, of very unequal 
merit, and while some of the contributions are of great value 
others by no moans reach the same standard of excellence 
The book is divided into eight parts, dealing respectively 
with Anatomy, the Physiology and Pathology of Preg 
-nancy. Labour and the Puerpenum and Obstetric 
Surgery The chapter upon Anatomy is good and clear 
and contains a full account of the anatomy of the contents 
of the pelvis 

In Part II we are inclined to think that the section 
devoted to tho Development of the Ovum Is too full 
and detailed for a work of this kind It is pretty certain 
to be skipped by the average student, wTilla the practitioner 
desiring a complete account of the subject would do better 
to refer to a work deabng especially with embryology 

The rest of the chapters upon the Physiology of Pregnancy 
contain all the essential detaUs The anatomical descrip¬ 
tion of the bony pelvis is good and we are glad to see that 
the author gives tho measurements both In inches and in 
centimetres The mechanism of lubouc is but poorly 
described and no account appears to have been taken of the 
valuable results obtained by ^ the study of frozen sections in 
this connexion The description of the mechanism of the 
third stage of labour is no better and a student reading the 
short paragraph devoted to this important subject would 
quite fail to get any clear idea of the various views held at 
the present day as to how the separation of the placenta 
really occurs In the management of normal labour the use 
of antiseptics is fully dlsoussed and due stress is laid both in 
this chapter and m that upon Puerperal Infection upon tho 
great importance of abdominal palpation and the avoidance 
of unnecessary vaginal examinations Walcher's position is 
illustrated by a full page photograph of a patient in that 
posture and is recommended in several places in the book, 
but no mention is made of the fact that the morease in the 
conjpgate diameter is not believed m by oieryone and is, 
indeed, denied by some obstetricians of note The chapter 
u^ion the Oare and ilapagemont of the New bom Child con¬ 
tains a very good account of infant feeding upon a soientiflo 
basis The sections upon the Anomalies and Diseases of the 
Foetus, consistmg as they do of little more than a catalogue 
of names, are of little value, although illustrated by some 
good photographs from Hirst and Piersol’s Atlas 

We entirely agree with the leoommendation that a sharp 
and not a blunt curotto should be used m the treatment of 
cases of mcomplete abortion With a sharp mstrument the 
amount of force employed can be carefully graduated 
apd the decidua can bo more certainly and just as 
safely removed as with the blunt curette The chapter 
upon Puerperal Infection is from the pen of Dr Whitridge 
WdUams As might bo anticipated the baoieriological 
and pathological aspects of the subject are very fuUy con¬ 
sidered and a very interesting review is given of the 
work done upon the question of the presence or absence of 
pathogenic organisms in the vagina and the possibility of 
^Uto-lnfeotion Dr Wdliams draws attention to the im¬ 
portant dliferenoa between cases of septic and putrid endo- ' 
metntis and the uselessness of local treatment in coses of 
jcuto septicaemia with few or no local changes, He does 


not regard with favour the operation of hysterectomy In the 
early stages of pnerperal Infection and, as he points out. If 
tho operation! be done snfflolently early a large number of 
uteri will be removed unnecessarily, while If It bo put off 
until other organs aro involved,it will m the majority of 
cases prove useless. This Is one of the best aosounU of 
pnerperal infeotion which has so far been written and will 
well repay perusal A slight typographical error Is to bo 
noted on pp 671 and 572, the descriptions of Figs 353 and 
354 having been transposed The best part of tho chapter 
upon Obstetric Surgery Is tho account of Venlon and of 
Symphysiotomy Tho lUnslrationfl are mainly derived from 
other sonrces, so that many of them are familiar, but a good 
choice has been made The book is one which will be found 
very nsofnl for purposes of reference and does credit to the 
editor and the gentleman who have contributed to lU 
production

tmd his results ora presented in this volume Early In 1894 
the Begina ilarghenta hut was completed on the summit 
of Monte Boss, at a height- of 4560 metres (15,000 
feet), and the author decided to undertake a series of 
reseaxohes into the effects on human tieings'produced by this 
altitude By the permission of the Italian Minister for War 
he was permitted to take with him 10 men of tho Alpine 
regiment under the command of an army surgeon A 
number of soldiers at once volunteered and some prellmlnaiy 
Investigations were undertaken with the object of ascertain 
ing the physiological conditions of tho'"men under ordinary 
oironmstanoes It is so very easy to contuse the effects 
of fatigue with those of lessened barometrio pressure that 
Professor Mosso took special care to avoid this error In 
addition to tho author and the soldiers the party contained 
the author's brother, Ugolino Mosso, Professor of Pharma 
oology at the University of Genoa, Dr Vittono AbelU. 
an army surgeon, and a medical student. Signor Beno 
Bizzozero, to whom aro owing most of the numerous photo¬ 
graphs which adorn the book Unfortunately he died a year 
after tho expedition returned

Tnia volume consists of reprints of a course of lectures 
delivered at Columbia University on the Principles of 
Science as Illustrated by Zoology Some of these lectures

' The recent session of the General Medical Council was 
remarkable not only for the length of time over whloh it 
(extended—10 days—bnt for the nature of the business 
which occupied the attention of the members It la 
bepoming more and more evident that the General Medical 
Council is a semi pubho body, intermediary as it were 
between, the State and the public on the one hand and 
the medical profeislon and its various organisationB and 
corporations on the other Hitherto It has kept well 
within the bounds of its most obvious functions as defined 
m the Acts and has even, perhaps, been slow to recognise 
all that was mvolved in its responsibilitiea, being disposed to 
take an easy view of its dudes and to let the great pro 
fession over which (m a sense) it presides take its own 
course and look after its own interests and morals 
The CounoU has now found out that Parliament did not 
create it for strictly limited purposes and that more is 
-expected of it than the merely clerical duties of registra¬ 
tion or a formal and courteous peep into the methods of 
examination employed by the various educational bodies 
Both the Government and the profession are now looking 
to the Council for the solution of difficult questions 
and on the wisdom and moderation with which it treats 
these questions will depend in a great measure its future 
history If it Is to act effectively and withal promptly

deals with only one colliery district, the Liverpool district, 
and it Is to be hoped that the reports from other districts 
may be equally satisfactory We imagine that this must be 
the case, for happily we have heard less frequently of late of 
those frightful disasters to wluoh the ocUieiy distriots are 
liable If BO, the importance of the experiments which 
suggested the preventiie measures indicated and now 
enforced cannot be too highly estimated 


TYPHOID FEVER IN HOLBORN-CIRCUS 
Db Sedgwick Sadkdeks, the medical officer of health 
of the City of London, in his report on the health of the City 
for the five weeks ended May 27th, 1899, gives an account of 
an outbreak of enteric fever in a large business house in 
Holbom oirons which presents points of some interest The 
outbreak ooourred between Jan 23rd and Feb 16th and 
during that time 63 of the Inmates were attacked, the 
greatest number of cases in any one day being eight The 
total numbar of parsons employed in the establishment was 
620, but of these only 416 slept on the premises, thongh an 
additional 71 took dinner and tea m the establishment 
The attacks were apparently confined to the 416 persons who 
resided on the premises, there being, it seems, no cases 
among the remaining 204 In other words, the 416 residents 
were presumably exposed to some conditious which were 
foreign to the remaining 204 Dr Sedgwick Saunders has 
been unable to discover any connexion between the outbreak 
and poUnted water or milk, and although the inquiry is still 
incomplete snsploion appears to attach to the drainage 
^tem which is manifestly detective There would, how 
ever, be a dlffloulty in explainmg the outbreak by a thesis of 
this nature since the exemption of the 204 non residents 
would militate against its aooeptance The ontbreak has, 
too, some of the obaraoters more commoply associated with 
specifloally poUnted food of some kind than with one due to 
drainage defeots The sex distributiou of the attacks does 
not throw much light on the matter, as although but five 
females were attacked the percentage inoldeuce on moles was 
but slightly in excess of that npon females, a olronmatance 
which in itself tends to disoredit a view that oontaminated 
milk was the cause of the outbreak Baoterlological examlna 
tJons were made by Dr Washboum of speoimens of water, milk, 
and hatter, hut with negative results and clearly but little 
value Is to be attached to baoterlological investigations in an 
ontbreak of this kind, since the specific pollution of whatever 
may have been the causative agent was evidently of a tran¬ 
sitory nature, mdeed, it is even possible that all the cases 
pay have been infeoted before the first of the group was 
recognised Evidence must be sought for rather in the dis 
tribution of the cpses and in a detailed examination of the 
several articl s ot food consmned by those atlaoked as con¬ 
trasted with those who escaped Dr Sedgwick Saunders 
acted with great promptitude and at once took all precan 
tiomuy and preventive measures The milk was sterilised 


and. the supply was changed, the water cisterns and Tri.in. 
were cleansed, and the patients were rigidly isolated 
and oarefuUy nursed, the fatality rate amounted to 
11 per cent '

A SINGULAR CASE OF MASTOID AB30E83 

It is a generally accepted fact that the cells in the 
mastoid process do not develop nntil after the third year 
of life and it follows that mastoid abscess of the kind found 
in the adult is practically unknown in Infanoy An apparent 
exception to this rule is quoted in the Journal do Clinique 
et do Thirapeutiqua Infantilet of Juno Ist, 1899 The case 
was reported by Dr Lermoyei to the Sooidtfi Franfaise 
d Otologle, Laiyngologie, et Rhinologie and was that of a 
child, aged two and a half months The starting point ot 
the trouble as usual was an aonte pnmlent otitis Alter 
three weeks an abscess was found beneath the upper 
extremity of the stemo-mastold A cavity in the mastoid 
process fuU of oarions bone and pus communicated on the 
one hand with the mastoid antrum and on the other by a 
smaU opening in the digaatrio fossa with the abscess jut 
described The whole end of the process was removed, the 
cells and antrum were cleared out, and the child was well 
in ail weeks This morbid condition which is known ia 
France as the mastoiditis of Besold ia very rare it not 
unique in an infant and Its oconirence almost at the time 
of birth is of equal interest to the anatomist and the 
surgeon _ 

THE NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR THE PREVENDON 
OF CRUELTY TO CHILDREN 

Fbou details recently published we are pleased to note 
that the progress of this society during the past year hM 
been satisfactory The net income has amounted to £61,3 
as compiared with £47,917 in the previous year, and it is a 
significant fact that the increase from ordinary contributions 
alone is £4926 The expenses for all purposes amount to 
£62,773 as against £63,000 for the year before Tbew 
proofs of the society’s contmued popularity and of e 
economy observed In its admlnlatmtlon are not dlsooun 
by the measure of snccess which has attended its efiorts 
As many as 28,166 oases of aReged improper treatment 
been investigated In 21,096 of these, with some un^o 
able exceptions, the offenders were cautioned an 
18,223 oases subsequent supervision showed that the warn 
log had been effectual In 2873 cases the offenders 
proseonted, a conviction being obtained in 96 27 pei ° 
i.hlR number By far the most prevalent forms of ciu ty,

statistics of a single year that human nature, expos 
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ourrent century handloom weaving was the chief industry 
'of the vdlaga, but about the year 1850, when ship¬ 
building began to revolutionise the trade of the dis- 
tnot, Govan ^ suddenly sprang into importance and in 
the year 18M it acquired the dignity of a burgh 
Ever since that date the town has rapidly and steadily 
increased in size, until Tat the present time it stands seventh 
in the list of large Scottish towns and contains a population 
of nearly 73,000 In the course of the last 35 years, which 
IS the period covered by Dr Banas’s inquiry, the mortality 
of Govan, like that of Glasgow and most other large towns 
in England and Scotland, has varied considerably The 
mortality reached its highest point in 1864—namely, the year 
of incorporation—when it amounted to a rata of 33 2 per 
1000, it was lowest in the year 1894 when the rate fell 
to leas than half, or 15 6 per 1000, the rate In 
the entire period of 35 years having averaged 22 5 
The tables which illustrate Dr Barras’s report arh systemati 
oaUy arranged, the clasaifloation adopted being that of the 
Kegistrar General, and a useful summary is inserted giving 
a general idea of the teaching of the tables, without this 
summary the entire report would lose much of its value and 
interest to the general reader In the first of his tables Dr 
Barras shows the mortality from all causes and also from 
infections diseases in quinquennial periods from the year 
1864 onwards Erom this table it appears that there has 
been a marked decrease In the later five year periods as 
compared with the earlier, both in the deaths from all 
causes and in those from diseases of the zymotic 
group Oaloulated on the present population o? 73,000 the 
difference between the mortahty m the first and in the last 
qulnqnenmum represents a saving of 803 Uvea per annum 
Taking the average for the 10 years 1889-98 it appears that 
Govan has shown a death rate which is lower than that of 
all Scotland and also lower than that of the eight principal 
towns In the aggregate Considering the occupation of its 
inhabitants and the conditions under which some of them 
live such a rate reflects great credit on the local public 
health department, who are evidently doing thoir utmost 
to improve the health and prolong the hves of the people 
In quoting the mortality at ages under five years and above 
70 years Dr Barras puts the rate at 12 1 and 1 2 respectively 
per 1000 of the population We presume, however, that the 
deaths at these ages are calculated on the total populabon 
and not on the population at corresponding groups of ages as 
is the case in England, for otherwise it would be diffloult to 
understand how the above exceptionally favourable proper 
tions could have been arrived at As regards the prevalence 
of particular forms of disease Dr Barras has much to say 
which 13 highly important but mainly of local Interest, there 
13 nothing which calls for particular comment m the 
incidence of the ordinary infectious diseases and his remarks 
qn diseases of the constitutional and other principal classes, 
although of great importance to the people of Govan, are 
scarcely of sufficient general Interest to need special notice 
m our pages _ 


TYPHOID CHOLECYSTITIS 

In recent years cholecystitis in typhoid fever has attracted 
some attention But although it was observed as long ago 
a4 1836 by Louis only a limi ted number of cases have been 
recorded This complication seems to be commoner than 
might be supposed,‘ but it rarely gives rise to distinctive 
symptoms In the American Journal of tho Medical Sciences 
for March Dr 0 Oamao has published the following case 
which was under the oaro of Professor Osier at the Johns 
Hopkins Hospital The patient was a coloured woman, 
aged 24 years, who was a dmi tted to hospital after an illness 
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of three weeks’ duration marked by sudden onset, witli htsi. 
ache and chill, voimting, epistams, and abdominal piin 
The chiU recurred every day On admission the tempera¬ 
ture was 104° E 13 Intensely green watery stool* were- 
passed in one day The abdoipeiJ was not dlitended or 
tender On the fifth day abdominal teademess waj noticed 
for the first time, particularly in the right upper quadrant,, 
where there was also dulness About nine centhnetrea btloiv 
the costal margin and about three centimetres irom the 
umbilious a rounded, fairly resistant mass was felL In con- 
seqnence of the profuse diarrhcca amoebio abscess was 
thought of The Widal reaction, however, was well marked 
at a dilntion of 1 to 70 Typhoid cholecystitis was suspected 
As a means of diagnosis a long hypodermic needle wan 
inserted into the mass, it draw off about 15 ouhlo centi¬ 
metres of a clear urine like fluid The patient became mere- 
comfortable Nnmerons motile bacilli suggesting t^hoid 
bacilli were found In the fluid As there was no evidence of 
suppuration operation was deferred m the hope of resole 
tion On the foUowmg day the patient was worse. There 
was great tenderness in the nght hypochondrinm and 
she was apparently suffering pain In view of the relief 
afforded in Mason’s case ° a second puncture was made at- 
the same point But the tumour was not to be felt and only 
blood was withdrawn Laparotomy was thea^performed by 
Dr Cusbing The gall bladder was greatly distended, the 
snrface was dark green, the vessels were injected, and there 
were a few fibrous shreds at one spot After the gall biadder 
had been loosely attached to the abdommal wound 120 cubio 
centimetres of fluid similar to that prevrously withdrawn weirs 
aspirated On opening the gall bladder no necrotic area was- 
ionnd A dramage tube was inserted and the -wound, was 
partially closed and packed with gause Death occurred' 
on the following day At the necropsy Beyer’s patches wer& 
found to be congested and nlcerated Dr Oamao appears to 
regard laparotomy as the best treatment in these cases, bnb 
be admits that the results are probably as bad as in cases net-

CRIMES COMMITTED BY INSANE EPILEPTICS 

Thb mental alienation associated with epileptic insanity 
often carries with it tendencies to violence, brutallly, anfi 
crime The epileptic is prone to such excess at two paition- 
lar periods of the disease—via (a) during an attack of 

so-called “ psychical ” epilepsy (epileptic furor), or (i) in the- 
post epileptic automatic stage succeeding severe fits It haa 
gener^y been noted that as regards acts performed by the 
patient in the latter stage there is but little or no recoUeotion 
of the deed when the patient has recovered from this 
condition of temporary mental antomatism Hence cnines- 
committed by epileptics have Important medico-legal aspects 
In the Transactions of the American Medico-Fs^ohalosica) 
Association (1898, p 203) Dr H E Allison gives a valoable 
record of observations nmda by him on this subject based 
upon cases admitted to the Matteawan State Asylum Ost 
of 2080 insane offenders committed to this institution there 
were 70 epUepUcs convicted of crimes as follows her 
assault, 16, for larceny, 14, for murder, 11, for burglary, 
eight, for robbery, rape, and forgery, four each, for arson, two ; 
for nnnatnial crimes, two, and for bigamy, msybem, perjury, 
vagranoy, and injury to property, one each It will be se^ 
that enmos against the person in the form of assault, 
murder, rape, unnatural crime, and mayhem constitute e, 
total of 34, or almost exactly 50 per cent of all the offences,

THE OPEN-AIR TREATMENT OF CONSUMPTION 

It is, perhaps, not sufficiently weU known to the pro¬ 
fession that it is to the initiative of the late Dr 
George Bodlngton of Sutton Coldfield, near Binning 
bam, that we owe the mtroduotlon of the open air 
treatment of consumption In 1840 he published a 
small book entitled, “ The Treatment and Core of Pul 
monary Consumption ” For some years he had been 
treating cmnsnmptive patients upon the open air and over 
feeding system and this book was the outcome of hij 
researches and experience He protested most earnestly 
against the then prevailing plan of carefully confining 
such patients from fear of the evil influence of cold 
fresh air and so “forcing them to breathe over and over 
again the same foul air contaminated with the diseased 
effinvia of their own persons ’’ He opposed vigorously the 
prevalent lowering treatment by antimony, calomel, and 
bleeding, and urged the administration of plenty of good 
solid food combined with exercise m pure air He advo¬ 
cated “frosty” air it possible and preferred the dry air 
of Inland districts to that of the seaside His great spftoifio 
was cold, dry air which he considered had a most powerful 
influence in “healing and closmg the cavities and ulcers 
of the lungs ’’ It is certainly remarkable,' as we have 
already pointed out, “that a village doctor should have 
arrived in 1840 at these condusions which anticipated 
some of our most recent teachings ” As might have been 
expected such novel teaching mot with the bitterest an 
most violent opposition and this openly expressed dissen 
and disapproval by the profession had the natural result o 
making patients averse to undergo the treatment, with the 
result that Dr Bodmgton was not able to pursue his invest! 
gabons But he had sowed the good seed which henceforth 
began to spring up and propagate, he had lighted a Ii^P 
which has never since been put out Only six years after 
this book appeared Dr John Hughes Bermett, who must have 
been well aware of Dr Bodington’s work and the great mu 
troversy it raised, became a convert to his views lYri g 
in 1871 in “Reynolds’s System of Medicine,” I oI IH i 
678, he says “ It is now 25 years since I became convin 
of the mjury of shutting up patients in their rooms during 
winter and regulating the temperature as was fonni^ / 
the ^custom” Some years after Dr Hughes Benne^ 
conversion to open air treatment, we find a far 
publicity being given to Dr Bodlngton s views by a 
favourable though tardy review of his book by Dr Benj 
Ward Richardson in 1867 in the Januar y number ot_ 
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Hospital lit IS not only in. “-ways) that are dark and 
■tricks that /are Tain ” that the heathen.Ohinee is peculiarrhnt 
also in. his methods o£ medicine.. He possesses i the notioa 
that the devils of disease can he frightened away in the 
■same- way that young Hodge in England frightens away 
birds from the growing com, hence the application to cure 
■the plague hy a wild, procession through the infected 
<iuarter with, shrieks and yeUs and a noise suggestive of on 
smloosed pandemonium According to the China Mail of 
May 9th the plague is more than reorudescent in many of

' The fSte held this week in the Tuiletie8| Gardens at 
Tans appears to have been'’highly successful from the ^int 
of view of Its promoters, and the flower decked cars com 
bined -with flne weather no doubt attracted a large concourse 
■of sightseers France is admittedly ahead of us in the build¬ 
ing of these vehicles and we note that a prominent feature, 
of the fSte was supplied by an electric car owned by M 
Tenetzy, which is cigar or torpedo shaped and Is said to 
travel on a good road at any pace up to 66 miles an hour 
Even with the customary grain o^^salt necessary for the 
appreciation of novelties in our neighbours' locomotion, 
■aerial, terrestrial, or submarine, 05 miles an hour is good 
going and most of ns would be happier at a less startling 
pace We fail, however, to see that any substantial progress 
■has been mnde towards perfecting a motor oar of practical 
■utility to the “work a day man, who may perchance 
■take a lovmg pride m his horse and trap, but to whom a 
■higher rate of speed, or the same measure of usefdlness at a 
less cost,,would turn the scale in favour of the motor car Of 
all the professions the medical profession was the one from 
•which inventors of horseless carnages might well expect 
■Support'provided they could furnish them with what they 
needed It had to combme speed, simplicity, and cheapness, 
•with moderate comfort in travelling Electricity, speedy 
and clean ns it is, was and is still practioally out of the 
■question in most districts The prevision of charging stations 
and the weight of accumulators for country by-roads in'wet 
weather, besides the jar of a heavy vehicle movmg rapidly 
over an uneven surface, were obstacles not to be easily 
■overcome If all oil motors do not smell abominably 
we certainly meet many that do, while if their unsighthness 
us a matter of taste the weight of some of them is only too 
■apparent, but at the same time their fuel is everywhere 
obtainable should the supply carried run short on an 
aneipeotedly prolonged journey Meanwhile, all roads are 
not main roads, and those who travel for bnslness and not 
for pleasure cannot always choose their -way or their

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THE teaching of PATHOLOGY AT/OXFORD 
■ Fon a long time the accommodation placed at the disposal' 
of the teacher of pathology at the Oxford University has been 
inadequate to meet the requirements of the students attend 
ing the courses ’ From time to time the University has been 
(Urged, flrrst by'Sir-Henry Acland and moro recently by Sir 
John Bnrdon Sanderson, to provide smtablo laboratories, but 
'the impoverished condition of thq Univmsity chest has been 
such that although these proposals wei:e' sympathetically 
received the funds were not forthcoming ‘^lleoently, howerer, 
the matter has been taken up -with renewed energy owing to 
the Unless- of an anonymoqs donor yho has promised a pim 
*of £5000 provided that within a ce^in data the University 
carries out the plan of the suggested labora^ries Such 
a scheme entails the expenditure of £10,000 ou holdings 
and the first stage was reached last Tuesday when Con 
gregation passed a , grant of £5,000 to sopplement 
the sum already subscribed by, the anonymgns donor 
'The circumstancea of the vote were particularly pleasing, for 
whereas it was aimounced that opposition from varlouj 
■ soureps would be raised, the house, which was well attended,

same time an annual grant of £250 for upkeep and mam 
I tehanoe was passed without opposition In view of the friendly 
attitude of the University it is most protable that these 
decrees will be presented to Convocation during this term, 
and in all likelihood, if no opposition be encountered, 
building opjerations will be starfed in tho long yacation.

SEWER VENTILATORS 

Sew hr ventilators are an abomination ' but a necessity of 
the modem system of sanitation, so that any proposal to 
reduce the nuisance -without interfering -with the proper funir 
don of the ventilators will be welcomed Sir Charles Cam n 
has suggested emplojdng porous cylinders as a kind of lid 
placed in the crown of thd sewer As is well known, 
plaster of Paris or unglazed porcelain, Is sufliciently potew 
to allow of the escape of gas through the material While 
these cylinders therefore would allow air to pass freely 
through them they would effectually bar the passage 
micro organisms and at the same time there would be no 
greater pressure In tho sewen air than m the street atmo¬ 
sphere Indeed, the action is twofold, diffusion aud tia 
don slmnltaneously taking place Air thus contmuo y 
oomod out of the sewer filtered through the oyhndeis, 
and on well known principles, of diffusion air as cou 
tonuously enters the sower through tho porous ves^

Erom a short report by Dr William Husband, superintendent 
of the Central Vaccine Institution for Scotland, it appears 
that 2691 tubes of humanised lymph were distributed to 423 
practitioners and that six applications for calf lymph were 
received and acceded to As to calf lyi^h Dr Husband adds 
“ It Is satisfactory to know that the English Local Govern 
ment Board have mtimated their intention, when the neces¬ 
sary arrangements are completed, of furnishing ua with a 
limited supply for distribution m Scotland ” 

In public health the Board has evidently had a busy year 
consequent on the coming into operation of the Fnblto 
Health (Scotland) Act, 1^ It has issued circulars and 
model by laws and oholera regulatiocs, Ac , and baa given 
advice to local authorities on many legal points On a much 
disputed question as to whether under Section 57 of the 
Scottish Public Health Act the medical officer of health is 
bound when called on to certify as to the freedom frqm 
infection of chUdren who have recovered from infectious 
disease the Board mdioates incidentally the reasonable 
opmion that it is only where ha is “acquainted with the 
facts of the case ” that a oertiflcate can be expected from 
him On the question of the respective obligations of sanitary 
authorities and pariah counoUs regarding pauper cases 'of 
inteotlouB disease the Board says “ In our opinion the pariah 
council is bound to treat cases of infectious disease occurring 
among paupers or proper ob]eota of parochial relief The 
Public Health Act does not relieve them of that obligation 
and their liability contmnes But when a local authority, 
acting under the Public Health Act and for the protection of 
the pubhc health, remove or isolate the patient all the 
expenses necessarily incurred for this purpose form a charge 
against the public health assessment and cannot be re 
covered from any other person qr body ” Under Section 66 
of the recent Act by laws may he framed for securing 
the cleanliness and saxdtary condition of public conveyances 
plying nithin the dittrtot of the local authcrity, and for 
preventing overcrowding m such conveyances Among the 
by laws under this section Submitted to the Board for con 
firmation were two apphoable to railway carriages The law 
officers of the Crown advised the Board that railway 
carriages were not included in “ pubhc conveyances ” under 
the Act, “but the local authority after reconsideration sub¬ 
mitted new by laws which appUed to public conveyances 
generally without distinction, thus leaving open the question 
of their applicability to railway carriages ” By Section 39 
of the new Act, sanitary authorities can compel owners of 
private streets within special scavenging' distaots to level 
and pave such streets, and the Board’s report gives very use 
ful ^dance as to the administration of this most important 
section With regard to hospitals the report says “ The fact 
that we are now armed with compulsory powers under 
Section 44 of the Act has enabled us to giie an impetus to 
hospital provision Wherever we found that a medicm officer 
of health in bis annual report bad been urging hospital 
accommodation for bis distriot we gave the matter special 
attention and where we thought it advisable seconded 
the efforts of the medical officers, reminding the local 
authority of our powers under the aforesaid section ” On 
the subject of the employment of nurses for attending 
persons snSering from infectious diseases in their own 
homes the Board points out that only its general sanction 
is required, because to require consent in each case 
would often frustrate the object in view—the immediate 
and thorough isolation of the patient It also indi¬ 
cates that the employment of such nurses is not to be 
regarded as a substitute for the provision of hospitals In 
one or two sparsely populated Highland districts a one year’s 
experiment Is, however, being made of the employment of 
nurses and the medical officer of health is to report to the 
Board at the end of the year, so that if the result be satis 
factory they may bo prepared to consider further schemes 
on a larger basis, as they think that “within reason¬ 
able limits the Imrger the number of local authorities 
which combine for fever nursing the less will be the 
difficulty in meeting demands which may suddenly arise ’ 
With regard to an outbreak-of typhus fever in Skye the 
local m^cal officer. Dr Dewar, “ reports that even at mid 
day there was so httle light that he was obliged to hnd the 


patients by means of match light The small fixed window^ 
wcregnmy with dirt and smoke. For six weeks before hi* 
visit the whole family of six had been hving solely on mintii^ 
potatoes and tea, partaken of three times a day Com 
paring this outbreak with previous outbreaks he fonndth# 
condition and surroundings practically identlcak These 
were—overcrowding, want of ventilation, filth, and poverty ” 
Only 28 cases of srnaU pox were notified in Sixitland dtuing 
1898 The following table shows the prevalence and 
fatality of notified infectious disease in an aggregate popnla

prevalent in Hackney St Giles, London City, Shoreditch, 
Bethnal Green, and Lunehouse sanitary areas The 31 cases 
of puerperal fever notified in London during May meinded 
five m Islington, and three each in Paddington, Kensington, 
Camberwell, and Greenwich sanTtary areas 
The mortality statistics in the table relate to tho deaths of

serum as prepared in Amenoa was advocated by von 
Schwetuitz who also quoted Stubbert in support 
To sum up, the general impression left by the Congress 
was that while no speoiflo has yet been discovered we 
have in the shape of systematic treatment by hygienic 
measures, especially in suitable sanatoria and health resorts 
most potent and sufficient means of treatment in all early 
uncompheated cases of phthisis, while still more is po.>sibIa 
in the way of prevention

The Cemetery Scandal in Aberdeen 
During the past week Investigations were earned on in 
Nellfield Cemetery xmder a warrant from the sheriff, obtamed 
on' the motion of the Grown officials The operations 
extended over four days. Professor Hay, M D Edm , being 
present as medical expert ' The general public and pressmen 
were excluded while the Grown examination -was being con 
ducted, but the reporters for the evening papers stationed 
themselves in high -wmdows or back gardens adjoining the 
burying ground and published alarmist reports of gruesome 
discoveries having bem made The reading of these reports 
Tins produced much mental disquietude among lalrholders, 
one at least of whom has died from the excitement so 
caused, while huge crowds were also drawn by morbid 
curiosity to the cemetery when it 'waa reopened to the 
public in the evenings There'■have also been mamfesta- 
tiona of popular indignation hgainst the factor of the Baker 
1 Incorporation, although it is pointed out that none of the 
irregularitiea complained of have taken place durmg his terra 
of office Private lairholdera. have hkowise been makin g 
examinations of the portions of ground belonging to them 


On June 10th W illiam Coutts, the late superintendent, m 
again brought before the sheriff, when nine fresh cnminal 
charges of desecration of graves and mutilation of bodies 
were prefented against h im. His application to be admitted 
to ball was refused m view of the serious nature of the 
charges and he wdl be tried before the High Court of 
Jusboiary In Edinburgh It is expected thatDr Hay, In

In Prance animals found to be tuberculous are slaughtered 
under the official regulations and the carcasses are seized, an 
ooonirence which has become much more common' smce 
tubercuUni has been employed for the early 'diagnosis of 
tubercle in animals The law of April 13th, 1898, has 
provided* for the payment of compensation to the ownera 
of 1 animals sacrificed In > this ^way In the mterests 
of 1 public health ' The compensation is on the follow¬ 
ing scale (l)i when the tuberculosis is very extensive 
one-third of the animal's value at the time of slaughter*, 
(2) when the disease is localised' three fourths of this value ; 
and» (3) when the carcass of'’ an animal slaughtered by 
offloim brder is found to be free frorri tubercle the full value 
of the animal as above In all cases the price of the meat 
and oflml sold by the owner, with the permission of the 
maire, is deducted from the compensation above mentioned 
Compensation must not exceed 200 francs (£8) for one-third 
of the animal’s value and 450 fr^cs (£18) for three-fourths 
of its value

Statistical Office there were 23,477 srok* clubs' under the 
workmen’s insurance laws In 1897, against 22,011 in 1896 and 
1 21,588 in 1892 The number of meiabers was 8,337,319, the 
number of.pdtientB was 2,964,937 The income of the dubs 
was 16,761,000 marks (£889,000), the expenses were 
13,394,000 marks (£669,700), of wUch 12,049,000 mark* 
(£602,4^) were ^d for treatment in hospitals or by 
medical officers, for medinmes and bandages, and (or the 
maintenance of, the patients and their families, the 
rest being general expenses for club offices, treasurers, 
clerks. See These large numbers show how great 
must be the infinenoe of the olubs on the condition of the 
medical profession and on medical matters in general The 
clubs were invited to send delegates to the Congress on 
Tuberculosis and a great number of them actually attended.

A PKKSH proof of the practical utility of the Roentgen rays 
has been' s upp lied by a case published by Oberstabsarzt Dr 
Baehren ot'mesbaden A soldier who rdleged that he had 
been bitten by^ a horse was* qdmitted into the military 
hospital With a swelling of the third finger, especially 
rnArked at the tip and ext^ding to the back of the hand A 
sinus developed after several webks in the neighbourhood of 
the jomt between the first phalanx and the metacarpal bqne 
and the introduction of a' pirobe showed the bone to be de" 
ndded of periosteum ' The sinus healed Up aftef being laid 
ojjbn and cauterised, but the swelling continued and 
the mobility of the finger was impaired An exami 
nation of the hand by the Roentgen rays resulted 
lij the discovery of five needles in the second and third 
interosseous spaces of the metacarpus There was also a 
small , scarcely vlslblef smus in the fold between the second 
and third fingers On th'e following day the skiagraphic 
examination showed only four needles the' mnn having 
extracted one of them thrbugh the sinus All the needles 
were removed by a large mclEnon and the hand became quite 
normal The hum at first pretended that he did hot know 
how thh needles had come mto hrs hahd, but he afterwards 
admitted that he had mtroduced them because the hand was 
pamful and he expeotfdd rehef‘from the escape of blood He 
had evidently infiioted these injuries on hlrngolf in order to 
obtain his discharge from military service, not foreseeing

The Sydney Medical School 

Tho April number of the Austrdlatian Medtaal Qacette 
contains an editorial article on the Sydney Medical School in 
which attention la drawn to tjie oyerorowding of the pro 
fession by locally educated men and the question is asked, 
“■What useful contributions haye been made by the pro¬ 
fessorial staff of the Medical School to the advancement of 
medical science 7 What have we to show for the £80,000 
spent on the Medical SohooU” and the reply is ‘•Nothing 
whatever—but the overcrowding of the profession and tho 
impoverishment of the majority of effloient and hard working 
medical practitioners ” Tho professorial staff will probably 
reply to this attack m suitable fashion, but it may be pointed 
out that a good deal of ongmal work of value has been done 
in the Sydney Medical School by Dr Anderson Stuart, Dr 
0 J Martin, Dr Wilson, and others, and that the burden of 
teaching under tho present conditions is too great to allow 
leisure for much original research 

Dispute at the Tarra Send Sospital for the Insane, 
MellouTne 

The members of the Pubbo Service Board of Victoria 
have been holdmg an mquiry into certain charges laid by 
the matron of tho Tarra Bend Hospital for the Tnaan n against 
the medical superintendent, Mr W L WatkhiB, who had 
been suspended from duty pending the board’s inquiry The 
charges were ( 1 ) assaultmg the matron and ( 2 ) want of 
tact and temper m carrying ont his duties The alleged 
assault consisted m pushing the matron ont of a ward after 
she had refused to leave when so ordered by Mr Watkins 
The evidence disclosed that the relations between the matron 
and the medical superintendent had not been satisfactory for 
some time past The board considered the charges proved 
and as a punishment reduced Mr Watkins’s salary from 
£860 to £820 a year The board also held that the matron 
Vinil been guilty of insubordmation and insnltmg conduct and 
as' she was over 60 years of age advised that she should be 
retired from the pubUc service

Reciprocity of Medical Practice 

The Council resumed the consideration of communications 
from the Pnvy Council Office in regard to the practice of 
Italian medical practitioners in thiH country and the question 
of reciprocity in regard to which the General Medical ConnoU 
on May 31st, 1899, resolved — , 

1 That it bo remitted to Hr Hair ^laokeiui o adrlte the Oooncil 
na to whether, uader Section 17 of the Medical Act of 1886, the 
prlvllegca to foreign practitioner! can be restricted to the reoogtiiUon of 
practice by them amongst their fellow-countrymen only who may bo 
ro«Ident in this country 

On this subject' the following opinion has now been 
received — 

The queetlon on which aa I underatfind, my adrlca Ii asked U 
whether under Section 17 of the Medical Act, 1886, the privileges 
accorded to foreign practitioners under Part 2 of the Medical Act, lra6, 
•can be restricted to the recognition of practice by them amongst their 
fellow countrymen only who may he reddent In thla country 

Tlie 17th o^ectlon or the Mealoal Act, 18S6, provides, os regards a 
forelm coimtry that Her Mijesty may by OMer In Oounoll declare 
that Part 2 of the Act shall be deemed on and after a day to be named 
in the Order (which In the Act Is called the proscrilied day 0 to apply 
to a foreign country which In the opinion of Her Majesty affords to che 
registered medical practitioners of the United JbJngdom such privileges 
-of practising in the foreign country as to Her Majesty may seem just. 

The effect of the section is that on such on Order being mode by Her 
Majesty Part 2 of the Act becomes applicable to the practitioners of the 
foreign country 

The effect of tho application of Part 2 of the Act to the forolgn 
country is that by Section 12 of the Act a person ^ho satisfies the 
lleglit^ that he holds a recognised medical diploma of the foreign 
country and satisfies the other conditions contMned in Section Is 
entitled to be registered in the list of foreign practitioners In the 
Medical Register 

The effect of Sections 6 and 14 of the Medical Act of 1886 is that e\ ory 
person who becomes registered as a foreign practitioner becomes 
•entitled to practise medicine, surgery, and mld4rlfery in tho Unlt^ 
Kingdom and Prltlsh Dominions. 

There is no express provision in Section 17 or in any other provision 
<if the Medical Act. 1^6. which empowers Her Majesty by the Order in 
Oounoll which applies the Act to a for^gn Stat^ to limit the right of 
the foreign practitioners who by virtue of the Order In Oouncil and 
the Act become entitled to be roistered. 

In tho absence of any express power to impose such a restriction as 
Is suggested by the question put to me my opinion la that no such 
restrfctlon could be imposed by an Order In Council made under 
Section 17 

If Her Majesty is advised that a forclm country affords to the regis¬ 
tered practitioners of the United Kingdom such prlvil^es of practice 
ns Her Majesty thinks just. Her Majesty can make an Order applying 
Port 2 of the Act to that forelj^ country but upon such on Order 
4>elng mode tho practitlonem of the forel^m country who satisfv the 
xequLrementa of the Act will he entitled to the full privileges which the 
A(» confers. 

My opinion, therefore to tho question submitted to me U that tho 
privileges to foreign practitioners cannot he restricted in the manner 
Indicate in the question.

physician He went on to say that the Council had not, as 
they viewed the case, prpsecuted a registered medical 
practitioner but a man whom they were given to understand 
was an unregistered medical practitioner, using a bogus 
American M D de^ee 

Mr Brown believed that the members of the General 
Medical ConnoU were not aware of the full foots of the ccbe 
when the proceedings were taken against Mr Hunter He 
certainly was of opinion that it should bo recorded that the 
prosecution of Mr Hunter was not sanctioned by tho Council 
in its capacity of a Counoil 

Dr Glover, as a member of the Penal Oases Committee 
as wqU as a member of the General Medical Council, wished 
to express Ms belief that if thla case had not been made a 
test case more assistance would have been given to Hrs. 
Hunter and he hoped that the fund which was being raised 
for her would be largely augmented ’ 

After some discussion Dr Glover said that the case had 
been proceeded with in a friendly spirit and without any 
animos It was a test case and not a personal one

that the mtention was to get, not a reform of the existmg 
Act, but a new Medical Act, altogether Of course, if the 
Council were of opmion that the report of such a committee 
as was proposed would enable them to get that ha made no 
objection but he had grave doubts whether it would enable 
them He ventured to make tbe suggestion that they should 
not be precipitate m this matter let them wait until next 
November and see what answers the bodies gave to him upon 
the clauses which would be sent to them Ha felt sure that 
a little delay would not be disadvantageous 

Dr MAOAlJHTElt said there was a consideration against 
this roving commission that the Council were an adminis¬ 
trative and judicial body, and if they began from within 
to propose practically the reconstruction of the Act under 
which their powers were given they must immcnseiy weaken 
what they did under the existmg law, and the moral effect 
■of their action wotdd be vastly weakened Ha thought 
that amendments of the Medical Acts would coma far better 
from outside bodies and what they proposed would surely 
■come before the Council for their consideration and approval 
If the Council imtiated legislation in a general and whole 
sale way he was sure that the Privy Council would adopt a 
different attitude from that which they had, so to speak, 
succeeded in wi nnin g from them and he was afraid it would 
undermine them power 

Mr Brown said that his view was that from no quarter 
could legislative proposals come more appropriately than 
from the Council which from long experience of their working 
know well the shortcomings of the existing Medical Acts, and 
he would point out to the President that unless they were 
ready with a BOl in November next they could not expect an 
Act in 1900 

The President You may add a good many years to that, 
Mr Brown 

Mr Carter said that the proper people to introduce 
amendments to the Medical Acts wore memMrs of the legis 
lature and they had the advantage of having in the House of 
•Commons members of their own profession—men of great 
at tainm ents, accustomed to deal with public affairs, and men 
■of sound sense and discretion I( members of the profession 
were anxious to reform the Medical Acts their first step 
should be to approach these gentlemen and to endeavour to 
enlist their assistance in the uudertakmg Any Bill that 
these gentlemen might be induced to promote or back 
would unquestionably bo referred to tbe Council and he 
had no doubt that the supporters of the Bill would value 
the advice they might be able to give them, but for the 
Council to engage m a perfectly indefinite inquiry as to 
what some people thought necessary and other people 
might think exceedingly unnecessary would be in his 
■opinion a wasting of time 

Dr Glover, replying on the debate, pointed out that the 
hands of the Council would not bo tied by anything the 
proposed committee might report, because it would always bo 
■open to the Council to reject the report or any part of it to 
which they took exception It was a most astounding 
doctrine which Mr Carter had laid down that the persons to 
bring about, to carry through, and to ask for the amendment 
of the Medical Acts were the three or four medical men who 
happened to be members of the House of Commons .As 
regards one or two of these gentlemen he had heard it stated 
in the House of Commons that they had sunk the doctor in 
the politician, but surely Mr Carter did not seriously mean 
that they were to depend for important legislation of this 
kin d upon certain medical men who chanced to be members 
of the House of Commons 

A vote was then taken, when eight voted for the motion, 
10 voted against it, three members did not vote, and nme 
members were absent The motion was accordingly lost 

Dr McVail said that the result of the votmg showed how 
wrong it was to take a mobon of this kind upon the last day 
of a long session It ought to have been taken early in the 
session and a considerable part of a day given to its 
discussion

obstacle Another theory of the function of these gemmules 
and the transmission of impulses has been put forward by 
BerUey^ He accepts the knob like terminations of the gem- 
mules as natural, but he cannot accept Ham 6 n y Oajal’s theory 
that nervous forces may discharge themselves from axites 
to dendrites all along the hne The dendrites he believes, are 
covered with a thin enveloping sheath through which the 
gemmules penetrate, and it Is only at the tip of the 
gemmules that naked protoplasm exists Similarly the fine 
branches of the aiites are covered with “ a protective sheath 
of great tenuity ” and only exhibit naked protoplasm at their 
bulbous termmations Therefore Berkley believea that it is 
only between these free terminations that nerve impulses can 
pass The mode of branchmg of the axites varies according 
as they form ascending fibres (extrinsic) or belong to local 
cells (intrinBio) The extrinsic break up into a number of 
filaments, usually at some distance from onei another, which 
re-di\’ide into a small number of others These course over 
a short extent of territory and terminate m flattened or 
globular extremities, the number seldom exoeedmg six or 
eight (Fig 2) 

The terminations from the collaterals of the psychical 
cells show a very different disposition 'Winding among the 
dendrites of the cells and often closely apphed to them they 
seldom show any defimte ending until the mid portion of 
the layer of smidl pyramidal cells is reached There they 
spht up mto a number of exceedingly fine branches, which 
frequently run parallel with the coarse pursued by the apical 
and basal den&ites They eventually give off at frequent 
intervals exceedingly short collaterals, usually from the side 
nearest to the dendrites, which terminate in a round or 
flattened bulb like extremity similar to those on the branches 
of the ascending fibres These are closely applied to the 
bulbous tip of the gemmules, the appearance often suggest¬ 
ing one of actual contact, the axonal discharges or the 
stimuli overleaping the infinitesimal distance between the 
bulb and gemmule (Big 1) “The interpretation of the 
objective existence of the terminai apparatus of the nerve 
fibres,” Berkley says, “ cannot be made but in one way— 
namely, that the impressions conveyed from external sources 
to central cell and from local cell to local cell are not 
acoompUsbed by a diffusion of the exoltation through the 
whole cortex, or even at various points along the course of 
the finer branches of the axons, but at single points 
perfectly defimte in their diatribntion, and that these 
points are situated only at the extremities of the nerve-fibre 
twigs, in the form of an histologically exact formation—the 
bulbous ending of the nerve fibre—which in itself constitutes 
the sole and only means for the oarrymg over of the enlTnln,- 
forces from axon to dendron and from cell to cell, and is 
in entire conformity with thn conception of Waldeyer of the 
entity of the neuron, each cell standmg as a unit in the 
nervous formation and only in continmty with others at 
definite points ” In a still more recent communication 
Lugaro also states that the transmission of impulses ooours 
through the extremity of the gemmules These he believes 
are capable of expansion and retraction, to a slight degree, 
and upon this function he- bases’^Eis tl^eory, which I shall 
presently allude to, of psychical processes A form of nerve 
termination in the central nervous system has been descifibed 
by Aldren Turner and Hunter in the Sprihg'nnmber'of Bratn 
for 1899 , but so far this has not beeni utUIsed to explain 
sleep After injecting metbylene-blue into the oironlation 
during life they found after death a fine lattice-work 
arrangement over the ceUs In most parte of the brain 
This was most marked over the root of the axis cylinder 
process and according to these authors it is the termination 
of the axis cylinder of another cell’ There Is no contiumty 
of tissue and therefore the entity of the neuron is not 
questioned Nerve impulses are believed to pass from the 
network to the cell body and not from tenninaJ aiitp to 
dendrite, or vioe versa The function of the dendHtio 
processes, the authors are mchned to believe, is nutritive— 
a theory tot suggested by Golgi 
After this brief survey of the place of the neuron in nerve- 
physiology we shall be better able to understand some of the 
theories which have been put forward to explain sleep But 
before dealing with these It will be well to review the faots 
which it Is necessary to explain Speaking generally, during 
sleep the whole metabolism of the body Is depressed The 
respirations are shallower , the aeration of the blood is less 
active, the pulse is less frequent, the blood pressure is 
lower and the temperature tends to fall, the neivous system 


is so affected that sense stimuli of moderate mtensity are not 
perceived, and consciousness is m abeyance, but reflex effects 
can still be obtamed These phenomena are not constant 
during the sleeping state, but vary withm fairly wide hmlts 
On this account some of them_have been credited with an 
etiological rfile, and this leads ns on to the 

^ Teleoeies op Sleep 

Those advanced up to the present time may be divided 
into chemical, histological, vaso-motonal, and psycholo^cal 
These theories are not necessarily antagonistic, as we nfigii 
presently see, but their promnlgators differ in their mode of 
explanation and in the prominence which they give to an 
individual character Let ns tot consider the cause of sleep 
in the ahotract 

It is evident that consciousness, whatever this may be, is 
due to a certam definite condition of the nerve-cells or 
neurons and any departure from complete consoionsnejs 
must be due to some cnange from this state At the 
present time It is dMoult to come to any other con 
elusion than that this state and its alterations are of 
a chemical nature—that consciousness is accompanied by, 
if not due to, a normal metabolism of the nervous cells, and 
unconsciousness or diminished consciousness to a chemical 
alteration in this metabolism This so-called normal meta 
holism 13 the result not merely of the vital requirements of 
the cells but of this the alterationa produced by the 
inflow of stimuli Diminish the stimnh or make them con 
stent both as to kmd and intensity (monotony) and the 
metabolism may become constant thon^ m changed condi 
tjons, a kin d of rapid acclimatisation occurs, and with it 
dumnished consoiousness The same effect might be pro¬ 
duced by the alteration of metabolism due to the application 
of a poison. It seems to me that the fundamental phenomena 
to be determined m dealing with psychical processes are 
the ohemical changes ocoorrlnp m the cells, molecular 
vibration and processes of a similar nature which have 
been speonlated upon from time to time are, with our pre¬ 
sent knowledge, in the realms of the unknown Even if 
they can be known it seems more philosophical to deterauae 
the gross chemical changes first, although there is not much 
likelihood of these being actually demonstrated in the near 
future Admitting that ohemical alterations are the causes 
or proportional concomitants of states of consoiousneta we 
shall be able to trace a oonnexion in some of the various 
theories of sleep which have been propounded Thus, it is 
very evident that the metabohsm of the cerebral ceil may to 
and probably will be altered by, digged eitnnsio condi 
tions—e g , by the blood supply—and that it may produte 
gross physical changes in the cell—e.g , retraction of the 
protopmsmio processes The vaso motcuid and histologicm 
and in part the chemical theories are—or perhaps It womd 
be better to say may be—thus brought into connexion But 
let us examme the theories in detail

mules as natural, but he cannot accept Eamdn y Cajal’s theory 
that nervous forces may discharge themselves from BTitjir 
to deudntes all along the line The dendrites he believes, are 
covered with a thin envelopmg sheath through which the 
gemmules penetrate, and it is only at the tip of the 
gemmules that naked protoplasm exists Similarly the fine 
branches of the antes are covered with “ a protective sheath 
of greattenmty” and only exhibit naked protoplasm at their 
bulbous terminations Therefore Berkley believes that it is 
only between these free terminations that nerve impulses can 
pass The mode of branching of the axltes varies according 
as they form ascending fibres (extrinsic) or belong to loom 
cells (intnnsio) The extrinsic break up into a number of 
fi l a m ents, ususdly at some distance from one another, which 
re diilde mto a sm al l number of others These course over 
a short extent of territory and terminate m flattened or 
globular extremities, the number seldom exceeding six or 
eight (Fig 2) 

The terminations from the collaterals of the psychical 
cells show a very different disposition Winding among the 
dendrites of the cells and often closely apphed to them they 
seldom show any defimte endings until the mid portion of 
the layer of small pyramidal cella la reached Thera they 
spht up mto a number of exceedingly fine branches, which 
frequently run parallel with the course pursued by the apical 
and basal dendrites They eventually give off at frequent 
mtenals exceedingly short collaterals, usually from the aide 
nearest to the dendrites, which terminate in a round or 
flattened bulb like extremity similar to those on the branches 
of the ascending fibres These are closely applied to the 
bulbous tip of the gemmules, the appearance often suggest¬ 
ing one of actual contact, the axonal discharges of the 
stimnli overleapmg the infinitesimal distance between the 
bulb and gemmule (Fig 1) “The interpretation of the 
objective existence of the terminal apMratus of the nerve 
fibres," Berkley says, “ cannot be made but m one way— 
namely, that the Impressions conveyed from external sources 
to central cell and from local c^ to local cell are not 
accomplished by a diflhision of the excitation through the 
whole cortex, or even at various points along the course of 
the finer branches of the axons, but at single points 
perfectly definite in their distribution, and that these 
points are situated only at the extremities of the nerve fibre 
twigs, m the form of an histoiogically exact formation—the 
bulbous ending of the nerve fibre—which in itself constitutes 
the sole and only means for the carrymg over of the cellular 
forces from axon to dendron and from cell to cell, and is 
in entire conformity with the- conception ,of Waldeyer of the 
entity of the neuron, each cell standmg as a uriit in the 
nervous formation and only m continuity with others at 
definite pomts ” In a stUl more recent communication 
Lugaro also states that the transmission)of impulses occurs 
through the extremity of the gemmules i These he beheves 
are capable of expansion and retraction to a slight degree, 
and upon this function he-base3~hia tl^eory, whioh I shall 
presently allude to, of psychical processes A form of nerve 
termination m the central nervous system has been described 
by Aldren Turner and Hunter m the SprihgTiumber'of Srava 
for 1899, but so far this baa not beeni utUised to explam 
sleep After injeotmg methylene-blue into the circulation 
during life they found after death a fine lattlco-work 
arrangement over the cells m most parts of the brain 
This was most marked over the root of the axis cylinder 
process and according to these authors it is the termination 
of the STIR cylinder of another cell There is no continuity 
of tissue and therefore the entity of the neuron is not 
questioned Nerve impulses are beheved to pass from the 
network to the cell body and not from terminal axltp to 
dendnte, or ms vsr$d The function of the denmitio 
processes, the authors are mohned to beheve, is nutritive— 
a theory first suggested by Golgi 
After this brief survey of the place of the neuron in nerve- 
physiology wO shall be better able to understand some of the 
theories which have been put forward to explain sleep But 
before dealing with these it will be well to review the facts 
which itjs necessary to explain Speaking generally, dnnng i 
sleep the whole metabolism of the body Is depressed The 
respirations axe shallower , the aeration of the blood is less 
active, the pulse is less frequent, the blood pressure is 
lower and the temperature tends to fall, the neivous system 
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is so ^eoted ^t sense stimuh of modmate iutensityl^t 
perceived, and consciousness is m abeyance bntreflRT»ff t

THEORiEa OF Bleep 

Those advanced up to the present tune may be divided 
into chemical, histological, vaso-motonal, and psycholo^cal 
These theories are nob necessarily antagonistic, as we'shah 
presently see, bnt their promulgators differ in their mode ot 
explanation and in the prominence which they give to an 
Individual character I^et us first consider the cause of sleeu 
in the abstract ^ 

It is evident that consciousness, whatever thig niay be, u 
due to a certain definite condition of the nerve-cells or 
neurons and any departure from complete consoionsnefs 
must he due to some cnange from this state At the 
present time it is difficult to come to any other con 
elusion than that this state and Ite alterations are of 
a chemical nature—that consciousness is accompanied by 
If not due to, a normal metabolism of the nervous colls, and 
unconsciousness or diminished consciousness to a chemical 
alteration in this metabolism This so-called normal meta 
h olism is the result not merely of the vital requlremenb of 
the cella but of this plus the alterations produced hy the 
inflow of stimuli Diminish the stimuli or mate them con 
stant both as to kmd and intensity (monotony) and the 
metabolism may become constant thou^ in changed condi 
tions, a kind of rapid acchmatisation occurs, and with it 
diminished consciousness The same effect might be pro¬ 


duced by the alteration of metabolism due to the apjfiicahon 
of a poisom It seems to me that the fundamental phenomena 
to bo determined In deahng with psychical processes are 
the chemical changes occurring in the cells, molecnlar 
vibration and processes of a siinUar nature which have 
been speculated upon tom time to time are, with our pre¬ 
sent Imowledge, in the realms of the unknown Even If 
they can be known it seems more philosophical to determina 
the gross chemical changes first, although there is not mnoh 
likelihood of these being actually demonstrated in the near 
future Admitting that chemical alterations are the csoses 
or proportional concomitants of states of consciousness w© 
shall be able to trace a connexion m some of the various 
theonea of sleep whioh have been propounded Thus, it is 
very evident that the metabolism of the cerebral cell may be 
and probably will be altered by, oh^ged eitnnsio condi¬ 
tions—e g , by the blood supply—andthat it may produce 
gross physical changes in the cell—e,g , retraction of the 
piotoplamnio processes The vaso moton;^ and histological 
and in part the ohemioal theories are—or perhaps it would 
be bett^ to^ say may be—thus brought Into connexion But 
let us examine the theories in detail 
The most fascinating of them all is what Duval has 
termed the hxstologxcal theory of sleep This seems 
to have been propounded In its most rudimentary state 
by Eabl Rfickhid who suggested that an assumed amce- 
bold motion of the neurons, and especially the dendritic pro¬ 
cesses, would account for various^psychological phenomena 
Thus sleep might bo explained by a retraction of these 
processes and consequent inability of nervous impulses to 
pass from one neuron to .pother ~ Thfr same theory was 
elaborated independently hy L6pme and Duval L6puie 
t b^nka this Isolation of the individual neurons may be due to 
some c h em i cal modification of the cellular protoplasm and 
he also states that the theory explains the extraordinary 
suddenness with whioh a state of wakefulness passes into 
one of sleep Duval goes so far as to explain the action of 
medicaments on this theory and he draws compansoni 
between the action of drugs on the terminal dendrmc pro¬ 
cesses and the effect of curaro on motor nerve endings 
This is surely hypothetical iloreover, he seems to ignore 
the body of th© c©U itself , everything is rierred to the 
dendritic terminations It Is most unnecessary to point out 
that the theory of Rahl Ruckhard J^jfipine and Duval is 
dependent upon the conception of isolated neurons as 
Inaependent units in the composition of tho nervous sys¬ 
tem and that with the disproof of conception their 
theory must fall to the ground ^Uiker has strongly 
criticised this (the ammhold movement) theory He says that 
Widersheim’s observations on the movements occutong in the 
nerve cella o£ the aupra-oMophage^ of leptoJora 

nyalxna are not pertteeat to the queation, and he rejecte 
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ha3 advanced a modifled form of the vaso-motor theory 
based apon personal experiments- According to him the 
angimia of the cortex is connterbalanced by the dilatation of 
the vessels at the base of the bram The causal factor of 
sleep IS a fatigue of the vaso motor centre and partloulaily of 
that part of it supplying the skm area This Professor Howell 
deduces from the fact that the volume of the arm increases 
(that IB, the cutaneous blood vessels dilate) just previously to 
sleep, and it usually contracts suddenly on awaking He 
does not, however, ascribe the production of sleep solely to 
the fall of blood pressure, but ha regards this as pre-eminent 
The etiological factors he grves as follows 1 A diminution 
of imtabiUty caused by fatigue of large portions of the 
cortical area 2 Voluntary wlthdrawiu of sensory and 
mental stimuli involved In the preparations for sleep 3 A 
di mini shed blood supply to the brain owing to a relaxation 
of tone in the vaso motor centres and the fall of general 
arterial pressure thereby produced Recently Dr Leonmd 
Hill has critioised Professor Howell’s results, or rather his 
deductions from his resulta He finds that the fall of arterial 
pressure is concomitant with sleep and he adduces confirma¬ 
tory experiments Thus ha found arterial pressure “as 
low when lying in bed In the waking state in the morning 
as in the sleepy state in the evening ’’—a result evidently 
antagonlstlo to Professor Howell's theory Moreover, it is 
nob difidcult to explain the fall of blood pressure during sleep, 
or even previonmy to sleep, by the posture, the diminu¬ 
tion of external stimuli, the extra clothing, Ac , which we 
seek before endeavourmg to sleep The rapid rise of blood 
pressure at the moment of awaking Dr Leonard TTill explama 
thus “As the waking state is neared the turgescence of the 
limbs Is lessened owing to the increased tone of the muscles 
and to the restlessness of the sleeper Bach mo\ ement or 
deep respiration expresses the blood and produces a lessening 
in the volume of the arm This is shown to be so by an 
e x a mina tion of Howell s tracings Since each movement 
of the body momentarily raises the vena cava pressure 
the brain is congested thereby, for the cerebral olrou- 
latmn passively follows every change in vena-cava pressure 
The flashing of the brain Is secondary to the external 
stimuli which provoke the external movements of the 
body, ncoelerate the heart, and Inorease the vaso motor 
tone At the same time these stimuli may awaken the 
dormant consciousness Oarefully reviewing all the above 
facts we must, 1 think, conolnde that the amemia of the 
brain is oans^ by rest of the body and the cessation of 
powerful objective and subjective stimah It Is the cessation 
of the latter that produces sleep," 

As regards the fall of arterial pressure hemg poit or 
propter I agree with Dr Leonard Hill that it Is the former 
The vaso-motor theory of sleep is quite inadequate to explain 
this condition , neverthelosa, vasoular phenomena play a part, 
and an Important part, in sleep production What, then. Is 
the probable condition of the cerebral vessels in sleep ? iVe 
have seen that the bram is a closed cavity, that the general 
arterial pressure falls during sleep, and that the pressure 
in the mtra cranial veins varies abailntely with that of the 
mtra tboraoic venous pressure, and it may be further stated 
that the Intra-cerebral blood vessels have not been shown to’ 
possess any vaso-motor iimervation It follows from these 
and other facts that the arteriole pressure is dependent on 
the venous preasnre and that any diminution in the size of 
the arterioles must he replaced by increase in size of the 
veins or other cerebral vessels Professor Howell believes that 
the basal vessels dilate, bat I am more moUned to agree 
with Cappie who attributes the greater action to the pial 
vessels, probably both sets of vessels are mvoived Bnt 
the conmtlon during sleep, it seems to me, is rather 
one of comparative blood sto^ than of simplo antemla In 
either case a smaller amount of blood passes through the 
cerebral vessels In a given interval of fime and this is In 
reality the essential factor And although I cannot regard 
a fall in blood pressure as the primary causal factor of sleep, 
yet the diminished supply of nutriment thus produced must 
exert a depressing influence on the metabolism of the cere¬ 
bral cells and aid in sustaining, if not m induolng, deep 
That the fall of arterial pressure is not necesa^ u shown 
by the notion of many hypnotics, which 
tnflnpnpft In this direction, but it may also be said ttat, other 
things being fidrly equal, those hypnotics which depress 
blooS pcessure ore mora certain flleep-wodacers than 
vjhioh do not Chloral, for example, is more cert^ 
any of its derivatives Indeed, it seems to me that toe 
evidence of pharmacology In dealing 
theories of sleep has been too much neglected Perhaps it, 


has not much to give, bnt at least it may help in correct¬ 
ing theories framed on other and different lines The 
admissibility of pharmacological evidence naturally raises 
the question as to whether forced sleep from drugs 
is comparable to natnial sleep Although some hold 
the contrary I am inclined to believe that it i« 
The restorative effect of n properly apportioned dose of a 
hypnotic in a mild case of insomnia is suggestli e Moreover 
if we accept the idea that sleep is the result of chemical 
changes in the cerebral ceUs this conception gains in force, 
as the introdnotion of a hypnotic Into the organism merely 
means a change in the environment of the cell with suli-. 
seqnent variation in its activity To deduce from the 
narcosis produced by large doses of these drugs that arti- 
floially produced and natmal sleep are dissimilar is unfair, 
in this case the stimnlos is excessive and the result no’ 
comparable Bnt to return to the theories of sleep 
The varions chemical theone* which have been put 
forward seem to have been based on Insufficient data. 
With the older theories of Sommer and Pfliiger and other* 
I do not intend to deal But comparatively recently a 
new ohemical "theory has been advanced Eirera behevea 
that the leucomalnes produced by the normal activity of 
the body play a predominant part He has based his view 
mai n l y on the experiments of Bonohard and his school, who 
found that during the night convulsant substances were 
excreted in the urine which were not present during the day 
The toxicity of the urine during sleep was found to bo much 
less than that of the nrine passed wldlst awake On these 
experiments Bonohard formulated the theory that during the 
day the body formed a hypnotic substance which by its acou 
'mulatiDn produced sleep and that during sleep a convulsant 
substance was formed which by inducing mnsoular move 
ments produced awakening Both Beck and Herringlmm 
have failed to corroborate Bouchard’s experiments, but apart 
from this it Is difficult from evidence of this kind to draw 
conclusions as to the cause of sleep The urine is a complex 
body, it varies largely m composition with the kmd of food, 
the amount of eierolse, and other physiological and patho 
logical conditions, and this variation is greater with this than 
with other secretions It does not seem right to compare 
the variability of the composition of the nnne with the 
penodio alterations in the temperatnre and pulse, the limits 
of the first are much wider Knrtbennore, as in the case of 
blood pressure, it does nob seem to me proved that this 
altered comMslUoa of the urine is iiot pott rather than 
propter I do not mean to imply that metaboho changes 
nave no influence In the prodnobon of sleep, hut what I do 
maintain is that sleep has not- been proved to be due to any 
one substance or group of substances present in the unae 
The chemical theory from another'pmint of view I shall 
mention presently 

The fourth class of our division of the theories of sleep 
is the psychological And here wo enter upon difficult 
ground We have seen that the physiological and psycho 
logical are two separate spheres with independent methods 
of analysis, that the elements of the two sciences are 
different, and that the connexion between the two can 
only be one of parallelism It may bo that we shall 
aevM get beyond this stage—that toe physical and the 
p^ohic^ even m theur simplest forms are not comparable, 
but from a physiological point of view there seems nothing 
improbable In the idea that they may be correlated Marie 
de JIanac61ne, in a popular book on sleep published two years 
ago, defines sleep as “the resting time of consciousness,’’

Mr President and Gentlemen, —^Tha moat important 
modem msthoda of prophylactic treatment are based upon 
the fact that an attack of disease from which an indlvldtial 
recovers leaves in him a condition of resistance to anothei; 
attack The possibility of turning to advantage this fact 
-was first demonstrated to ns by Mahomedan physicians to 
whom the world thus owes the knowledge of what proved to 
"be one of the most fertile pnnoiples of modem science The 
fincoesses of Jenner and Pasteur, who utilised cultivated vims 
for preventive treatment, have led to a general conception 
that there is the possibility of creating artificial immunity to 
disea'es by treating the organism with morbid products 
rendered by some speoial means harmless This definition 
involyes a generalisation which led to a considerable amount 
of disappointment, as the application of the principle in a 
number of instances did not give the expected results 


the rabbit shares with the horse tne susceptibility which it 
shared first with the monkey It will require, according to 
several observers, a very large dose of such treated virus to 
produce in the monkey or in the guinea pig any marked rise 
of temperature or any alteration of the Ain at the seat of 
injection, while the hor'e answers to the injection by 
almost as brisk an attack of fever as if the vims were & 
livmg one, and at the seat of inoculation a tumour is pm- 
duced which, if the dose he at all considerable, may lead to 
a complete mortification of the tissue The rabbit siAlarly

As varied as is the immediate effect of different forms of 
virus upon different animals, so varied is the result of the 
application of such virus from the point of new of im 
mumty conferred by it There are animals m which the 
inoculation leaves no lasting effect whatever In others a 
very temporary immunity is created, vanishing away m afew 
days In other cases, again, a condition appears that pro¬ 
duces the impression as if ^ter the treatment the animal 
has become more susceptible to a subsequent infection than 
is a normal, not so treated animal And, lastly, there may 
be found animals in which the same virus will produce o 
great and long lashng immunity In general I believe it 
to be admissible that in the case of every disease and; 
with regard to every species of animals a form of treatment 
may be found that will produce Immnnity'agaiiist disease m 
that parbcular case, but the same method of treatment 
may or may not he applicable to another animal or to another 
disease affecting the same animal It is the not taking mto

tion was Introduce after nine cases of plague had already 
occurred, five subse'tjuently ending fatally, there remamM 
thus 337 mdividuals Ce,be dealt with Of these, 164 
volunteered for inoculatlen and 183 remained uninooulated 
"tin Jan 30th, in the forehoon, before the inoonlaUou WM 
applied, ail more cases occurred of which three' afterwarus

A glance at the above table will show the progress 
which was made in our information By that toltlnl experi¬ 
ment and how far it carried ns ahead from the state- 
of uncertainty which surrounded the question originally

precision of observation must, however, suffer 

A number of doubts and possible objections with regard 
to many pirticular points arise which it Is not always 
possible to answer with certainty Snob observations are 
required to enable us to judge whether the application 
of the method as a general measure answers to the 
expectations formed, but the eimct extent of the results 
is to be gathered from such mathematically precise expen 
ments. Imitating the conditions of laboratory practice, as 
were those which I have detailed above The Aflerence in 
the mortality from plague between inoonlated and vminocu- 
lated parts of communities was estimated to average over

A very accurate set of data were collected in almost all

As to the duration of the effect of the plague inoculation

rules, to be valid for a period of six months, with the under 
standing that if accurate data are forthcoming of the effect

The Furthbh Problems pursued ie the Bomdax

The task which the officers of the Bombay Plague Be 
search Laboratory have proposed to themselves m connexion

The pShlem of typhoid inoculation has quite a special 
interest for Europeans as much as cholera has for the natives 
of India Typhoid fever proved to be a more difficult dise^e 
to eradicate from military cantonments than cholera It is 
possible that the explanation of that lies in what Is already 


known of the character of the microbes of these eiseises 
The typhoid bacillus wnen subjected to different chemical 
and physical agents, such as acids or antiseptics, or a high 
temperature, or desiccation, or the admiiture of other 
microbes, appears far more resistant than the cholera 
microbe Such a character would ensure for the typhoid 
bacillus the existence in more vahied media under more 
varions climates and a greater independence from seasonal 
or local changes than is the case with the cholera microbe 
Outside the endem c area the cholera remains m one and 
the same place for a few weeks and m any given part 
of a town often for a few days only It is rare ibat 
it visits one and the same barrack mo^e than once in five 
years, sometimes ten years, and when it occurs a temporary 
evacuation of the place puts a stop to the disease The 
typhoid virus, cn the contrary, sticks to an infected 
locality for years and causes a continuous incidence 
of the disease, for which occasionally nothing short of 
a complete dese-fion of tho station is effective At the 
same time, while the cholera infection seems to be almost 
exclusively confined to the water supply, in typhoid fever 
the improvement of the water seems to leave intact a large 
number of other sources of danger which np to the present 
time have escaped recognition Differing thus in their life- 
history in nature, the bacilli of cholera and typhoid fever 
present important common features in the manner in which 
they behave in the human and animal body The chlel 
centre of infection in both instances Is the intestinal 
canal, the cixcnla'ory system remaining free from in 
vasion When inoculated Into animals both microbes admit 
of the eame kind of transformation by passages from 
animal to animal, and against both immunity can be 
created in the laboratory by the same preparation of virus as 
used in the inocnlaticns for cholera, while when examining 
the tissues of immunised animals the same modifications 
are detected in them os those observed after the anti- 
cholen inocnlation These considerations have led ns 
to expect from the typhoid inocnlation in roan a similar 
protective effect as that observed in the inocnlation agalnsb 
cholera, and seeing that the period of life during which tho 
new comers to India remain susceptible to typhoid fever 
extends only over a few years it seems that the application 
of tho system, when properly organised, is likely to prove of 
a very high practical value. 


Inoculation and Gen’ehal Sanitarx Measures 
The anti cholera ’noculation, the inoculation against 
plague and that against tvphoid fever came to associate 
themselves to vaccinajon and represent attempts at dealing 
with epidemics on lines differing from measures of general 
sanitation During the last few years the question was there¬ 
fore frequently drtated ns to the relation in which the ty^o 
stand to each other It is scarcely necessary to say that in 
ooulation cannot be substituted for a good water supply, tho 
draining, cleansing or improvements in the buUding of 
cities, or for the admission of a larger amount of light and 
air into overcrowded localities, for all those measures to 
which the nations owe such a wonderful improvement in 
h jJtb as has taken place during the present century Only 
ijjustice would be done to the sanitarian by calling him 
in when a patient lies already on his sick bed or when an 
epidemic actually breaks ont in a commnnity, and by 
asking him to stay Ihe sickness or the epidemic, (o 
improve the health of the popnlaUon, so to say, 
while yOu wait Epidemics, like individual diseases, 
require specifics, promptly administmble remedies, to bo 
dealt with, and measures of general sanitation can be 
no more advised for arresting an outbreak of cholera 
or plague than can an individual patient be directed to 
build fer himself a new house, or to dry up the marshy lands, 
or to cut Qown the jungle round his habitation when be 
requires a dose of quinine to arrest an attack of fever The 
part of vaccination and of preventive inoculation In com 
bating epidemics stands in the same relation to general 
sanitary measures as therapeutics and the art of the benJlng 
physician do to domestic hygiene It is certain that neither 
of these can ever be substituted for the other

3 Xumhar puncturd — During the past 10 years no 
single measure of greater value in diagnosis has be^ intro¬ 
duce than Quincke’s lumbar puncture We are now able in 
a large number of cases to make a prompt decision as to the 
existence of meningitis and axe further enabled to recognise 
tlie form of the disease I shall not detain yon with details 
of the technique, available now in all text-books, and 
recently considered at great length in an elaborate “Heferat" 
by Neurath ’ It is a simple, quite harmless procedure and 
in a majority of the oases can be done without general anes¬ 
thesia or with the aid of a local freermg 
mixture A dry tap is rare in cerebro-spinm 
fever, the needle may be plugged with fibrin 
or a nerve root may come directly against 
the orifice Puncture in the third or fonrth 
interspace may be negative, while in the 
second a free flow is secur^ In one of 
our early cases In which no fluid was 
obtained the necropsy showed an exudate 
as thick as butter, with httle or no fluid 
A first punoture in a case is very often 
negative Though simple, the techmque is, 
like other procedures of the kind, bettered 
by practice Very often at first a few 
droM of blood flow, then a clear or turbid 
fluid, either drop by drop or sometimes in 
quite a strong stream The fluid may be 
clear, turbid, purulent, or more rarely a 
brownish yellow or qmte bloody In a 
great majority of the cases when meningitis 
18 present the fluid is turbid In rare 
instances clear fluid may bo obtained when 
meningitis exists and in a protracted case 
the fluid may bo turbid at one puncture and 
clear at the next Several observers have 
noted that the fluid may become clear in the 
intermissions of the disease A clear fluid 
may be obtamed from a punoture in the 
second lumbar intersMce, wmle lower down 
\ ^'^^d fluid may m withdrawn I saw 
this possibility very well illustrated m a 
recent necropsy, the fluid in the lower dorsal and upper 
lumbar regions was perfectly clear while that in the lower 
lumbar and the sacral rerfons of the canal was very turbid 
and contained numerous floooulent masses The flmd should 
be allowed to flow into a sterilised test-tube When the fluid 
is at all turbid there is usually a slight sediment and a 
coagulation of fibrin Cover glM preparations are made 
either dlreotly from the turbid fluid or. If the turbidity is 
slight and the cell elements few in number, after It has been 
centrifugalised Cultures should be prepared at the time of 
making the lumbar punoture by allowing one or two cublo 
centimetres of the fluid to flow on to a Ldfller blood serum

a sharp pain -was produced similar m nature and situa¬ 
tion to that of which she had t complained before Oo 
the right of tho utorus, but distmot from it and easily 
moved, was a swelling which seemed to consist of two 
parts, the lower being as large as a small walnut,, 
while the upper was smaller and could not be clearly 
defined At the time I thought they were connected, bub 
the abdomen was tender in every part and partloularly about 
the uterus, so that I could not oxamme it thoroughly It 
was afterwards found that the lower of these swellings was- 
the only and the npper tho enlargement in the tube Tho 
last attack of pain ^d been so sevoro that I thought it 
possible the sao had already ruptured or that the ovum hadi 
aborted into the abdominal cavity This view was indicated 
also by tho great tenderness of the abdomen, which was lite- 
that produced by the presence of blood I therefore gave; 
the patient some opium, and after explaimng the nature of 
the case to tho friends decided to -watou the course of events- 
From this time both pain and dlsohorgo ceased for IP 
days, but I kept the patient in bed, much against her 
inoHnation The opium -was not continued after the 
first three days Vfter 10 days the pain began 
to return and while I was making arrangements for an 
operation she was suddenly overcomo ivith an attack 
wbich exceeded in euverity any that slie bad yet had. 
This came on suddenly and without warmng while she was 
asleep and caused pallor, faintness, and vomiting 
Bimanual examination of the uterus revealed no alteratlcn 
except that the abdomijn was agam very sensitive, as il had 
been before the previous attacks I now got Dr Marriott to 
seo her and he agreed with me that tho condition was. 
undoubtedly due to the rupture of a gestation sao and that 
abdominal section should be undertaken without delay 
On opening the abdomen a quantity of dork blood, to the 
amount of a pint or more, escaped through the moiaion Tho 
specimen, of which I give an Illustration (Ilg 1), was then 
removed from the right side of the uterus and tho abdomen 
•(TOS washed out with boiled water Tho left tube and ovary 
Were quite healthy The condition of the patient for three 
days after the operation gave rise to anxiety owmg to persls 
tent abdominal pain and distension, frequent eructations and 
vomiting, and obstlnato constipation At the end of that 
time some snlphate of magnesium which had been given her 
in small and repeated doses began to aot and the subsequent 
history ot her recovery was uneventful 
An examination of the speolmeu removed showed that the 
ovary was large and that in the middle of the length of

This case is of great interest for two reasons It is, In

In the fresh state the Fallopian tube was smooth and 
without a vestige of scar, while tne flmbrim when floated out 
in water were all separate from one another and from the 
ovary and other parts The tube was split up for its entire 
length in order to find if there were any signs of inflamma 
lory or other obstruction or any scar such as might havD 
been produced by the escape of products of conception, bnt 
no evidence of any such traces of inflammation or of primary

~ true ovarian gestation Until lately there was no question 
but that pregnancy sometimes takes place in the Graafian 
folliole or m the free cavity of the abdomen Smegelberg,® 
jfor example, states that he found details or 13 reliable 
wcases of ovarian pregnancy But later writers are inolined 
“do doubt the possibility of the ocourrence of this 
■'wariety of eotoplo gestation The opinion of Mr Iawhou 
Talt on this subject is too well known to need comment, and

In many supporatlve conditions the anti atreptococclo serum 
Is of value The serum Is chiefly deserving of injoctien In 
cases in -which septic absorption has ooonrred, and in which 
the presence of the streptococcus has been demonstrated At 
various times much doubt has been felt as to the connexion 
pf erysipelas with the ordinary streptococcus, but the fact 
^ that the antistreptococcic serum has proved useful in'cases 
I of erysipelas la a powerful argument in favour of erysipelas 
being due to the ordinary streptococcus The anti strapto 
coooio serum la hardly advisable In every case of eryalpmas, 
for the niAjonty of cases have only a short course and early 
1 and complete recovery Is almost Invanablo. The serum is 
likely to prove of most benefit In severe coses of erysipelas of 
the face, in which the prognosis Is far graver than in ordinary 
oases The success of the treatment In Case 1 Is especially 
striking For the notes of the cases wo are indebted to ilr 
Frank F Bond, house physician 
t Case I —A woman, aged 27 years, was aamittod into

Scmarlts by Mr Bond —Considerable attention having 
recently been devoted to the treatment of vanous forms of 
streptococens infection by theJnjeotion of anil streptococcic 
serum I have thought i that the above cases may be of 
interest as evidence of the value of thin method of treat 
ment in facial erysipelas The semm is extensively used 
in the -wards of Westminster Hospital and the most suc¬ 
cessful results have been obtmned in cases of erysipelas 
On referring to the above cases the following points are 
noticeable. 1 The rapidity -with which an improve 
ment in the patient’s general condition is obtained In 
Case 1, although the patient was suffering severely 
from septio poisonmg, as evidenced by pyiena and 
delirium, within a few hours the temperature was 
redneed and she -was perfectly latiomil and in three 
days the , temperature had fallen ,to normal 2 The 
fact that the disease may be checked in the early 
stages by the use of the antistreptococcic semm Case2 
came under treatment -withm 12 horns of the commencement 
of the illness There was a marked improvement a few 
honrs after the first injecliotn of the serum and within 36 
hours the temperature fell to normal 3 No local symptoms 
were caused by the injection except a shgbt tenderness at 
the point of moonlation which passed oil withont treatment 
in the opurse of a few honrs The injeotlons were admin

This book aims at providing the atndent and praotltioner 
with tho most important facts of obstetric practice Where 
any dillerence o£ opinion still exists as to the facts the 
anthers have endeavoured to select those which at the 
present time commend themsel7e3 to the majority of 
obstetric teachers All anatomical, pathological, and 
embryological details except such ns are entirely essential 
have been omitted The book is divided mto two parts—the 
first treats of Pregnancy, Labour, and tho Paerperium, and 
the second of Obstetric Surgery This arrangement is not 
without its drawbacks If, for example, a student wishes to 
know the views of the authors as to the treatment of a case 
of placenta pruvia he will naturally turn first to the index 
Here he will be disappointed to find no reference to the 
treatment at all On taming to the reference given imder 
placenta praivia he will find a short and sketchy account of 
this complication of labour and a farther reforenee to the 
second half of the book for the details of the treatment recom 
mended In the chapter upon the Induction of Premature 
Labour oases of placenta prievia nro cited as an indication 
for its adoption and some pages further on the method of 
manual dilatation of the cervix recomm,cnded by the authors 
in these cases is described If, however, the student wishes 
to know whether after dilatation of the cervix ho had better 
employ forceps or version he will, we are afraid, be left 
looking '^e have entirely failed to find any mention of 
placenta pttevia in the chapter upen the forceps, and yet 
cases of placenta pitevia occur from time to time in which 
the forceps are a sultablo and proper means of delivery 
We are told in the preface that the busy practitioner, 
when in want of information, wishes to seouro it without the 
loss of time entailed in searching through a mass of 
theory and statistics This is a statement upon which 
we are in entire agreement with the authors It 
becomes a question, however, whether tho praoti 
tioner would not prefer to skip tho theory and statistics 
if he could find all ha wanted to know about a certain 
subject in one chapter rather than to search in severaj 
different places in a book with a very poor index for what 
is, oven, when he has united tho several paragraphs, a some 
what incomplete account of a very important condition 
The book, however, contains some good and clear descrip¬ 
tions of various obstetric operations, even if it does not 
fulfil the purpose with which it is written Some of the 
lecommeniitions are necessarily not such os would be 
approved of by all obstetricians We hardly think that 
many would follow the practice of opening the abdomen to 
dilate tho contraction ring in cases of inversion of the 
uterus in view of tho various methods available by the 
vagina for treating dififioult cases of this kind The apphoa 
tion of forceps above the bnm is regarded with disfavour 
by the authors and yet at the present Ume we are wit¬ 
nessing a revival of their use under such conditions in 
preference to version, especially In cases where the ^o 
titioner is accustomed to use axis traction forceps They 
approve of Dahrssen’s method of incising the cervix tod 
also of episiotomy In the treatment of oooipito-post^or 
presentations they recommend introduction of the wtole 
baud into the uterus and rotation of the child s body The 
statement that in cephalotripsy tho cranium is crowed to 
the diameter opposite to that in which the crushing force is 


exerted has been shown to be Inaccurate by Milne Murray and 
others In view of the fact that the cephalotnbe has been 
frequently used in the higher grades of pelvio contraction 
with good fesults we cannot agree with the statement that 
it is applicable only to the presence of the minor grades oS 
pelvio contraction We donot gather how the authors would 
deliver cases of marked pelvic contractiou where abdominal 
section is inadmissible Soma of the iilnstratlons are fair 
but others are very poor The book upon the whole is not 
one which we can recommend, although it would appear lo 
have met with a favourable reception In its own connby

Epithelium (Tyloma OonjunctiviB), by Dr Beat of Giesien, 
Essays on the Nbrmal and Pathological Histology of the 
Lacrymal Passages, by Dr K Joerss of Giessen, essays 
on the Treatment of Iraobomatons Diseases of the Cornea 
and especially of Ulcers, by Dr L Blumenthal of Riga, 
on tho Causes leading to Congemtal Defects of the Rids, 
by Dr Triedrich Geissmar , on Amyloid Degeneration of 
tho Conjunctiva, by Dr Hiibner of Cassel, on the Etiology 
and Treatment of Daoryooystoblennorrhoca, by Dr N Cahn 
of Riga, and lastly, an essay entitled, "Purther Oonimnnlca 
tions upon my Method of Treatment in cases of Detaohment 
of the Retina and a report on 101 cases of this lesion 
operated on by my Method," by Professor E Deutsch

It will be seen that the essays embrace a great variety of 
subjects and that they constitute monographs of the diseases 
which they describe The last part, by Professor Deutsch 
mann, is particularly worthy of consideration, since it glv^ 
tho details of 101 cases of detachment of the retina treated 
by himself and ins coUeagrues by an operative proccduio 
which be has devised and practised The method of 
operating consists in transfliing the globe with a 
narrow doable edged knife m such a manner as to make 
the wound to the globe suboonjunotlval, the knife 
passing through the sclerotic, choroid, and retina into 
the vitreous The point of the knife enters the eye 
below and to the outer side where the retinal detach¬ 
ment is usually situated and emerges at a somowbat 
higher level on the toner, lower, and posterior sprface In 
withdrawing the knife t Is made to divide the vitreous 
by lateral movements to a moderate extent The section 
is performed painlessly under an Injection of cocaine 
solntion to which a few drops of perchloride of mercury 
have been added and the pupU is dilated with 
atropine Professor Dautschmann has lately conjoined with 
this method of operation a second proceeding which 
consists to the injection of the vitreous humour of a

back the sjrmpathies and support of a large body of the pro- 
fession Its organisation ought to be widely and not narrowly

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The President of the General Medical Oooncil did well 
to direct the preparation of a narrative of the case of 
Hunter v Clare and the Counoil did equally well to 
have it inserted in the minutes which are now pubhc 
property for the use of all who are mterested in the case 
Foi; the case is one of which it 13 difficult to get a perfectly 
impartial and unprejudiced impression, as all our readers 
know who have followed the correspondence, leading articles, 
and signed communicatioua which have appeared in our 
columns The sad death of Mr Hunter m the middle of 
the litigation imported into it an element of pathos which 
must not be allowed to aftect our judgment, but which Rn** 
certainly had its influence upon many members of the 
profession 

The case divides itself roughly mto two stages—that in 
which the use of the Utle “ M D ” on the strength 
of possessing a medical degree from the Jefferson Medical 
College, USA, was the chief subject of complaint, and 
a later stage in which this charge dropped out and 
the use of the titles “Physician and Surgeon" became 
the only matter in dispute To the charge of using the 
title “MU” no further reference than this need be made 
Mr Hunter was a genuine M D of the Jefferson Medical 
College of Philadelphia,' and this institution is duly reco¬ 
gnised by the General Medical Council as one granting proper 
soientiflo degrees which are even registrable under certain 
conditions ’ On the second charge the Society of Apothe 
caries of London came to the help of Mr Hunter, who now 
got mto a flgbting humour, for ha said on Sept 30tb, 1897 
“As I am bemg ‘backed up’ I mean to fight now to the 
end ” Such a humour is somewhat infectious and the Penal 
Cases Committee of tho General Medical Counoil caught 
the flghtmg spirit with an alacrity that might well have 
been reserved for a more fitting case Acting on the sugges¬ 
tion of Mr Mute Mackenzie that the case “ raised in a 
convenient form issues of law and fact” the committee 
sent the case to the General Medical Council to consider 
whether it would be advisable for the Counoil to Institute 
a prosecution The Cotmoil after hearing the opimon of 
Mr Muir Mackenzie resolved on the prpseoutlon When 
the summonses came to be applied for It was found 
that the use of the title ‘ M D " had been disoontinued, 
whereupon summonses were apphed for in regard to tho use 
of tho titles of “Physician and Surgeon” respectively The 
magistrates considered the case governed by the well 
known case of Regina v Baker and fined Mr Hunter 
fgr using tho title of “Physician " Mr Hunters 
counsel asked tho magistrates to state a case, which 
they agreed to do The summons in respect of the

user of the tiUe “Burgeon” was not proceeded with 
The magistrates then stated a case for the opinion of 
the Court of Queen’s Bench After setting forth the facts 
the questions of law stated were (a) whether or not tho 
appellant (Mr Hunter) holding the UUe of L S A. and 
being registered as such la authorised to take or use the 
name and Utle of “Physician” in the manner the appellant 
used it, (J) whether, on the facts herein stated, the magis 
trates were right in finding that the appellant so described 
himself wilfully and falsely within the meamng of 21 and 
22 Viotoiia, Chap 90 As our readers know,’ the judges, 
Mr JnsUce Lawranoe and Mr Justice Ohannell, decided 
in answer to the first qupstion, (a), that the magistrates 
were right and that Mr Hunter was not right in uamg 
the title of “ Physician ” As to the second question, (J), 
they decided that the magistrates were wrong They 
quashed the conviction on the ground that Mr Hunter 
had some colour or Utle to use the description which he 
did use, especially having regard to the directions issued 
by tho booiety of Apothecaries 

Such are the facts of this case on which so muoh strong 
feeling has been expressed that tho outlines of the picture 
have been obscured by tho intrusive colouring of some of tho 
details The discussion of the case in the General Medical 
Conneu threw no additional light upon it, but neither tho 
lawyers of the General Medical Council, its Penal Oases 
Oommittee, the Council itself, nor the Society of Apothecaries 
of London can be held quit of blame We think, as tho 
judges thought, that the answer of the Society of Apothe 
caries to Mr Hunter s inquiry ’jvhether tho diploma of 
the Society enUtled. him to uso the tiUe of “Physician” 
was very uninforming It runs as follows — 

“Tho L S A (1888) can enll himself by any UUe which 
he prefers to adopt denoting the right to practise medicine, 
surgery, and midwifery, proiided that ha does not dlrecUy v 
or indirectly assume a Utle conferred by another licensing 
body or university ” 

Again, we think that a registered member of tho pro¬ 
fession labouring under a definite accusation is enUtled to 
more definite answers to questions as to what he may do 
than those which Mr Hunter received from Mr Farreb, 
though it must be admitted that the tone of Mr Farrbr 3 
letters wns kind, and constanUy recognised as such by Mr 
Hunter The General Medical Oonnoil is not a legal court 
but rather a body from which a medical man has a nght to 
expect some friendly guidance and more than a bare answer 
as to what ha may not do It is possible that a lltUe more 
explicitness on the part of the Society of Apothecanes 
or Mr Parker might have saved Mr Hunter the 
worry of a prosecution which according to some affected 
his health fatally Rut it is difficult to bo sure on this 
point A perusal of Mr Hunter s letters does not 
give us tho impression that he was muoh averse to a litUe 
fighting He believed that ho was doing right m caliinff 
himself a “physician ” (as many good lawyers do in spite 
of the recent judgment) and he had tho courage of his 
opmion, and when the Society of Apothecaries oamo 
quickly to his support we beheve that he was ready enough 
to go on.. The General Medical Council and the Penal 
Oases Oommittee must be blamed for allowing themsolvoa 
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among those boards by- which ' the hcencea may be 
transferred All this :s highly'desirable, as are also many 
other recommendations to be found' in Dt 'Wilson a paper 
The last proposition,'however, is the moat origmal—namely, 
that the American Medical Association ‘'should exert its 
influence to secure the appointment of a Secretaryahfp of 
PubUc Medicine, the portfolio of which should be assigned 
to a medical 'man, to the' end tliat the President may be 
promptly and' authoritatively advised concerning technical 
questions of vital importance to the welfare of the nation *' 
Such an appointment presutnably would be analogous to 
what we have often suggested in this country, namely, 
that of a Mmisler of PubUo Health

In this week’s Issue we publish an abstract of the 
Cavendish Lecture on the Etiology and Diagnosis of 
Cerebro spinal Fever, delivered ; before the West London 
Medico-Chiruigical Society by Dr Osleb, Professor of 
Medicino in the Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore 
Dr OSLKR S powers of observation axe so well known that 
great weight wiU necessarily be attaohed to the conclusions 
at which ho has arrived and there are several points in his 
leotore which materially add to onr knowledge of the etiology 
and diagnosis of the diseapo^ 

Dr Osleb Jirst refers to tho points of resemblance 
whi 9 h exist between, cerehro-spinal fever and pneumonia The 
general relations are the same m both diseases and the two 
may prevail together The abrupt onset, tho great 
frequency of herpes in both, the leucooytosls, and-the 
almost identical oharncters of the flhrino-purulent exudate m 
the two diseases (as drawn attention to by Dr Nbtiee) and 
the frequent compUcatiopg of pnenmpnla in epidemic cerebro 
spinal fever and of meningitis In pneumonia, are additional 
points of* interest^ But, on tho other hapd. Professor, 
Leiciixen^tbrn points out vanons differenoea, snob as

Especial interest wiU ,bg taken jn Dr Oslbe’s romiirkB 
on tho bactetiologyi of oeyebro spipalrfever Dr ^riibrod 
in his article says that ibaotenplogists are at a disadvantage 
in this matter because since their science has established 
Itself there have been no large apKfemics of meningitis and 
therefore their researches_ have been limited to ^certain 
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minor outbreaks No doubt tit is owing to these clroum- 
stMces that the conclusion was arrived at'that the organism 
associated with epidemlo meningitis is identical with, or 
closely related to, that which is iesponsible for crou^us 
pneumonia Professor Whichbelbaum, however, more than 
12 years ago desonbed a diplococcus with special cultural 
pecnlianties'which he regarded as the specifio organism of 
the-epidemlo form oftiho disease These observations were 
confirmed by Professor Jaegeb in 1895 and have since been 
corroborated by other investigators This organism is 
vanousiy known as the meningococcus and the dlplococous 
intracBllnlans meningitidis, and according to Dr Osleb is 
now regarded as the specifio cause of the disease The 
meningocoocns has usually a diplococous form and lies 
within the polynuclear leucocytes, hence the definition 
iniriuellularts It is found in the corebro-spiual exudate, 
rarely elsewhere in the body, but it has been ioolated from 
the blood, tho pus from the joints, the pnenmoiilo areas 
in the lungs, and the nasal mnous Dr Osleb freely 
crltioises the writings on this subject of Dr Neiteb 
who maintains that the pnenmococens can, without 
doubt, cause meningitis , wo are tinclined to agree 
with Dr OsLEE that Dr Netter’s position is lUogicai, 
for the latter towards the close of his article in 
“ Twentieth Century Praotico ’’ states that certam pecu¬ 
liarities “prevent us from concluding that the two 
diseases (i e, pneumonia and cerehro-spmal fever) are 
absolutely Idonticnl ’’ If Dr Osleb’s oontontions are 
nght as regards tho pathogemo organism a great step has 
been gained m diagnosis and this is aocontuated by the pro¬ 
cedure known as “lumbar punoture," introduced by Pro¬ 
fessor Quincke , this enables us to make a prompt decision 
as to the existence of meningitis, assistance being derived 
not only from the bacteriolo^cal examination of the fiuid 
but also from its general character If the operation is 
carefully performed fluid is nearly always obtained It 
may be clear, turbid, purulout, or more rarely of a “ brawny 
yejiow," or qmto bloody In a great majority of

“THE PRE-PERFORATIVE STAGE OF TYPHOID 
UUCERATION" CLOSURE OF A PERFORA¬ 
TION BY ADHERENT OMENTUM 

The following case, published in the Bottom Medual and 
Surr/ual Journal by Dr D J If ifiller, is interestmg as an 
example of a rare event—recovery from typhoid perforation 
of the intestine—and in the manner m which this result was 
brought about The patient was a girl, aged 11 years, and 
the disease ran a rather severe course On the twenty- 
third day there were four hmmorrhages from the bowels 
(about 24 ounces of blood were lost), increased tympanites, 
abdommal pain and tenderness on deep pressure, and 
slight rigidity of the recti muscles These symptoms 
abated, but not entirely, until the ^twenty sixth day, when 
the patient complained much of abdominal pain The 
abdomen was moderately distended and slightly ngtd, on 
deep pressure {here was considerable pain which was 
-not localised At 10 A M the temperaturo had fallen from 
103 2’ P at 7 A ai to 09 4’ At 1 r ir the temperaturo 
rose to 101 4° On the nest day the tympanites was marked, 
the lower border of liver dulness was m the nipple line one 
and a half inches above the costal margin Pain was 
continuous and tenderness was great, especially above the 
umbilicus, there was considerable muscular rigidity The 
temperature was 102 8'’, the pulse was 140, and the resplra 
tions were 32 Operation was decided on should the con 
dition not speedily improve ^ On the following morning 
the child was better , the temperature was 99 e", the pulse 
was 96, distension and tenderness were much diminished, 
and pain was absent Oonvalescence proceeded On the 
thirty fifth day a relapse, more severe than the first attack, 
began On the thirty mnth day (the fifth day of the relapse) 
seven ounces of blood were passed Seven days later didl and 
continuous abdominal pain was again complained of On""the 
next day the tympanites was increased, but the liver dulness 
was unchanged Tenderness was very marked, especially at a 
point ]ust below and to the left of the umbUious There was 
decided mnscnlar rigidity iVomiting occurred once The 
temperature was 103°, the pulse was 134, and the respirations 
were 56 It was thought that perforation if not present 
was imminent At 4 e m , three hours later, the tempo 
ratnre had faUen to 99 8°, it rose rapidly to 103 4° at 
7 pm Symptoms of perforation and peritonltiB—collapse, 
vomiting and. great tympanites and rigidity—rapidly deve 
loped Death occurred on the next day at 1 p m At 
the necropsy considerable gas and fluid were ‘found in the 
abdominal cavity There were much lymph and many recent 
adhesions The great om?ntum was attached to the ileum, 
serving to‘ close a small aperture in an ulcerated Beyer's 
patch which had evidently perforated some Ume before 
Another perforation was found wblo|i permitted the escape

on the twenty third day after symptoms of perforation. A 
piece of omentum was found adherent to and completely 
closing the opening Cushing’ has emphasised the frequency 
of what he terms a “ pre perforative stage of ulcamtlon," 
which ho describes as “a localised inflammation of the serosa 
lading to a slight adhesive peritonitis due to the near 
approach of an ulcer to the general peritoneal surface." 
The symptoms, according to Dr'Miller, are a gradual rather 
than sudden onset of contmuous pain jrfncA tj complained of 
by the patient himself, associated with more or less general or 
localised abdominal tenderness and often with sbght muscular 
rigidity Cushing states that there may bo moderate leuco- 
oytosis Vomiting and change of temperature are usually 
absent The case described corroborates Cushing’s views 
There was almost continuous complaint of pam with tender 
ness on deep pressure and variable but slight ngldity for 
three days preceding the first perforation and for one and a 
halfdays preceding the second Dr Miller remarks that if 
there is a definite recognisable pre perforative stage opera 
tions undertaken then will bo more successful than later 
But it seems to us that those operatloiis would often be 
unnecessary quite independently of erroneous diagnoses 
which would bo stUl more likely to be made than In cases 
with actual sym^ms of perforation More value Is to be 
attached to his suggestion that tho recognition of this stage 
would put the practitioner on the alert to en]om greater quiet 
jness and the cessation of bathing, and niako him watchful 
for more pronounced symptoms 


“HAY-CORYZA ' 

The Professor of Oto rbinology in the University of Turin, 
Dr Giuseppe Gradenigo, drew attention at a late meeting of 
tho local Academy of Medioine to the increase of hay fever, 
or, as ho prefers to call it, “corlzia da fieno"—an increase 
observable mainly among the well to do classes of Italy 
The same phenomenon has also been noted and commented 
on by Frenob physicians among the corresponding olass of 
their compatriots This fact would seem to point to 
by per alimentation (or "gout") ns a concurrent cause of 
the malady — if not as its cauta causans Be that 
as it may, Profesaor Gradenigo would define the 
coryza In question as “a sub-speoies of the spasmodlo, 
vaso motor coryzte which recognise two main etiological 
factors—an irntatmg agent m the intonor of the nose 
(polypi, ‘oresto'del setto’—eaccrescences of tho septum 
and such like) or an agent imported from without (the 
poUen of certam flowering plants, the dust or detritus of 
great thoroughfares) pomoident with an enhanced soe- 
ceptibihty of the nasal mucosa " The symptoms of the 
coryza ‘ he would classify in the following sequence Ate 
of sneezing, hyper secretion of serum, turgidlty and 
congestion bf the nasal mucoea, sometimes of the cou- 
junctivm and of tho traoheal and bronchial mucoe® 
Passing in review the various remedies m more or le»fl 
acceptance ' he finds none of them really efflcaoio^ 
and would counsel " allontanamento'' (eslrangemen) 
from the irritating agent, bland lotions of the na^

Mr Victor Horst et said It Is with the greatest 
pleasure that I como here this afternoon to enter into 
this discussion on such an extremely important subject 
Mr R F Tomlin m his remarks has divided the matter 
into two heads—(1) the qucstloa of the registration of 
midwives as midwives, and (2) the question of the giving of 
certiScates by such bodies as the Spectademakers’ Company 
md optiemns At first I understood the resolution passed 
by you at your respective general meetings to refer to the 
Bill at present before the House of Commons which is put 
forward by the supporters of the Midwivea Institute and is 
backed by a certain number of mfluential Membeis of Par- 
liam'nt If you passed jour resolution under the impression 
that I was giving my support to the Bill now before the 
House you have been placed in a false position, I am as 
much opposed to that Bill as any of us, and under those 
oironmstances I wrote to the secretary of the Wood Green 
District Medical Society to say so If, however, the Bill 
which was referred to in Mr Tomlin's resolution is the Bill 
winch has been furnished by the British Medical Association 
I think then that the resolution of your society distinctly 
applies to me, and I shaU therefore assume that the only 
BuJ referred to is that of the British Medical Association 
What, then, is the position of affairs and what is my 
position towards you as your Direct Representativo 7 The 
position of aflaira is this Years ago a Bill was framed by the 
Bntish Medical Assooiation for the purpose of registering 
raidwives to secure that they should he properly educat^ in 
the carrying out of their work Of courso, midwivea have 
always existed and with mid wives as such no one has over 
attempted to interfere, hut olrcnmstances arose which made 
it necessary for their being put on a list for the parpMe or 
controllmg their praotioe, so we see that what there is of 
novelty in thiH question has arisen with the earliest attempts 
made by the Bnush Medical Association years ^o to con^l 
the practice of these women and not to give them praouco 
I reWt the idea of this BiU was to control their prac¬ 
tice and not as has often been assumed by, many, to 
confer anything in the way of additlopal praouco “1^“ 
them That BiU dropped and for some years nottog 
further was heard of the matter Then arewe a kind o£ j 
nurses’*^club^also caUed the Midwlves^ Institute" and the j 


members of this club took upon themselves to raise the 
matter up afresh by introducing a BiU into the House

Th^ unexpected death of Mr Lawson Tait hnq created 
a widespread feeling of regret and has removed from the 
domain of surgery a light which has shone with singular 
force and brilliancy for a number of years Mr Tait was 
' present at the OMning of the now railway station at Droit- 
wich on June ord, and at the subsequent luncheon, in 
resronse to a call for his name when the toast of “The 
Viritors” was proposed, he rose and spoke the following 
words “ I came to Droitwioh last night, I was quite well, 
J had a bath and to-day I am better ” Amid laughter he 
resumed his seat with evidently little presage of what was 
so soon to come On Juno 13th ho was seized with pain 
and serious symptoms connected with the kidneys, and died 
at three o^clooL in the afternoon The renal disease was of 
some duration, for two years ago a calculus became impacted 
in his urethra This was removed by a surgical colleague, 
but his health had been indifferent since, and no doubt 
the disease which ultimately caused his death was progress¬ 
ing in the mterval 

Lawson Tait was bom in Edinburgh in 1845 and was 
consequently only in his fifty fifth year at the time of his 
death Educated at Heriot'a Hospital School in that cily 
he subsequently became a student in medicine at the 
University and Extra mural School and qualified as 
L B 0 8 Edin in 1866, becoming a Fellow of the Royal 
OoUege of Burgeons of Edmburgh, in 1870 and of the Royal 
College of Surgeons of England in 1871 It was duruig 
his student days when associated olosMy with Mr Alex 
McKenzie Edw^s, a rapid and brlllmnt operating surgeon, 
and afterwards with Sir James Simpson, that ha imWbed 
and fostered that enthusiasm for surgery which led him to 
what may fairly be termed world wide reuown Afto 
three years at Wakefield, where he was house surgeon to 
the hospital, he went to Birmingham in 1870, taking a 
house in the suburbs He soon afterwards removed to the 
centre of the town and by his indomitable energy and 
persistence, as well as by early association with influential 
fellow residents, became a prominent citizen and a rapidly 
rising surgeon It was about this time that the oppor 
tumty was given to bis powers by the establishment of the 
Hospital for Women The projaot met with considerable 
opposition within the ranks of the medical profession, but 
the great mortahty which some 30 years ago attended 
abdominal operations proved a strong argument with the 
pnblio for the advisability of supporting a special hospital 
whbre, it was urged, special care could be given to such 
cases Throwmg himself ' with oUanoteristio vigour mto 
the movement all opposition was borne down and Tait 
was appointed one of the first surgeons to the hospital 
It was at this date that he became a Fellow of the Royal 
College of Surgeons of England In the Hospital for 
Women and in his own private hospital in the Orescent 
at Birmmgham he soon obtained a large praotico in 
abdominal operations devising' surgical methods which 
have gone far to revolntlonise the treatment of the 
special diseases of women thronghont the world In 1873 
he published his first work on Diseases of the Ovaries for 
which the Hastings Gold Medal was awarded His method 
of performing ovariotomy operations without the clamp 
(until Tnit’s time almost universally employed) was attended 
■with exceptional success In tiie remov^ of diseased 
Fallopian tubes and pelvic abscesses he enunciated new 
views of pathology which have since received general 
acceptance, and -witih the Investigation of ectopic gestations 
hla name b n a been honourably conneoted as a great pioneer 
and original worker In permeal operations he simplified 
and practised a ready method of repairing the tissues which 
has teen generally followed, and by numerous and almost 
incessant contributions to the surgery of the female pelvic 
organs he advocated and emphasised operative modifica 
tions founded upon the outcome of an exceptional and 
versatile power of intuition Nor was his gemus confined to 
the sphere of gjniooology alone, for he operated in 
other directions, notably for the removal of g^ stones, 
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givi^.so much profound attention to diagnosis, which 

problematical, he solved the 
qn^on in abdominal operations by his insight into the 
pathological conditions present and by bold and often daring 
pn^nre he met with resulta which signalised his sHfl 
and power of overcommg dlfflcnlUes and cqmpUcaUons 
belt confident and capable, he ■was always aware that his 
stongth was exhibited m the face of danger, and he inspired 
the feelmg in those with whom he was associated that fear 
was unknown to him and that nothing was ever done by 
him m response to so unreasonable a sentiment 
Lawson Tait was appointed first Professor of Gjinocology 
at Mason University College and afterwards bain it and 
trustee of that institution, where he always espoused the 
cause of medical education ■with foresight and effect In 1890 
his snrglcal position was recognised by the British Medical 
Association, before which body he was chosen to deliver the 
address in surgery at the annual meeting held m Binnlngham 
That address reads now as a perfect revelation of the nun 
In it we see his clear headedness, his pugnacity, hla contempt 
for detail, his worship of good surgery and hes glory in his 
own talents To read it Is to understand at once ms enormous 
success as well as his more than occasional failure. Speakmg 
in Birmingham he liivited the attention of his hearers to the 
dexterity of the Birmingham hutton-outter He warned 
modem surgeons against attaching undue importance to 
elaborate book learning, speaking with open contempt of the 
man who without mechanical skill and on the strength of a 
needlessly perfect scientific education embarks upon operative 
procedure That he unduly emphasised his point, regard 
Ing surgery too much in the sense of the craft and being too 
sweepmg in his condemnation of science as an element 
in the training of the medical student is possible, but it Is 
undoubted that some of the strictures whidi he at that time 
considered it to be his duty to pass upon the prevailing trend 
of professional education were, and are, deserved. We 
commend the perusal of this address to all Many of the 
topics are controversial and on many of them our readers 
m%ht not, as we do not, take the dead orator’s view eiactir, 
bnt in the main Tait was right, and his remarkably pithy 
and vigorons words make admirable reading 
In publlo life Lawson Tait never abatw la his unoeasiDg 
zeal and efforts to fulfil the objects which he had In view As 
a member of the town conncil of Birmingham be took an 
mportant part m the health and sanitary deliberations ol 
lie oonnoll, doing good work npion the Ai^lums Committee 
and as ohairman of the Health Committee A prominent 
and enthusiastio poUtioinii, he propounded bis views after 
the spht of the Liberal party over the Home Rule 4”^*® 
with his usual force, and fought as a Gladstouian Liberal 
in Unionist Birmingham for a seat in Parliament, whOT m 
a contest with Mr Jesse CoUlngs he was hopdessly 
defeated His restlessness of disposition and tenacity w 
purpose led hun into association ■vrith most of the pt^o 
qvementa during his residence In the town, in aU or 


which he was found to be a dangerous opponent ana 
an aggressive champion of the cause which he to(« up 
In this life of constant struggle he made many

Tlie TFeir Zegaaj to the JDubhii Sotpxtalt 
The arrangements for the distribution of Mr Weirs 
munificent legacy of £100,000 to the hospitals of Dublin have 
been followed with much interest here The three executors 
Kvere directed by the terms of the Will to advertise for 
claimants under it, and claims have been advanced by no 
less than 43 different hospitals and chantable inatitutions for 
a share in the donation The legal interpretation of the 
word “ hospital" used In the will was open to question and 
it became necessary to obtain a decision from the Vice 
Chancellor on the matter That decision was promulgated 
on 'May 4th last and declared that 34 out of the 
43 applicants were within the scd^' of the bounty 
Since that date four other institutions have been inolud^ 
from a batch of eight who sent In application quite recently 
and the money is now being divided among 38 hospitals of 
Dublin and its vicinity In February last £10 000 were given 
to 10 Dublin hospitals and chantable institutions in equal 
shares of £1000 The remaining £90 000 are now being dis 
tnbuted on the principles laid down by the Vice Chancellor 
and in portions settled at the discretion of the executors 
The precise sums to be allocated to each of the charities has 
not yet been made public, but the registrar of Mercers 
Jlospital has written to the morning papers of June 19th to 
^acknowledge the receipt of £6000 from the executors, while 
the'Governors of^Dr Steevens Hospital have just publicly 
acknowledged the receipt of a like sum

The Legal Position of the Puhllo Analgtts to the Countg 
I Count-iU in Ireland 

At a meeting of the Limenck County Council held on 
•June 17Ui a letter was read from Sir Charles Cameron pro- 
t^ting against the action of the county council in proposing 
to dispense with his services as public analyst, and stating 
that he was advised that dismissal from the office was 
■equivalent to the abolition of the office He mentioned, 
moreover, that if the counoil decided on that course ho was 
willing to retire on bemg pa^d £500 It was agreed to refer 
the matter to a committee, the council having been informed 
by the Local Government Board that they bad no power to 
dispense with the services of the public analyst unless he 
hirnself wished to retire 

The Finances of the Irish Branch Council 

At the late meeting of the General Medical Council a 
discussion which is of the utmost interest to the medical 
profession in Ireland took place on June 8tb on the 
finances of the Irish Branch Council It would appear that 
the assets of the Irish Branch Council have dropped from 
£801 18 j, 6(i in 1893 to £284 9 j 103 in 1898, and it 
was only natural that the Irish representatives (all of 
whom reside in Dublin) should bo asked by the Pre¬ 
sident to explain how in two years there should be 
such an extraordinary drop in their receipts of £517 
It would appear also that at one time the Irish Branch 
Counoil had as much as £1000 to its credit, now there 
13 only a balance of £200 The explanation Is that so 
many Irish students now go to Scotland for their degrees 
and qualifloationa, and as they register there the fees for such 
registration are lost to the Irish Branch Council Everyone 
admits these facts, the extraordinary thing is that when 
one looks at the n^unes of candidates who pass the final 
examinations of the Scotch Colleges of Physicians and 
Surgeons (the ” double qua! ,’’ as students call it) it is 
evident that there is an exodus from all parts of the country 
The three largest medical schools In Ireland at present are 
Trinity, the Catholic University, and Belfast, and at the 
present time a large number of those students of the Cathoho 
School of Medicme and of the Belfast Medical School who 
do_,not go to the Eoyal Umversity of Ireland migrate to the 
qualifying boards in Scotland The same thing applies 


to Cork The c^ous point Is that in Dublin there 
are, in addition to the two universities (Tnmtv ami 
the Eoyal) the other medical quahfying bodiS the Ho,M 
College of Physicians of Ireland, the Eoyal College of 
Surgeons in Ireland, and the Apothecaries Hall of Ireland 
^d yet the great majority of Irish medical students at 
the preaent time who do not graduate at the Irish 
umversities migrate to Scotland In the General Medical 
Counoil Sir Dyce Duckworth asked why such a large 
number of Irish students should go to Scotland to «eefc 
a diploma and Sir Christopher Nixon replied “The 
education is cheaper and the examinations are easier to 

g iss’’—a statement which was contradicted promptly by 
r MoVail There can be no question tha‘ there is a great 
deal of truth in what Sir Christopher Nixon has stated, but 
^oughtful men must see that there are other elements to be 
considered VTiat, for instance, is the reason why the 
number of Irish students going to Scotland has eo largdy 
increased in recent years i Have the Irish medical PTamlra 
tlons suddenly become harder to pass and has education 
here become markedly dearer in the last two years? I 
think the time hris come when all Irish medical 
men who are patriotfe, and espeoialiy those who 
are engaged in the teaching of the coming race of 
medical men, should meet and duonss the question raised at 
the General Medical Council as to the reason why such a 
large number of young Irieh medical students do not qualify 
m their own country but migrate to Scotland, and in fairness 
to all not merely the teachers but the students themselves 
should be asked the cause of this extraordinary exodus

The case In question Is os follpws My patient A\hom I will call Mr 
A, was laid up with a serious nerve hreakdoAAn ossoclatcd with some 
cqrloufl pains of a rheumatio ohnraoter After o while somq more 
merioufl symptoms supervened such as diplopia and paralysis of the 
external rectus mnsole of the right eye I suggested a consultation 
Avith a member of a hospital staff and at this consultation It was decided 
to prolong tho treatment of absolute rest for a further period of at least 
one month. To this the i>atlent agreed AVlth evident satisfaction and 
continuing treatment for two weeks the patient maile [sure but slow 
progress. On a certain morning after ^my usual visit and Avithont 
giving me any intimation of hla Intention Mr A got up tmd dressed 
and paid a visit to a consultant In tho West-end This gentleman was i 
told that Mr A was under my care and that I had seen him that 
morning but Mr A brought no letter of Introduction of even a card 
from me. The oonaultout, however saw him and prescribed for him, 
ignoring me altogethep* tho first Intimation I had of what had token 
place being a letter from the patient telling me that Dr B (nothls real 
initial) had seen him and agreed with mo os to his state and had sug 
gosted a line of treatment. I declined to continue the case. 


Surely Sirs If consultants sec patients already under n* 
meut without any letter of introduction from the medt 
charge It must of necessity place the general pmctlUoncr 
(llsadAimtapfo Avlth his patient and, further, must geoerste 
distrust between two branches of a profession both of whlc 
work happily together During my 30 yean practice in tl 
London I have only on one or two occasions been thustrtite 
to hcac through The Lobclt the opinion of boim mem 
profession who must be naturally Interested In this faapothn
